THE MINUTES 
December 2, 1983 


The Annual Meeting of the Eighty-eighth Convention of the Church in the 
Diocese of Los Angeles opened at 1:00 p.m. on Friday, December 2, 1983 with 
a celebration of Holy Eucharist in the Pacific Ballroom of the Hilton Hotel 
in Los Angeles, California. At the service, the Right Reverend, the Bishop 
of Los Angeles, Robert Claflin Rusack, D. D., S.T.D!. was the celebrant and 


preacher. The text of the Bishop's Annual Address will be found elsewhere 
in The Journal. 


At 3:07 p.m. the President convened for business the Annual Meeting of 
the Eighty-eighth Convention of the Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles in 
the Pacific Ballroom. The Reverend Canon Harold Hultgren, D.D., Canon 
Missioner for Ecumenical and Interreligious Affairs and Secretary of Conven- 
tion* was recognized. He reported that at 2:52 p.m. on December 2nd, 1983, 
he examined the records of registration for this Meeting of Convention and 
found that 302 lay persons had registered as present, which exceeds the 149 
necessary to constitute a quorum; and he further found that 186 clergymen 
had registered as present, which exceeds the 93 necessary to constitute a 
quorum. Therefore, he reported that the necessary quorum for the tranaac- 
tion of business was present at this meeting of Convention as specified in 
Canon X, Section 10.00 of the Canons of the Church in the Diocese of bods 
Angeles*. The President declared a quorum was present and called the meeting 
to order for the transaction of business, 


The President opened the meeting with prayer. 


The Secretary announced the appointment of the following Assistant 
Secretaries of Convention: the Reverend George A. Detor, S.T.M., Rector of 
St. Andrew's Parish, Torrance, to supervise the keeping of the minutes; the 
Reverend Gary D. Hand, Vicar of St. Peter's Mission, Rialto, to supervise 
the counting of the floor when there is a standing vote of the House; and 
Margaret Hultgren (Mrs. Harold G.) of Holy Trinity Parish, Alhambra, to 
Supervise the certification of delegates to Convention. 


The President announced the appointment of the Regular Committees of 
Convention. The list of the members of these committees is printed elsewhere 
in The Journal.

The Reverend Bruce MacPherson, the Vicar of St. John's Church, La Verne, 
reporting for the Committee on the Incorporation and Admission of Parishes 
and Missions moved that St. Gabriel's Episcopal Church in the City of 
Monterey Park be admitted into union with the convention of the Diocese of 
Los. Angeles as a mission congregation. The motion was seconded and carried. 
The President introduced representatives from the congregation to the 
Convention. In view of the fact that the congregation is made up largely of 
persons of Chinese ancestry, "fortune cookies" were distributed by them to 
the members of the convention. 


The Secretary, reporting for the Committee on Credentials, stated that 
in accordance with Article IV, Section 15 of the Constitution of the Diocese 
of Los Angeles, and Canon XII, Section 12.00 of the Canons, the committee 
had examined the list of all Clergy of the Church canonically resident in 
this Diocese as authorized by the Ecclesiastical Authority, on November 28th 
1983. The Committee finds that 2 Bishops, 341 Presbyters, and 3 Deacons are 
canonically resident in this Diocese, a total of 346 Clergy. Of this number 
279 are entitled to vote in this Meeting of Convention. 


The Secretary, reporting for the Committee on Credentials, then stated 
that in accordance with Article VI Section 16 of the Constitution of the 
Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles, and Section 13.00 and 13.02 of the 
Canons, the committee had received and inspected on November 28th, 1983, the 
Certificates of Lay Delegates of the Eighty-eighty Convention of 141 Parishes 
and Missions in union with Convention representing 433 Lay Delegates. The 
Committee finds that they are entitled to representation and vote in this 
Meeting of Convention. This is from a possible total of 145 congregations 
and 447 Lay Delegates who might be eligible. 


The Secretary, reporting for the Committee on Credentials, stated that 
on December 2nd, 1983 the Committee on Credentials examined the Certificate of 
Lay Delegates of the following congregations which were received after the

Canonical deadline: Los Angeles: Advent, St. Athanasius', St. Nicholas'; 
Whittier: St. Matthias'; 
representing 14 delegates. 


The Committee recommends that the delegates of these congregations be 
given seat, voice and vote in this Meeting of Convention. He moved that the 
aforementioned congregations be seated. The motion was seconded and carried. 


The Secretary, reporting for the Committee on Credentials, stated that 
at the request of the Committee for the Future, the Committee on Credentials 
recommends to this Meeting of Convention that Patricia Dow, Norman Emerson, 
Harry Letton, Zora Hayes, Douglas Myles, Curtis Cross, Susan Roe, and Leslye 
Loesel, members of the Committee for the Future, be extended the courtesy of 
a seat and voice in this Meeting of Convention so that they may participate 
in the presentation of the report of that Committee in this Meeting of 
Convention. He moved that these individuals be given seat and voice at this 
meeting of Convention. The motion was seconded and carried. 


The Secretary, reporting for the Committee on Credentials, moved that 
George Thompson, Judge of Elections; James Isaacs, Chairman of the Committee 
on Resolutions; George Bender, Chairman of the Program Group on Program and 
Budget; be extended the courtesy of a seat and voice in this Meeting of 
Convention so that they may exercise the duties the Bishop and Convention 
have asked them to assume. The motion was seconded and carried. 


The Secretary, reporting for the Committee on Credentials, moved that 
the Reverend Canon Roswell O. Moore, President of the Province of the 
Pacific, be extended the courtesy of a seat and voice in this Meeting of 
Convention. The motion was seconded and carried. 


The Secretary, reporting for the Committee on Credentials, stated that 
in accordance with the agreement between the Presiding Bishop of the Episco- 
pal Church and the Metropolitan of the Mar Thoma Syrian Church of Malabar, 
the Committee on Credentials recommends to this Meeting of Convention that 
the Reverend Philip Daniel and Mr. Matthew Daniel of the Mar Thoma Church be 
extended the courtesy of a seat in this Meeting of Convention. The Committee 
on Credentials further recommends to this Meeting of Convention that the 
Reverend E. V. Eapen of the Church of South India and the Reverend Greg G. 
Bayaca of the Phillipine Independent Church, all a part of the Wider Anglican 
Fellowship, be extended the courtesy of a seat in this Meeting of Convention. 
He moved that the aforementioned individuals be given a seat in this Meeting 
of Convention. The motion was seconded and carried. 


The Secretary, reporting for the Committee on Credentials, moved that 
any chaplains of the Armed Forces serving in that capacity within the Diocese 
of Los Angeles, but canonically resident in other jurisdictions of the 
Episcopal Church, be extended the courtesy of a seat in this Meeting of 
Convention. The motion was seconded and carried. 


The Secretary, reporting for the Committee on Credentials, stated that 
in view of the specialized ministry exercised amongst us in the Diocese of 
Los Angeles by the Monastic Communities and members of the Church Army, the 
Committee on Credentials recommends to this meeting of Convention that mem- 
bers of the Church Army as well as the lay members of the Order of the Holy 
Cross and the Sisters of the Holy Nativity be extended the courtesy of a 
seat in this Meeting of Convention. He moved that the aforementioned persons 
be given a seat at this Meeting of Convention. The motion was seconded and 
carried. 
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The Secretary, reporting for the Committee on Credentials, moved that 
the lay members of Diocesan Council, the Standing Committee, the Corpora- 
tion of the Diocese and Deanery Presidents, namely, Mary Elizabeth Bylin; 
Rosetta P. Holland; Maclyn Erickson; Jennifer Ladefoged; Basil Johnson; Judy 
Murray; Charles L. Christian; Kenneth Adams; Robert Whiting; John Welch; 
Carmelita Moffatt; Frank V. Marshall, Jr.; John Fricker, M.D.; Michael Beach; 
Al Burbank; Gary; Mark Sturgess; Yvonne Bingham; Don Cook; Howard Shelton; 
James B. Isaacs; R. Bradbury Clark; Willard Hovey; John Preston; Edward 
Wiggins; Dorothy Wiltse; George Bender; and Richard Sullivant be extended the 
courtesy of a seat and voice in this meeting of Convention, in order to 
fulfill more effectively the office to which they have been elected or 
appointed. The motion was seconded and carried. 


The Secretary, reporting for the Committee on Credentials, moved that 
Betty Connelly, a member of the Executive Council of the Episcopal Church, 
and Visiting Bishops be extended the courtesy of a seat in this Meeting of 
Convention. The motion was seconded and carried. 


The Secretary, reporting for the Committee on Credentials, moved that 
Seminarians of the Diocese of Los Angeles be extended the courtesy of a seat 
in this meeting of Convention for the purpose of gaining experience and more 
fully sharing in the life of the Diocese. The motion was seconded and 
carried. 


The President recognized the Secretary who placed in nomination, in or- 
der, the names of all persons listed on the Official Ballot. In each 
instance there was an opportunity given for nominations to be added from the 
floor before a motion was made, seconded and carried to close the nominations 
for each office. The name of the Reverend Charles Saquety was added to the 
list of candidates for the Standing Committee (Clergy). A complete list of 
all the nominees is printed in the report of the Judge of Elections, which 
is printed elsewhere in The Journal. 


The Secretary moved that the following persons be declared elected by 
acclamation, in view of the fact that they were unopposed for their respec- 
tive offices: The Reverend Robert G. Oliver, Director of the Corporation of 
the Cathedral (clergy); The Reverend M. Gregory Richards, Director of the 
Corporation of the Diocese (clergy); The Reverend George A. Detor, S.T.M., 
Commission on Ministry (clergy); The Reverend John H. Pruessner, Director of 
Hillsides; The Reverend Canon Harold George Hultgren, D.D., Secretary of 
Convention; James L. Keating, Trustee of the Diocesan Investment Trust; The 
Reverend David Duncan, Board for the Continuing Education of the Clergy 
(clergy): and Lamar Hill, M.D. and Jack C. Miller, Ph.D., Board for the 
Continuing Education of the Clergy (lay). The motion was seconded and 
carried. 


The Judge of Elections gave to the members of Convention detailed 
instructions on the methods of voting. The polls were declared open at 
3:40 p.m. for twenty minutes for the first ballot for Deputies to General 
Convention. 


The President called the Convention back to order at 4:07 p.m. The 
President recognized Mr. William B. Rodiger, J.D., Chairman of the Committee 
on Constitution and Canons, who reported for the Committee as follows: 

1. Proposed Amendments to the Constitution: 
These amendments were prepared by the Committee on Constitution and 
Canons to bring the language into conformity with Canons. 
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"Immediately after the Standing Committee shall be assembled in 
consequence of the first election following the adoption of this amendment, 
the members thereof shall be divided into four classes to consist of one 
clerical member and one lay member in each class. The seats of the members 
of the first class shall be vacated at the expiration of the first year; 
the second class at the expiration of the second year; of the third class at 
the expiration of the third year; of the fourth class at the expiration of 
the fourth year, so that one clerical member and one lay member of the 
Standing Committee may be chosen each year. Upon the expiration of his or 
her term no person shall be eligible to serve as a member of the Standing 
Committee for a period of one year." 


Amend Article XV, Section 34, to read as follows: 

"34. At the same meeting of the Convention there shall be chosen, in 
the same manner and with the same qualifications as prescribed in Section 33 
of this Article, four member of the Clergy and four member of the Laity, who 
shall serve as Alternate Deputies in the order of their election." 


Mr. Rodiger moved adoption of these amendments. The motion was 
seconded. The convention voted as follows: clergy, unanimous; laity, 
unanimous. The motion carried. 


II. Proposed Amendments to the Canons 


A. Filing of Annual Reports 

Mr. Rodiger, reporting for the Committee on Constitution and Canons, 
moved the adoption of the following: 

Amend Canon VI, Section 6.00, to read as follows: 

"6.00. On or before the first day of February, as prescribed in Title 
I, Canon V, Section 1, of the Canons of the Episcopal Church, each Parish and 
Mission, including Missions and Congregations not in union with Convention, 
shall file an Annual Parochial Report with the Secretary of Convention. The 
report shall be in duplicate in the form prescribed by the Executive Council 
of the General Convention. The Secretary shall deliver one copy to the 
Office of the Bishop of the Diocese for the next Annual Meeting of Convention 
to be used in allocating shares in the Mission Share Fund of the Diocese, if 
such shares are to be allocated rather than negotiated, or, for other 
authorized studies to determine the State of the Church in the Diocese of 
Los Angeles. Any Parish or Mission failing to furnish such a report, as 
provided herein, shall be liable for a share as determined by the Program 
Group on Stewardship and Finance if shares are allocated." 


The motion was seconded and carried. 


B. The Auditing of Financial Reports 
Mr. Rodiger, reporting for the Committee on Constitution and Canons, 


moved the adoption of the following amendment: 
Amend Canon VI, Section 6.02 to read as follows: 


"6.02. The financial portion of the Annual Parochial Report of each 
Parish or Mission, including Missions and Congregations not in union with 
Convention, shall be audited annually by an independent Certified Public 
Accountant, independent Licensed Public Accountant or by an independent 
committee appointed by the Vestry or Bishop's Committee under the guidelines 
established by the Program Group on Stewardship and Finance. A certificate 
or report of the audit shall be filed with the Secretary of Convention for 
transmittal to the Treasurer of the Diocese in accordance with the provisions 
of Title I, Canon VI, Section 1(5) of the Canons of the Episcopal Church." 


The motion was seconded and carried. 
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Ge Alteration of the Deanery Structure and the Membership of 


Diocesan Council 


(Discussion of these proposed amendments was deferred until after 
the Convention could receive the report of the Committee on the Future.) 


D. Creation of a Nominating Committee 


Mr. Rodiger, reporting for the Committee on Constitution and 
Canons, moved the referral of the following amendment to Diocesan Council: 


Amend Canon XVII, Section 17.09 by moving the present language 
bearing that number to Section 17.10 and substituting the following new 
language as Section 17.09 of Canon XVII. 


"On Nominations: 


"17.09 That a Nominating Committee of 15 members be formed. 
Each Deanery shall elect one member and one alternate to serve for a 
period of three years. The Bishop shall appoint five members and 
designate the Chairman. The Nominating Committee shall take such 
action as it deems appropriate so that there be one or more qualified 
candidates for each office nominated in accordance with these Canons. 
This shall in no way preclude nominations by petition or nominations 
made from the floor of Diocesan Convention. The rotation of membership 
shall be achieved by lottery on terms of office of one, two or three 
years at the first meeting of the Committee." 


The motion was seconded and carried. 


E. Redirection of Responsibility for Continuing Education of the Clergy 


Mr. Rodiger, reporting for the Committee on Constitution and 
Canons, moved the following amendments: 


Amend Section 18.03, Subsection (a) to add following “Convention 
of the Diocese." the sentence: "Continuing Education of the Clergy 
shall be the responsibility of this Commission in accordance with the 
Canons of the Episcopal Church." 


Delete Canon XXVIII in its entirety since continuing education of 
the Clergy is by National Canons a function of the Commission on 
Ministry. 


The motion was seconded. After some discussion, which included a 
commendation of the work of the Board of the Continuing Education of the 
Clergy over the past several years. The motion carried. 


The Reverend John D. Eales, reporting for the Committee on the Rules of 
Order, stated that no changes in the Rules of Order were contemplated at this 
Meeting of Convention. 


The Secretary moved that the Reports of Work of the Program Groups, 
Deaneries, Commissions, Committees, Institutions and Organizations of the 
Diocese of Los Angeles which have been filed with the Secretary of Conven- 
tion, published as Volume II, Parts 3 and 4 of The Journal and distributed 
in the Pre-Convention packet be received by Title by this Meeting of Conven- 
tion. The motion was seconded and carried. 


The Reverend Canon Richard I.S. Parker, D.D., reported on the Presiding 
Bishop's Fund for World Relief. He introduced the Reverend Samir Habiby, the 
Executive Director of the Presiding Bishop's Fund, who, in turn, introduced 
Ambassador El Ahmadi, the High Commissioner for Refugees in the Sudan. The 
High Commissioner addressed the Convention.

Amend Article IV, Section 4 (a) to read as follows: 

"(a) There may be a Bishop Coadjutor as provided in Title 3, 
Canon 14, Section 2(a) of the Canons of the General Convention, whom the 
Bishop, in case of absence or indisposition, may designate as the 
Ecclesiastical Authority of this Diocese." 


Amend Article V, Section 10, to read as follows: 

-"10. The Bishop shall have power to call a Special Meeting of 
Convention, except as provided in Article XX; and if the Bishop be 
incapable of acting, or the Episcopate be vacant, the Special Meeting 
of the Convention shall be called by the Standing Committee. The time, 
place and purpose of a Special Meeting of Convention shall be designated 
by the Ecclesiastical Authority calling it, and no business other than 
that stated in the call shall be transacted, except by unanimous 
consent." 


Amend Article V, Section 11, to read as follows: 

"11. Twenty-five days' notice shall be given of every Annual or 
Special Meeting of the Convention by the Secretary of the Convention or 
in the case of a vacancy in this office, by the Secretary of the 
Standing Committee. The mode of notice shall be a circular, addressed 
to the Clergy and to the Clerk of every Parish and Mission of this 
Diocese." 


Amend Article VI, Section 13, to read as follows: 
"13. The Convention shall be composed of members of the Clergy 
and Laity.” 


Amend Article VI, Section 15, to read as follows: 

"15. Every member of the Clergy in regular standing, who is 
canonically connected with the Diocese, shall be entitled to a seat in 
every Annual or Special Meeting of Convention: the right to speak and 
vote shall belong only to each member of the Ciergy in regular standing 
who has been for six months actually and canonically a resident of this 
Diocese; provided, that at the date of every Annual or Special meeting 
of Convention he or she shall be actually settled as Rector or Assistant 
Minister, or shall be recognized as a Missionary by the Ecclesiastical 
Authority of the Diocese, or shall be engaged as an instructor in some 
seminary or college, or shall be a Chaplain in the Armed Forces of the 
United States, or shall be a full time officer, agent, or employee of 
General Convention, the Executive Council, or a Department thereof, 
canonically resident in this Diocese but prevented by his or her 
religious duties from being actually resident in this Diocese. 

"The Canonical residence of a member of the Clergy shall date from 
his or her ordination within the Diocese, or from the date of acceptance 
of his or her letter dimissory by the Ecclesiastical Authority of the 
Diocese. 

"A member of the Clergy once entitled to a seat and vote shall not 
be deprived of these privileges because disabled from the functions of 
office by age or infirmity, or by being temporarily without charge; 
provided, that the latter reason shall not apply to a member of the 
Clergy exclusively engaged in secular work." 


Amend Article XIV, Section 29, to read as follows: 

"29. The Standing Committee of the Diocese shall consist of four 
Presbyters or Deacons and four Laymen or Laywomen to be elected by 
Convention at its Annual Meeting for a term of four years each, or until 
their successors are elected. 
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The President introduced the Reverend Joshua S. Kominami, the 
missioner for Japanese speaking work in the Diocese. Fr. Kominami is working 
through St. Mary's Parish in Los Angeles. . 


The Reverend Charles Bennison, Jr., the Rector of St. Mark's Church, 
Upland, read the report of the Standing Committee. This report is printed 
elsewhere in The Journal. 


The Reverend John H. Pruessner, the Rector of St. George's Parish, 
La Canada, read the report of the Commission on Ministry. This report is 
printed elsewhere in The Journal. 


The Secretary announced that an opening hearing would be held by the 
Committee on the Future in the Pacific Ballroom following the Convention 
Dinner. 


The Judge of Elections made a report on the First Ballot for Deputies 
to General Convention. The results of this ballot are printed elsewhere in 
The Jou1naf. The polls were opened at 5:20 p.m. for the Second Ballot for 
Deputies to General Convention and for the First Ballot for Diocesan Offices. 


At 7:00 p.m. the Convention Dinner was held in the Pacific Ballroom. 
The President recognized at that time those clergy who had retired during the 
past year. The keynote speaker was the Reverend Nelson Trout, Bishop of the 
Southwest District of the American Lutheran Church. The Convention was 
dismissed for the evening, to reconvene at 8:30 a.m. on Saturday, December 
3rd, with a blessing by the Right Reverend the Bishop of the Virgin 
Islands (Retired), Cedric E. Mills, LL.D., S.T.D., D.Ds 


SECOND DAY - MORNING SESSION 
December 3rd, 1983 


The morning session of the second day of the Annual Meeting of the 
Eighty-eighth Convention of the Diocese of Los Angeles opened in the Pacific 
Ballroom of the Hilton Hotel in Los Angeles on Saturday, December 3rd, 1983 
with the reading of Morning Prayer. The Reverend George E. Councell, Rector 
of St. George's Parish, Riverside, was officiant, and the Reverend H. Dean 
Farrarr, III, Vicar of St. Thomas' Church, Hacienda Heights, served as 
lector. 


The President reconvened the Convention for business at 8:38 a.m. 


Father Bishop, the Chairman of the Committee on the Dispatch of Busi- 
ness, made the following report: 
4a. Following the report on the ballot taken in the afternoon of the 
first day, the Committee for the Future will report. 
8a. A film depicting the work of the Presiding Bishop's Fund for 
World Relief may be shown following the report of the Task Force 
on Racism. 


The Judge of Elections reported on the Second Ballot for Deputies to 
General Convention and the First Ballot for Diocesan Offices. The Report is 
printed elsewhere in The Jouznal. The President declared the polls open for 
fifteen minutes at 8:52 a.m. 


The President reconvened the Convention for business at 9:15 a.m. 
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The Reverend George E. Councell presented the Report of the Committee 
for the Future. The text of the report is printed elsewhere in The Journat. 


Mr. James Isaacs reporting for the Committee on Resolutions moved the 
adoption of the following resolution: 


APPROVAL, IN PRINCIPLE, OF REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE FOR THE FUTURE 


WHEREAS, the Church is gathered in response to the call of Jesus Christ; 
and 


WHEREAS, the Church continually reassesses its organization and 
structures in its attempt to be faithful to that call; and 


WHEREAS, the Bishop and the Eighty-seventh Convention of the Diocese of 
Los Angeles directed the Committee for the Future "to conduct a study of the 
Diocesan Council and Deanery structure system, and report its recommendations 
with appropriate canonical changes to the Annual Meeting of the Eighty-eighth 
Convention of the Diocese of Los Angeles"; 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Annual Meeting of the Eighty-eighth 
Convention of the Diocese of Los Angeles accepts the report of the Committee 
for the Future; 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that this Annual Meeting of the Eighty-eighth 
Convention supports in principle the elimination of the present system of ten 
Deaneries to be replaced by five Episcopal Regions (with names and boundaries 
specified in the Committee's Report); 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that this Annual Meeting of the Eighty-eighth 
Convention supports in principle the Committee's suggestion that each of the 
five Regions éventually becomes the staff responsibility of a bishop who 
assists and reports to the Diocesan; 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that this Annual Meeting of the Eighty-eighth 
Convention supports in principle the creation of a smaller Diocesan Council 
which is both equally balanced between clergy and laity and elected by the 
several regions. 


The motion was seconded. Mr. Rodiger made some comments on the report from 
a canonical point of view. The Committee agreed to place a semi-colon 
after the word "Regions" in the second resolved clause and to eliminate: 
"(with names and boundaries specified in the Committee's report)." After a 
great deal of discussion, the Archdeacon moved to divide the questions so 
that each resolved clause would be voted on separately. This motion was 
not seconded. The Reverend Richard Van Horn moved the adoption of the 
following substitute resolution: 


BE IT RESOLVED: that this Annual Meeting of the Eighty-eighth 
Convention of the Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles commend the Committee 
for the Future for their work in preparing their report; that the Meeting 
receive this report; and that the contents of the report be studied by the 
Diocesan Council and by the Deaneries; and that the results of this study 
shall be reported by the Committee for the Future to the Annual Meeting of 
the Eighty-ninth Convention of the Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles. 


The motion was seconded. The previous question was moved. It was seconded 
and carried. The substitute resolution before Convention carried. 


The President called upon the Reverend Arnold Fenton, Rector of 
St. Matthew's Church, Pacific Palisades, to preside over the report of the 
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Venture in Mission Cabinet to Convention. There was an audio-visual 
presentation of the work of Venture in Mission both abroad and in the 
Diocese of Los Angeles. The details of this report are. printed elsewhere in 
The Journal. 


The Reverend Jose Carlo, the Hispanic Missioner, presented the Right 
Reverend the Bishop of Western Mexico, Samuel Spinosa-Venegas, to Convention. 
Bishop Spinosa thanked the Diocese for its gifts to his Diocese through the 
Venture in Mission program. 


The Judge of Elections reported on the Third Ballot for Deputies to 
General Convention and the Second Ballot for Diocesan Offices. The results 
of this ballot are printed elsewhere in The Journal. The President declared 
the polls open for fifteen minutes at 11:00 a.m. 


The President reconvened Convention for business at 11:18 a.m. 


The Reverend Charles Bennison reported for the Task Force on Racism. 
The text of this report is printed elsewhere in The Journal. 


Mr. Isaacs, reporting for the Committee on Resolutions, moved the 
Adoption of the following resolution: 


CLERGY EMPLOYMENT POLICY IN PARISHES 


WHEREAS, the church in its catholicity seeks to be inclusive of peoples 
of many races and cultures; and 


WHEREAS, the opportunity for a catholic inclusivity has never been 
greater in the Diocese of Los Angeles than it is today; and 


WHEREAS, apostolic ministries of evangelism and education, led by 
minority persons throughout the congregations of the diocese are required if 
the opportunity is to be taken; and 


WHEREAS, minority persons will most likely present themselves for this 
apostolate if encouraged to do so by minority clergy; and 


WHEREAS, minority clergy will thus encourage others for this ministry 
if they have the possibility of future ministries in the diocese and thus 
power over the direction their own ministry takes; 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Convention of the Diocese of Los 
Angeles, in its Annual Meeting of the Eighty-eighth Convention, December 2 
and 3, 1983, call upon the vestry of every parish in the diocese, at its 
earliest convenience, to consider prayerfully the adoption of a resolution 
stating in writing its intentional policy to give just and equal considera- 
tion to all clergy who are qualified and desirous of being considered, 
regardless of race, at such time as the Vestry employs clergy for its staff; 
to enter a copy of the resolution, at such time as it is adopted, into its 
minutes; and to file copies of the resolution with the offices of the 
Bishop and of the Diocesan Deployment Officer. 


The motion was seconded. There was a great deal of discussion on the issue. 
The Reverend George McClaren moved the following amendment to the resolution; 
in the resolved clause, following the words "regardless of race", add "age 
and gender". The amendment was seconded. After some discussion on the 
amendment, it lost. The resolution as originally presented carried. 
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Mr. Isaacs, reporting for the Committee on Resolutions, moved the 
adoption of the following resolution: 


CLERGY DEPLOYMENT POLICY IN MISSION CONGREGATIONS 


WHEREAS, the church in its catholicity seeks to be inclusive of 
peoples of many races and cultures; and 


WHEREAS, the opportunity for a catholic inclusivity has never 
been greater in the Diocese of Los Angeles than it is today; and 


WHEREAS, the apostolic ministries of evangelism and education, 
led by minority persons throughout the congregations of the diocese, 
are required if this opportunity is to be taken; and 


WHEREAS, minority persons will most likely present themselves 
for this apostolate if encouraged to do so by minority clergy; 
and 


WHEREAS, minority clergy will thus encourage others for this 
ministry if they themselves have the possibility of future 
ministries throughout the diocese and thereby have power over the 
directions their own ministries take: 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Convention of the Diocese 
of Los Angeles, in its Annual Meeting of the Eighty-eighth Convention, 
December 2 and 3, 1983, seeks to open up its ministry to all persons 
by calling upon the Bishop's Committee of each mission congregation, 
at its earliest convenience, to consider prayerfully the adoption in 
writing of an intentional policy stating its willingness to receive 
on its staff any clergy, regardless of race, who are qualified and 
desirous of serving, whom the Bishop might appoint; to enter a copy 
of the resolution, at such time as it is adopted, into its minutes; 
and to file copies of the resolution with the offices of the Bishop 
and the Diocesan Deployment Officer, 


The motion was seconded and carried. 


Mr, Isaacs, reporting for the Committee on Resolutions, moved 
the adoption of the following resolution: 
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CONGREGATIONAL EVANGELISM TO MINORITY PERSONS 


WHEREAS, the church in its catholicity seeks to be inclusive of peoples 
of many races and cultures; and 


WHEREAS, the opportunity for a catholic inclusivity has never been 
greater in the Diocese of Los Angeles than it is today; and 


WHEREAS, the challenge facing each congregation is to develop effective 
programs and establish target goals for increasing the numbers of minority 
persons in its membership in order to increase its apostalate to its total 
community; and 


WHEREAS, by our baptism we have been made members one of another, 
responsible for and accountable to one another for the conduct of the total 
ministry that is ours in Christ; and 


WHEREAS, our congregations have much to. learn from one another in our 
efforts to become better evangelists; 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Convention of the Diocese of Los 
Angeles, in its Annual Meeting of the Eighty-eighth Convention, December 2 
and 3, 1983, call upon each congregation annually to report its program of 
evangelism to minority persons and the results therefrom to the Standing 
Committee in its responsibility for the "status" of the Diocese and 
according to Diocesan Canon 20:04; 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that this report be remitted with the annual 
parochial report on a form provided by the Standing Committee; that a 
summary of its results be published annually in The Journal of Convention 
as part of the report of the Standing Committee; and that information 
gathered about creative and effective evangelism programs be shared with 
interested diocesan bodies such as the Program Group on Christian Education, 
the Commission on Evangelism and Church Renewal, and others. 


The motion was seconded and carried. 


Mr. Isaacs, reporting for the Committee on Resolutions, moved the 
adoption of the following resolution: 


THE EPISCOPAL NEWS 


BE IT RESOLVED, that the Convention of the Diocese of Los Angeles, in 
its Annual Meeting of the Eighty-eighth Convention, December 2 and 3, 1983, 
commend the Program Group on Communications and the Editorial Board, Editor, 
and Staff of The Episcopal News for the effective manner in which they have 
made that journal a significant vehicle for communicating the life and work 
of our minority congregations to the larger church in the Diocese and for 
communicating the life and work of the whole Diocese to one growing 
minority group in our midst by initiating the Spanish-language section 
therein. 


The motion was seconded and carried. 


Mr. Isaacs, reporting for the Committee on Resolutions, moved the 
adoption of the following resolution: 
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THE PRAYER BOOK CALENDAR 


WHEREAS, there exists a recognized need to increase in every quarter of 
the church a recognition of and sensitivity to the long and honorable history 
of ministry of non-white as well as white persons; and 


WHEREAS, the commemorations of the Prayer Book Calendar of the Church 
Year are an effective vehicle for communicating that history; and 


WHEREAS, there is at present in the Calendar no commemoration of a 
person of Hispanic descent, and other racial groups of growing significance 
or lasting history in our Diocese are underrepresented; 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Convention of the Diocese of Los 
Angeles, in its Annual Meeting of the Eighty-eighth Convention, December 2 
and 3, 1983, call upon the Diocesan Commission on ‘Liturgy and Church Music 
to bring before it for its consideration at the Annual Meeting of the Eighty- 
ninth Convention of the Diocese of Los Angeles, a resolution memorializing 
the 68th General Convention to include in the Prayer Book Calendar commemora- 
tions of a holy individual or individuals of Hispanic descent and such other 
individuals of non-white background as it shall see fit. 


The motion was seconded and carried. 


Mr. Isaacs, reporting for the Committee on Resolutions, moved the 
adoption of the following resolution: 


THE REPORT OF THE TASK FORCE ON RACISM 


BE IT RESOLVED, that the Convention of the Diocese of Los Angeles, in 
its Annual Meeting of the Eighty-eighth Convention, December 2 and 3, 1983, 
receive the report of the Task Force on Racism for publication in The Journal 
of said Convention; and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that those responsible bodies mentioned in the 
report--the Standing Committee; the program groups on Christian Education 
and Leadership Training, Evangelism and Renewal, Mission Congregations, and 
Social Relations; the commissions on Ministry and on Liturgy and Church 
Music; the Vestry or Bishop's Committee of each local congregation; and 
others--together with the members of Diocesan Staff assigned to work with 
them--give immediate consideration to the recommendations of the report and 
undertake effective responses, including the formation of a Commission on 
Racism, appointed by the Bishop, as soon as possible. 


The motion was seconded and carried. 


Mr. Isaacs, reporting for the Commission on Resolutions, moved the 
adoption of the following resolution: 


COMMENDATION OF FATHER BENNISON 


WHEREAS, the Annual Meeting of the Eighty-sixth Convention created 
"a Task Force to assess the extent, causes, and effects of racist attitudes 
within parishes and missions of the Diocese of Los Angeles, and to propose 
appropriate recommendations"; and 


WHEREAS, the Bishop of the Diocese of Los Angeles brought the group 
together under the chairmanship of the Rev. Charles E. Bennison Jr., Rector 
of St. Mark's Church, Upland; and 


WHEREAS, Fr. Bennison gave able, long and consistent guidance above and 
beyond the call of duty; 
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THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that this Convention commend The Reverend 
Charles E. Bennison for his leadership in bringing the work of this Task 
Force to conclusion and guiding in preparation of its important report to 
this Convention. 


The motion was seconded and carried. 


The President introduced the Reverend Canon Roswell 0. Moore, the 
President of the Province of the Pacific, who brought greetings to the 
Convention. 


Mr. Frank V. Marshall, Jr., the Treasurer of the Diocese of Los Angeles, 
presented a report of the work of the Treasurer's Office. This report is 
printed elsewhere in The Journal, Volume III. 


The Judge of Elections reported on the Fourth Ballot for Deputies to 
General Convention and the Third Ballot for Diocesan Offices. The President 
declared the polls open for ten minutes at 11:45 a.m. 


The President reconvened the Convention for business at 11:55 a.m. 


The Reverend Frances M. Hall, Curate at All Saints’ Church, Pasadena, 
led the Convention in Noonday Prayers. 


Mr. George Bender, Chairman of the Committee on Program and Budget, 
presented to Convention the 1984 Mission Share Fund budget in the amount of 
$1,712,724. This budget is printed elsewhere in The Journal. Mr. Bender 
moved adoption of the budget. The motion was seconded and, after a little 
discussion, carried. 


The Conventioned adjourned for lunch at 12:10 p.m., to reconvene at 
1:30 p.m. During the lunch period, the Bishop of Western Mexico celebrated 
a Spanish language Eucharist in the Pacific Ballroom. 


SECOND DAY - AFTERNOON SESSION 
The President reconvened Convention at 1:30 p.m. 


The President introduced the youth of the Diocese who had been acting 
as pages and performing other duties. The President was presented with an 
official "1983 gopher tee shirt", and promised to wear it at the next General 
Convention. 


The Judge of Elections made a report on the Fifth Ballot for Deputies 
to the General Convention. The polls were opened at 1:40 p.m. for ten 
minutes. 


The President reconvened Convention at 1:52 p.m. 


The Reverend Jose Carlo presented the report of the Hispanic Missioner. 
This report is printed elsewhere in The Journal. 


Mr. Isaacs, reporting for the Committee on Resolutions, moved the 
adoption of the following resolution: 


CAPITAL PUNISHMENT 


WHEREAS, experience and statistics have shown that Capital Punishment 
is not a deterrent to crime, and is prejudicial to the poor and minorities; 
and 
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WHEREAS, most civilized countries of the world have rejected Capital 
Punishment as inhumane and uncivilized; and 


WHEREAS, Capital Punishment is clearly contrary to the teachings of 
Holy Scripture and to the mind of Christ; 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Eighty-eighth Convention of the 
Episcopal Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles, California, meeting December 
2 and 3, 1983 condemns Capital Punishment as an abhorrent form of punishment 
and urges its abolition from our Judicial System; 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Secretary of Convention send copies of 
the Resolution to the President, Supreme Court and the Attorney General of 
the United States and to the Governor, Supreme Court and the Attorney General 
of the State of California. 


The motion was seconded. 


During the discussion, with the consent of the proposer, the resolution 
was modified as follows: The first whereas clause will read: ''WHEREAS, 
Capital Punishment is prejudicial to the poor and minorities" and a fourth 
whereas clause will be added to read: "WHEREAS, the victims of capital 
offences have suffered beyond measure but can never be made whole by Capital 
Punishment;". 


A motion to table was seconded and lost. The motion as amended carried: 
aye 253, nay 209. 


Mr. Isaacs, reporting for the Committee on Resolutions, moved the adop- 
tion of the following resolution: 


RENEWAL MOVEMENTS 


WHEREAS, the various renewal movements of the Episcopal Church have made 
a significant contribution to the life of the Diocese of Los Angeles in 
fostering personal faith and deeper commitment to Jesus Christ; and 


WHEREAS, these renewal movements include Faith Alive, Cursillo, Marriage 
Encounter, Anglican Fellowship of Prayer, Brotherhood of St. Andrew, 
Daughters of the King, Order of St. Luke and Episcopal Renewal Ministries; 
and 


WHEREAS, the ultimate purpose of all these movements is to set people 
on fire for Jesus Christ that leads to costly mission and discipleship; 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, we the delegates of this Annual Meeting of 
the Eighty-eighth Convention of the Diocese of Los Angeles express our 
gratitude to the leaders of these movements and encourage them to continue 
their work among us. 


The motion was seconded and carried. 


Mr. Isaacs, reporting for the Committee on Resolutions, moved the 
adoption of the following resolution: 


NATIONAL ACADEMY OF PEACE AND CONFLICT 


Whereas, international peace and national security require the full 
exercise of peacemaking, knowledge and skill to respond to international 
conflict; and 


WHEREAS, legislative efforts to create an interdisciplinary institution 


devoted to international peace research, education and training, and infor- 
mation services may be nearing fruition; and 
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WHEREAS, the ministry of reconciliation among nations and peoples could 
be facilitated by the creation of such an agency; and 


WHEREAS, religious groups, including the House of Bishops of the Episco- 
pal Church, have endorsed legislation creating such an agency; 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Annual Meeting of the Eighty-eighth 
Convention of the Diocese of Los Angeles declare its support for the formation 
of the National Academy of Peace and Conflict Resolution; and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Diocese urge congregations to study and 
act on this proposal; and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that Deputies from this Diocese present this 
resolution at the Sixty-eighth General Convention for its endorsement. 


The motion was seconded and carried. 


Mr. Isaacs, reporting for the Committee on Resolutions, moved the adop- 
tion of the following resolution: 


WORLD PEACE TAX FUND 


WHEREAS, the Episcopal Church has historically supported individuals who 
for reasons of conscience refuse to particpate in war; and 


WHEREAS, conscientious objectors have a legal right to alternatives to 
military service; and 


WHEREAS, some conscientious objectors now find themselves in the position 
of violating their consciences by paying taxes used for military purposes, or 
violating the law by not paying this portion of their taxes; and 


WHEREAS, proposed legislation would allow conscientious objectors to pay 
this portion of their taxes into a World Peace Tax Fund administered by an 
appointed board of trustees; and 


WHEREAS, many religious groups and denominations have already supported 
legislation to create such a fund; 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Annual Meeting of the Eighty-eighth 
Convention of the Diocese of Los Angeles affirm the right of conscientious 
objectors to pay the portion of their taxes that would otherwise be used for 
military purposes into a World Peace Tax Fund; 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that Deputies from this Diocese present this 
resolution at the Sixty-eighth General Convention for its endorsement. 


The motion was seconded. After a period of extended discussion, the previous 
question was moved, seconded and carried. This brought the main resolution 
before Convention. The main resolution lost. 


Mr. Isaacs, reporting for the Committee on Resolutions, stated that since 
Convention had referred the subject of reoganization of the Deaneries and 
Diocesan Council for further study, the following resolution and proposed 
canonical changes should also be referred for further study. 


(From the Committee on Resolutions) 
REORGANIZATION OF DEANERIES AND DIOCESAN COUNCIL OF CONVENTION 
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WHEREAS, the report, resolutions, and proposed canonical changes 
submitted to the Annual Meeting of the Eighty-eighth Convention of the 
Diocese of Los Angeles necessitate certain procedural and administrative 
actions on the part of the Bishop, his staff, and Diocesan Council; and 


WHEREAS, it is the desire of this Annual Meeting of the Eighty-eighth 
Convention to implement the recommendations of the Committee for the Future; 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Annual Meeting of the Eighty-eighth 
Convention directs: 
(1) The Bishop and Diocesan Council to oversee the establishment 
of five regions of the Diocese giving consideration to the 
names and boundaries as suggested in the report of the 
Committee for the Future; 


(2} Diocesan Council both to conduct regional organizational 
meetings for the prupose of electing representatives to 
Diocesan Council and the Program Group on Mission Congre- 
gations no later than March 1, 1984 and to dismantle the 
current deanery structure and organize regional structures 
by March 1, 1984; 


(3) Diocesan Council to determine an appropriate budget for the 
first year's operation for each region; 


(4) Diocesan Council through its Program Group on Program and 
Budget to develop and present to the Annual Meeting of the 
Eighty-ninth Convention a budget which includes compensation 
for assisting Bishops and Diocesan staff as proposed by the 
Bishop. 


(From the Committee on Constitution and Canons) 


C. Alteration of the Deanery Structure and the Membership of Diocesan 
Council 


A proposal from the Committee for the Future to amend Canons IX and 
XIX as follows: 

"To delete all references to the word "deaneries" or "deanery" in 
Canon IX, and substitute the word "regions" or "region". 


To amend Section 9.02 to read : 
"The Bishop shall appoint a coordinator who presides over the 
Regional Council Meetings in the Bishop's absence." 


To delete the language presently contained in Section 9.03 and 
replace it with the following language: 

"Each Regional Council shall be composed of one lay representative 
and one clergy representative from each Parish, Mission or Institution in 
union with Convention." 


To delete the first sentence of Section 9.04 and replace it with 
the following language: 

"Each Regional Council shall elect une member of the Clergy and one 
member of the Laity to serve as members of the Diocesan Council, and one 
member of either order to serve as its representative to the Program Group 
on Mission Congregations." 
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To delete Section 19.01 in its entirety and replace it with the 
following language: , 

"Members of the Diocesan Council shall be the Bishop of the Diocese, 
the Bishop Coadjutor, two Directors of the Corporation of the Diocese, two 
members of the Standing Committee and two members from each Region. The 
Directors of the Corporation and the Standing Committee shall each appoint 
one member of the Clergy and one member of the Laity as its representatives 
to the Council. One member of the Clergy and one member of the Laity shall 
be elected from each Region to represent it for a term of three years or 
until their successors are elected." 


The President referred the resolution entitled: 


REORGANIZATION OF DEANERIES AND DIOCESAN COUNCIL OF CONVENTION, 
and the proposed canonical changes entitled: 


C. ALTERATION OF THE DEANERY STRUCTURE AND THE MEMBERSHIP OF DIOCESAN 
COUNCIL 


for further study. 


Mr. Isaacs, reporting for the Committee on Resolutions, moved the 
adoption of the following resolution: 


INTERRUPTION OF PROCESS OF DYING 


WHEREAS, the Diocesan Council of Convention on May 25, 1983 adopted the 
following statement and accompanying resolution and urged its submission to 
the Annual Meeting of the Eighty-eighth Convention: 


A STATEMENT 


Many people have lang been dismayed at the confusion 
expressed by the community of Southern California in 
presenting guidelines for the care of those whose life 

is drawing to an end. The many facets of our community-— 
legal, including civil and criminal; medical, including 
doctors, hospitals, convalescent homes, and hospices; 
insurance companies, especially health, accident and death; 
all express their concerns, which, it is apparent from the 
daily papers, are in varying degrees of conflict as to what 
is proper ethically, medically and economically. 


To this confusion we address these convictions which flow 
from the Christian faith. 


(1) That life is sacred. 


(2) That death is a part of the process of life and of 
one's relationship with God. 


(3) That this life is not all there is to man's creation 
and that any view that states "life is to be saved 
at any cost" must be carefully weighed. 


(4) That medicine is invited into the living and dying 
process. For example, a person gives a written 
invitation to doctors to perform surgery. The reverse 
should be true that a person may give written instruc- 
tions to a doctor not to start life support systems. 


(5) That, when death is imminent; an individual's right to 
begin and terminate treatment should be honored. 
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THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that this Annual Meeting of the Eighty- 
eighth Convention affirm its endorsement of this statement of "The Christian 
View of the Interruption of the Process of Dying" and recommends its careful 
consideration to all members of the Church. 


The motion was seconded and carried. 


Mr. Isaacs, reporting for the Committee on Resolutions, moved the 
adoption of the resolution: 


CLERGY COMPENSATION 


WHEREAS, the Annual Meeting of the Eighty-second Convention (February 
1977) approved A Plan for Compensation, otherwise known as The CfLergy Compen- 
4ation Plan, for phased implementation of the plan on a voluntary basis and 
urged all parishes and missions to adopt and implement the plan as 
expeditiously as reasonably possible; and 


WHEREAS, Appendix A of The Clergy Compensation Plan includes a listing 
of Pay, Benefits and Allowances pertinent to Clergy Compensation (see 
attached); and 


WHEREAS, there are wide disparities in the method of providing housing; 
and - 


WHEREAS, it is the desire of The Commission on Ministry to ensure both 
clergy and parish corporations be treated equitably in housing policy; 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that this Annual Meeting of the Eighty-eighth 
Convention amend Appendix A of The Clergy Compensation Plan to read as 
follows: 


C. Elements of Compensation 
bez Housing Allowance. 


1.21 Provided and Annuity. 
When a member of the clergy lives in church owned or rental 
housing, the parish/mission will deposit annually in a recognized 
tax deferred annuity of the member's choice in the member's name 
an amount which equals not less than 10% of the amount reported 
to The Church Pension Fund as the assessment base. (e.g.: The 
formula now will be 10% of the sum of stipend and utilities 
multiplied by 1.25). The annuity will continue to accrue until 
the member of the clergy leaves that position. The annuity will 
be fully portable. 


22 Cash Allowance/purchase. 
When a parish/mission does not provide church owned housing, the 
parish/mission will make every effort to assist the member of the 
clergy in purchasing a home rather than renting. The annuity 
provision does, not apply only in cases where a member of the 
clergy purchases a home. 


1.23 Maximum housing allowance. 
The maximum percentage of the compensation plan figure (for any 
given position) that could be applied to rented or parish cwned 
housing, including utilities, will be 35% of the cash stipend 
(1.1 above). If actual rental or parish expense exceeds the 35%, 
the surplus shall become a liability to the parish or mission 
budget and will not be considered a part of the clergy person's 


compensation. 


The motion was seconded. 
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The Reverend John E. Pruessner, Rector of St. George's Parish, La 
Canada, withdrew the foregoing resolution with the consent of the mover and 
seconder and offered the following comments and substitute resolution: 


"Attached is a substitute resolution which was worked out between the 
Commission on Ministry and the Executive Committee of the Program Group on 
Missions. Below are some explanatory remarks for your information. 


1. General This is an expansion of the list of items of compensation. 
The language is intentionally optional. However, the Commission on Ministry 
would strongly urge parishes and missions to follow these guidelines. 


2. Annuity This is a new feature. It is an attempt to equalize the way 
in which clergy are provided housing by a parish. Wien housing is provided 
in the form of a rectory of vicarage, the annuity helps the member of the 
clergy build up equity as if he or she were buying a home. 


3. Purchase The Standing Committee and the Commission on Ministry encour- 
ages parishes and missions to assist a member of the clergy in the purchase 
of a home. However, under no circumstances’is the sale of provided housing 
encouraged to finance this assistance. 


4. Maximum Housing Allowance This section attempts to address the issue 
of the exeptionally high cost of housing in some areas of our diocese. The 
Clergy Compensation uses an average cost for housing in the Los Angeles 
Metropolitan Area. However, as some are painfully aware, there are areas 
which far exceed this average. If it is the parish's or mission's desire 
to have the clergy live near the church in these areas, then the member of 
the clergy should not be penalized for the inordinately high cost of 
housing by requiring a larger percentage of income to be used for housing. 
Nor should the total compensation package for the position be inflated 
beyond the limits of the position's range in order to meet the housing costs. 
This section is not intended to restrict a priest and vestry or bishop's 
committee from determining the actual housing allowance for the purposes of 
the Tax Code." 


WHEREAS, the eighty-second Convention (February 1977) approved A Plan 
for Compensation, otherwise known as The Clergy Compensation Plan, for 
phased implementation of the plan on a voluntary basis -and urged all parishes 
and missions to adopt and implement the plan as expeditiously as reasonably 
possible, and 


WHEREAS, Appendix A of The Clergy Compensation Plan includes a listing 
of Pay, Benefits and Allowances pertinent to Clergy Compensation, and 


WHEREAS, there are wide disparities in the method of providing housing; 
and 


WHEREAS, it is the desire of the Commission on Ministry to ensure both 
clergy and parish corporations be treated equitably in housing policy; 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that this Convention amend Appendix A of The 
Clergy Compensation Plan to read as follows: 


Cc. Elements of Compensation 


1.2 Housing Allowance 
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1.21 Provided Annuity 


When a member of the clergy resides in Church owned housing or is 
provided a rental allowance, the parish/mission/diocesan institution 
is encouraged to deposit an amount which equals not less than ten per- 
cent of the Church Pension Fund assessment base in a tax deferred 
annuity of the member's choice in the member's name. 


1.22 Cash Allowance/Purchase 


Where possible, parishes/missions may elect to assist the clergy member 
in the purchase of a residence. The annuity provision shall not apply 
when a church assisted purchase is available. 


1.23. Maximum Housing Allowance 


The maximum percentage of the compensation plan figure (for any given 
position) that would apply to rented or church-owned housing, including 
utilities, shall be 35% of the cash stipend (cf. 1.1 above). If the 
actual rental or church expense exceeds 35% the surplus shall become a 
responsibility of the parish budget, and will not be considered part of 
the clergy member's compensation for pension of diocesan support. 


The substitute resolution was seconded and after discussion, carried. 


The Judge of Elections made his Final Report. The results of this 
ballot are printed elsewhere in The Journal. He thanked, by name, the 
several persons who were very helpful in quickly counting each of the several 
ballots. 


Canon R. Bradbury Clark, J.D., L.H.D., the Chancellor of the Diocese, 
assumed the Chair at this point in the meeting. 


The Reverend Lewis P. Bohler, Jr., Rector of the Church of the Advent, 
Los Angeles, reporting for the Committee on the Bishop's Address, presented 
the following: 


RESPONSE TO BISHOP RUSACK'S 1983 CONVENTION ADDRESS 


The Committee on the Bishop's Address will respond to our Chief Pastor's 
eloquent statement in a somewhat different fashion this year. We will hold 
on to the substance of the endless intonations of "Whereas's" while at the 
Same time dropping the traditional phrasings. 


Many of our younger delegates who are present today (and perhaps the 
majority of the older delegates who are present) will not recall a once 
popular radio show called "Manhattan Merry-Go-Round". The ebullient 
announcer's introduction: "Yes, this is the lighter side of life!" 
"Lighter"? "Brighter"? We're not quite sure. There's no uncertainty 
regarding the effect of your 1983 Convention address, Bishop Robert. You 
have brought us the brighter side of today and tomorrow! In an hour when 
fifty minutes are crammed with grave concerns that are national and inter- 
National, not to mention the all-too-graphic and realistic recollections of 
television's recent "The Day After", your words of hope, revelation, informa- 
tion, progress and encouragement came as a welcomed clarion. 


Your address, Right Reverend Sir, touched myriads of persons, places and 
subjects without ever lapsing into pedantry. As an example, you applauded 
the glory of our dioceses’ multi-ethnic diversity without allowing us to lose 
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sight of the bold challenges that are ahead as we plough towards the intent 
of the petition, "We pray for your holy Catholic Church--that we all may be 
one." Neither did you fail to mention the few specks that continue to 
besmirch an otherwise adorable canvas. 


Finally, a reflection on your recent sabbatical. Obviously, your all- 
too-brief hiatus was a rewarding experience. The freshness and timeliness-—- 
not to mention the courageous tones--of your address attest to it. Our 
diocesan family must not wait so many years again before it responds to our 
Chief Pastor's need to--in the words of the familiar spiritual--"steal away" 
for measured periods of rest, reflection and study. Parishes and Missions 
should be equally as insistent that deserving pastors consider similar 
periods of redefinition and rededication. 


We love you, Bishop Robert, and your steadying presence is sorely missed 
when you are without our family walls. Still, we recall that our Lord some- 
times enjoyed the sanctuaries and solitude of Gethsemane and the wilderness. 
In this perspective, we all hope you'll be off and running before long, and 
for a slightly longer sabbatical next time. 


As for your address, one final note: Thank you. We needed that, 
Bishop Bob! 


A motion was made and seconded to receive the Report of the Committee on the 
Bishop's Address. The motion carried. 


The President reassumed the Chair. 


The Secretary announced that he had been advised by George A. Davis, the 
Chairman of the Committee on Arrangements for Convention, that the Annual 
Meeting of the Eighty-ninth Convention of the Church in the Diocese of Los 
Angeles will be held on Friday, November 30th and Saturday, December lst, 
1984, at the Anaheim Hilton Hotel, Convention Way, Anaheim, California. 


The Secretary moved the following resolution: 


WHEREAS, this Meeting of Convention recognizes with regret the absence 
because of illness from its fellowship of: The Right Reverend Francis Eric 
Bloy; The Reverend Kevin Dunn; The Reverend George Cummings; The Reverend 
Norman Y. Ishazaki; and Canon Alice Walker; 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that this Meeting of Convention assures these 
men and this woman of its prayers and best wishes for a speedy recovery. 


The motion was seconded and carried. 
The Secretary moved the adoption of the following resolution: 


WHEREAS, during this past year the following Presbyters of our Diocese 
have resigned their charges on attainment of retirement age: the Reverend 
Fathers Clive R. H. Couper, Michael DiPietro, John E. Erickson, Frank Kelley, 
Edward O. Moore, Franklin J. Ruetz, Jr., C. Boone Sadler, Jr., and Richard H. 
Shackell; 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that this Meeting of Convention hereby ex- 
presses to them and their families the thanks of the Diocese for their devo- 
tion and years of service to our Lord, and for their comradeship in the 
Church, and wish them well in the days before them, praying that their health 


and happiness may abound and that they may long enjoy fellowship in Mission 
with us. : 


The motion was seconded and carried. 
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The Reverend Mark W. Shier, Rector of St. Andrew's Fullerton, in the 
name of that Parish, moved the adoption of the following resolution: 


WHEREAS, the Reverend Addis Drake on St. Andrew's Day this year 
celebrated the 56th anniversary of his ordination to the sacred order of 
presbyter; and 


WHEREAS, Dean Drake has served this Diocese long and faithfully in 
several capacities to the upbuilding of the Body of Christ in this place and 
time; and 


WHEREAS, Dean Drake continues to serve his Lord and this Diocese by a 
ministry of prayer, presence, and love; and 


WHEREAS, his wife Lucy has unswervingly and lovingly supported Dean 
Drake in his ministry; and 


WHEREAS, Dean Drake's son David is a delegate to this Convention 
representing St. Andrew's Parish in Fullerton; 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that this Eighty-eighth Convention of the 
Diocese of Los Angeles ask David to convey to Dean and Mrs. Drake our hearty 
congratulations, fond regard, sincere thanks, and heartfelt prayers. 


The motion was seconded and carried. 


The Secretary moved that the reading of the Minutes of this Meeting of 
Convention be dispensed with and that the Bishop be authorized to attest to 
the accuracy of the Minutes. The motion was seconded and carried. 


The President then made the following appointments: Chancellor, Canon 
R. Bradbury Clark, J.D., L. H. D.; Vice-Chancellors, Clarence E. Fleming, 
J.D.; James B. Isaacs, J.D.; and William B. Rodiger, J.D. 


The Reverend James R. Bishop, the Chairman of the Committee on the 
Dispatch of Business, declared that the Agenda for the Annual Meeting of 
the Eighty-eighth Convention of the Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles had 
been completed in the order heretofore adopted by act of Convention, and at 
3:47 p.m., he moved to adjourn. The motion was seconded and carried. 


The Annual Meeting of the Eighty-eighth Convention of the Church in the 
Diocese of Los Angeles was adjourned with the Bishop's blessing.

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THE ADDRESS OF 
THE RIGHT REVEREND THE BISHOP OF LOS ANGELES 
ROBERT C. RUSACK, S.T.D., D.D. 
TO THE ANNUAL MEETING 
OF THE 
EIGHTY-EIGHTH CONVENTION 
DECEMBER 2, 1983 


Once again the Church in this Diocese gathers in our legislature. We 
are in the eighty-eighth annual meeting of our incorporated diocese, be- 
ginning the one hundred and thirtieth year of the life of the Church in 
California and, in less than a month, the eleventh year of my service as 
your diocesan. The Institution and Installation in January of 1974, and 
the Ten Deanery Apostolic Progression services that followed, are as if 
they were yesterday. 


As always, we gather as representatives of both the great orders of 

the ministry in the church - the clergy and the laity. Our clergy number 
some three hundred and fifty who are canonically resident, and another 
seventy to a hundred officially minister in the diocese. An unprecen- 
dented number of new clergy were presented at the Clergy Conference in 
Santa Barbara early in October, both this year and last. We welcome 
these new clergy as we, with regret, have bid farewell to those who have 
been called to other jurisdictions and to life eternal. In the lay order 
our numbers have grown nationally, and particularly in this diocese. We 
have welcomed to our midst persons from many different climes and coun- 
tries. Of particular joy was the formal inauguration in October of the 
Church of St. Gabriel in Monterey Park. In a restored Church and Parish 
Hall a Chinese congregation has begun its life, and already they are 
contemplating outreach through education and care of the elderly. Joseph 
and Ginger Li, supported by the Archdeacon, Canon Garver, Canon Yamazaki 
and all involved with Asian Ministries, are to be commended for their 

new ministry. Benjamin Pao was introduced to you at Convention last year, 
and is well "in residence." Our Vietnamese congregation, probably the 
only such in the world-wide Anglican Communion, is prospering in Garden 
Grove. 


The ministry of the Laity! Where can I begin? Thousands upon thou- 
sands labor at the diocesan and local levels in a multitude of minis-— 
tries that boggle the minds of those who visit us from other parts of 

the Anglican world. Bishops from Ireland, England, Africa, Australia, 
New Zealand and from other places have observed our life, and particular- 
ly the labors of our laity and have been incredulous. Lay readers and 
chalice bearers, church school teachers, vestry and bishop's committee 
persons, Episcopal Church Women and Youth, outreach volunteers; Program 
Group, Commission and board members serve the Lord and the Church with 
great fidelity, as they do their communities. 


Diocesan House is only a microcosm of the varied ministries now being 
exercised by clergy and laity in the Diocese of Los Angeles. The new 
Youth Officer, the branch of the Presiding Bishop's Fund in our diocese, 
the office for Ministry, the Hispanic Missioner, the Missioner for 
Ecumenical Affairs, the Missions Office, the ministries in Communica- 
tions, Stewardship and Development, Christian Education and Training, 
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Congregational Planning and Clergy Deployment, Urban Ministries, and 
those who labor in administration, are all in service to the whole dio- 
cesan family. A thrust from the Cathedral Corporation is the Resource 
Center now housed on the first floor at Diocesan House. It is there to 
be used and I urge you all to call on Randy Kimmler for assistance. 
Across the hall from the Resource Center is our Diocesan House Manager 
who has proven himself a great gift to us in this first year of service, 
Peter Mann. We welcome these two laymen and the rich talents they are 
offering to the diocesan household. Diocesan House teems with activity 
every day of the year, as our mother superior, Beverly Stokes can tes- 
tify. Diocesan House is now twenty years old and is debt free with this 
Convention. The Diocese of San Diego has been paid its share of the 
building. A multitude of groups, some diocesan, some ecumenical, some 
community, meet at 1220 West Fourth Street. One of the most regular is 
the Diocesan Altar Guild, there every Thursday for sewing and embroidery 
and other needlework. And they care for the Chapel of the Twelve Apost- 
les, the spiritual hub of all that is done in that place. To all we 
should be most grateful. 


The strength of our life is our Lord, and our strength stems from the 
ministries He inspires through His clergy and laity. All of you gathered 
here represent these four hundred plus clergy and nearly one hundred 
thousand laity. This is the Church in this Diocese of which we here 
today, tonight, and tomorrow are the stewards. 


The fruits of Venture in Mission are daily before us. The presence of 
the Bishop of Western Mexico is living testimony to the new ministry of 
the Church now possible in his jurisdiction because of our gifts. We hear 
from Uganda that new ministries for feeding the hungry in that land are 
resulting from our generosity. (Our Treasurer may have something to say 
about this for one of his ministries is Chair of the National Presiding 
Bishop's Fund.) The new youth ministries person and the Missioner for 
Ministry are not just symbols, but active, working staff persons respond- 
ing to two major areas you designated as needing aid in this diocese. 
Several smaller congregations are now being helped with maintenance 
problems, and the Opportunity Fund is now at work in ministries which 
will be detailed for you in the Episcopal News. These ministries, 
coupled with those that are funded by the Cathedral Corporation and the 
Our Saviour, San Gabriel, fund are extending our ministries as many of 

us never dreamed possible. I give thanks daily for the privilege of 
sharing in the life of the Church when it is at its buoyant and most ag- 
gressive best. Our clergy and laity are more committed to evangelism 
than heretofore, and we are seeking new ways of outreach and church growth 
in this most magnificent growing area where God has placed us as His 
clergy and laity. There can be nothing but thankfulness in our hearts 
that God blesses our words and our work with His power. 


After 50 years of subsidy, St. Barnabas, Pasadena, is in its second year 
of self-support and we must help them enlarge their modest Church build- 
ing. San Juan Capistrano is but an illustration of what can happen in a 
very short period of time - it now boasts a three and a half million 
dollar complex after but a few short years of existence. These have 
opened their doors to dual congregations: St. Stephen's, Hollywood; St. 
Michael's, Anaheim; St. David's, North Hollywood; the Magdalen, Glendale; 
St. John's, Wilmington; St. Anselm's, Garden Grove. Our Korean and 
Hispanic Ministries are other evidences of growth amongst our peoples. 
We should congratulate seventeen of our Missions now on self-support. 
New communities are springing up that demand our attention. We need 
laity ready to give land for Missions in several areas. Often I think 
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we are given to acting on the assumption that new people learn what they 
need to know automatically and find their place in the Church without 
effort on anybody's part. We cannot take these things for granted, and 
I don't believe we do. They will not happen unless we devote a vastly 
greater part of our thought and energy to this task than we have up to 
now. We must be out "calling" on people. St. John's, LaVerne, won one 
family I know of because the Vicar and two laity called on them, whereas 
other Episcopal churches that family visited in the area did not. If we 
fail in this, we may continue to grind out a number of isolated Episco- 
palians year after year, but the common life of the household and the 
Church will not gain from them nor will have their rightful share of that 
household's treasury. 


One of the most significant accomplishments in our diocesan year, just 
ending, is the report of the Committee for the Future. George Councell 
and his committee will report fully on this tomorrow. By and large our 
clergy and people gave great support to the work of the Committee, and 
the interest in the report as evidenced at Pre-Convention meetings has 
been most revealing. The outcome of the Committee's labors is very 
solid grist for restructuring our diocesan life. 


The reports on Racism and Hispanic Ministries will also be before us, and 
they will open our eyes once again to the opportunities and obstacles 
before us as we. expand the compelling ministries that are ours in 
Southern California. But to the futuristic dreamings! The time has come 
to face the realities of our dynamic life as a diocesan family. Structure 
is needed for this. As one member of the Future Committee has put it: 
"Ministering in the Diocese includes ad-ministering our common life." 


The Committee for the Future recommends a change in structure which may 
well enable many important ministries. Briefly, the Committee suggests 
that the Diocese be comprised of five regions in five saintly areas: 

San Gabriel, Santa Barbara, San Bernardino, Santa Ana and Santa Maria de 
Los Angeles, and that each Region take responsibility for encouraging 
new ministries and new congregations. To do this, each Region will have 
influence such as our deaneries have not experienced in these past ten 
years. Since we are an Episcopal Church the Committee recommends that 

a living symbol and a practical method of opening doors is to eventually 
have episcopal leadership in each area. A bishop resident in each area 
would regularly be in contact with the wholeness of diocesan life by 
meeting with the diocesan bishop, and they would be delegated to assume 
varying diocesan responsibilities as well as those in their own Region. 
As the committee proposes the Diocesan would have particular care of the 
Los Angeles region, and four assisting bishops would be among us, one to 
be pastor and teacher and leader in each of the four other Regions. 


It will take time for the entire diocese to be able to support these four 
episcopal offices and to find the right persons to serve in each area. 
Until we can have these four assisting bishops, the machinery the commit- 
tee commends to us would almost immediately open doors to lay-ministries 
for new congregations and institutions in these five Regions. The 
Regions must be empowered to articulate and communicate their hopes and 
strategies for the future. Each Region would have clergy and lay repre- 
sentatives on Diocesan Council. At the same time, the Regions would be 
connected with each other as integral parts of the diocese. They would 
share the total resources with which we have been blessed by God as a 
diocesan family. There are economies of scale in the Church, as well as 
in business. A regional system, therefore, with proper leadership, can 
be resourceful and responsive, competent and caring, inter-dependent and 
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innovative, Diocesan and local. 


The Regional plan would meet the need I have spoken of, from time to 
time, for more episcopal assistance. Our retired bishops have been most 
generous with their time and talents. It is still a hope to have the 
regional presence of a bishop without weakening the overall strength we 
have as a united diocese. The proliferation of small dioceses has been 
studied by the Committee and by your bishop, and we are disturbed at 
what would happen to our common life were we to move to division in this 
present jurisdiction. Many ministries would be hurt, particularly those 
of the large metropolitan area of Los Angeles, should we move in that 
direction. 


So this year, we have the opportunity to take a few initial steps toward 
renewal of our structure. The Committee has had the courage to think in 
new and creative ways, and with your bishop believes that we are talking 
about more than a new structure, but a more realistic and pastoral step 
that will be conducive to the working of the Holy Spirit in this place. 
The steps to come are not all known yeat, .and the Committee will continue 
its work to monitor and make new suggestions for the Future. I trust 
that you have the same courage to begin, trusting ever and always that 
God holds a great future for us. 


KREKKRERKERKREKKKEREKERERERERERER 


Our world is strewn with the wreckage of the broken cities of humankind. 
Millions of lives are uprooted and homeless. Families, which are the 
essential nurturing palces of sane and settled lives, are scattered, 
struggling to find shelter, or starting to rebuild a common life after 
years of separation. Three hundred thousand refugees from El Salvador 
are in the greater Los Angeles area; Ugandan families are torn asunder 
and more than a few are trying to meet in Southern California; Cubans 
have found homes here and are establishing family ties once again; and 
the plight of the Indo-Chinese is only too familiar to us all. Countless 
individuals all over the world are seeking to begin life again after 
horrible experiences that have all but severed their connections with 
their own past. Old fears and resentments of race stir uneasily and 
spring into violence. 


The Reports on Racism and the Plan for Hispanic Ministries speak to us of 
the complexities of our day, and the need in our diocese to respond to 
human needs. 


As I stated in my Pastoral Letter last April: Racism is a constant worry 
to me. Incidences of Blacks pitted against Hispanics, Anglos against 
Asians, have been reported from many communities. Racial division and 
hatred have no place in the Christian family. You have heard of my 
concerns regarding this on many occasions. Racial or cultural discrimi- 
nation cannot have any place in the hearts of Christians. Racism has no 
place in the allocation of funds or the deployment of personnel. 


I call on all in this our diverse diocesan family not only to pray for 
the end of racism, but to act out in our lives the brotherhood and 
sisterhood that is so inherent in the Gospel of our Risen Lord. 


The Hispanic Ministries plan can certainly be comingled with that of the 
Committee on the Future. Inevitably we will need an Hispanic Bishop, 
either through election or by persuading a bishop to come to us from 
the Southern Hemisphere. The Commission on Ministry has already in- 
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stituted requirements for our Seminarians in Spanish. Qur Theological 
School at Claremont stands ready tq expand its ministry to assist 
peoples of all backgrounds, both clergy and lay, for new and exciting 
indigenqus ministries. 


Each congregation must take very seriously the recruitment of persons 
for ministry - both clergy and lay, but particularly to call out excep- 
tional people for priesthood from within their communities. I call on 
the Black churches to continue to offer up persons such as Seminarians 
Nan Peete, from St. John’s and Dana Rose from St. Philip's, both in Los 
Angeles; and the Hispanic congregations to give us more persons like 
Jose Poch who has undertaken a dual ministry in South Gate; and Asian 
congregations to give us great sons and daughters for priesthood. 

Every one of us, as I have stated over the years in both The Eptscopal 
News and The Cathedra Commentary (my regular newsletter to the clergy 
and lay leaders of the diocese) must ever strive to eradicate the 
scourge of racism. We need to be ever conscious in our congregations 
and at every level of diocesan life that we include people from every 
race in our activities and programs. Invite persons from minority con- 
gregations to share in the life of your church and have clergy from 
such congregations preach or speak in your midst. Twenty years after 
Martin Luther King's stirring speech under gaunt Abraham Lincoln's gaze 
in Washington, American Blacks are still fighting for equality. None of 
us will ever forget his impassioned oratory to a quarter of a million 
people who had marched on the Capital: "I have a dream..." "I have 
a dream that my four little children will one day live in a nation where 
they will not be judged by the color of their skin but by the content of 
their character." And as we all recall two weeks later Whites bombed a 
Black church in Alabama and killed four little children. The adoption of 
Martin Luther King Day in our calendar is momentous, but will be meaning- 
less unless e&ch one of us in the Christian family is willing to jut out 
his or her chin and speak against racism whenever it arises, in jobs or 
jest, amongst parishioners or the populance. 


On sabbatical I was reading something of Booth Tarkington. He states 
ever so vividly after the II World War: "Since our American technical 
genius fashioned the atomic bomb, mankind is like a family living in a 
house whose walls are built of dynamite." What would he write if he knew 
of the nuclear dangers of today? We Christians must keep the world 

alert to the dangers of a nuclear holocaust. 


Every time I come to the writing of a Convention Address I am thrown into 
a quandary. How can I address every good and glorious thing that is 
going on in our congregations, institutions and community outreach. I 
commend to you all the magnificent new Episcopal Home in Palos Verdes. 

It is a marvelous facility for the not too active elderly. I hope we can 
hear from the Reverend George Cummings about the Home during our session 
tomorrow. Institutions like Hillsides, the Bishop Gooden Home for 
Alcoholic Recovery, Camp Stevens, the Episcopal Community Service and St. 
Barnabas' Senior Center (given high praise in civic circles recently), 
the Hospital of the Good Samaritan, the Seamen's Institute, the Neighbor- 
hood Youth Association, the Senior Citizen's Housing Projects, are 
impacting the diocese and community. This diocese is blessed in the 
hands of caring and outreaching board members at each one of these insti- 
tutions and I pray continuing and growing response to each ministry. Our 
Schools are a fabulous vehicle for outreach. The Harvard School is 
second to none in the country in its preparation of boys for leadership 
in our nation and community. Campbell Hall School has moved ahead in 
recent years to be numbered amongst the most productive schools in 
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California. Qur forty other schools in parishes and missions are a 
continuing joy to the Bishop in the excellence they provide in the 
basics of education and religion. [I am bound to say that. in my judgment 
the Church in this diocesé has a real responsibility towards its schools. 
They do not ask us for monies, but they need our "thanksgivings" for 
their unique and critical importance in the Church's mission. I am so 
proud of the new schools that have developed with our new missions, and 

I look for further ones in the near future in our Asian, Black and 
Hispanic congregations. 


I must say something of the work of Canon Oliver B. Garver, Jr. When I 
asked him to become my assistant in the oversight and development of the 
diocese I told him I wanted movement and intelligent excitement. Well, 
he has provided us with both. I wanted the kind of devoted awareness 

of the Church's task and mission which would help us all to be better 
missionaries. His leadership over these past 10 years has wakened within 
us a keen eagerness to do our job better. The people of God have truly 
been upbuilt where he has been penny-pinching, assertive, friendly, and 
available. I do not wish to embarrass him, but I trust that more persons 
serving our Lord will take.the pain of servanthood in the way that he has 
these past years, and in recent weeks as a result of his surgery. Ollie 
has moved with diligence for the upbuilding of the Church and making so 
Many sensitive to problems in our world. 


It used to be said that Archdeacons make bishops possible. Well, I would 
Say that a diocesan staff such as we possess make me most grateful. I 
come to our annual meeting with the deepest gratitude to a very great 
company of men and women - both clergy and laity - who make this diocese 
the incomparable household it is. I reiterate this because we often be- 
come pessimistic and downcast by certain elements within us that care 

not that they are of an episcopal household and tend to make lots of 
noise as they persist in being unfaithful to the canons, the doctrine, 
discipline and worship of our great Anglican Communion. I refuse to be 
cowed by these who would hold us back in mission. 


A few years ago I said something to the effect that we would never know 
the end of giving for building up the physical church in the West. Much 
of our energy continues to go for the purchase of land, for erecting 
buildings. We need always to guard ourselves against seeing the Church 
and her life not only in terms of dollars and buildings, against forget- 
ting that "man does not live by bread alone."" We need always to look 
forward to the time, and to prepare ourselves for that time, when we shall 
be able to pour even a greater proportion of our energy into the more cen- 
tral tasks of the Gospel. What is said and done and prayed in our 
churches is, in the end, of vastly greater significance to the world. 


It should be gratifying to all that we are ever aware of the needs of our 
clergy families and we have equaled and by-passed many of the highly 
endowed dioceses in the East in clergy compensation and housing. The 
Commission on Ministry, again, is to be commended as are the individual 
congregations who have responded to our prodding. 


This has been more of a state of the church address than I have ever 
given, but the staging of this Eucharist and Convention has led me to 
address household matters. I have left many things unspoken or only 
suggested as a result. I have left out a commendation of many forms of 
ministry, and have been unable to comment on all of the good things of 
our common life. You will know this, and will perhaps understand that it 
must be so, and that the infinitely rich and varied life of the Church 
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could not be described in any address, however long. This past year, 
when I look back on it, is a wonderfully generous, confusing and joyful 
festival gf memories. .I am especially in.yqur debt for the sabbatical. 

I crave the same experience far all our clergy and I dare you all to 
pressure your rectors and vicars to do what I have done. In fact, I beg 
the vyestries and bishop's committees to see to it that it happens 
according to special schedules that members of diocesan house staff 
(Steve Leonetti and Doug Vest in particular) will help you achieve. 

I stand ready to help as long as you face your responsibilities and do 

as we did - bring in a retired or non-stipendiary priest to carry the 
sacerdotal roles and you of the laity take up the rector's or vicar's 
responsibilities for three to six months. I warrant that you'll all have 
a good time doing so, and the Church will rejoice and reverberate by new 
live that will come from a relief from each other for a few months. 


The breaking of bread and the prayers in one congregation after another 
is a joy to your bishop. The heart-breaking problems and the hostili- 
ties we have to face are often oversome by affectionate comradeship. 


Now, two words for our discernment, Discipline and Witness. If the 
Church is disciplined within herself and intent on bold witness, no harm 
will come to her. As we enter the next few years of ministry together, 

I hope these will be our watchwords. Discipline, without witness, yields 
only self-righteousness and pride. Witness alone, without discipline, 

is a sounding brass and a tinkling cymbal. 


In the coming years may we work for a church that is sound at its core, 
unafraid of hardness and austerity in its inner life, with every freedom 
preaching the Gospel and ministering to the needs of people. As inferred 
in my remarks at Clergy Conference in October only the person who knows 
deep penitence for sin can be truly merciful to his brothers and sisters, 
and only the-persons who are truly tough with themselves can understand 
the failures and temptations that come to their brothers and sisters. 
Thus it is needful for the Church to be sound at the heart, sound in 
belief, sound in morals, sound in obedience, if we are to be quick and 
sensitive to reach those outside the fold. As we are smug in our belief, 
we shall fall. 


Some of you realize that I graduated from Hobart College in the Finger 
Lake district of New York State. That great missionary, John Henry Hobart, 
gave the college his name as he taught and lived the truth of discipline 
and witness. Under the stained glass window in which he was portrayed in 
the college library there used to be a small plaque which spelled out his 
motto: "Evangelical Truth, Apostolic Order." What an ancient partnership 
between discipline and witness is experienced in that phrase! I pray 

that we may make it ours, in ever deeper measure as the years go on. 


The turbulent years that followed the decisions of 1976 are behind us and 
we are pressing on. I pray that we may deepen and purify our apostolic 
order with all the disciplines in belief and life which God's grace makes 
possible for us. I beg for a return to greater reverence in our worship, 
for a traditional respect for holy things. A reverence for the Blessed 
Sacrament is essential. Revering, giving respect to the things and 
statements of our faith is an acknowledgment of Him Who is at the heart, 
at the core of our religion. Outward and visible signs, yes, but even 
more so, just common courtesy. They say something to those who come as 
strangers in our midst, of our loyalty and devotion to the Lord of Life 
and History. But even more than these things must be our bold and sensi- 
tive witness as truly apostolic people called to stand for Evangelical 
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Truth. The Creed, the four-fold ministry, the Sacraments and the Bible 
are ngt our jewels to adorn us in our temples and houses of worship. 
They are the precious, gifts of God to those for whom He died, all of 
humankind. No more dreadful end can come to a Church than to neglect 
those gifts, or be fearful and miserly in our stewardship of them. All 
of which requires personal witness. Each of us must be unashamed to 
share what we have with others. You cannot give God to someone else, God 
can only give Himself to them. But you can point the way to Him. You 
can make God real and believable by the honesty of your own forthright 
witness. Praise God that you can do this freely in this society. Your 
brothers and sisters in China cannot. Yet they are doing so with such 

a fervor that there are now ten million witnessing Christians in China, 
more than when all the missionaries were working with ardor and commit- 
ment earlier in this century. They, with brothers and sisters in Africa, 
are. showing us that there is no inappropriate place for the Gospel: the 
market square, the office, the factory, the living room, the school 
room, your patio, your parish hall (most of all the Parish Hall, and 
yes, the Church building itself). What are you to say? "You are to 
speak what you have heard, and testify what you have seen," like those 
of the early Church. Apostolic Order is what we are to speak about. 

You just may be a latter-day missionary making more Episcopalians. 

And you know what, that is all right! Yes, it is all right, if to be an 
Episcopalian is to prosper the historic and apostolic Church of Christ. 
No - if to be an Episcopalian is merely to join a group dedicated to 
painless Catholicism which plays at religion. Apostolic order there 
must be if Evangelical Truth is to be real. 


All of this says to us all that we must be on mission, and that mission 
in this Convention calls us to deal with housekeeping, with ministries 

and ad-ministration, with the sin of Racism, and the empowering of new 

adventures in the corporate body. 


The Diocese of Los Angeles has been and I do believe is seen to be a 
public asset in Southern California, quite often because our adherents, 
our communicants, live thoughtful and useful lives in and out of Church. 
Many of our number live very useful lives in public service and govern- 
ment, education, the arts, business, the professions and social service, 
but most usually as enlightened public-minded persons and Christians - 
capable, willing and suited to accept public and private trust. There 
are wags who say that not much would happen in our communities were it 
not for the Episcopalians and the Jews. This is an over-exaggeration, 
but there is more than a germ of truth in it, for which we can take 
pride. Our people are dedicated and witnessing people. 


As people of this diocesan family I know we are prepared to face the 
trials and problems of our day. We shall grow in strength and quality in 
our apostolic ministry not by avoiding failure, but by giving real triumph 
a chance. So to the marketplace I continue to call you to bear witness, 
where Christ's witness belongs. 


Believe you me - when I was away from you there were times in Western 
Europe when I became despondent over the church tied and bound by fetters 
of the past that does not allow for creativity and imagination. Thanks 
be to God we do not have those, as the new emerging church in China is 
saying to us all: "We'll hold to apostolic order and evangelical truth, 
but without all the world's accoutrements, thank you very much." 
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A disciplined and witnessing Church, dedicated to Evangelical Truth and 
Apostolic Order. This is my renewed dream as we move on together so 
that this Diocese of Los Angeles may increasingly give to qur society 
the brave, simple, amazing grace and wisdom of Jesus Christ, to Whom 
be glory for ever and ever.

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REPORTS OF WORK 


(Received at Convention) 
THE COMMITTEE FOR THE FUTURE 


To the Right Reverend, the President and the Members of the Eighty- 
eighth Convention of the Diocese of Los Angeles: 


In late 1982, the Bishop of Los Angeles, the Right Reverend Robert C. 
Rusack, appointed a Committee on Future Planning to evaluate the 
structure of the Diocese of Los Angeles and to make recommendations for 
restructure of our common life and ministry. It was to this Committee 
that the 1982 Annual Meeting of Convention referred one of its resolu- 
tions, directing "the Committee on Future Planning...to conduct a study 
of the Diocesan Council and Deanery structure system and report its re- 
commendations with appropriate canonical changes to the Annual Meeting 
of the 88th Convention of the Diocese of Los Angeles." The Committee 
for the Future (as it is now called) has examined the complicated 
question of structure, building on the work of the Committee on 
Structures and Boundaries which submitted its final report in November, 
1981. We have fulfilled the mandate of Convention by submitting 
canonical changes, on which we hope this Annual Meeting will act. 


As first steps, the Committee for the Future recommends: 1) that the 
Diocese be restructured into five Regions, that the five Regions have 
substantial functions, and that each Region be led by a coordinator 
appointed by the Bishop; a list of proposed Regional memberships is 
offered later in this report, but the detailed decisions will be in the 
hands of Diocesan Council; and 2) that the composition of Diocesan 
Council be adjusted to represent the new Regional structure. 


More important than these two, immediate structural recommendations is 
the Committee's policy recommendation that the Diocese eventually adopt 
a plan of Episcopal Regions, each Region having its resident bishop. 
Resolutions are before you, through which this Annual Meeting may artic-— 
ulate this policy. Thus the "first steps" have a greater purpose: to 
move toward a new structure for the Diocese as a whole, opening new 
doors to lay and ordained ministries. It is a vision of a diocese with 
Episcopal Regions and a greater variety of ministries which motivates 
the current changes. 


A diocese with Regions means that diocesan life has both local and 
metropolitan foci. This option is more fully described elsewhere in 
this Report, but the Committee wants to say from the first that changes 
in structure do not stand alone; they make sense in the context of a 
renewal of opportunities for ministry. Thus the rationale for recommen- 
ded changes is not merely to make a new structure, but to open doors to 
a renewal of lay and ordained ministries, and to enable the growth and 
addition of congregations. While the detailed work of defining Council 
membership and Regional boundaries appears scientific or even mechani- 
cal, the real task is to link mechanics with people, to devise an in- 
stitutional structure which will foster new congregations and new 
ministries. It is to this end, the renewal of ministry, especially in 
the lay order, that our movement toward a diocese with regions is 
recommended. 


For example, the question of structure is connected in everyone's mind, 
it seems, with a general call for more episcopal, pastoral presence, 
and this is one aspect of renewal. Another aspect is the increase of 
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mission congregations, which may be facilitated when strategy arises 
from Regional insights while the full resources of a large Diocese 
continue to be available. These points may giye an indication of the 
Committee's policy recommendation. 


Finally, the Committee for the Future also recommends every member of 
Convention's re-reading the report of the Committee on Structures and 
Boundaries. Because of this report, the current committee did not have 
to "re-invent the wheel" but had a solid background of information and 
thought about diocesan life. 


The Committee for the Future asks the 88th Annual Meeting of Convention 
to accept this report and to act on the canonical changes and resolu- 
tions attached. We believe the time has come to continue planning but 
also to move from speculation to action. The Committee is grateful 

for its opportunity to serve.

I. Rationale for a Diocese with Regions 


Significant changes in diocesan life are not to be entered upon quickly. 
However, the Diocese has engaged for some time now in a sophisticated 
process of assessing our common future. The recommendations and policy 
suggestions of this Report are based on work of the Committee on 
Structures and Boundaries. Bishop Rusack himself has spoken of the 
need for episcopal assistance. Therefore the time has come for us to 
take practical steps toward that future. This Report recommends some 
of those steps. 


As our diocese contemplates these significant changes in its life, the 
natural question is: "Why change in this particular, dramatic way?" We 
may feel that some changes are in order, but the plans presented by the 
Committee for the Future need a rationale. 


The Committee believes there are two rationales for a diocese with 
Episcopal Regions: 1) the benefits of a good fit between diocese and 
geography, and 2) the renewal of ministry, especially lay ministry. 


1) The Fit Between Diocese and Geography 


The first rationale is that a regional plan fits with the metropolitan

social geography, it will be easier for converts to identify with us. 
When we feel our Church belongs to the area where we liye, those who 
live here may "catch" our feeling and find they can belong to this 
Church too. Those lives we hope to bring to Christ are lives of metro- 
politan people appropriately invited to share the communion of a Church 
which fits their setting. Since our setting is a metropolitan complex 
of regions, our Diocese should also be Regional. 


A second and great practical benefit is to be both regional and re- 
sourceful. Traffic patterns are regional, so an Episcopal Region would 
be easier to work in than a huge, unitary diocese. On the other hand, 
a single, large Diocese has greater economic and communications resour- 
ces than Regions would separately. 


Another benefit of the fit between Southern California life and a dio- 
cese with regions is traditional. Many of us feel we already belong 
to a region such as the San Bernadino area. It would be part of our 
tradition to belong to the Church of that area. On the other hand, 
our whole "life style" and cultural identity are that of Southern 
California, so it also makes sense to belong to the Church of this 
metropolis which is a complex of many urban and developing regions. 


In short, there are at least three benefits of a good correspondence 
between diocese and social geography; the evangelical, practical and 
traditional benefits of a Diocese with Regions. 


2) The Renewal of Orders 


Whenever there is talk of new structures for the Diocese, one of the 
first topics is the episcopacy. This Committee finda a general sense 
in the Diocese that additional bishops would be a good thing. Indeed, 
the plan for Regions would eventually mean more bishops. But there is 
much more implied by this plan than simple increase of the episcopacy. 
All four orders (the laity, diaconate, presbyterate and episcopacy) 
could be renewed in a diocese with regions. 


We believe that a plan for Episcopal Regions will especially strengthen 
lay ministry by drawing our members into extra-parochial and cooperative 
ministries on a Regional basis. This sort of effect has already taken 
place with some notable success in one or two Deaneries (e.g. the 
Episcopal Service Alliance in Deanery 10), but has not happened in 

most of our Deaneries. We believe that more lay Episcopalians would 
become involved in area ministries, if regional identity is strengthen- 


Secondly, the episcopate itself could be renewed, not merely increased, 
for the role of the bishop would change. Currently, the diocesan bishop 
is of necessity as much Chief Administrator as Chief Pastor. But ona 
regional plan, the diocesan would serve as regional bishop for a central 
area while continuing to have diocesan functions. Indeed, the foci of 
all bishops' ministries would be teaching and pastoring; see the section 
on their roles below. While all the bishops would have diocese-wide 

and national responsibilities, the effect of a Regional plan would be to 
increase the pastoral and teaching dimensions of the order, responding 
to the call we have heard for more episcopal presence. 
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To enable the area bishops and the diocesan to function in new ways, 
the diaconate could be re-instituted in its traditional role as servant 
of the people, and interpreter of the world to the Church. 


Finally and importantly, the presbyterate would also be renewed. Its 
primary function is to be the "elder" of the local the Church community. 
This means the cure of souls and leadership of institutions. But cur- 
rently, priests are burdened with yarious ministries which could be 
shared with the laity and other orders. An enhancement of lay ministry, 
the diaconate and the episcopate will naturally free the parish priest 
to focus on the special ministry of the presbyterate, the "elders." 


The renewal of all four orders is intimately connected to the plan for 
a diocese with regions. Without such a plan there is no organizational 
space for the renewal of ministry. Without that renewal the plan is 
just a shifting of boundaries and titles. A regional plan, therefore, 
has a deep rationale; it is worth the effort because it carries with it 
the renewal of ministry in all four orders. 


In sum, the Committee for the Future believes that considerations of 
evangelism, ministry, and practicalities all point toward a regional 
system. The combination of regional and metropolitan dimensions of 
diocesan life would enable an increase of the episcopacy and all orders; 
it would solve some of the transportation and practical problems we now 
face; and it would place this diocese in the fore-front of Episcopal 
Church life. While other provinces of the Anglican Communion have 
already developed metropolitical structures (London, Auckland, 

Toronto, etc.), Los Angeles can be the first in this country to expli- 
citly implement this kind of structure for a major American metropolis. 


In the year to come, the Committee for the Future will pursue the 
budgetary and canonical implications of a full regional plan, as this 
Annual Meeting may direct. In the course of the next few years, all 
the participants in diocesan life will be invited to make the choices 
required for meaningful change. If this consideration of our future 
be prayerful and adventuresome, there is no doubt, in the Committee's 
view, that our Diocese will discover an effective, innovative pattern 
of life which will increase our witness to God's love in our exciting 
area of Southern California. 


II. The Immediate Future for Regions and Council 


Recommended changes for the next few years are major but well within 
the familiar pattern of diocesan life. The five new Regions will each 
have a Council and representation on Diocesan Council. The Regions 
will have a greater purpose: to advance the plan for episcopal assis- 
tance within the diocese. In other words, we recommend an evolution to 
Episcopal Regions, when that structure becomes possible in the future. 


Specific recommendations for Diocesan structure are: 1) that the 
Diocese contain five Regions; 2) that these Regions be roughly equal in 
number of churches and be reflective of the cultural diversity of the 
Diocese, having memberships proposed on the list in the Part IV; 3) 
that these Regions be given names, not numbers or geographical designa- 
tions (for example, "San Bernardino" rather than "#4" or "Eastern"); 4) 
that each Region have a Council composed of one lay representative and 
one clergy representative from each parish, mission, or institution in 
union with Convention; 5) that each Regional Council elect one lay and 
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one clerical representative to Diocesan Council and one person to the 
Program Group on Mission Congregations; 6) that the Bishop appoint a 
coordinator for each region, serving at least half-time, who would 
convene Regional Council, seek active participation from each congre- 
gation in the Region, articulate regional concerns in appropriate dio- 
cesan settings, advise the Bishop and Program Group on Missions re- 
garding mission opportunities in the Regions, and, so far as possible, 
serve as an extension of the Bishop's pastoral concern among the clergy 
and laity of the Region. The coordinator should be resident in the 
Region. The position would be replaced eventually by an assisting 
bishop who might have the roles sketched elsewhere in this report. The 
coordinator's expenses (travel, telephone, secretarial assistance, etc.) 
should be funded by the diocese. 


The Committee's specific recommendation for Diocesan Council concerns 
only its membership; its functions would continue as at present. 
Canonical changes are presented for your consideration, by which Council 
membership may be changed to reflect the emphasis upon Regional life for 
the Diocese and to provide a new balance of lay and clergy members. We 
believe that the members of Diocesan Council should be elected by 
Regional Councils and by Diocesan Convention. Thus, we propose (in 
Canon 19:01) that each Region elect one clergy and one lay member from 
the Region to serve as its representatives. The Standing Committee and 
the Directors of the Corporation of the Diocese (both of whose members 
are elected by Convention) will each appoint one clergy and one lay 
member as their representatives on Diocesan Council. Council member- 
ship will then total fifteen: the Bishop, seven other clergy, and 

seven lay persons. Five (the Bishop and members of Standing Committee 
and the Corporation) will be elected by Convention and ten (one lay 

and one clergy representative from each of the five regions) will be 
elected by Regions. In this way, we hope to strengthen regional life 
and representation on Diocesan Council, and to assure the Convention's 
role in electing representatives to its Council. 


Regional systems. have been implemented in Melbourne, London, Toronto, 
Auckland and (to some extend) New York. We can see a glimpse of our 
future in those Dioceses. The future will be exciting. However, the 
exact details of our regional diocese are impossible to predict today. 
The Committee for the Future would like to point out two key areas of 
concern: the budget and assisting bishop's roles. 


A. Budgetary Implications - This is an important area, and one which 
the Committee for the Future will investigate more fully in the coming 
year, as this Annual Meeting directs. For this Report, we merely sub- 
mit points for consideration. 1) The major expense of a regional plan 
would be the addition of a coordinator in the immediate future and of 
bishops later; 2) The Committee believes that these positions should 
be true additions, not replacements for present Diocesan Staff. Assum 
ing that the assisting bishops would focus on regional pastoring and 
teaching, the diocese-wide jobs remain: education, communications, 
stewardship, etc.; 3) A current estimate of the cost of an assisting 
bishop is $85,000.00 per year for stipend, housing, insurance, travel, 
secretarial help, office expense, etc.; 4) We realize that this figure 
represents a significant challenge to the Diocese. If we are inter- 
preting the hopes of the Diocese correctly, this financial challenge 
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is certainly one that can be met without threatening the Church's com- 
mitment to already existing programs and personnel or to new areas of 
mission. We find encouragement in the success of the Venture in Mission 
campaign. We believe that new resources will become available as the 
renewal of ministry is undertaken in the restructure of the Diocese. 


B. Assisting Bishops' Roles - Again, this is an area where the Committee 
for the Future presents thoughts for your consideration, to suggest 

the "shape" of a Diocese with Regions. Specific recommendations will 

be made in due course, as Convention directs. It is, of course, the 
diocesan bishop.'s prerogative to call fcr election of suffragans, or to 
hire assisting bishops, or both. Perhaps an explanation should be 

given of some technical terms. A "suffragan" bishop is a bishop, 
elected by a diocese, with tenure but without right of succession, and 
with duties designated by the diocesan. An "assisting" bishop is a 
bishop, already elected in some other diocese, employed by the diocesan 
bishop and given certain specific responsibilities, without right of 
succession. National canons now limit dioceses to having only two suf- 
fragans at a time, save by special permission of the General Convention. 
In the Committee's view, assisting bishops would be preferable. Their 
employment affords the greatest freedom and flexibility to the diocese 
in building a team which can serve the differend constituencies and 
Regions of the Diocese. Assisting bishops may be hired for a specific 
period and for their expertise, as changing times and developing Regions 
require. 


Here are some of the considerations which might shape assisting bishops‘ 
ministries: 1) Pastoral Responsibilities: Regional bishops would empha- 
size their pastoral relationships with the clergy by teaching and 
spiritual guidance, by convening clergy meetings, by individual atten- 
tion and counselling especially with clergy and clergy families in 
crisis. Regional bishops would be present to the laity by preaching 
and teaching intensively in local churches (e.g. an Advent series), 

by counselling with parish leaders when requested, and by frequent 
attendance at the thirty or so churches of the Region. 


2) Ethnic and Cultural Concerns: In a multi-cultural diocese such as 
ours, it is appropriate that selection of episcopal assistance include 
representation of the ethnic and cultural groups which compose our 
family in Christ. 


3) Ecumenical Responsibility:- Since much of the ecumenical cooperation 
in our area occurs at the local or regional level, regional bishops 
would increase Episcopal Church participation in the Christian communi- 
ty at large. 


4) Ministry of Presence: Regional bishops would reside and maintain 
offices within the boundaries of their Regions. If office space selec- 
ted were in a parish or mission, that office would move every two years. 
Thus, in the course of time, the bishop and his or her work would 
become known to most every congregation in the Region. 


5) Specific Episcopal Functions: The regional bishops would need to 
have delegated to them specific episcopal functions (e.g. pastoral 
care of missions and appointment of mission vicars). These functions 
might include items listed in "The Final Report of the Convention Com- 
mittee on Structures and Boundaries" (20 November 1981, p. 111). 
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6) Diocesan and National Church Responsibilities: While assisting 
bishops must, of course, haye diocesan and national responsibilities, 
the Committee thinks that seventy-five percent of their time should be 
spent in their Regions. : 


Finally, the Committee feels that assisting bishops should have time 
for renewal through such opportunities as retreats and sabbaticals.

FIVE YEAR PLAN FOR THE DEVELOPMENT OF HISPANIC MISSION 
AND MINISTRY IN THE DIOCESE OF LOS ANGELES 


TO LOVE OUR NEIGHBORS - It is the policy of this diocese to uphold eth- 
nic ministries. This report details a plan for one such ministry -- 
that to the largest ethnic group within the borders of the diocese, 

the Hispanics. 


Some persons have asked the honest question, "Why should the Episcopal 
Church be involved in Hispanic mission and ministry?" Is such a 
ministry a bonafide call or is it a passing fad? How do we test this 
call? The call to Hispanic ministry is tested the same way that we 
test any call; Is it Biblical? Is it within our tradition? Is it 
reasonable? 


THE BIBLICAL CALL — Mission and ministry to Hispanics is roated in a 
faithful response to the teaching of our Lord, Jesus Christ, and the 
very nature of the Church as expressed in Holy Scriptures. Numerous 
Biblical passages may be quoted and the following are a small sampling. 
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Ephesians 2:14, 17-22; Galatians 3;26-29; 1 Corinthians 12:12-13, 
26-27 and II Corinthians 5;16-20. These passages indicate the 

nature of the Church as the Body of Christ, in which there are no 
divisions. Ephesians explains how Christ has broken down the cultural 
dividing wall between Jews and Gentiles and, thereby, any cultural divi- 
ding wall. The passage from Galatians emphasizes the Lordship of 
Christ over all cultural, sogcial, economic and sexual divisions. The 
Corinthians passages testify to the reality that in Christ we belong 
more to one another than to any cultural group. The new creation in 
Christ supersedes all human distinctions and divisions. 


I Peter 2:9-10 teaches that the mission of the Church is a priestly, 
missionary calling to all peoples and cultures, and recognizes that 
there are elements of darkness in all cultures. In Phillipians 2:5-11, 
Christ takes on our nature - becomes human - in order to save us. 
Numerous New Testament parables and Old Testament stories emphasize 

the need to care for the stranger and the needy, and St. Matthew 25:31- 
40 highlights the importance placed upon these actions when we appear 
before Christ at the Day of Judgment. 


In summary, Hispanic mission and ministry is: a positive response to the 
Great Commission (St. Matthew 28:16-20) of our Lord Jesus Christ and 
our need to live, in Him, not only for ourselves but for others; a 
prayer, asking God to breathe into our corporate and individual lives 

a new spirit so that we may be inspired and enabled to give of ourselves 
in creative, effective, humble and forceful actions for the benefit 

of the Hispanics in our communities and to our mutual growth; a follow- 
ing of His example to "Love by Incarnation" by putting ourselves in 

the other person's shoes, adapting our Anglican/Episcopal heritage to 
meet the needs, struggles and aspirations of another people, taking on 
other cultures and languages so that our heritage may be enriched to 
reflect this new dimension, identifying with and for Hispanics, without 
losing our identity but rather re-discovering it; a willingness to be 
involved with the total Hispanic community in an ecumenical dialogue, 
of word and action, which will help us to better see and fulfill our 
role as Episcopalians, called to follow Christ, and our unity with 
Hispanics; a realization that anyone living in Southern California is 
to some extent involved, or is being involved, in and with Hispanics 
and their culture, and that they have much to offer us and vice-versa; 
a death and resurrection experience in Christ with our Hispanic sisters 
and brothers. We are called to respond positively to this challenge. 


THE TRADITIONAL BASIS - Cultural accommodation is one of the hallmarks 
of our tradition. The use of the local language and customs has, from 
its beginning, been an important part of Anglicanism. 


Throughout Latin America, the Anglican Church was planted wherever 
British ships docked. It would offer services as a "closed chaplaincy" 
(for English speaking foreigners only), with no proselytizing intended 
or permitted. Through the years it would offer Church services to the 
children and grandchildren of the initial traders and to bi-lingual 
nationals who appreciated the "reasonableness" of the Anglican/Episcopal 
faith. Hesitantly the church began missionary work in Spanish and 

only in the last 20-25 years has it actively pursued work in Spanish, 
using the language and culture of these countries in outreach, 
evangelization and Church growth. 
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Within the continental USA and specifically in the Diocese of Los 
Angeles, we are faced with many situations where the challenge is even 
greater than in Latin America, and throughout the last 40-50 years we 
have responded with various efforts. (see Appendix B). 


Therefore, the challenge is to respond in a planned, long-term Diocesan 
wide commitment to mission and ministry to persons of Hispanic origin 
in our Diocese. 


REASON DICTATES - Reason dictates that a Diocese that includes the 
County of Los Angeles, which has the following ethnic make-up, should 
consider seriously its mission and ministry to the largest ethnic 
group.

Among religious leaders there exists a consensus that a majority (maybe 
as high as 80%) of the Hispanic population in this area is either in- 
active ("lukewarm") or unchurched and to ignore this challenge would 
mean to ignore the needs of a large portion of the people in our diocese. 


AREN'T THEY ALL ROMAN CATHOLICS? - Many Episcopalians labor under the 
misconception that all Hispanics are Roman Catholics. However, faced 

as they have been in recent years, by the decreasing number of vocations 
and by the need for clergy and religious trained in the language and 
culture of the Hispanic community, the Roman church has just not been 
able to cope. Statistically the Roman Church can only serve a small 
percentage of the Hispanic population and then only in a fairly

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perfunctory way.t Bishop Arzube of the Archdiocese of Los Angeles, 
when referring to the converts to protestantism, is quoted in the Los 
Angeles Times as saying, "If it's a lukewarm Catholic who was not going 
to church anyway, fine, let him go get the Gospel there.""2 


The Roman Church is further overwhelmed by the continuous Hispanic mi- 
gration. Many of the new migrants and some of the long-term residents 
relate to a 16th-century mystical and sacramental catholicism which is 
generally not transferable to their new lives here. Quickly they lose 
their ties to "mother church" and become effectually non-churched, yet 
yearning for a spiritual relation. New surroundings, jobs, education 
and culture only serve to compound the confusion of Hispanics and 

leads them through fear, guilt, indifference and new needs to a search- 
ing for new spiritual roots. They hear many and varied messages, often 
contradicting each other, and are overjoyed when they learn about a 
Church which is protestant and catholic, can fill their spiritual 
vacuum and challenges them to new growth in Christ while respecting 
their language and culture. 


The task for the Episcopal Church, should we decide to accept the 
challenge of these 500,000 to 1,500,000 persons, is to be truly protes- 
tant and truly catholic and sensitive to the ecumenical dimension of 
our mission and ministry to Hispanics. 


DOES THE EPISCOPAL CHURCH HAVE ANYTHING TO OFFER? What can the Episco- 
pal Church offer to the isolated and alienated Hispanics who are 
struggling to define their new identity and to maintain their sense of 
dignity? The Faith (La Fe) Catholic and protestant: apostolic teaching 
(Holy Scriptures) and the universal creeds in a framework of reason- 
ableness and dialogue. The Fellowship (La comunidad) Inclusive, pastoral 
and familiar: a democratic institution offering multiple opportunities 
for lay commitment, decision making and stewardship at all levels. The 
Sacraments (Los Sacranentos) A varied liturgy with apostolic Orders: all 
the sacraments, enhanced by active lay participation and a structure 
allowing for creative innovations. The Prayers Prayer Book order and 
dignity with room for (Oraciones) evangelical spontaneity and charis- 
matic spirit: many and varied opportunities for corporate and personal 
spiritual growth. 


WHAT IS IN IT FOR US? A legitimate question: very human and very Bib- 
lical. In Holy Scriptures, when the people respond faithfully to God's 


3 An extreme example of this situation is the parish near Olvera Street, 


La Placita. The clergy at La Placita baptize approximately 250 persons 
every Saturday (13,000 per year). Because of the impossibility of this 
situation no attempt is made at baptismal instruction. Instead, records 
are kept on a computer which automatically sends notification to the 
priest of the parish in which the newly baptized person resides.

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call/demand, the benefits/results are incomparably greater than the 
sacrifices. What can the Hispanics offer to our established congre- 
gations? La Fe (The Faith) The possibility of sharing in their daily 
re-living of the Exodus and the "wandering Aramean" experiences: their 
joy in times of adversity and thankfulness in the face of extreme 
necessity. La Hermandad (The Fellowship) A re-discovery of the "base 
communities"; the spontaneity of their personal warmth, the extended 
family and the abrazo (the hug). Los Sacramentos (The Sacraments) A 
lively liturgy: the celebration of life with color, dance, drama and 
fiesta extended beyond the church walls to the streets and the homes. 
Las Oractones (The Prayers) A profound sense of personal piety and 
devotions, sacrifice and the meaning of the Cross. 


The long-term benefits to our Anglican heritage of entering into a 
faithful relationship with a Hispanic people who have profound religious 
experiences and traditions will be a greater fullness and growth in our 
life in Christ. Sociologically, through the involvement of the con- 
gregations, our members will experience some of the realities of the 
Hispanic presence in Los Angeles. 


There is another benefit: Hispanic mission and ministry offers us one 
possibility for the renewal of our declining urban parishes. We must 
regain the skill which St. Paul so ably possessed; the ability to trans- 
mit the faith in the multi-cultural milieu of metropolitan areas. What 
we will learn by accepting the Hispanic challenge will spill over into 
many other areas of our total mission and ministry. 


WHY SPANISH? Unlike any previous ethnic group, the history, magnitude 
and continuity of the Hispanic migration presents us with a special 
challenge. Shouldn't they learn English since they are in the USA? The 
reality for the Hispanics is that they must, for the sake of survival, 
learn English. On the other hand we have the opportunity of choosing 
to learn another language to broaden our horizons and help our neigh- 
bors. Would it not be better to have an English-as-a-second-language 
program in every congregation and then invite them to our English 
services? The reality is that deep relationships, feelings and 
spiritual experiences are expressed in our mother tongue. Adoration 
springs from the heart in the language one knows best. For many His- 
panics this is Spanish. Can't we meet them half-way? 


By using Spanish, aren't we just promoting or extending the life of 

the ghettos? The reality is that the ghettos are already formed--both 
theirs and ours--and the walls of separation are higher every day. 
Ghettos are formed not so much by language as by misunderstandings, 
fears and a feeling of not being wanted. We can help to break down 
these walls and facilitate the process of their learning English by our 
knowing some Spanish. 


Since we have the advantage of being in our land, knowing the ropes, 
controlling the money, etc., can we not choose to go the second mile? 
Since many of the Hispanics are second and third generation residents 
and already speak English or "Spanglish", our task may only be the joy- 
ful one of learning about their history and culture and being sensitive 
to the differences. 


The challenge for us is not only to offer English-as-—a-second-language 
classes for the Hispanics but also to offer Spanish-as-a-second-language 
classes for the Anglos, with the necessary cultural emphasis 
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as indicated in either situation. Language and cultural training for 
the present and future lay and clergy leaders is a must. : 


IN SUMMARY - Is God calling us to mission and ministry among Hispanics 
in the Diocese of Los Angeles? Holy Scripture, Tradition and Reason 
all seem to indicate - Yes! 


THE CURRENT SITUATION - Before this plan is spelled out it is necessary 
to document and interpret the current situation which this proposal 
addresses. First we will look at the general social situation* in which 
Hispanics find themselves, and then at the condition of the Hispanic 
ministries currently being developed in the Diocese. 


SOCIAL CONDITIONS - It is difficult to imagine the complexity of the 
Hispanic community. To begin with, each individual is torn between two 
cultures, the predominant "Anglo" culture and the native culture. 
However, there is no one native Hispanic culture. Consider, would you, 
that there are sixteen predominantly Spanish-speaking American countries 
and each of those countries is complex. Furthermore, the degree to 
which an individual is influenced by one or the other culture depends 
on whether that person is a first, second or third-generation resident. 
Such complexity of culture should be enough; yet we must also consider 
the class stratification which afflicts all societies. Two powerful 
forces, however, are at work unifing the Hispanic community: The 
Spanish language and the Catholic faith. 


For the Hispanic immigrant the forces which isolate and separate the 
individual from self and society are not just cultural but demographic, 
political, educational and economic. 


When we consider the impact of the 185% increase in the Hispanic popu- 
lation in the past 13 years (see chart 1) we often forget just how dis- 
ruptive this is for the overcrowded Hispanic barrios. When neighbor- 
hoods change rapidly there is a severe shortage of housing and an ever 
increasing competition for jobs. The demographic changes are making a 
damaging impact on Hispanic families. 


Families are further disrupted by the political issue of the undocumen- 
ted. This "favorite football" of politicians has an impact on many 
aspects of public policy; not the least affected is public health. 
While 15%, or more, of the total Hispanic population is undocumented, 
these disenfranchised persons make up 23% of the case load at the Los 
Angeles County Health facilities. An astounding figure when you con- 
sider the number who do not seek medical aid because they know that if 
they do not pay with cash they must fill out an alien status verifica- 
tion form certifying that they are not under orders of deportation. 
Such a form can trigger an INS investigation. 


1 this past summer the Los Angeles Times ran a series of articles on 
Hispanics in the Southwest which is a moving account of conditions of 
life for Hispanic families. Also two issues of Time magazine are rele- 
vent: The March issue on the Border situation and the June 13th issue 
on Los Angeles. 
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Another staggering human and political consideration is the status of 
Central and South American refugees. Six percent of El Salvador's 
population (300,000) resides in the Los Angeles area. These immigrants 
are particularly vulnerable to exploitation because for them deportation 
frequently means death. 


While children learn languages easily, too often they master neither 
Spanish or English and find themselves unable to communicate with 
either their parents or their teachers. The language problem affects 
a child's educational progress. "The longer Hispanics stay in school 
the further they fall behind," Robert A. Cervantes said in a recent 
interview in the Los Angeles Times. By High School the average 
Latino student in California is educationally, 2.5 to 4 grades behind 
his Anglo contemporary. Many do not finish high school. (see 

Chart 2) 


The effects of the forces of social disintegration can be seen on vari- 


ous ethnic groups in Los Angeles County and in the distribution pattern 
of incomes (see Chart 2).

The median family income for Hispanics is almost $8,000.00 less than 
that of Anglos. While some individuals have made inroads into the pro- 
fessional classes, indeed some have become millionaires, poverty is 
Yampant, and for many, a vicious cycle. 


The forces of social disintegration are great on the Hispanic family 
and individual. While traditionally these families are strong and have 
made an art of living in adversity, these adverse forces have affected 
everyone in the community. All people need communion, fellowship and 
the support of the church, but particularly needful are those who suffer 
from the cumulative effects of poverty, cultural fragmentation, disloca- 
tion and educational handicap. 


STATUS OF HISPANIC MINISTRIES - APPENDIX B details the various parochial 
and social service ministries within the Diocese of Los Angeles which 
relate to the Hispanic community. APPENDIX A-3 documents the number 

and percentage of Hispanics in the zip code areas of almost every con- 
gregation in the Diocese and also lists the percentage of those who 
speak only Spanish or are bi-lingual. A study of this information re- 
veals two things: One, with seven parishes and thirteen projects we have 
a significant base on which to build the ministry. And two, we need to 
respond to the magnitude of the challenge by better coordinating what 

we have, and by developing greater resources for the task.

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In the past year each of the five predominantly Hispanic Congregations 
in the diocese has experienced growth and renewal. Several have deve- 
loped from congregations of 20-30/Sunday attendance to 50-80. Likewise 
several congregations, in various deaneries, haye begun outreach to 
their Hispanic neighbors. These congregations are excited about their 
new work and are approaching their ministry energetically. Six 
existing congregations have begun worship services in Spanish and at 
least as many outreach projects have begun in just the past year. There 
is energy for, and interest in, Hispanic ministry in this diocese. 


However, there are ten congregations located in neighborhoods where 
the Hispanics account for more than 50% of the population, who have 
not begun Hispanic ministry. At least 70 parishes should be involved 
in Hispanic ministry at the end of this five year Plan. 


In the past 13 years we have seen a 185% increase in the Hispanic popu- 
lation, and from all indications, including the current political dis- 
ruption in Central and South America, the rate of immigration will 
increase over the next ten years. There is no precedent in our Dioce- 
san history for the challenge that faces us today. 


God's intention is not that we be overwhelmed by what is now recognized 
as the greatest human migration in history. Rather, as this Diocese 
has already experienced in its existing ministries, God will energize 
us and enable us to do His work. It seems, though, that we are called 
to mobilize resources and personnel in a way that is unprecedented in 
the. history of our Diocese. We need leadership for this new work that 
is skilled, experienced and has stature. We need to recruit, train 

and organize the clergy and laity alike for new cooperative efforts. 

We need to find the monetary resources which will enable the church to 
fulfill its potential. And, we need a plan that gives us the framework 
from which to develop the work. 


GENERAL GOAL: In reaffirming that: "The mission of the Church is to 
restore all people to unity with God and each other in Christ"; and 
that: "The Church pursues its mission as it prays and worships, pro- 
claims the Gospel, and promotes justice, peace, and (1) love"; this 
five year plan seeks: To involve all the parishes and missions of the 
Episcopal Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles in a coordinated and 
cooperative commitment to mission and ministry to, with and by 
Hispanics. 


This commitment will require a sensitive balance of those actions 
seeking to incorporate Hispanics into the life and worship of local 
congregations (present and future) and those actions seeking political 
rights and social justice for Hispanics. Our commitment must be based 
on prayer and sound Biblical and theological teachings and respond to 
the reality of the Hispanic presence in the Diocese. 


Our resources and creativity will be stretched as we reach out to 
serve: both the poor and the increasing number of educated business 

and professional Hispanics; the recent immigrants and the long-time 
residents or citizens and; those who speak only Spanish or only English 
or combine both languages into Spanglish. 


. Book of Common Prayer. Outline of the Faith, page 855. 
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We can and we must become deeply aware and respectful of each other 
(Anglos and Hispanics) so as to love each other as we love ourselves. 
It is very difficult to transcend one's culture and very easy to 
imagine one's culture as God-given. Demanding that the Hispanics take 
on our culture is both patronizing and demeaning. Simply taking on 
their culture and values lacks integrity. Few sights are sillier than 
an Anglo or a Hispanic trying to act as if he/she were not. The answer 
to the problem of conflicting cultures is neither synthesis nor accul- 
turation of one-side or the other, but Redemption. Redemption is the 
work of Christ and His Body, the Church. 


SPECIFIC GOALS. In order to reach the general goal we would need to 
develop and implement the following specific goals during the five years 
of the Plan: 


1. To develop the necessary educational programs and try to implement 
them in all the congregations of the Diocese as they seek to discover 
their call to Hispanic mission and ministry. 


2. To train 50 clergy and 150 lay leaders in Hispanic culture, language, 
evangelism, liturgy and music, etc., so that they will form "mission 
teams" at the diocesan, deanery and local levels. 


3. To develop, strengthen and expand Hispanic evangelism and outreach 
in 70 congregations, especially in the following: 


a. Congregations with existing outreach: Church of the Magdalene, 
Glendale; St. Clement's Parish, Huntington Park; Epiphany Parish, Los 
Angeles; Holy Family Mission, North Hollywood; All Saints' Parish, 
Oxnard; St. Simon's Parish, San Fernando; St. Margaret & St. Anne 
Parish, South Gate. 


b. Congregations with beginning outreach: Immanuel Mission, El Monte; 
Holy Communion Mission, Gardena; St. John the Evangelist Mission, 
Needles; St. John's Mission, Wilmington. 


c. Congregations where the demographics (situated in an area which 
is more than 20% Hispanic), strategic location or evangelistic zeal 
would indicate future outreach:~ St. Bartholomew's Parish, Pico Rivera; 
Cathedral Congregation of St. Paul, Los Angeles; St. Mary's Parish, Los 
Angeles (Wilshire District); St. Athanasius Parish, Los Angeles; All 
Saints’ Parish, Los Angeles; St. John's Parish, Los Angeles; St. Mary's 
Parish, Lompoc; St. Margaret of Scotland Mission, San Juan Capistrano;

4. To continue and expland diocesan and congregational involvement in 
community issues and programs and neighborhood organizations where the 
goal is to: improve the conditions of life and alleviate suffering; 
strive for justice and peace among all people and; reaffirm the dignity 
of every human being. This would identify the Episcopal Church with 
the struggles and aspirations of the Hispanics - with migrants, refu- 
gees, and others - in the areas of education, work, food, clothing, 
legal aid, etc. 


5. To produce or secure the necessary Spanish or bi-lingual educational 
materials, tools and techniques for use in workshops, technical assis- 
tance and other efforts aimed at assisting congregations who wish to 
develop Hispanic mission and ministry. 


6. To continue data collection and promote research papers which will 
be useful in the on-going tasks of theological reflection, strategy 
development and evaluation. 


7. To coordinate with: the Diocesan Council of Convention; the Program 
Groups of Diocesan Council and Diocesan Commissions, Committees and 
Boards; the other Dioceses of the Eighth Province, the National Hispan- 
ic Commission; the Diocese of Western Mexico and; the appropriate ecu- 
menical groups for the interchange of experiences, and for mutual 
support. 


STRATEGY: Since the Diocese is involved in various Hispanic parishes 
and missions, several programs are now in place. These would be aug- 
mented by giving them more support, and relating them to the overall 
strategy. New programs would be created, where needed, and overall 
there would be an insistence on a constant process of evaluation and 
feed-back for improvement. 


STRATEGIES FOR THE SPECIFIC GOALS: #1 EDUCATION OF CONGREGATIONS TO 
THEIR CALL: After the development of appropriate video and printed 
materials, an attempt will be made to visit every congregation in the 
Diocese over the five-year period. Some of the following ideas, groups 
or activities would be developed: Bible study and prayer groups; One- 
day workshops covering introduction to Hispanic culture, traditions, 
actual situation, etc.; Preaching and bi-lingual services; Episcopal 
Church Missionary Community, Missions Workshops; Episcopal News, 
English articles on Hispanic events; Spanish-as-a-second Language 
classes. 


#2 TRAIN 50 CLERGY AND 150 LAY LEADERS TO FORM "MISSION TEAMS": 
Spanish language training: already several clergy have studied Spanish 
in Cuernavaca, LA Community College, Berlitz, etc. A greater effort 
will be made in this area with emphasis upon continued language use so 


(cont. from previous page) 
in teams, but all would be coordinated at least at the deanery level. 
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that those who have studied will not lose their new skills. Over five 
years 50 should develop proficiency in Spanish. 


MACC West: The Roman Catholic Archdiocese is expanding its Hispanic 
Pastoral Institute, an intensive January program, to a year-round com- 
munity based program which will offer training in the following areas: 
culture, history, language, literature and liturgy. This program will 
be offered to clergy and laypersons of various denominations. Already 
one of our clergy has participated in the Institute and discussions 
with the Apostolate for Hispanic Ministry about continuing the relation- 
ship are underway. 


Community Training: In East Los Angeles first, and now in South-Central 
Los Angeles, the Industrial Areas Foundation has been effectively or- 
ganizing and training church leadership for congregational development 
and community organization. Epiphany, St. John's, St. Philip's and 
Christ the Good Shepherd, all in Los Angeles, have benefited from their 
relationship with I.A.F. The involvement of other congregations is 
projected during the five years. 


Lay Apostolate: Currently, at Church of the Magdalene, Glendale, 15 
Hispanics meet every Saturday for three hours to continue their second 
year of training. Emphasis is placed upon Holy Scriptures, Church 
History, Liturgy, Evangelism, and they are encouraged to follow dis- 
ciplined spiritual lives and practice in their congregations, what they 
learn in Glendale. It is projected that during the five years 150 lay 
leaders will have received intensive training. 


Cursillos: Cursillos have been effective in the Church for several 
years and this program, which originated in Spain, has been particular- 
ly effective among Hispanics. It will take 2-3 years to develop a team 
of Episcopalians who can lead Cursillos in Spanish but during the 4th 

& 5th years it should be possible to conduct ten weekend retreats. 


Hispanic Vocations and Seminarian Internships: Through the development 


and support of lay leadership it is hoped that vocation among Hispanic 
men and women will be identified, encouraged and supported. All 
seminarians will be encouraged, and supported, to spend one year in 
missionary work in a Spanish speaking country or in a highly Hispanic 
neighborhood in Los Angeles. 


Mission Teams: Pooling all the above human resources, Mission Teams 
would-be formed to work with the Diocese, Deaneries and the congrega- 
tions in achieving the goals of this Plan. Each mission team would 
have a variety of skills which they would offer to the Church. It is 
planned that after five years we would have at least ten teams, 

(150 persons). 


#3 HISPANIC EVANGELISM AND OUTREACH; 

Action/Reflection;: Evangelism among Hispanics has been difficult for 
all denominations. The Episcopal Church has the potential for trying 
out 3-4 different methodologies, based on different theories and 
theologies and the experiences of other dioceses and denominations in 
varying situations. Through proper testing and evaluation we should 
be able to monitor these methodologies and continue with those that 
are most effective. 


The Mission Teams will be organized to help the congregations with the 
difficult task of coming to terms with their’call to Hispanic mission 
and ministry. These teams would be able to assist a congregation in: 
establishing social outreach programs (possibly coordinating with ESA - 
Episcopal Service Alliance); beginning English-as-a-Second Language 
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classes (using the William Carey International University - "Teaching 
English to Speakers of Other Languages" courses); developing an approp- 
riate Spanish-language or bi-lingual liturgy: developing Hispanic 
Leadership and integrating it into the congregational structure; planning 
for integrated or separated congregations as may be the case; etc. 


New Congregations: Planning for the five new Spanish-Engiish congrega- 
tions in areas where at present there is no existing congregation would 
be done at the Parish, Deanery or Diocesan levels as the particular 
case indicated. 


Communications:The Episcopal News Spanish page would be an useful tool 
in outreach efforts. 


Educational tools: Camps, cursillos, cross-cultural workshops on 
Christian Education, stewardship and other areas, etc., would be sup- 
portive of this outreach effort. 


Involvement of congregations: Over the next five years we should have 
50 congregations actively and directly involved in Hispanic mission and 
ministry and another 25 involved indirectly in support of the first 
group or as parts of a team ministry. 


#4 COMMUNITY ISSUES AND PROGRAMS. The Episcopal Church has for many 
years been involved in Hispanic issues, programs and neighborhood or- 
ganizations as evidenced by our participation in: United Neighborhoods 
Organization (UNO); El Rescate and the Central American Refugee Commit- 
tee; St. John"s Well Child Center; Las Familias del Pueblo; numerous 
food and/or clothes closets which reach out to neighborhoods with high 
Hispanic density; etc. Recently the Cathedral Corporation approved 
grants for: a Hispanic Ministry - Immigration Counseling and Referral 
Center and a full time Central American Refugee Coordinator, to work 
under the guidance of the Hispanic Commission and the Program Group on 
Refugee Resettlement. We would continue to support and possibly expand 
those programs which, after proper evaluation, prove to be effective and 
necessary and also seek new and positive avenues whereby the Episcopal 
Church would continue to identify with the struggles and aspirations 

of the Hispanics. 


#5: EDUCATIONAL MATERIALS AND OTHER RESOURCES. Various other dioceses 
and especially those in the IX Province are producing materials. The 
Latin American Studies Center at the Seminary of the Southwest, Austin, 
Texas is gathering an extensive library. The Mexican American Cultural 
Center, a Roman Catholic center in San Antonio, Texas and other denomi- 
national centers are also producing useful materials. 


El Ltbro de Oracton Comun (Book of Common Prayer in Spanish); bi-lingual 
booklets for use at baptisms, the Holy Eucharist, and soon for other 
occasions, are available in the Diocese. Bibles are readily available 
in Spanish and bi-lingual editions. Also, some stewardship material is 
available. 


Videotapes for use in small group discussions on Hispanic mission and 
ministry are in production and other materials will be produced as we 
plan ahead for future growth and new needs. 


#6: RESEARCH AND EVALUATION. Since much of the effort will be new and 
untried, we will need to develop a continual evaluation process. For 
example: bi-lingual liturgies, though mecessary, remain awkward and we 
need to use video recorders, observers and personal interviews to study 
the effectiveness of what we do. 
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Opportunities for clergy and seminarians to do research on various 
aspects of the Plan will be provided and discussions with CDSP and Bloy 
House will be undertaken to determine the possibility of awarding credits 
for research and course work in local situations and institutions. 


The Hispanic Commission will have a monitoring role in the development 
of the Plan and would especially concentrate on the analysis and 
evaluation of the on-going work. 


Essential data and statistical records will be collected so that 
realistic measurements and judgments can be made. 


On a periodic basis, an outside consultant will be used to review the 
evaluating material and hold reflective sessions with the program staff, 
the Hispanic Commission and other indicated participants. 


#7: COORDINATION. Getting out the information and involving the Dio- 
cesan Council, the Program Groups, and the Diocesan Commissions, Com- 
mittees and Boards at various moments in the planning, decision-making 
and implementation phases of the Plan are essential if the Plan is to be 
"owned" by the Diocese and not simply one individual or a particular 
group. 


Coordination with the other dioceses of Province VIII has already been 
established and new channels for continued communications are being 
explored. 


Similarly communication with the National Hispanic Commission is being 
done and will be improved. 


Coordination with ecumenical groups is minimal and needs to be defined 
and expanded. 


Coordination with the Diocese of Western Mexico is desirable and essen- 
tial since many of our future church members would come from this area. 


STAFFING: Giving the enormity of the task and the experience of other 
denominations with Hispanic mission and ministry, it seems appropriate 
to provide the following minimum personnel: 


HISPANIC BISHOP: When it becomes necessary to employ a Bishop to aid 
the Diocesan, priority should be given to seeking a Hispanic Bishop. 
Traditionally the episcopate has been the leader whenever new and far- 
reaching missionary efforts have been projected. A bishop would be 

the symbol of our commitment and a corresponding authority in our rela- 
tions with other denominations. The Bishop would have the overall and 
final responsibility for the implementation of the Plan. 


HISPANIC MISSIONER: Immediately responsible to the Bishop and has the 
daily oversight of programs and personnel involved in the Plan. 
Essentially the job description would be similar to that now being used 
for the position. Full-time. 


HISPANIC FIELD PERSONNEL: Part-time persons with particular skills who 
would: lead workshops; provide consultations; coordinate with congrega- 
tions; etc. It is estimated that this would be the equivalent of 4 
half-time positions. 


BI-LINGUAL SECRETARY: To the Bishop and to the Hispanic staff. Full-time. 


EVALUATOR: A half-time consultant to assist the staff and the partici- 
pants in a continuous process of evaluation, which is essential to the 
Plan. The evaluator would be responsible for research programs, data 


collection, analysis, reflection with staff and participants and 
feedback. 
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BUDGET: Allowing for a period of six months to seek and guarantee at 
least one-half the funding required for this Plan, the official dates 
will be July 1, 1984 to June 30, 1989. The projected budget for this 
five year Plan is $1,680,000. This includes the following: 


Staff salaries; Office expenses: materials, equipment and overhead; 
Communications: telephone; Educational materials: production, purchase, 
development; Clergy language training; Lay leadership training; Travel, 
Mission Team expenses; Support of Interns; Community issues and program 
costs; New congregations; Research and evaluation; Inflation; Others. 


The $1,680,000 will be secured outside the Diocesan Mission Share Fund 
Budget during the five years covered by the Plan. (July, 1984 to June, 
1989). An appropriate board would be appointed by the Bishop to oversee 
the distribution of, and the accountability for, the funds.

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APPENDIX B 


THE CURRENT STATUS OF HISPANIC MINISTRIES 


PARICHIAL HISTORIES 


MAGDALENA: The parish of Magdalena finds its origin in the ministry of 
Fr. Esteban Cladera in the 1940s at St. Paul's Cathedral. In 1962 that 
small group of parishioners became known as El Centro Latino Episcopal 
with the Reverend Phillip Schyler as its minister. Much of the ministry’ 
was for newly arrived Cuban immigrants. In 1971 the Congregation moved 
to St. Athanasius in Echo Park at the request of Fr. Frank Kelley, and 
in December of that year the Reverend Fernando Gomez became the priest- 
in-charge of El Centro Latino Episcopal. 


In 1977 El Centro became a mission of the Diocese and adopted a new 
name, Iglesia de la Resurreccion. The congregation, continuing under 
the leadership of Fr. Gomez, was able to continue to grow and to 
develop in stewardship. In 1981 the Archdeacon asked the members of 
Resurreccion if they would be interested in starting a new mission at 
St. Mary Magdalene in South Glendale. The Bishop's Committee accepted 
the challenge and in November 1981 began to hold services in Spanish 
(at Noon) and English (at 8:00 a.m.). 


In February of 1983 the Bishop's Committee, with the approval of the 
Bishop, decided that they could not keep both ministries going, and 
having already moved their offices to Glendale, terminated their rela- 
tionship with St. Athanasius. The names Ressurreccion and St. Mary 
Magdalene were drapped and a new name, Iglesia de la Magdalena was 
adopted. 


Currently Magdalena averages 60 to 80 attending Sunday services. 


HOLY FAMILY: Holy Family, like Magdalena, finas its roots in the early 
work of Canon Esteban Cladera, at the Cathedral downtown. Over the 
years this group, while under the continuous care of Fr. Esteban 
Cladera, moved first to St. Philip's and then to its present location 
in North Hollywood in 1938. Although Holy Family did not become a 
mission until 1961, it functioned with the help of private sponsors 
until that time. All this makes Holy Family the oldest Hispanic con- 
gregation in the diocese. 





The congregation consists of over sixty families, most of whom are His- 
panic although the congregation also includes Anglos and Arabs. Many 
of the families date back to the first days of Canon Cladera's minis- 
try. The Bishop's Warden's Family, for example, has four generations 
of Hispanic Episcopalians. With Canon Cladera living an active retire- 
ment several priests have managed the congregation over the past 
fifteen years. Currently, Fr. Charles Belknap is Priest-in-Charge and 
the average Sunday congregation is 40-60. 


EPIPHANY: By 1961, the neighborhoods of the 75-square-mile East Los 
Angeles area (both city and county) had long been predominantly Mexican. 
The mostly Anglo congregations at Epiphany Parish (Lincoln Heights and 
the missions of St. Bartholomew (El Sereno) and Redeemer (Boyle Heights) 
had dwindled. Under the leadership of Bishop Eric Bloy, the Diocese 
invested in the possibility of a ministry to the Hispanic community. 

The Reverend Nicholas Kouletsis became Rector of the Church of the 
Epiphany and took responsibility for St. Bartholomew and Redeemer, 

using a new label for all three -- the Parish of East Los Angeles. The 
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Reverends Morris Samuel and William Light joined the staff and a new life 
began for Episcopal Church ministry on the Eastside. The social, cultur- 
al and economic needs of the people were taken seriously as a basis for 
reaching out to the community. 


In the fall of 1965, the Reverend John Luce took over the urban Hispanic 
ministry at Epiphany and St. Bartholomew (The Redeemer property was 

sold after a fire in 1964). He was joined by the Reverend Roger Wood 
early in 1966, and later that year by the Reverend Oliver Garver. Under 
Father Luce's dynamic and innovative leadership the parish became more 
deeply involved in the emerging "Chicano Movement" and Mexican cultural 
consciousness. Mrs. Virginia Cueto Ram, a long time volunteer in the 
parish, became a full-time "parish worker". 


In 1973, when Father Wood became Rector, both the lay leadership and the 
people of Epiphany were primarily Hispanic. Virginia Ram and Father 
Wood were the only staff as diocesan subsidy had diminished. The Euchar- 
ist was no longer celebrated at St. Bartholomew's but the cultural and 
educational programs continued. The label, "Parish of East Los Angeles" 
was dropped as the community involvement of the parish focused on a dif- 
ferent style. Epiphany played an important role in the organizing pro- 
ject which in 1976 became known as the. United Neighborhoods Organization 
(a federation with 19 Roman Catholic parishes). UNO is a people's or- 
ganization representing 93,000 families in East Los Angeles with a 
professional staff trained by the Industrial Areas Foundation. On the 
basis of Christian values and the organizing principles of the late 

Saul Alinsky, UNO's purpose is to develop lay leadership for self-help 
and determination in the resolution of fundamental social and economic 
issues. 


In February, 1983 the Reverends Bryan Jones and Patricia O'Reilly were 
installed as co-rectors of the parish. During the past year Epiphany 
has begun to grow, attracting new Mexican-American and Salvadorian 
members. Sunday attendance is currently 60-80. 


ST. CLEMENT'S: On October 1, 1974, the Reverend Daniel R. Suders became 
rector of St. Clement's, Huntington Park. He saw the need to begin work 
with the Hispanics in the area and began classes in English, with the 
permission and help of the diocese. The Reverend Francis Voelcker was 
asked to help start the first services for the Spanish speaking. With 
the help of Father Robert Andersen and Todd Fast Jr., a teacher from 
the Los Angeles Public School system, Fathers Suders and Voelcker were 
able to develop a Hispanic ministry to the people in the area. Mrs. 
Clara Moldt, a member of St. Clement's, contributed by studying the 
Laubach literacy system and organizing classes. Her ministry continued 
from early in 1975 through June 1982. 


In 1979 the Reverend John Noble became Rector. Stemming from the early 
work of his predecessors, a bi-lingual ministry has continued. The older, 
established English speaking congregation continues as it helps ina 
growing ministry to new Spanish speaking members. St. Clement's serves 
both the English and Spanish speaking in traditional ways but also serves 
the community through such programs as "Women, Infants and Children's 
Nutritional Program" (WIC), English classes, the Central American Refugee 
Assistance Program, and others. 


ST. MARGARET AND ST. ANNE: St. Margaret's began its Hispanic ministries 
on February 6, 1983, with a Mass in Spanish at 11:30 a.m. on Sunday 
morning, after the English service. On February 6, the service was at-

tended by a total of 11 worshippers, out of which at least 5 were rela- 
tives of the pastor and the other 3 were friends, the organist, the 
Reverend Canon Spencer Edwards and the celebrant. 


Today (7 months later) the Hispanic ministries at St. Margaret's include 
Sunday School, a Nursery for small children during Mass, a Bible class 
in Spanish, a small group, and services every Sunday. The average at- 
tendance during the past 6 weeks has been about 74 worshippers with a 
few Sundays of over 100. 


The Hispanic population in the city of South Gate is approximately 702. 
PROJECT DESCRIPTIONS 


ST. JOHN'S WELL CHILD CENTER: Twenty years ago St. John's Parish started 
the Well Child Center, a free clinic for young children who need immuni- 
zation, physical examinations, nutritional counseling and dental care. 
Originally the Center served mostly black families but, due to demograph- 
ic changes, presently 95% of the clients are Hispanic. 


The volunteer staff does everything it can to make the families feel at 
home and comfortable in the clinic. The client families are under great 
strain as they seek medical care in an unfamiliar culture and an unfami- 
liar language. Because many are undocumented no questions are asked 
about legal status. 


Dental problems are rampant in the community. 99% of the children have 
three or more decaying teeth; 50% have six or more. Because of the 
crowded housing conditions TB is a significant risk as are other communi- 
cable diseases. 


The Center served, in 1980, 15-20 children each Saturday. In 1981 the 
workload increased to 40 per session and the clinic was opened on Thurs- 
day nights to accommodate still more families. In 1982 Tuesday evenings 
were added. The long range plan is to move to a new building and operate 
for twelve hours a day, six days a week, and to continue to be staffed 

by volunteers! 


HOLY TRINITY, ALHAMBRA: Holy Trinity through a grant from the Cathedral 
Corporation was able to begin an English as a Second Language class (ESL) 
Such programs have been dropped by the local school district. 


IMMANUEL, EL MONTE: With the help of the Cathedral Corporation, Immanuel 
Church has been able to start a creative program using seminarians to 
conduct a clown-puppet ministry utilizing fiestas, craft and educational 


programs and ESL classes. 


MAGDALENA, GLENDALE: PRE-SCHOOL/AFTER-SCHOOL; The Reverend Fernando Gomez 
and the congregation at Magdalena (Glendale) have started a bi-lingual 
pre- and after-school program directed toward the expanding number of 


new immigrants in the Glendale area. 


ALL SAINTS', OXNARD: GOOD NEIGHBOR MINISTRY: All Saints’ is starting a 


door-to-door program and Spanish language Bible study for children. 


NEIGHBORHOOD YOUTH ASSOCIATION: AYUDANTE PROJECT: The NYA trains and 
supervises 9-12 bi-lingual neighborhood aids as information and referral 
resources in the Mar Vista/Venice area. 
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ST. CLEMENT'S, HUNTINGTON PARK: VISITATION PROGRAM: With a new enthusias- 
tic lay evangelist, Samuel Diaz, St. Clement's is undertaking a home 
visitation program. 


THE EPISCOPAL NEWS: SPANISH SECTION: As most are aware, the News has 
been printing a section in Spanish since 1982. 


ST. AUGUSTINE'S-BY-THE-SEA, SANTA MONICA: IMMIGRATION PROJECT: Under 
the direction of a St. Augustine's lay members, Ted McQuarry, the 
parish is beginning an immigration counseling service primarily for 
Hispanics. 


ST. CLEMENT'S, SAN CLEMENTE: COMMUNITY PROJECTS: Under the direction of 
Father Bob Boyer, St. Clement's has undertaken various neighborhood 
programs: a bi-lingual summer program, a breakfast program for schoolage 
children, ESL classes, and a cooperative daycare/after school program. 


LAS FAMILIAS DEL PUEBLO: "The Families of the City" is a non-profit cor- 
poration created to help the unseen children and families of Skid Row... 
to help them survive and cope with the unrelenting urban squalor. 


Las Familias del Pueblo was started in June 1982 by the Reverend Alice 
Callaghan, an Episcopal priest with a decade of working with the poor. 
The center's efforts are completely non-denominational. 


" 


"We are located in the heart of Skid Row at 846 E. 6th Street," says 
Alice Callaghan. "Our facility provides a respite for mothers and 
children... a breather away from the harsh, confining hotel rooms. 
Babies and children are safe at Las Familias... mothers can talk to 
other mothers. There is a play room, toys, sewing machines for making 
clothes, a library in Spanish, educational classes, and a growing 
program of practical help." 


Some aid for Las Familias has arrived from ARCO and other socially con- 
cerned downtown corporations, along with checks from caring people 
throughout Southern California. 


REFUGEE AND SANCTUARY: Under the coordination of Father Fletcher Davis 
and St. Anselm's Center for Immigrants and Refugees, programs for 
Sanctuary and assistance to Central American refugees are currently 
being developed. 


HISPANIC COMMISSION: The Hispanic Commission, currently under the di- 
rection of the Reverend Fernando Gomez, has made a significant impact on 
the ministry of the diocese and province. It was the commission which 
first proposed the creation of a position for a Hispanic Missioner. The 
commission assisted the Diocese of San Diego in establishing their own 
commission, and further, has worked to bring together the various Hispanic 
Commissions of the Province. Currently the members are working on this 
five year plan and are developing educational programs and services to 
refugees from Central America.

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PROGRAM GROUP ON SOCIAL RELATIONS: 
COMMITTEE ON PEACE AND JUSTICE 


In 1982 Diocesan Convention directed the Peace and Justice Committee 

"to assist congregations in studying, praying, and acting on the peril 
of the nuclear arms race." The Committee arrived at a three-part plan 
to respond to this call. First, it created an annotated bibliography of 
educational materials, liturgical resources, films, and books which 
could be used in congregations. Then, it assembled a group of twenty 
clergy and laypeople to perform three tasks: 1) to deliver the notebook/ 
annotated bibliography to the clergy in every congregation in the 
Diocese, 2) to assess each congregation's past and present level of con- 
cern with the nuclear arms race, and 3) to discern how the Peace and 
Justice Committee can assist each congregation. The final step in the 
process is to have the Committee work with congregations where there is 
interest in studying, praying, and acting on the nuclear arms race, to 
help design the most appropriate program to meet the congregation's 
specific needs. 


The notebooks were put together early this Fall. Two-thirds of the 
parishes and missions in the Diocese have been contacted. A few have 
refused to receive the material, but most have been appreciative of 

the work that has gone into the notebook. Some have indicated that they 
will use this resource. The final stage will begin when all parishes and 
missions have had this initial contact. 


Of the churches contacted thus far, a little less than 30% have shown 
a medium to high level of concern. These congregations have approached 
the question of the nuclear arms race in sermons or in the liturgy, 
with books in the church library or films for discussion, in adult 
education forums or discussion/action groups. 


70% of the congregations contacted have said that the nuclear arms race 
is a low pastoral priority. Higher priorities include such things as 
rebuilding parish life, renewal and healing existing frictions within 
the congregation. Priests in new posts want to wait for a better time 
to approach the issue. Some expressed a fear of distancing the priest 
from the people. Many said that they would prefer that the people in 
the congregation bring up the issue "organically". (If I may be 
lighthearted for a moment, I've never heard of a Rector or Vicar saying 
the same thing about stewardship). Another problem is that most materi- 
als are in English and Los Angeles is a multi-lingual Diocese. Inner- 
city churches expend much of their energy on the problems of the 

Third World in their community. 


Some of the clergy interviewed expressed a defensive posture toward any 
materials which express the official position Church of the Episcopalian. 
Most materials on the nuclear arms race are perceived as having a 

"liberal slant" or being "unbalanced". Many clergy insist that their 
people do not want the Church's official position imposed on them. Even 
the annotated bibliography was once referred to as another piece of 
"propaganda". Some said that they would do more if the materials would 
“avoid polemics", take a more "neutral stance", and remain in a "Christian 
context". 
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These responses have provided some important information. Most clergy 

perceive the Church's discussion of the nuclear arms racs, as superficial 
especially in providing educational materials for congregations. There 
is much anger and alienation over the issue. There is a great distance 
between clear-cut "official statements" and muddled grassroots feelings. 


If we are to address the nuclear arms race more creatively, 1) we must 
stop sounding like liberals and conservatives. 2) we must ground our 
multi-lateral discussion in basic Christian questions: who is Jesus 
Christ and what does it mean to follow and obey Him? Where is the 
Holy Spirit trying to lead us? What does it mean to resist evil? What 
does it mean to transform and overcome evil? Then, we can turn to 
information on the nuclear arms race and make decisions with "informed 
hearts." 3) We must learn to be non-violent with each other. The 
truth may lie somewhere between or beyond any and all of our positions. 


Given this information from congregations, the Peace and Justice Com- 
mittee will continue to pursue its tasks in hope. The follow-up 

Stage in the plan is an on-going task. We have begun two-way communi- 
cation. For the first time, we have asked Clergy in congregations for 
their thoughts. Hopefully, we will also find ways of getting responses 
from the laity. 


The Committee will try to address the clergy's suggestions, criticisms, 
and concerns. We will help congregations where well-intentioned be- 
ginnings have run into dead ends. We will encourage reticent clergy 
and lay leaders to risk open-ended Christian moral dialogue. We will 
continue to make people aware of educational and liturgical resources. 
We will work to yoke people together from different congregations 
when their shared concern about the nuclear arms race ought to bring 
them together. We will continue to offer times of Diocesan and 
regional worship and study. We will work with, not around or against, 
clergy and lay leaders to design approaches that fit the particular 
needs of the parish or mission. 


We pursue these goals in the assurance that we must continue in the 
direction laid out at the Eighty-seventh Convention of the Diocese of 
Los Angeles. We will continue to move forward in the task of generating 
study, prayer, and action on the nuclear arms race.

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THE TASK FORCE ON RACISM 


INTRODUCTION 


We desire, first of all, to record our gratitude to the Bishop of Los 
Angeles for appointing us -- women and men of many races but of one 
Lord and one Church -- to serve our diocese as members of the Task Force 
on Racism. This he did pursuant to the resolution of the 86th Diocesan 
Convention to create "a Task Force to assess the extent, causes, and 
effects of racist attitudes within parishes and missions of the Diocese 
of Los Angeles, and to propose appropriate recommendations." It has 

been our great privilege to learn first-hand the degree to which our 
diversity in this diocese is our glory and the extent to which our 

many members love the whole diocese, even when, as is sometimes the case, 
they feel themselves to be part of only a part of it -- love it so 
deeply, in fact, that they endeavored to talk honestly and humbly with 
us and one another about the sometimes sensitive issue of racial attitudes 
and relationships in the church. 


In the past eighteen months since the Bishop brought us together we have 
conducted our study in four ways: (1) preliminary interviews with 
minority clergy and laity; (2) a review of the current academic litera- 
ture on the issue (Appendix I); (3) telephone interviews with national 
and diocesan church leaders across the nation to learn what others are 
doing on the same issue; and (4) a survey of racial attitudes and re- 
lationships designed by the Institute for Changing Ministries at the 
University of Southern California and carried out in the congregations, 
organizations, staff, schools, institutions and staff of the diocese. 
To make this survey we mailed a questionnaire to every constituent 

body in the diocese, met with nearly 100 individuals in one-on-one 
interviews, and conducted group discussions in each deanery. The re- 
sults of the survey are compiled in a 90-page report which is available 
at Diocesan House to any interested party. 


To the nine individuals who were part of the preliminary interviews; to 
Joseph Hough, Dean of the Faculty at the School of Theology at Claremont, 
who was our consultant for our academic study; to Lucky Meleo and her 
staff of the Institute for Changing Ministries at the University of 
Southern California; to the twenty-two clergy and laity who assisted 
with the diocesan survey and to the dozens of individuals, the eighty- 
seven congregations, the twenty-seven diocesan organizations, the twenty 
schools, the seven diocesan institutions, and the Diocesan House staff 
who participated in it, we are grateful, indeed. 


THE OPPORTUNITY BEFORE US 


Never perhaps in history has a diocese of the church faced the opportun- 
ity which now lies before us in the Diocese of Los Angeles to "make dis- 
ciples of all nations" and truly to become "one, holy, catholic, and 
apostolic church." Our opportunity is an evangelical one made possible 
at this time by the increasingly multi-racial and multi-cultural setting 
in which we find ourselves in that greater area which is dubbed "the 

new Ellis Island" -- Los Angeles. 
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It is not only our setting in the world, however, but the salvation 
which is ours in Jesus Christ, which constitutes the opportunity which 
is now ours. At the foot of his Cross our differing identities of 

race and culture can become secondary in importance to the new life we 
find in him. "For he is our peace, who...has broken. down the dividing 
wall of hostility...that he might create in himself one new human person 
in place of two, so making peace, and might reconcile us both to God in 
one body through the cross...And he came and preached peace to (us) who 
were near...So that (we) are no longer strangers and sojourners, but 
(we) are fellow citizens of the saints and members of the household of 
God" (Ephesians 2:13-14, 16-17, 19). Convicted by the Gospel we have 
received through this preaching and strengthened by the salvation we 
have known in his death and resurrection, we have the opportunity to 
fulfil more completely than ever our creedal definition of the church. 


We believe in one church, whose unity has been established in baptism: 
"For by one Spirit we were all baptized into one body -- Jews or Greeks, 
slaves or free -- and all were made to drink of one Spirit" (1 Cor. 
12:13; cf. Gal. 3:27-8). Through its unity the church reveals to the 
world the divine vision of the world which was God's when he "saw every- 
thing he had made, and betold it was very good" (Gen. 1:31). Its unity 
is sustained by mutual love such that "if one member suffers, all suffer 
together; if one member is honored, all rejoice together" (1 Cor. 12:26). 
Thus this love comes not be accident, but by intention. It requires 

not just talk, but action. It effects -- to use the language surrounding 
the race issue in our society -- not just attitudinal, but behavioral 
change; not just equal opportunities, but equal results; not just de jure, 
but’ de facto, unity: "You shall know them by their fruits" (Mt. 7:16). 
But this love which sustains the unity of the church is possible only 
because of the holiness of the church. 


We believe in one, holy church because, unlike the world, we who have 
been baptized into it "regard no one from a human point of view; even 
though we once regarded Christ from a human point of view, we regard him 
thus no longer. Therefore, if any one is in Christ, he is a new creation; 
the old has passed away, behold, the new has come" (2Cor. 5:16). As new 
creatures in Christ our basic identities are found neither in race nor 
culture, but in him. Secure in this new identities, we are able to let 
our church be a "zone of freedom" where our differences are not only 
tolerated, but affirmed, and where our apprehensions and suspicions of 
one another caused by them are not politely hidden, but openly confessed. 
But this freedom which characterizes the holiness of the church is possi- 
ble only because of the catholicity of the church. 


We believe in one, catholic church, because "the body does not consist 
of one member, but of many" (1 Cor. 12:14). Neither racial segregation 
nor integration, neither separation nor assimilation, but diversity and 
heterogeneity reflective of a multi-racial membership are signs of its 
catholicity. Catholicity means that we are never content to be a white 
church with a minority fringe, but strive to be a church comprehending 
all races. It means that our church life seeks to mirror and match the 
rich diversity of life itself. It means that our liturgy is adaptable 
to differing traditions “according to the various exigency of times and 
occasions" (BCP Preface). But the church can become catholic only if 
first it is apostolic, directing its mission to "all sorts and 
conditions.” 
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We believe in one, holy, catholic church, which ultimately is apostolic 
or it is not the church. Its apostolicity is established in Jesus' 
commission to go out in to the world as evangelists and educators: "Go 
therefore and make disciples of all nations ... teaching to to observe 
all that I have commanded you" (Mt. 28:19-20). Our opportunity for an 
apostolate to all races and cultures is abundant, for "the harvest is 
plentiful" (Mt. 9:37). All that is lacking are evangelists and educa- 
tors to carry out this mission, for "laborers are few" (Mt. 9:37). 

All we need to, however, is “pray the Lord of the harvest to send out 
laborers into his harvest" (Mt. 9:38). All we need do is to trust his 
promise, "lo, I am with you always, to the close of the age" (Mt. 28:20), 
and to believe with all our hearts that one plants, another waters, but 
God will give the increase (1 Cor. 3:6). If we will only expect 
miracles, new recruits for the apostolic ministry will be given to us, 
and this present opportunity will be ours. 


THE CHALLENGE FACING US 


The challenge facing us is to raise up lay and ordained leadership for 
this apostolic ministry in the ethnic communities which are on the 
doorstep of nearly every congregation in our diocese. 


As a diocese we have already undertaken many efforts to meet this 
challenge. The number of minority clergy serving in full-time ministries 
in the diocese is gradually on the increase. New congregations have 
been begun among Korean, Chinese, and Filipino peoples. Through our 
Diocese the Korean translation of The Book of Common Prayer has been 
made and through a generous grant from the Cathedral Corporation 
Spanish-language prayer books have been made available to all congre- 
gations at an extremely reasonable cost. The Hispanic Commission and 
the Los Angeles Diocesan Episcopal Asiamerican Strategy Task Force 
(LAD/EAST) have been formed to promote the establishment of new minis- 
tries among Hispanic, Asian and Pacific Islander Episcopalians. Through 
refugee resettlement programs and evangelistic outreach, a number of 
congregations have increased their minority membership -- and some dra- 
matically so. In the past year two minority clergy have been added 

to the Diocesan House Staff, one of whom has responsibility for 

Hispanic ministry in the diocese. The Union of Black Episcopalians 

has become an invaluable organization voicing the concerns that 

minerity group which has been part of our church for exactly 350 years 
this year. The newly-organized fellowship of Black clergy will increas- 
ingly strengthen our diocesan life. The joint effort by the Commission 
on Ministry and the Standing Committee to find ways to adjust the 
normative process, while maintaining the normal standards, in examining 
minority candidates for ordination, is extremely timely. The allocation 
of diocesan Venture in Mission funds for the recruitment of minority 
persons for the ordained ministry will soon begin to bear fruit. The 
widespread use of the new Prayer Book's calendar, which includes commem- 
orations of holy women and men of many races and lifts up as exemplary 
the apostolate to all races, constantly strengthens our own mission to 
the world. The Episcopal Urban Caucus, in sponsoring an excellent con- 
ference in a pluralistic Diocese, has helped all of us focus on this 
issue. And finally, the very fact that this Convention two years ago 
called for the establishment of our Task Force speaks volumes about 

both the care we have for one another in this part of the Body of Christ 
and our sensitivity to this challenge. 
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It remains true today, however, that we are a predominantly white church 
in an increasingly multi-racial setting, the vast majority of whose 
leaders holding decision-making power are white (Appendix II). Drawing 
an analogy from architecture, one vestry member explained to us the 
result: "Churches, like their architecture, best fit in with their sur- 
roundings. But more and more in Southern California, we Episcopalians 
stick out like a sore thumb." 


More than the fact of the matter itself, however, what far more con- 
cerns us is the general apathy to this fact which we discovered in our- 
selves and in others during the course of our study. Most of us find it 
difficult to address the racial implications of the situation in which 
we as a diocese find ourselves in Southern California. We resist the 
inference that our church can be racially defined as "white." The very 
word "racism" confuses and angers many of us, and the distinctions be- 
tween prejudice, bigotry, structural racism, institutional racism, and 
symbolic racism are understood by few (Appendix III). Yet, at the same 
time, we often lack an understanding of or appreciation for racial and 
cultural traditions different from our own. Many of us neither know 
nor really care to know how it feels or'what it means to be of a race or 
color other than our own. The most rudimentary facts of the history of 
minority persons within the ministry of the Episcopal Church are foreign 
to most of us (Appendix IV). We do not sufficiently appreciate that 

our own minority congregations are in many ways "the pride of the 
diocese," many of them having stories to tell of fidelity to the Gospel 
through thick and thin which, if heard by us, could inspire us all. 


The result of our lack of understanding is the hurt we cause one another 
unwillingly and the alienation we effect in others from ourselves and 
the Gospel we wish to share. One member of our Task Force, for instance 
visiting in his office another member who happens to be Black, jumped 

to the conclusion that the person photographed in a frame on the indi- 
vidual's desk was the individual -- only because the one photographed 
was Black. An Hispanic member, in good humor but with obvious poignancy 
shared with us the humility he suffers constantly in the church as he 
lives with the stereotype of being easy-going, fiesta-loving, and 
perennially-late. Another told of the resentment he felt when he was 
asked if his daughter, who had just been admitted to a major university, 
was a beneficiary of affirmative action. We can be winsome, in terms of 
Jesus' cause, only to the extent that we are wholesome, in terms of our 
understanding of others. 


Thus, the challenge facing us is to become more wholesome and more 
winsome. While many congregations have programs to reach out to those 
different from themselves -- the homeless, the poor, the elderly, the 
troubled -- needed are more intentional programs of evangelism to 

bring into membership in the church those different and more intentional 
programs of education to build bridges and promote cross-cultural and 
inter-racial understanding. The challenge we face is precisely to 
recruit evangelists and educators for the ministry -- lay or ordained — 
who can pioneer the development of these intentional programs in every 
congregation of our diocese. 


More than any other factor -- such as the leadership of the Bishop or 
the adaptation of the ordination process or the implementation of an 
effective diocesan recruitment program -- the key to the recruitment of 


minority persons for the ministry lies in the positive influence of 
minority clergy known to potential candidates. But many minority clergy 
while happy and satisfied in their present ministries, do not commend 
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the ministry as a future for minority persons known to them because, 

due to a lack of new positions and occupational mobility for minority 
clergy, most despair of any future for themselves, let alone for others 
who might follow in their steps. It is important to note, however, that 
their despair arises less from their actual desire to change their 
ministries than from their feeling that they lack power to make a change 
were they ever, in the future, desirous of doing so. 


"To what extent do I have power to determine the future of my ministry?" 
-- the degree to which minority clergy can answer this question in a 
positive manner decidedly governs their eagerness to commend the ordained 
ministry to potential candidates. This question of power is central to 
most minority clergy because race in our society is a symbol of power 

or powerlessness. Through their ordinations many minority clergy have 
gained a sense of power, for a number of reasons: (1) in the ordained 
ministry they have experienced greater acceptance than in many other 
career fields; (2) as outsiders in the majority community, they have 
often been looked upon as innovative and pioneering; they have been able 
to be of genuine service to people of their own racial group; and they 
have had the opportunity to live out a gospel which dignifies their 
individual lives in spite of the forms of racism of which they have been 
victims. 


But for the most part race has functioned as a symbol of powerlessness 
for minority clergy. While they believe that true power is found only 
in genuine service, coming as many of them do out of backgrounds where 
servant-status meant powerlessness, they are sensitive to the signifi- 
cance of position in the church. High-level posts across the church -- 
bishoprics and seminary deanships -- have been filled by minority clergy 
in unprecendented numbers beginning in the 1970's, but such positions 
are few and far between. In our diocese minority clergy have been 
elected or appointed to nearly every organization, but not so frequently 
to those which most view as having power -- the Standing Committee, 

the Program Group ‘on Program and Budget, the Corporation, and the 
General Convention deputations. Seeing minority clergy appointed to 

the Diocesan Staff is very satisfying to most minority clergy, but they 
are also wise enough to distinguish between a "base of power" and a 
"level of power" -- which is but the appearance of power -—- and to know 
that just to be around power is not necessarily to have power. 


Minority clergy can help themselves gain a sense of power by working to 
make their congregations self-supporting and contributing members of the 
diocese, thereby overcoming the sense of weakness which many feel in 
being dependent on the well-intentioned generosity of the largely-white 
church. A new sense of power will also come to them as they work to- 
gether tO overcome those divisions which they cite as having been so 
debilitating to them in the past: (1) divisions between different 
minority groups, each of which has had its own special history of rela- 
tionship with the majority church; (2) divisions within minority groups 
wherein some members tend to dissociate from others who fail to live 

up to standards of culture, education, or etiquette set by the majority 
church; (3) divisions between minority clergy and laity, usually along 
liberal conservative lines; and (4) divisions among minorities regarding 
the strategies they employ to improve their situation vis-a-vis the 
majority church, usually along activist passive lines. The recent 
evolution of minority "desks," commissions, and coalitions in our diocese 
insofar as they give help, overcome divisions and impower should be 
welcomed by us all and warrant our support. 
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Ultimately however minority clergy require the help of all of us, for 
the greatest division they feel is between them and the majority church. 
Minority clergy gain a sense of power when they know that they have 
equal opportunity to move "across the board" in the diocese because we 
can give evidence of equal results to demonstrate that such is the case. 
Like many clergy today, those of minority backgrounds feel that they are 
stuck in our deployment system, that only lateral moves to positions in 
their own minority group are open to them, that an "old boy system" of 
deployment prevails and does so to their disadvantage, and that they 
cannot depend on the Clergy Deployment Office computer placement service 
in New York. But unlike other clergy, minority clergy feel that, when 
congregations select their clergy staff, race prevents them from being 
given fair and equal consideration. What is needed is an intentional, 
written policy on the part of every congregation in the diocese to give 
fair and equal consideration to all clergy who are qualified and desir- 
ous of being considered, regardless of race, at whatsoever time a search 
for a new clergy staff takes place. We believe that the adoption of 
such a policy throughout the congregations of the diocese is the most 
important single action which can be taken to increase our apostolate 
and meet the challenge facing us. } 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


The following recommendations are offered in the belief that their 
adoption and implementation will help us meet the present challenge and 
take advantage of the present opportunity. 


1. Ask the Vestry of each parish in the diocese, at its earliest conven- 
ience, to adopt a written policy, to be entered into its minutes, stating 
its intention to give fair and equal consideration to all clergy who are 
qualified and desirous of being considered, regardless of race, whenever 
it is in a position to call clergy for its staff, and to file a copy of 
its statement with the Bishop and the Diocesan Deployment Officer. 


2. Ask the Bishop's Committee of each mission congregation in the dio- 
cese, at its earliest convenience, to adopt a written policy, to be 
entered into its minutes, stating its willingness to receive as its 
vicar any qualified clergy appointed its vicar by the Bishop, regardless 
of race. : 


3. Allocate Venture in Mission funds earmarked for the recruitment of 
minority candidates for ordination (National Church funds for the re= 
cruitment of Blacks now total $363,000 pledged of a $500,000 goal; 
Diocesan funds for the recruitment of all minorities now total $100,000 
pledged of a $150,000 goal). 


4. Encourage the efforts of the Standing Committee and the Commission on 
Ministry to establish guidelines for minority candidates in the ordina- 
tion process reflective of adaptations, now of the normal standards, but 
of the normative process, including the administration of examinations 
and the conduct of interviews in the candidate's native language. 


5. Establish a diocesan target of recruiting for the ordained ministry 
one minority candidate for a reasonable, specified number of whites so 
that annual recruitment performance might be weighed against measurable 
goals. 
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6. Support the election and appointment of minority clergy and laity to 
those bodies -- the Standing Committee and the Commission on Ministry -- 
with which minority candidates interface during the ordination process. 


7. Solicit the enthusiastic cooperation of minority clergy in the re- 
cruitment of minority candidates for the ministry. 


8. Advance the impowerment of our minority clergy by supporting their 
election or appointment to influential diocesan bodies, such as the 
Standing Committee and the Corporation, and to National Church bodies as 
well, such as the General Convention, the Executive Council and its 
working organizations, including the National Hispanic Commission, the 
National Commission on Black Ministries, and the Episcopal Asiamerica 
Ministry Council. 


9. Encourage minority clergy of the diocese to submit their personnel 
profiles to the Church Deployment Office at the Episcopal Church Center 
in New York and to update them annually. 


Mission Outreach: 


10. Ask each congregation in the diocese, at its earliest convenience, 
to study its own membership to see the extent to which it reflects the 
racial diversity of the community at its doorstep; to adopt target 

goals for increasing the heterogeneity of its membership to mirror that 
reality; to implement those goals; and to report its progress on an 
annual report form, additional to that provided by the National Church, 
to be drafted by and returned to the Standing Committee in its responsi- 
bility for the "standing" or "status" of the diocese, in accord with 
Diocesan Canon 20:04, the results to be published annually in the 
Convention Journal as part of the report of the Standing Committee. 


11. Establish through the Program Group on Mission Congregations a 
diocesan target for beginning a new congregation in a predominantly 
minority area for a reasonable, specific number of congregations founded 
in predominantly white areas, so that mission expansion in minority areas 
or with minority peoples might be weighed. annually against measurable 
goals. 


12. Develop and implement strategies for strengthening our present minor- 
ity congregations in order to achieve and maintain their own level of 
self-support and mission outreach in their local communities or to their 
own people. 


13. Encourage the schools of the diocese to implement the 1981 recommen- 
dations of the National Association of Episcopal Schools on creating a 
social, economic, and racial mix in their faculties and student bodies 
by setting appropriate admissions and hiring targets annually and by 
allocating at least 10% of their annual budgets for financial assistance. 


14. Continue the Spanish-language section of the Eptscopal News and 
encourage the initiation of similar efforts in other languages as cir- 
cumstances dictate and resources permit. 


15. Create through the diocesan leaders in family life ministries 
programs to support such ministries in minority congregations out of 
the recognition that the crisis of family life is one of the most pres- 
sing issues in many minority communities. 


16. Ask the congregations, organizations, and institutions of the dio- 
cese to combat racism by doing business with banks, corporations, sav—- 
ings and loan institutions, credit unions, and other businesses which 
are equal opportunity and affirmative action employers. 
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To Develop our Understanding of Racism and People of Other Races: 


17. Create through the Program Group on Christian Education and the 
Program Group on Social Relations programs with educational and ex- 
periential dimensions through which we can learn about racism and people 
of other races. 


18. Create programs to train people to combat racism in the institutions 
in which we work and live. 


19. Create language-education for clergy and laity in Spanish, English, 
and other languages native to major population groups. 


20. Continue the practice of including people of many different races 
and tongues in participatory roles in diocesan worship services. 


21. Encourage the widespread use of music traditions from many different 
backgrounds throughout the congregations of the diocese. 


22. Ask the Commission on Liturgy and Church Music to bring before the 
89th Meeting of the Convention for its consideration a resolution memori- 
alizing the 1985 General Convention to include the names of more minoriity 
Christians, especially Hispanics, in the Prayer Book calendar of the 
Church Year. 


RESOLUTIONS 


In order to implement some of these recommendations, we move the adoption 
of the following resolutions: 


Resolution I: On Clergy Employment Policy in Parishes 


Whereas, the church in its catholicity seeks to be inclusive of peoples 
of many races and cultures; and 


Whereas, the opportunity for a catholic inclusivity has never been 
greater in the Diocese of Los Angeles than it is today; and 


Whereas, apostolic ministries of evangelism and education, led by 
minority persons throughout the congregations of the diocese are 
required if the opportunity is to be taken; and 


Whereas, minority persons will most likely present themselves for this 
apostolate if encouraged to do so by minority clergy; and 


Whereas, minority clergy will thus encourage others for this ministry if 
they have the possibility of future ministries in the diocese and 
thus power over the direction their own ministry takes; 


Therefore be it resolved that, the Convention of the Diocese of Los 
Angeles, in its 88th Annual Meeting, December 3-4, 1983, call upon 
the vestry of every parish in the diocese, at its earliest conveni- 
ence , to consider prayerfully the adoption of a resolution stating 
in writing its intentional policy to give just and equal considera- 
tion to all clergy who are qualified and desirous of being consider- 
ed, regardless of race, at such time as the Vestry employs clergy 
for its staff; to enter a copy of the resolution, at such time as it 
is adopted, into its minutes; and to file copies of the resolution 


with the offices of the Bishop and of the Diocesan Deployment 
Officer. 
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Resolution If: On Clergy Employment Policy in Mission Congregations 


Whereas, the church in its catholicity seeks to be inclusive of peoples 
of many races and cultures; and 


Whereas, the opportunity for a catholic inclusivity has never been 
greater in the Diocese of Los Angeles than it is today; and 


Whereas, the apostolic ministries of evangelism and education, led by 
minority persons throughout the congregations of the diocese, are 
required if this opportunity is to be taken; and 


Whereas, minority persons will most likely present themselves for this 
apostolate if encouraged to be so by minority clergy; and 


Whereas, minority clergy will thus encourage others for this ministry 
if they themselves have the possibility of future ministries 
throughout the diocese and thereby have power over the directions 
their own ministries take; 


Therefore be it resolved that, the Convention of the Diocese of Los 
Angeles, in its 88th Annual Meeting, December 3-4, 1983, seeks to 
open up its ministry to all persons by calling upon Bishop's Commit- 
tee of each mission congregation, at its earliest convenience, to 
consider prayerfully the adoption in writing of an intentional 
policy stating its willingness to receive on its staff any clergy, 
regardless of race, who are qualified and desirous of serving, whom 
the Bishop might appoint; to enter a copy of the resolution, at 
such time as it is adopted, into its minutes; and to file copies of 
the resolution with the offices of the Bishop and the Diocesan 
Deployment Officer. 


Resolution III: On Congregational Evangelism to Minority Persons 


Whereas, the church in its catholicity seeks to be inclusive of peoples 
of many races and cultures; and 


Whereas, the opportunity for a catholic inclusivity has never been great- 
er in the Diocese of Los Angeles than it is today; and 


Whereas, the challenge facing each congregation is to develop effective 
programs and establish target goals for increasing the numbes of 
minority persons in its membership in order to increase its 
apostolate to its total community; and 


Whereas, by our baptism we have been made members one of another, respon- 
sible for and accountable to one another for the conduct of the 
total ministry that is ours in Christ; and 


Whereas, our congregations have much to learn from one another in our 
efforts to become better evangelists; 


Therefore be it resolved that, the Convention of the Diocese of Los An- 
geles, in its 88th Annual Meeting, December 3-4, 1983, call upon 
each congregation annually to report its program of evangelism to 
minority persons and the results therefrom to the Standing Committee 
in its responsibility for the "status" of the Diocese and according 
to Diocesan Canon 20:04; and

Be it further resolved that, this report be remitted with the annual 
parochial report on a form provided by the Standing Committee; that 
a summary of its results be published annually in the Convention 
Journal as part of the report of the Standing Committee; and that 
information gathered about creative and effective evangelism 
programs be shared with interested diocesan bodies such as the 
Program Group on Christian Education, the Commission on Evangelism 
and Church Renewal, and others. 


Resolution IV: On The Episcopal News 


Be it resolved that, the Convention of the Diocese of Los Angeles, in 
its 88th Annual Meeting, December 3-4, 1983, commend the Program 
Group on Communications and the Editorial Board, Editor, and Staff 
of The Eptscopal News for the effective manner in which they have 
made that journal a significant vehicle for communicating the life 
and work of our minority congregations to the larger church in 
the Diocese and for communicating the life and work of the whole 
diocese to one growing minority group in our midst by initiating 
the Spanish-language section therein. 


Resolution V: On the Prayer Book Calendar 


Whereas, there exists a recognized need to increase in every quarter 
of the church a recognition of and sensitivity to the long and 
honorable history of ministry of non-white as well as white persons; 
and 


Whereas, the commemorations of the Prayer Book Calendar of the Church 
Year are an effective vehicle for communicating that history; and 


Whereas, there is at present in the Calendar no commemoration of a person 
of Hispanic descent, and other racial groups of growing significance 
or lasting history in our diocese are underrepresented; 


Therefore be it resolved that, the Convention of the Diocese of Los 
Angeles, in its 88th Annual Meeting, December 3-4, 1983, call upon 
the Diocesan Commission on Liturgy and Church Music to bring before 
it for its consideration at its 89th Annual Meeting a resolution 
memorializing the 1985 General Convention to include in the Prayer 
Book Calendar commemorations of a holy individual or individuals 
of Hispanic descent and such other individuals of non-white back- 
ground as it shall see fit. 


Be it resolved that, the Convention of the Diocese of Los Angeles, in its 
88th Annual Meeting, December 3-4, 1983, receive the report of the 
Task Force on Racism for publication in the journal of said Conven- 
tion; and 


Be it further resolved that, those responsible bodies mentioned in the 
report -- the Standing Committee; the Program Groups on Christian 
Education and Leadership Training, Evangelism and Renewal, Mission 
Congregations, and Social Relations; the Commissions on Ministry 
and on Liturgy and Church Music; the Vestry or Bishop's Committee of 
each local congregation; and others -- together with the members of 
Diocesan Staff assigned to work with them -- give immediate consider- 
ation to the recommendations of the report and undertake effective 


responses, including the formation of a Commission on Racism, ap- 
pointed by the Bishop, as soon as possible. 
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CONCLUSION 


We submit this report to you, the members of the Convention and our 
partners in the Gospel, for your prayerful consideration, confident in 
the grace of God the Holy Spirit to guide and govern us in all that is 
good for the edifying of the church and the benefit of the world.

For a general overview of the problem of racism, we consulted two major 
works: Judy H. Katz, White Awareness. (University of Oklahoma Press: 
Norman, 1978), and Joel Kovel, White Racism. (New York, 1970. Three 
Papers were helpful to. us: Joseph C. Hough, Jr., "The Problem of 

Racism -- Another Look" (unpublished); Norman Faramelli's keynote address 
before the National Episcopal Conference on Racism, Atlanta, February 

4, 1982; and the summary of the proceedings of that conference, pub- 
lished by the Public Affairs Office at the Episcopal Church Center and 
available in the April 24, 1983, issue of The Living Church. Three arti- 
cles were also helpful: Richard A. Hoehn, "Combating Racism: Touch and 
Tell," in The Christian Century. (March 3, 1982); Gayraud S. Wilmore, 
"The New Need for Intergroup Coalitions," The Christian Century. (Febru- 
ary 17, 1982); and Jacqueline Trescott, "Is Social Racism Now Becoming 
Acceptable?" in the Los Angeles Times. (June 12, 1983). 


Our understanding of the recent and projected changes in racial demogra- 
phy in the greater Los Angeles area was much assisted by major articles 
in the Los Angeles Times (June 14, 1981) and Time magazine (June 13, 
1983). Douglas G. Glascow's work, The Black Underclass, an historical 
and sociological study of Watts, opened our eyes to what it means to be 
Black in one part of our diocese, as did articles published in serial 
form in the Los Angeles Times between August 22 and September 8, 1982, 
and re-printed as Black Los Angeles: Looking at Diversity. A similar 
series on Hispanic Los Angeles was published by the Los Angeles Times 

in August, 1983. ‘ 


For an understanding of Blacks in the Episcopal Church, we found two very 
useful sources. First, from the office of the National Commission on 
Black Ministries have come four studies: Black Ministries in the 80's; 
Black Ministries; The Recruitment of Black Clergy for the Eptscopal 
Church: Some Biblical, Theological and Practical Considerations; and 
Black Clergy in the Episcopal Church: Recruitment, Training, and 
Deployment. Secondly, church historians have made many recent contribu- 
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tions to our understanding of Black Episcopal church history. J. 
Carleton Hayden's Forward Moyement pamphlet, "Struggle, Strife and 
Salvation: The Role of Blacks in the Episcopal Church," is an excel- 
lent, if brief, history. The entire March, 1980, issue of the Historical 
Magazine of the Protestant Eptscopal Church is deyoted to "Essays in 
Black Episcopalian and Black History in Nineteenth and Twentieth-Century 
America." In other issues of the same journal were found articles by 
Robert E. Hood, "From Headstart to Deadstart: The Historical Basis for 
Black Indifference Towards the Episcopal Church, 1800-1860" (September, 
1982); David M. Reimers, "Negro Bishops and Diocesan Segregations in 

the Protestant Episcopal Church, 1870-1954); and Robert A. Bennett, 
"Black Episcopalians: A History from the Colonial Period to the Present." 


To increase our understanding of the life and work of Hispanic Episcopa- 
lians we read to great benefit two papers authored in our own dicoese 

by David Duncan and Lydia Lopez: “Hispanic Ministry Development" and 
"The Opportunity Paper." The publication of the National Hispanic Com- 
mission, The Hispanic Challenge to the Eptscopal Church: Opportunity for 
Misston tn the 80's, gave us many theological as well as practical in- 
sights. We also consulted the Gallup Study of Religious and Social 
Attitudes of Hispanic Catholics, published in Our Sunday Visttor (Hun- 
tington, Indiana), and articles by Patricia C. Ramirez in the September, 
1977, issue of Agenda; Marina Herrera, "Hispanics: How Can the Church 
Respond to their Presence?" Pace 12 (Winona, Minnesota, 1982); and 
Yvette Cardoza, "Why Nobody Really Feels at Home in Miami," Nuestro. 
(January, 1978). 


The best materials we found in the area of the Asiamerica Ministries by 
Episcopalians of Japanese, Korean, Chinese, Filipino, and Pacific Island 
descent were the proceedings of the four national conferences of the 
Episcopal Asiamerica Ministry in 1974, 1975, 1976, and 1977, and publish- 
ed by the Episcopal Church Center in New York. 


Finally, we constantly consuited church studies and documents similar 

to but earlier than our own: the Resolution on Racism of the Episcopal 
Women's Caucus of the Diocese of Los Angeles (May, 1982); the Message to 
the Executive Council unanimously adopted at the National Episcopal 
Conference on Racism (February 5, 1982) and the Resolution adopted by 

the Executive Council in response to it (February 18, 1982); the Report 
of the Committee on Institutional Racism of the Program Group on Social 
Relations, summarized in The Episcopal News (November, 1979); the paper 
prepared by the National Association of the Episcopal Schools for its 
1981 triennial, entitled, "Social, Economic, and Racial Mix in 

Episcopal Church Schools: The Right Thing for the Right Reason"; the 
document from the National Hispanic Officer interpreting the implications 
for minority persons in the ordination process of the new section 3 

added to Title III, Canon 5, at the 1982 General Convention; and "To Hear 
and To Heed," a report of the 1977 urban hearings sponsored by the Urban 
Bishops’ Coalition and published in 1978 by Forward Movement. 


Appendix II: Comparative Statistics for the Diocesan-Area Population and 


Eighty-seven Congregations Responding 


According to the 1980 census, the population of those counties served by 
the diocese were 57% white and 43% non-white. In our study we found in 
congregations of the diocese the following averages for non-white popula- 
tion: Rectors or Vicars (14%); Assistant Clergy (6%); Non-Stipendiary 
Assisting Clergy (22%); Heads of organizations (12%); Choir Directors 
(9%); Paid Choir Members (12%); Organists (12%); Church secretaries (10%); 
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Youth Advisors. (9%); Janitorial Staff (66%); Other Paid Staff (13%); 
Elected Vestry Members (14%); Vestry Treasurers (18%); Vestry Clerks 
(13%); Wardens (16%); Volunteer Choir Members (15%); Social Outreach 
Ministers (24%); Christian Education Teachers (13%); Deanery Council 
Representatives (7%); Diocesan Convention Delegates (13%); Diocesan 

Convention Alternate Delegates (10%). 


Appendix III: Definition of Racism 


Because the word "racism" is not clearly understood, definition is re- 
quired. Insofar as "reverse racism" is generally understood to be that 
directed against whites, we can conjecture that "racism" is generally 
understood to be that directed by whites agains others. Racism is an 
activity of white persons, therefore, not because they are white, but 
because they hold power in our particular society. Racism is a matter 
not just of attitudes or feelings, but of power relationships which 
operate in such a fashion that people of one race are generally benefited 
at the expense of others. Racism is not merely prejudice or bigotry, 
which involve negative attitudes or feelings towards people of another 
race and involves stereotyping them according to those negative atti- 
tudes or feelings. Bigotry or prejudice usually underlie institutional 
racism, which is a pattern of enforced discrimination or segregation 
sanctioned by law or custom. Even after the law or custom sanctioning 
discrimination or segregation is removed, structural racism, wherein one 
race is still disadvantaged compared to others as a result of institu- 
tional racism, despite the attitudes or feelings or overt intentions 

of individuals, can remain as a residual effect of institutional racism. 
As a racial group seeks to overcome the structural racism of which it 

is a victim, certain social realities -- fair housing laws, the election 
of candidates of its own group to public office, admission to higher 
position in the job force -- become symbols of its progress; to oppose 
these new social realities is symbolic racism. Apathy in the face of a 
people's struggle to overcome the negative effects of institutional, 
structural, or symbolic racism on their lives-is in itself a sign of 
racism.

the Episcopal Church 

1623 - First Black person baptized in an Episcopal Church, Jamestown, 
Virginia. 

1701 - Society for the Propagation of the Gospel in Foreign Parts (SPG) 
founded to teach the faith and practice of the church to slaves. 

1783 - SPG closes its work with defeat of the British in the American War 
of Independence. 

1794 - African Church of Philadelphia admitted to Diocese of Pennsylvania 
as St. Thomas‘ African Episcopal Church. 

1795 - Absalom Jones ordained first Black clergy of the church. 

1818 - St. Philip's African Episcopal Church founded in New York City. 

1827 - St. James’, Baltimore, the first congregation for Blacks below the 
Mason-Dixon line, founded. 

1834 - St. Philip's, New York, sacked by an angry, anti-abolitionist mob 
after its rector permits Blacks and Whites to sit together. 

1861 - The Rev. James Holly leads 102 Black emigrants from his Connecticut 
congregation to Haiti, then the world's only independent Black 
republic. ; 

1865 - Most Blacks leave the Episcopal Church with the end of the Civil 
War; General Convention establishes the Protestant Episcopal Freed 
man's Commission with the understanding that it would not tamper 


with Black civil rights.

Alexander Crummell founds the American Negro Academy, forerunner 
of the N.A.A.C.P.; King Theological Hall founded at Howard Univer- 
sity to train Black clergy for the church. 

A.M.E., A.M.E.Z., C.M.E., and Baptist churches claim 90% of all 
Black Protestants. 

St. Peter's, Honolulu, a Chinese mission church, completed. 
Canonical segregation is in effect in every southern diocese; 
Episcopal Church sponsors over 100 schools for over 5,000 Black 
students in the South. 

The Rev. Daniel Wu comes from St. Peter's, Honolulu, to San 
Francisco, to found there the True Sunshine Mission. 

The Church of Our Savior, Oakland, California, a Chinese mission, 
founded. 

St. Philip's, Los Angeles, a Black congregation, founded; General 
Convention allows for the election of Black suffragan bishops to 
serve Black Episcopalians; St. Mary's, Los Angeles, founded by 
Mary Louise Patterson, a Canadian missionary from Nagano, Japan, 
with the help of Light Shinjiro Maekawa, a layreader; Maekawa 
enters C.D.S.P., later graduating and eventually becoming a bishop 
in Japan; St. Luke's, Honolulu, founded as a Korean congregation. 
Dr. Herbert Gowen founds St. Peter's, Seattle, a Japanese 
congregation. 

John Misao Yamazaki enters C.D.S.P., graduating three years later. 
St. Peter's, Taylor, Washington, a Japanese mission started by 
Paul Seikichi Shigaya, a layperson who was a convert from Buddhism 
and Sunday School superintendent at St. Mary's, Los Angeles; the 
Reverend John M. Yamazaki becomes the first vicar of St. Mary's, 
Los Angeles. 

Two Black suffragans elected to the episcopate: Henry B. Delaney 
in North Carolina and Thomas Demby in Arkansas. 

There are eighty-six Black clergy in the North, ninety-one in the 
South; the Rev. Hiram Kano, a strong advocate against racial pre- 
judice, founds St. Mary's, North Platte, Nebraska, a Japanese 
congregation. 

George McQuire, West Indian Boston rector, founds the African 
Orthodox Church, to be "controlled by Negroes."

} This is the second year of a three year budget cycle. The 
attached document lists the Convention approved budget for 1983, 
the approved "planning" budget for 1984 and the 1984 budget 
proposed to this Convention for consideration and approval. The 
major changes vs. the planning budget are: 


1. Pledge receipts reduced from $1,520,000 to $1,490,000. 
2. Cost of living increase changed from 7% to 1 1/2%. 

3. Group Insurance cost increase changed from 10% to 30%. 
4. National Church Pledge increased by $25,000. 

5. Fund for New Initiatives reduced by $5,000. 

6. New Corp. Sole grant in support of Missions - $20,000. 
7. Coalition of Small Parishes reduced by $3,000. 

8. Program Groups and Commissions increased by $3,080. 

9. NEWS subsidy reduced by $1,500. 
10. Salary adjustment/equity fund established - $7,500. 


Items 3, 5 and 7 parallel adjustments made by Council in the 
1983 budget to cover reduced Pledge receipts and to provide for 
1983 increases in Group Insurance premiums beyond the approved 
budget. 


For the text supporting this budget, please see your 1982 
Ponvention £ile or pages 120ff of Vol. IL, Parts 1 and 2, of 
the Journal of the 1982 Convention. As noted therein, it is 
important to recall that Black ministries are supported at 
several places throughout the budget rather than by a separate 
line item (page 121f£). Likewise, Youth ministries (page 120f) 
receive support in addition to the Program Group allocation, 
e.g., camps. It is simply not feasible to detail the budget 
into every classification enjoying a high priority. 


It is, further, important to recall that we have set 
ourselves the goal of meeting our National Church apportionment 
at the earliest possible date. Our 1984 asking is $535,000. 


This budget is respectfully submitted for your considera- 
tion and approval as the blueprint for diocesan mission and 
ministry during 1984.

MMOCESAN. GOUNCIL “OF sCONVENTION 


(Canon XIX, Sec. 19.00-1909) 


The past year has seen Council trying to be more intentional in fulfill- 
ing its responsibilities to the Diocese. Council has initiated a plan 

to invite Program Groups, Committees and Commissions to meet with Council 
to review their goals and program. Council members have also been en- 
couraged to participate actively in the Program Group, Committee or 
Commission to which they are assigned. In February, Council spent two 
days on retreat under the leadership of the Right Reverend John Wyatt 
examining ways in which it could improve its functioning. As a result, 


ay ee 


Council intends to become more involved in the evaluation of Diocesan 
programs. At the June meeting the Program Group on Mission Congrega- 
tions presented an excellent review of its policies and Program and 
Council spent considerable time reflecting on issues, identifying fu- 
ture strategies and identifying areas of concern. 


One of Council's major areas of responsibility is in regard to the 
Diocesan Budget. It receives preliminary proposals from Program and 
Budget and after a review of the proposal refers it to Deanery meetings 
for consideration. Council then reviews the suggestions from the 
Deaneries, makes appropriate revisions and refers the Budget to Dioce- 
san Convention for its consideration. 


Because of an unexpected sHortfall of $60,000 in Mission Share Fund 
pledges in 1983 Council requested that Parishes and Missions consider 
increasing their pledges. Thirty-nine congregations increased their 
pledges by $25,450.00 which was a great help. Each month Council re- 
views the report of the Treasurer to keep a close watch on income and 
expenses. ; 


At its February meeting Council received a request from the Nominating 
Committee for the Office of Presiding Bishop. Council discussed the 
profile of the kind of person it would like to see in the Office and 
forwarded its suggestions to the committee. 


At the request of the Housing Commission, Council approved Diocesan 
Co-Sponsorship of H.U.D. applications for funding for Housing Projects. 
Council also approved a constructive statement of guidelines for the 
care of those persons whose lives are drawing to an end. 


At each meeting Bishop Rusack informs Council of significant develop- 
ments in the life of the Diocese and shares his views on issues 
affecting the life of the Church. During the Bishop's sabbatical, 
Eugene Frank has presided over meetings of Council.

THE STANDING COMMITTEE 
(Canon XX, Sec. 20.00-20.04) 


(A report for the period July 1, 1982 - June 30, 1983) 


The organizational meeting of the Standing Committee was held at Dioce- 
san House on December 21, 1982, at which time the Reverend Canon John 

K. Saville was elected President; the Reverend Charles E. Bennison, Jr., 
Secretary; the Reverend Emily Hall and Dr. John Fricker representatives 
to Diocesan Council; and Dorothy Wiltse, representative to the Commis-— 
sion on Ministry. Dr. Richard Sullivant and the Reverend Emily Hall 
were welcomed as members newly-elected to the Committee by the Diocesan 
Convention. 


During the twelve months there were nine regular meetings and one spec- 
ial meeting of the Committee. On two occasions during the Bishop's ab- 
sence the Committee acted as the Ecclesiastical Authority (Appendix 1).

Consent was granted to three dioceses for episcopal elections, and 
approval was granted for the consecrations of three bishops (Appendix 
ee 


The Committee recommended sixteen persons to the Bishop for postulancy 
for Holy Orders and certified to him three for candidacy, four for or- 
dination to the Diaconate, and ten for ordination to the Presbyterate 
(Appendix 3). 


The Committee approved thirteen transactions on the part of congrega- 
tions of the diocese: three loans for the purchase of property; four 
loans for construction; four sales of property; one easement issued; 
one permission to encumber for building purposes using existing funds 
(Appendix 4). 


St. George's Church, Riverside, was approved for parish status, and 
the Church of the Annunciation, Anaheim, for mission status.

THE CORPORATION OF THE DIOCESE 
(Canon XXI, Sec. 21.00-21.01) 


The following is a summary of significant actions ofthe Board of Direc- 
tors of the Corporation of the Diocese during the period of July 1, 1982 
to June 30, 1983. 


July, 1982 - No meeting. 


August 17, 1982 Heard a report on three bequests to the Diocese: 1. From 
the Floye 0. deSoto Estate for the benefit of Camp Stevens in the form 
of a house in Redlands, vacant property at Lake Sherwood, Ventura Coun- 
ty, cash and coins; 2. From the Francis Ward Voelcker Estate $2,000 in 
cash for use in the mission program of the Diocese; 3. From the Ethel 
Culver Estate $5,000 in unrestricted funds which was put into the Mis- 
sionary Expansion Revolving Loan Fund. Clarified that $7,500 given St. 
Columba's Mission, Big Bear, in 1974 was, in fact, a grant, not a loan. 
Approved opening a checking account with Security Pacific National Bank 
for St. Margaret's, San Juan Capistrano Church Building notes. The 
Bishop appointed the Reverend Arnold Fenton to the executive committee 
and appointed the Reverend George Councell as its chairman. Approved 

a letter of intent prepared by the Chancellor of the Diocese to settle 
San Diego's interest in the Diocese based on conditions negotiated by 
the Treasurer of the Diocese. Heard a presentation by a delegation 
from St. Andrew's, Irvine, pertaining to a planned building program. 


September, 1982 - no meeting 


October 12, 1982 Approved an additional $400,000 construction loan for 
St. Margaret's, San Juan Capistrano, from Security Pacific National 
Bank. Approved a Missionary Expansion Revolving Loan Fund loan to St. 
Richard's, Lake Arrowhead, for $100,000 as part of a project to con- 


struct a church, multi-purpose youth room and two clergy apartments. 


November 13, 1982 Approved a final settlement negotiated by the Trea- 
surer with the Diocese of San Diego for their 1/6 interest in the 
Diocesan assets and the Missionary Expansion Revolving Loan Fund. Heard 
a presentation from a delegation of Epiphany Mission, Agoura/Westlake 


Village, on possible structures for Church purposes, 


December, 1982 - no meeting 
January 15, 1983 The officers for 1983 were elected: The Right Reverend 
Robert C. Rusack, President; The Reverend Arnold A. Fenton, First Vice- 
President; James B. Isaacs, Second Vice-President; James B. Isaacs, 
Secretary; Frank V. Marshall, Jr., Treasurer; Peter R. Mann, Assistant 
Treasurer and Assistant Secretary. The Bishop appointed the Executive 
Council: The Reverend George Councell, Chairman; The Reverend Arnold 
Fenton; James Isaacs; R. Bradbury Clark. The Archdeacon presented a 
report from the Program Group on Missions outlining prioritized recom- 
mendations for Mission Church building needs for the next three years. 
The Bishop announced that the Right Reverend Albert Van Duzer would be 
performing the Bishop's duties during his sabbatical from April lst to 
July lst. 


February, 1983 - no meeting

March 15, 1983 Approved St. Margaret's, San Juan Capistrano, purchase 
of one-half acre of land for their school. Approved funds for repairs 
at Camp Stevens. 


April, 1983 - No meeting 


May 17, 1983 Heard and approved request for funds for repairs to Holy 
Communion, Gardena; St. Martin's, Compton; and St. Aidan's, Malibu. 
Heard a request from St. George's, Laguna Hills on requiring funds for 
construction and repair to buildings and grounds. Approved a request 
to fund the speakers for the Los Angeles Urban Caucus Conference. 
Discussed construction funds in general and those at San Juan Capistrano 
in particular. Asked the Treasurer to ask Diocesan Council to include 
a budget line item for purchase of office equipment. Discussed pro- 
cedures dealing with the transition of missions to parish status. 
Discussed the Corporation's credit rating and how it might be affected 
by endorsing projects within the diocesan structure. 


June, 1983 - no meeting

: ON CAMPING 


The goal of the Camping Program is to help the individual relate to God, 
by providing opportunities to encounter and share in small groups the 
power of love, forgiveness, and faith to work together to discover the 
beauty and mystery of God's Creation and relationships among the land, 
plants, creatures, and the people of God, and to use God's given talents 
to foster and challenge growth of mind, body and spirit. 


The Program Group on Camping continues to provide outdoor education 
programs for parish day schools, backpacking and travel camping oppor- 
tunities, adult seminars, family programs and leadership training as 
well as the summer camping program. The Program Group also provides 
facilities at Camp Stevens for use by parish, deanery and diocesan re- 
treat and conference groups. 


The summer of 1982 was also the time of the triennial accreditation vis- 
it by the American Camping Association. This year, Camp Stevens met 
100% of the applicable ACA camp standards. Camp Stevens, through the 
participation of its director and assistant director, maintains am ac- 
tive involvement in the American Camping Association and its ecumenical 
subgroup, the Council of Religiously Affiliated Camps, as well as both 
the national and provincial associations of Episcopal camp and confer- 
ence center directors. 


This spring, preliminary design work on the new conference and lodging 
facility at Camp Stevens was completed. Preliminary plans and permit 
applications have been submitted to the county planning department. It 
is hoped that construction can begin by the end of the year. 
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Since 1978, the Program Group on Camping has sponsored an exchange pro- 
gram with St. Paul's Junior High School in Tokyo, Japan. This has in- 
volved 36 students and 6 teachers from St. Paul's joining the week-long 
Jr./Sr. High session at Camp Stevens each summer follawed by a stay 
with host families for a weekend and then touring of Southern California 
In August of 1982, the Program Group sponsored a reciprocal exchange 
tour of Japan and Hawaii. Eighteen young people, led by Peter and 
Vicki Bergstrom of Camp Stevens and the Reverend Richard and Cathy 
Lincoln of St. Mark's, Altadena spent five days in preparation at Camp 
Mokuleia, Hawaii's diocesan camp, before continuing on to their two- 
week tour of Japan. While in Japan, the group spent several days at 
St..Paul's School's mountain camp and a weekend, in pairs, as guests of 
Japanese host families. They also had an opportunity to visit many 
ancient Japanese shrines and temples in Kyoto and Nikko and to experi- 
ence the majesty of Japan's mountainous wilderness. 


Students and teachers from St. Paul's will be back at Camp Stevens 
again this coming summer, as will eleven young people from Hong Kong. 
Together with the Companion Diocese Committee, the Program Group on 
Camping is sponsoring a new youth exchange program with our Companion 
Diocese. Four young people, all of whom have been actively involved 
with the Diocesan Camping Program and/or the Program Group on Youth 
will journey to Hong Kong in July of 1983 for a two-week opportunity 
to visit the diocesan camp, churches, institutions and cultural/his- 
torical sites as well as to meet Chinese young people. They will also 
visit the People's Republic and Macao. 


During their reciprocal visit in August of 1983, the Chinese will stay 
with diocesan families for several days before spending a week at Camp 
Stevens. These international exchange programs provide an invaluable 
opportunity for young people (and adults) on both sides of the Pacific 
to have a personal experience with each other's culture and to come 

to know that we are all truly Children of God.

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ON CHRISTIAN EDUCATION AND LEADERSHIP TRAINING 


The Program Group on Christian Education and Leadership Training (CELT) 
is organized into several ongoing Task Forces, which work on specific 
projects as appropriate. The major fact of life for us this year has 
been the impact on our work and our thinking of the new funding arrange- 
ment for program groups and commissions and the consequent creation of 
the Consortium to allocate program funds. We have supported or co- 
sponsored proposals for vestry training workshops and for the Hispanic 
Family Camp which was held at Camp Stevens in June. We have also begun 
exploratory work in conjuction with the Commission on Liturgy and 

Church Music, looking toward cosponsorship of a future program on the 
adult catechumenate. Another project which the Program Group has under- 
taken is the production of a video tape presentation for the orientation 
of first-time delegates to Diocesan Convention. Our Task Force on 
Volunteer Administration and Resource Coordination has continued to de- 
velop and refine a volunteer resource bank to be established in the 
several deaneries. 
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Seyeral members of the Program Group have participated in conferences, 
workshops and training events during this year, resulting in sharpened 
and expanded skills. One of the most potentially significant of 

these events was the SWEEP training under the national Next Step pro- 
gram. A number of members of our Task Force on Leadership Training 
participated in this and will be available to work as consultants to 
congregations as they undertake the Next Step self-study. 


As chair, I would like to express my gratitude to Bishop Rusack for 

his appointment of many very skilled and willing workers to our group, 
to those members themselves, and to Betty Ann High, our invaluable 
staff liaison and friend. We are also pleased to have a newly appoint- 
ed second staff liaison person - Randy Kimmler. We look forward to 
working with him and to a productive future with all this talent and 
enthusiasm going for us.

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ON COMMUNICATIONS 


Under the rather benign gaze of the Program Group on Communications, 
workaday communication tasks with the diocese are discharged principally 
by Ruth Nicastro, Missioner for Communications. Her responsibilities 
include the editing and production of The Episcopal News, the issuing 
of press releases to the media, the conduct of parish communication 
workshops (how to improve the readership of parish bulletins, for examp- 
le), and the insertion of Episcopal Church advertising in the secular 
press. Mrs. Nicastro is assisted in these pursuits by the Reverend 
Sanford Smith and Janet Reinecke. 


Members of the Program Group, being both professional and non-profes- 
sional communicators for the most part, assist these communication 
thrusts by working in an advisory capacity to Ruth Nicastro and (to a 
lesser extent) to Father Smith. Occasionally (but then in a conscious 
philosophical departure from their self-perception as advisors), mem- 
bers of the Program Group undertake projects themselves. One example 
from the past year was the presentation of four video workshops 
throughout the diocese. Some 100 people attended the workshops (led by 
Ralph Waycott III and Tom Hoffman) to learn the basics of video camera 
operation and techniques of lighting, taping and editing. Participants 
are now regarded as qualified to produce in-parish video tapes, re- 
cording special parish events, training sessions for altar guilds, 
acolytes and lay readers, and vestry meetings. In many instances, such 
tapes might be useful as well for loaning to other parishes in the 
deanery or diocese. 


A second major project of the past year involving Program Group members 
has been the slow but steady development of a series of advertisements 
to be used in metropolitan and hometown newspapers. Ms. Stephanie 
Young, a graphic artist at Fuller Theological Seminary and a member of 
the Program Group, is in the process of producing the series in consul- 
tation with Mrs. Nicastro, Father Smith and the Program Group. The ad 
series, it is hoped, will appealingly present some salient characteris- 
tics of Episcopal Church beliefs, practice and attitudes. 
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Father Smith, Associate for Communications, joined the staff in the 
Spring of this year with the assignment to assist Mrs. Nicastro by 
assessing communication needs within the diocese (particularly in the 
more far-flung corners of it), by developing closer relationships with 
electronic media people in the Los Angeles area, by supervising the 
"in-house" video program throughout the diocese, and by bringing the 
diocese into closer affiliation with ECUMEDIA, the communications con- 
sortium of the Southern California Ecumenical Council.

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ON EVANGELISM-RENEWAL AND CHURCH GROWTH 


The Program Group consisting of thirteen laypersons and clergy together 
with staff liaison, the Reverend Douglas Vest, and ad hoc membership by 
the Provincial Evangelism Coordinator, Father Adam McCoy, 0.H.C., held 
monthly meetings at Diocesan House during the past year in addition to 
a fall planning retreat at Saddleback Inn in Santa Ana. 


Nationally, andat the diocesan level, a shift in the focus of evangelism 
has taken place during the past year. At the diocesan level the evange- 
lism program group has joined in the consortium of chairmen of other 
program groups to ascertain priorities of distributing the "pool" funds 
allocated by Diocesan Convention for all program areas of diocesan life. 
The Evangelism Group has sought ways to join with other program groups 
for joint ventures and sponsored one joint seminar with Urban Minis- 
tries on Dimensions of Evangelism, Renewal and Church Growth in the 
Inner City. This program group also hopes to be represented at the 
October conference sponsored by the Episcopal Urban Caucus dealing with 
the subject of mission and ministry in a culturally plural diocese. 


We have entered into dialogue with the Department of Missions and the 
Program Group on Christian Education and Leadership Training about 
possible joint ventures in the coming year. 


Nationally, evangelism work has been merged with other national program 
groups in a united focus on mission and ministry. 


The Diocesan Program Group has shifted it's emphasis from one of general 
education through newsletters and Lenten study projects to a consultant 
module in which our group is offering to work with a limited number of 
missions and parishes in a field work program. The local vicar or 
rector would select a consultant from a list provided by the program 
group to evaluate the life of the local congregation as to it's evange- 
lical outreach, renewal programs and church growth. Where requested, 
the Program Group on Evangelism would then meet with the local priest 
and his vestry, bishop's committee or leadership group to explore 
specific. ways in which the local congregation might further vitalize 
it*'s Lifes 


Letters and questionnaires went to all parochial units of the diocese 
in the late spring and it is anticipated that the consulting program 
will be in operation by September 1983. 
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Much of the renewal ministry of the Church is still being conducted by 
ad hoe groups such as Cursillo, Marriage Encounter, Faith Alive, 
Episcopal Renewal Ministries, Daughters of the King, Anglican Fellowship 
of Prayer, Brotherhood of St. Andrew, Youth Encounter, etc. The Program 
Group on Evangelism-Renewal serves as an umbrella organization for com- 
munications between these various ad hoc groups and further provides 
evaluations of those programs to interested clergy and lay leaders. 


Perhaps, the greatest challenge facing the Program Group is in the area 
of cross-cultural evangelism. In the coming year we hope to sponsor 
seminars and establish a major resource library and lists of experienced 
consultants for this missionary endeavor.

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ON GENERAL CHURCH AND. PROVINCIAL PROGRAM

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ON MINISTRY IN HIGHER EDUCATION 


The Program Group on Ministry in Higher Education has engaged in a year 
long effort to inform the Diocese of its purpose, to get a feel for the 
various campus ministries that are at work in the colleges and univer- 
sities awound the Diocese, and to help members of these communities to 
draw closer together and gain a sense of common ministry and identity 
as they go about their lives and careers at various educational insti- 
tutions. And finally, it hopes to aid and assist in starting and 
furthering ministry to different campuses. 


The Program Group has been instrumental in discussions and planning 
aimed at setting up parish based campus ministries at California State 
University at Long Beach and the University of California at Irvine. 
This past year has also seen the beginnings of campus programs at 
Redlands University, Occidental College and the California Institute 
of Technology. 


Over the past year the Program Group has held a series of conferences 
and meetings that are planned to assist parishes which hope to begin 
programs of campus ministry to their local campuses. A conference held 
in June, 1983 drew over thirty participants from parishes and missions 
from this and neighboring dioceses. Plans are also being made to take 
a large contingent of students, faculty, chaplains, and staff to the 
Church's National Students’ Conference in Estes Park, Colorado, in 
December, 1983. Finally, the Program Group is hard at work putting 
together arrangements for the Second Annual Student Conference which is 
to be held in April, 1984. 


In order to get a feel for the differences that exist in the different 
schools around the Diocese, the Program Group has conducted its meetings 
at various schools where we are engaged in programs of campus ministry. 
Meetings have been held at UCLA, USC, Cal Tech, Cal State Long Beach and 
at Occidental. 
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Finally, the Program Group has endeavored to have articles concerning 
the necessity of ministry in our institutions of higher education pub- 
lished in The Eptscopal News. Over the past year a number of articles 
concerning the situation that now holds on our campuses have been 
published along with short pieces concerning the program activities of 
various ministries.

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ON MISSION CONGREGATIONS 


The Convention's Charter for the Program Group on Mission Congregations: 
The Diocese is committed to taking the Episcopal Church into new 
communities in an on-going outreach of Evangelism; and, to supporting 
and nuturing smaller Mission congregations to the point that full self- 
support is attained. The grant received by each Mission is expected to 
decrease each year, reflecting an anticipated level of growth in 
membership and stewardship. These decreases release funds for grants 
to new Missions. A balanced program of expansion -- an investment in 
the future -- is projected, as we move into suburban and urban areas, 
begin work serving new immigrants and ministering in economically de-: 
pressed neighborhoods, and into rural/desert regions yet to expand. 
Mission Development Fund grants are administered by the Archdeacon and 
by the Program Group on Mission Congregations, on which each Deanery 
has an elected representative. 


The Mission Development Fund, M.S.F. Program and Budget 


The Program and Budget of each Mission Church is studied by the Program 
Group prior to its authorization. The budgets are submitted upon com- 
pletion of each Mission's annual stewardship effort. Grants from the 
Mission Development Fund are made based upon demonstration of local 
stewardship effort, need, potential and local circumstances. The 
Program Group makes every effort to communicate the principle that 
these funds are to develop work. The perennial provision of "subsi- 
dies" creates dependency and discourages local initiative and personal 
responsibility. Because few parishes have access to Diocesan subsi- 
dies the Program Group believes the precious dollars of the Diocesan 
Budget are given, in trust, to assure that Missions are developing 
themselves in ways expected by the Diocese at large. 


The Program Group takes care to distribute grants equitably among 
rapidly growing suburban congregations, urban/change regions and rural/ 
snall community missions. In addition about ten per cent of the Mission 
Development Fund is earmarked for the study and establishment of new 
Mission congregations or new ministry emphases through existing 
Missions. 


We would note that the combined 1983 pledge/plate income for all 
Mission Congregations is about $1,235,917. The total Mission Develop- 
ment Fund Grants for 1983 is $189,463. The total Mission Share Fund 
pledge from the Missions to the Diocese is approximately $119,000. 


The Program Group Organization: Executive Committee which meets periodi- 
cally with the Archdeacon to operate as a management and review team; 
Finance Committee which meets three times annually to review, in detail, 
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financial reports of the Missions. It administers the Mission Develop- 
ment Fund once the overall budget has been approved by the Program 
Group; New Initiatives in Mission Committee which meets as necessary to 
plan potential mission locations and receives reports from ad hoc 
deanery or regional new missions study committees; Task Forces of the 
Program Group are 1. Church in Small Communities Committee, 2. Suburban 
Parish - Tract Missions Committee, and 3. Special Ministries Missions 
Committee. 


Mission Visitor's Program - Each lay member of the Program Group is 
assigned to visit at least one Mission congregation on a periodic basis: 
to learn first hand the Mission operations as an ambassador from the 
Program Group. Each clergy member is assigned a mission priest to visit 
on occasion during the year. 


Archdeacon's Visitations - Assigned by the Bishop to serve as “eccle— 
siastical superior" for the Mission Church, the Archdeacon's office 
makes an annual Visitation to each Mission Congregation to do the 
following: Inspect church registers, administration methods; Inspect 
buildings, grounds; Review annual programs of stewardship, outreach/ 
evangelism, Christian education, future plans, worship/spiritual life, 
community service and fellowship nurture; Consultation and evaluation 
of the situation with each Mission Priest; Chair regular Bishop's 
Committee meeting to include a review of the Manual for Missions; and 
Celebrate and Preach at Sunday services. Following the completion of 
each Visitation the Archdeacon composes a written evaluation which is 
sent to the Mission Priest, the Bishop's Warden and placed in the 
Diocesan files. 


Desert/Rural/Recreational Area Missions, in general, are located in 
small communities. The desert communities of Palmdale, Barstow, Twenty- 
nine Palms, Yucca Valley are expected to develop population eventually 
bringing additional membership to the Episcopal Churches therein. St. 
John's, Needles and St. Christopher's, Trona are located at the borders 
of the Diocese, the most remote Missions from the See City. These two 
communities are unique in that one (Trona) is fundamentally dependent 
upon one industry and Needles is significantly impacted by water 
issues. For the most part, each of these Mission Churches has a solid 
core of concerned lay leadership; perhaps a natural result of a steady 
parade of changing clergy (exception: Yucca Valley where Father Bishop 
has had a long tenure). 


The Rural communities served by the Episcopal Church include Banning 
and Yucaipa where one priest is assigned. St. Agnes’, Banning is very 
near St. Stephen's Parish, Beaumont. The recreational/rural/mountain 
communities served by the Episcopal Church are Lake Arrowhead, (Rim of 
the World) and Big Bear which share a priest. 


These three categories of small community churches are made somewhat 
arbitrarily for some could also be identified within a recreational- 
retirement category. (Needles and Colorado River developments, 
Banning's proximity to Palm Springs). Central issues for each Church 
include; committed clergy with normal tenures, financial resources to 
support Church program sense of self-esteem rather than "survival men- 
tality", sense of purpose and identiy, being small without becoming 
exclusive, feeling disconnected from the preoccupations of the major 
urban Diocese as presented in the Diocesan literature and Program Group 
mailings, "too few people to do too much work," too many different 
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churches working in small communities often creates competition rather 
than cooperation, need for something akin to a Deanery System which 
unites remote parishes and missions for fellowship and Diocesan 
identity. 


The Program Group is concerned to answer these questions: 1. How to 
strengthen cooperation and fellowship structures among remote congre- 
gations.; 2. How to uplift, celebrate and hold in high esteem the 
Church in small communities.; 3. How to raise the social issues of 
small communities so that our churches located therein can become local 
leaders for the entire community (racial, poverty, poor ability at 
receipt of Government support now primarily aimed at cities, ecologic 
issues).; 4. How to recognize the extraordinary support and interest 
small community churches want to bring to the Diocese (reflected in 
beyond norm VIM pledges, M.S.F. pledges, etc.).; 5. How to provide 
sufficient resources to support committed clergy, repair-maintenance 
work, program funds, leadership training, ecumenical cooperation, 
attention to local social issues. 


Missions with a special ethnic or other ministry emphasis include the 
Asian work: Annunciation, Anaheim (Korean), St. Gabriel the Archangel, 
Monterey Park (Chinese), St. Nicholas", Los Angeles (Korean), Holy 
Child, Wilmington and Glendale (Pilipino), San Fernando Valley 
Preaching Station (Korean). Campus Ministry work: St. Michael's, Isla 
Vista (UCSB); Hispanic Work: Magdalena, Glendale; Navy Family work: 
Galilee Chapel, Long Beach. The Asian-emphasis Missions are primarily 
efforts by the Diocese to respond to the large immigration and refugee 
influx of the decade of the seventies. 


The Program Group's Asian Strategy as recently adopted is as follows: 
The strategy for Asian Ministries in the Diocese of Los Angeles is in 
its first stage of rapid development of missions and services minis— 
tries for each of the major ethnic groups resident in the Diocese 
(Korean, Japanese, Chinese, Filipino, Pacific Peoples, Vietnamese and 
Thais). This first stage has centered upon the traditional route 

of mission establishment and a less traditional roving missioner to 
serve particular persons through anglo congregations (Pacific islanders 
and Filipino Episcopalians). 


The Second stage of the strategy is just beginning: to prepare for and 
establish entrance into suburban communities for various groupings as 
they leave the initial "port of entry" and change residence either 
because of inner city problems or improved economic circumstances. 

This preparation includes primarily the education and training of exis- 
ting congregations to receive and welcome new residents. It also in- 
cludes, in.some circumstances, the initiation of second missions or 
preaching stations or branches of the initial congregation. 


The third stage, being put into effect simultaneously with the second, 
is the steady incorporation into the diocesan decision making 
structures (governance boards) members of the ethnic clergy and laity. 
This also includes a new effort at raising up vocations to the priest- 
hood and training of the laity for ministries of service and hospitality. 


These three stages form the general strategy for this Diocese’s response 
to the new immigrant and refugee persons in our midst. Should the 
immigration and refugee numbers continue over the next several years at 
the current rate these three stages will continue to be operative. 
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Shgquld the immigration and refugee numbers decelerate sharply either 
from international political solutions or Congressional action the 
strategy will likely need to be revised along more traditional lines 
of church development. 


Hispanic Work - The only Mission fully engaged in Hispanic ministry is 
Iglesia de la Magdalena in Glendale. Some efforts at Hispanic ministry 
as part of the overall program of the mission church are being made at 
Immanuel-El Monte, St. John's-Wilmington, St. John's-Needles, Holy 
Communion-Gardena, Holy Family-North Hollywood. Some efforts at 
Hispanic work need to begin at Incarnation-Norwalk, St. Martin's- 
Compton, St. John's-Costa Mesa, Galilee-Long Beach, St. Francis/St. 
Mary's-Los Angeles. 


The Diocese has engaged a Hispanic Missioner together with an active 
Hispanic commission to lead the Church's response to the growing His- 
panic presence in Los Angeles therefore the Program Group looks to them 
for advice and counsel. Apart from the mission churches listed above, 
it would appear that the Diocese's Hispanic evangelism efforts need to 
be directed as well through parishes which are located strategically in 
Hispanic areas. 


The special emphasis Missions are developing in ways not akin to the 
familiar mission-eventual-parish-status story. Although parish status 
may be possible and desirable for some, the fundamental dynamic is one 
of unique service to people whose first identity may be entrance into 
the "salad bowl" of Southern California/USA, or the university or the 
military family ministry. Each of these Missions is led by clergy and 
laity who are committed to raising local resources to every extent 
possible. In view of the special circumstances, however, Diocesan 
financial support will be required on a fairly consistent basis. 


The Program Group's concerns for this group of missions: 1. How to 
strengthen participation in the "family structure" of the Diocese? 2. 
How to raise up local vocations in special language ministries? 3. 

How to keep our canonical structure flexible enough to permit a rapid 
response to social movements/population shifts/Americanization processes 
without expectation of customary parish developments (parish status, 
buildings, etc.)? 4. How to uplift leadership from these missions in 
Diocesan structures? 5. How to keep "shared facilities" missions from 
second-class status in Diocesan mentality? 6. How to prepare to educate 
a primarily Anglo congregation and Diocese about the value, purpose and 
direction of these unique ministries so that support for them is 
enthusiastically granted? 


Missions which are small, yet located in high population areas impacted 
by urban concerns - These missions include Grace Church-Colton, St. 


Martin's-Compton, Holy Communion-Gardena, St. George's-Hawthorne, St. 
Francis/St. Mary of the Angels-Los Angeles, Holy Family-North Hollywood, 
St. John's-Wilmington, Incarnation-Norwalk. This group of missions are, 
of course, each unique. They have been, for the most part, missions 
for many years. Each is located in an area heayily impacted either by 
ethnic transition, poverty or other urban problems. Each is located 

in a region where there is relatively easy access to other Episcopal 
Churches. Each of these churches could be classified by the term small 
church with all the benefits and problems meant thereby. Excepting 
Norwalk, Compton and Gardena, each of these missions has experienced 

— and membership decline to the extent that their future is 
cloudy. 
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The Program Group has begun to give special attention to this category 
of missions in the last two years probing their potential for revitali- 
zation and renewal, the possibility for a special ministry emphasis 

and their candidacy for VIM/or other grants. 


St. Martin's, Compton during a long clergy interim has begun to turn 
itself around with the aid of solid lay commitment, Cathedral Grants, 
Diocesan loans and gifts from the Bishop. Now local stewardship is 
greatly increased to the extent that St. Martin's is almost upon a self- 
support status for the first time in about 50 years. Parish status 

is a possibility within a few years. 


St. Francis Chapel, Los Angeles is located in the heavily populated 
Atwater-Silverlake Region. Its present statistics have brought it to 


the edge of closure. Because of its location and potential if provided 
skilled leadership, it will be proposed as a major recipient for M.D.F. 
Grants, VIM grants and Cathedral Grants during this and the next two 
years. It is being merged with the Anglo-Catholic Congregation of St. 
Mary of the Angels. Vicar, Father Ron Erlandson and the Archdeacon 
together with a steering committee are now preparing a strategy to 

make this an "umbrella" church for liturgical excellence, drama/music 
center, alcoholic counseling and other community ministry. The dream 

is to open up this place for a city ministry to which many will be drawn. 


St. John's-Wilmington - The Program Group approved the yoking of Holy 
Child (Pilipino) Church and St. John's under the leadership of one 
Priest in charge. A church council will be formed to oversee the 
development of several ministries in this the oldest mission of the 
Diocese (100): to include St. John's Congregation (primarily Anglo), 
Pilipino Congregation, Samoan Congregation, evening Prayer and Praise 
Congregation, mid-week children's project and a food closet project. 
This entire effort is being made to turn St. John's into a center for 
ministry and away from its steady decline and likely demise. 


The Program Group's concerns for this Group include: 1. Response to 
these Missions’ chief concerns: 2. Does this include a considerable 
necessary investment to turn around those which have potential as center: 
for ministry? 3. If candidates for VIM or Cathedral Grant funding then 
what of on-going, support when these grants end? 4. Where and how is 
experienced and skilled leadership found to put into action new ideas 
and programs. 5. How can the Diocese (parishes, deaneries, staff) be- 
come engaged in these local missions so that local initiative is neither 
overwhelmed or held to impossible expectations. 6. Should some Churches 
be permitted to expire if a region is already being adequately served? 


Missions which are on a traditional Parish Status track include: 
Epiphany-Agoura/Westlake Village; St. John the Divine-Costa Mesa; 
Immanuel-El Monte; St. Luke's-Fontana; Christ the King-Goleta Valley; 
St. Thomas'-Hacienda Heights; St. Andrew's-Irvine; St. John's-La Verne; 
St. Aidan's-Malibu; St. Barnabas'-Pasadena; St. Peter's—Rialto; St. 
Margaret of Scotland-San Juan Capistrano; St. Francis'-Simi Valley; St. 
Stephen's, Valencia. Each of these missions is developing well along 
the goal of self-support and parish status. Excepting La Verne and 
Agoura/Westlake, each is being served by a full time priest. Most hold 
a considerable debt. (see "debt" appendix). Several need to expand 
their facilities to accommodate new growth and additional program. This 
matter has reached a critical stage at Fontana, Irvine, La Verne, and 
Pasadena. Epiphany-Agoura/Westlake Village is still seeking land which 
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is, affordable. Valencia, Simi, Rialto, Malibu, La Verne, Goleta have 
large amounts of land not fully used. ; 


Central issues for these mission congregations include significant con- 
cerns about facilities, debt, program development, tight budgets, 
evangelism and stewardship education and practice, nurturing the fellow- 
ship while continuing program to attract new membership. 


The Program Group's concern for these missions include: 1. Study of the 
available resources for expanding facilities in this high cost era. 2. 
How to support Vicars in high growth regions (support staff?, grants?, 
trained laity?) 3. Is "excess" land a Diocesan resource bank which, if 
sold, could provide land and buildings for new missions? 4. How to 
form partnerships between Parishes and Missions for mutual enrichment? 


1983/1984 Future Missions Initiative - 1. Mojave Desert Ministry Review 
Committee chaired by Archdeacon and Rector of Lancaster including 
Palmdale, Canyon Country, Mojave, Lancaster laity - to study and plan 
for a more effective Episcopal strategy in this region. 


2. Study Mission Potential for Carpinteria and Diamond Bar-Brea report 
due October, 1984. 


3. Study potential for Valley Korean Church (report due October 1984). 


4, Inauguration of Diocesan Lay Readers Project under auspices of the 
Archdeacon's office in conjunction with Bloy House. To educate and 
license fifty Diocesan Lay Readers who will serve in new Mission initia- 
tives and critical community ministries (prisons, hospitals, courts) 
where priests are not available. Course of study will begin in Fall, 
1983. To begin operations in February, 1984. 


5. The initiation of a Korean Theological Training School as an adjunct 
of Bloy House staffed by our three Korean priests for the purpose of 
preparing Korean lay readers and Korean ministries.

ON SCHOOLS 


During the year of July 1, 1982 through June 30, 1983, the Program Group 
on Schools for the Diocese met on three occasions. The meetings were 
attended by Program Group members as well as representatives from 

other Episcopal schools in the Diocese. The meeting in September 1982 
dealt primarily with directions for the Program Group with specific 
emphasis on relevant subjects for meetings such as the question of 
evaluation and accreditation of our schools. . 


The winter meeting held at the Diocesan House on Monday, January 17, 
1983, dealt with two critical areas. During the morning session our 
speaker, Dr. Glenda Moriwaki, a psychological and educational consul- 
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tant, addressed the subject of Parent Education. In the afternoon, the 
primary presentation was made by Mr. Lyle Siverson, Executive Director 
of The Western Assoqciation of Schools and Colleges. His focus was on 
accreditation procedures for schools seeking W.A.S.C. membership. We 
found the presentation very helpful in focusing in on the need for our 
schools to either conduct a self-evaluation using the National Associa- 
tion of Episcopal Schools instrument or seek an outside agency such as 
W.A.S.C. The afternoon also included a visit from the Reverend Canon 
David Forbes, Chairman of the Episcopal Schools in Northern California. 
On Monday, May 16, the last meeting of the Program Group was held at 
the Diocesan House, our principal speaker being Mr. Vic Cirivello dis- 
cussing the topic of Stress Management. 


As far as teacher workshops were concerned, the Program Group chose not 
to conduct any during the 1982-83 school year, but rather encourage 
schools to attend the National Association of Independent Schools 
annual meeting - workshops held in Anaheim in March. One school 
applied for and received a grant, which made possible the payment of 
registration fees, allowing all teachers to attend. 


The 1983-84 school year will focus on the Triennial Meeting of CAPSO 
(California Association of Private Schools Organization) scheduled for 
San Francisco for October 20-21. It is hoped that Diocesan schools will 
be represented. In 1984, the N.A.E.S. Triennial Conference will be 

held in San Francisco. 


Special thanks to Beverly Stokes for her always warm and helpful pre- 
sence, to the members of the Program Group and especially Pat Cooper, 
Pre-School Directress from St. Mark's, Downey. She has been magficicent 
in procuring interesting speakers for meetings. 


The health of Episcopal Schools is good, the demand is high and it is 
my hope that we can continue to promote a vital and helpful Program 
Group on Schools.

(No report filed.) 
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ON SOCIAL RELATIONS 


In consideration of busy schedules, distances covered, and the amount 
of work being covered by the five sub-committees which comprise this 
Program Group, we devised a new plan for the scheduling of meetings. 
This past year the entire group has met on the fourth Thursday (unless 
otherwise noted) of the odd numbered months beginning with a light 
supper at 7:00 p.m.; then a general meeting at which time we may hear 

a speaker, announcements are made and any necessary business conducted. 
After that the membership divides into their separate committees to 
carry on its particular work or project. This year we have enjoyed the 
hospitality of St. John's, Los Angeles. In the intervening months and 
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during the summer the committees haye set up their own meetings when- 
ever and wherever was convenient and for as much time as was needed for 
their activities. 


The Committee on AGING, chaired by Rosalea Wilcox, worked on a ques- 
tionnaire mailed to all the parishes to determine numbers, needs and 
interest of the elderly in our Diocese in order to better serve them. 
The response was not overwhelming. This committee has been the local 
sponsor (which means doing all the knitty-gritty work of setting it up) 
for the Conference on "The (In)Dignity of Aging", sponsored nationally 
by Trinity Institute and the Episcopal Society for Ministry on Aging 
and delivered via satellite October 18th. In this diocese it was held 
at the Holiday Inn in Long Beach; the honorary chairman was the Rever- 
end Kenneth Cary and coordinators were the Reverend George McClaren 
and Rosalea Wilcox. This Committee also received a grant from the 
Cathedral Corporation to plan and set up seminars for Pre-retirement 
Planning for the Clergy and their spouses. The outline for the course 
was written by Mrs. Mimi Simson who will also help facilitate them. 


Thanks to a grant from the Cathedral Corporation the Committee on HUMAN 
SECUALITY and FAMILY LIFE, in conjunction with the Cathedral Congrega- 
tion of St. Paul, set us the Family Ministry Project which planned and 
developed an excellent Family Life Conference on March19th at All 
Saints’, Pasadena. The Reverend Charles Taylor of CDSP addressed the 
Conference on "A Biblical and Theological Context for Christian Marriage 
and Family Life", followed morning and afternoon by well conceived, 
well led, and well attended workshops. The Reverend Cynthia Seagal 
Samuel directs the Family Ministry Project and Shirley Merrell (Mrs. 
John) chairs the FAMILY LIFE COMMITTEE which is now devising ways to 
carry this work on in congregations in answer to many requests. This 
committee was also directed by Diocesan Convention to make a study and 
recommendations on the Rights of Adult Adoptees, bringing the results 
to the ‘83 Convention. 


The Committee on INSTITUTIONAL RACISM has been more or less dormant this 
past year, assisting wherever possible the Task Force on Racism in the 
survey of the Diocese which the latter was commissioned to do by the 

"81 Diocesan Convention. The results of that survey and certain recom- 
mendations will be brought to Convention this year and will enable the 
Committee to proceed with whatever education and/or action seems appro- 
priate. The Reverend Mary June Nestler, who is chairman of the Com- 
mittee is also a member of the Task Force. 


The PEACE AND JUSTICE Committee has been extremely active ever since 

its inception three years ago and ably led during that time by Ruth 
Lane. This summer that leadership role was turned over to the Reverend 
Gary Commins. During the past year the committee was assisted by 
Jeffrey Janssen, a seminarian/intern whose part-time employment was paid 
for by a Cathedral Grant. He came to all the meetings, put out a 
Peace and Justice Newsletter, helped with mailings, offered resource 
materials to congregations when requested, and worked on the publicity 
for the Conference on "The Federal Budget; A Christian Perspective on 
Relative Values", in April at St. John's. This was sponsored by some 

of the other sub-committees as well. This committee has worked with and 
been well represented on other peace-making agencies such as the RAR in 
Pasadena, CALC, and the Interfaith Peace Ministry of Orange County among 
others. The Reverend Giles Asbury represents the whole Program Group 


in the Peace with Justice Leadership Conference, an inter-religious 
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group in Southern California. Margaret Parker, a member of the P.& J 
Committee was one of two sent from this Diocese (the other was the 
Reyerend Canon George Regas) to the national Episcopal Conference "To 
Make Peace" held in April at St. John"s Cathedral in Denver, Colorado. 
She returned with excellent notes, resources and ideas. The committee 
is trying to carry out the mandate given it at last year's Diocesan 
Convention "to assist congregations in studying, praying and acting on 
the peril of the nuclear arms race over the coming year" and report 
back on the results. 


The Committee on WORLD HUNGER is co-chaired by Robin Thomas and the 
Reverend Canon Noble Owings. They have encouraged congregations to 

set up food cupboards or to participate in area food banks, have worked 
with the Interfaith Hunger Coalition on a number of their projects, 
produced and distributed a Hunger newsletter, publicized the needs of 
the homeless and unemployed, as well as needs in third world countries, 
and participated in the World Food Day Conference on October 16th at 
Immaculate Heart High School. 


Ken Adams has represented us on the Community Relations Conference of 
Southern California and I have served on the Steering Committee of the 
Interfaith Hunger Coalition and represented the Diocese on the Board 
of the California Council of Churches.

In the past year the Program Group on Youth has been involved with its 
normal activities plus two exciting new ventures. 


In the Fall’ of 1982 the Annual Junior High Rally was held at Camp 
Stevens and in November the Peer Counselor Training Workshop was held 

at All Saints', Beverly Hills. In December, youth from throughout the 
Diocese gathered to be "gophers" at our annual convention and then in 
January and February of this year, two workshops on Adolescent Chemical 
Dependency were held in the southern and northern ends of the Diocese. 
Also in January a group of adults and youth attended the Bay Area 
Pilgrimage of the Ecumenical Community of Taize. March saw a Film Over- 
night at Grace Church, Glendora and in April the annual Senior High 
Youth Rally was held at Camp Stevens. 


In addition the Program Group on Youth has been actively working with 
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the Deanery Qne Youth Project in the deyelopment of a youth work model 
and a job. description for a Deanery Yquth Worker. 


The VIM Summer Youth Project, under the direction of Bob Korpal, is a 
new project this year financed by VIM funds. The endeavor this year is 
working out of St. James’, South Pasadena and is a four week activity 
centering around helping the elderly. 


A Cathedral Grant was requested and approved allowing the hiring of 
Antoinette Daniels as an Intern Diocesan Youth Work Coordinator. In 
this capacity "Toni" will be working out of Diocesan House gathering 
input from parishes, providing resource material to youth workers and 
communicating with Deaneries and parishes about the activities and 
programs of the Program Group on Youth. 


The Program Group on Youth is composed of lay, clergy and youth members 
of the Diocese and welcomes anyone interested in youth ministry to get 
involved with the work and planning. Contact the Youth Work Intern 

at Diocesan House if you have any suggestions, questions or referrals 
for the Program Group on Youth.

Hospital chaplaincy calls; 2. Conducting retreats; 3. Providing a 
speakers bureau; 4. Alcoholics Anonymous twelve-step work; 5. Provision 
of a telephone "hot-line"; 6. Conducting adult education forums; 7. 
Holding personal interviews (confidential); and 8. Providing an infor- 
mation and referral service. 


Throughout the year meetings of the Commission have concerned them- 
selves with the following: 1. Preparations for the operation of an in- 
formation booth at Diocesan Convention; 2. The touring of alcoholism 
treatment centers; 3. Listening to speakers who help to bring us up-to- 
date on the techniques of intervention treatment; 4. Assignments for 
members of the Commission to speak or conduct meetings in parishes or 
other places. 


The disease of alcoholism touches almost every family in the Diocese of 
Los Angeles in one way or another. Guidelines for the Diocese have been 
outlined in a policy statement. It is the hope of the Commission that 
parish churches will use the Commission more and more as we seek to 
educate our clergy and laity concerning the mortal dangers of the 
disease. There is hope for the alcoholic and there is treatment. There 
is a Commission on Alcoholism with caring people who stand ready to help 
wherever possible.

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ON ECUMENICITY 


There have been two "firsts" for the cause of ecumenicity in the Diocese: 
First, our Bishop's appointment of the Reverend Canon Harold Hultgren 
to the Diocesan Staff with part of his paid time being devoted to the 
task of Ecumenical Officer for the Diocese; Second, the establishment 
of the Lutheran/Episcopal Dialogue, co-chaired for the first time by a 
clergy/lay team consisting of the Reverend Kathleen Dale and Mr. Ray 
Gallie, a layperson and communicant of All Saints', Beverly Hills. 
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Many parishes have experienced Interim Eucharistic Sharing with their 
Lutheran counterparts throughout the Diocese. Now that the joy and 
excitement of sharing the Lord's Table have taken place, the more 
difficult task of involving the lay people in the on-going dialogue 

must be developed. We clergy have the unique opportunity of being at 
the altar with our Lutheran clergy, yet the depth of the experience 

will only take hold when our lay sisters and brothers, worshipping in 
the pews, understand and begin to pray, study scripture and each other's 
traditions in small groups apart from the beauty of altar worship. 


In this light, there is one piece of unfinished business that needs to 
be discussed and developed on a diocesan level, i.e., the invitation 
to the Lord's Table. We at the Commission feel that it is incomplete 
to invite those who have been baptized with water and in the name of 
the Trinity. There is strong belief that the inclusion of a statement 
of belief that the bread, wine and water signify the Real Presence of 
our Lord is needed to complete the invitation. 


Finally, the Reverend Canon Oliver Garver, in his address to the South 
Coast Ecumenical Council, reminds us that: 1. "...a divided Church is 

a scandal and sinful." 2."There is no excuse for competitive evange- 
lism..." 3. "...a proper balance..." between "Life and Work" and "Faith 
and Order" is necessary for the 80's. 4. "Grassroots" ieadership-- 
especially from laypeople--is imperative to progress toward oneness in 
Christ. 


May the future of the ecumenical movement in our Diocese be one of 
striving together with our Lord, as the One who leads, to end the 
scandal of his broken Body.

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ON ANGLICAN ROMAN CATHOLIC RELATIONS IN LOS ANGELES 


The Anglican Roman Catholic/Los Angeles Commission has had indeed a most 
significant year. There has been regular communication through personal 
ecumenical encounters and the telephone. With the appointment by the 
Bishop of the Canon Missioner for Ecumenical and Interreligious Affairs 
it has been possible for us to share with our Roman Catholic counter- 
parts in the National Workshop on Christian Jewish Relations held in 
Boston, April 24th-29th, 1983 and the National Workshop on Christian 
Unity held in Louisville, May 15th-19th, 1983. Together with the 
Lutheran and Orthodox we sponsored the Second Annual LARCO Retreat on 
March 15th-16th, 1983. The Episcopalians were hosts this year with 

the Reverend John A. Sanford as the conductor on the subject Who Heals 
the Healer? It was most successful. 


On October 27th, 1982 we sponsored a study day on The Final Report at 
which the Reyerend Massey H. Shepherd, Jr., Ph.D. and the Reverend 
Herbert Ryan, S.J., Ph.D. were the speakers and discussion leaders. It 
proved to be a helpful day. We will be studying The Final Report 
jointly on September 20th, 1983 in preparation for our formal Diocesan 
Response to the Ecumenical Office at the Episcopal Church Center. 
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At the invitation of Archdiocesan Ecumenical Commission, the Reverend 
Jose Carlos joined the Ecumenical Officers on February 27th, 1983 in a 
joint sharing of an evening's discussion on Hispanic Ministries. This 
gave those involved in this ministry an opportunity to share their work 
ecumenically. 


Reflective of what has been going on across the country, our local 
ecumenical experience with the Roman Catholics has been most significant.

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ON LUTHERAN EPISCOPAL DIALOGUE 


Three thousand people gathered for worship at the spacious National 
Cathedral in Washington, DC on January 16th, 1983 to celebrate the Holy 
Eucharist. This was no ordinary Sunday worship. The Primate, the Right 
Reverend John Allin, together with the presiding bishops of three Luth- 
eran churches and the vast congregation of members for these church 
bodies formally inaugurated the resolutions adopted by concurrent na- 
tional conventions four months earlier. "Interim sharing of the 
Eucharist" and "pursuit of a common Christian life" were being realized 
in this special gathering around the Altar of the cathedral. 


Prior to the Washington event but soon following the four conventions, 
hundreds of regional and parish-level celebrations were in initial 
planning stages or had been observed. These were intended to signify 

to solidly based theological accord reached through twelve years of 
formal dialogue (expressed in LED I and LED II.). A milestone consensus 
had been reached on liturgy and sacraments, creeds and Scripture. The 
four. major church conventions last year also voted 99% support for im- 
mediate establishment of a third series of national-level dialogues 
centered on "Apostolicity" and "Ministry". These dialogues will be high- 
ly crucial, especially in view of the pending merger of the three Luth- 
eran bodies in 1988 with strong pressure from within to restore the 
historic episcopate. 


Cognizant of this great "happening" in the life of our Church, our 
Bishop, the Right Reverend Robert C. Rusack, appointed a new Commission 
at last year's Diocesan Convention in Pasadena. The new Commission has 
met five times during the first part of 1983 and three more sessions 

are planned for the Fall. Initial efforts were spent in study. Covered 
were the doctrine, worship and life-style of the American Lutheran bod- 
ies. Desire for dialogue and a strong conviction that there is much 

to share in worship and common ministry were prerequisites for effective 
membership on the Commission. 


As the meetings evolved, specific tasks were envisioned for the Commis- 
sion. Specifically identified were: 1) Facilitators for parishes within 
the Diocese embarking on a relationship with a local Lutheran parish; 

2) Preparation of a "kit" containing "how to" guidelines for eucharistic 
sharing. (To be distributed this Fall) Included will be a questionnaire 
for feedback; 3) Collators of data input regarding all forms of sharing: 
eucharistic, other worship, shared ministry in Christian education, 
social outreach, etc.; 4) Planning for a Diocesan-wide Eucharist; and 5) 
Review of suitable materials (literature, audio-visuals, etc.) for 
recommended use for parish level study groups. 


To date there have been approximately eighteen known occurances within 
our diocese wherein congregations and clergy have taken self-initiative 
to establish a relationship with a neighboring Lutheran parish. From 
Santa Barbara to San Bernardino, clergy and people have gathered for 
worship, work and study. Assuredly, the figure given is far from 
complete. 
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It is anticipated that your Commission will touch base with other 
diocesan commissions and program groups in task areas of potential 
joint ministry with the Lutherans. Initial contacts with the Lutheran 
bishops in the area haye been made. Their appointment of counterpart 
representatives will lead to regional discussion, fellowship and wor- 
ship. Under the aegis of the one Lord and under the banner of the 
Cross, it is our hope that diocesan parishes and missions will gain the 
vision to establish and seek a shared ministry with their Lutheran 
neighbors.

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THE ECUMENICAL OFFICER 


As the Ecumenical Officer of the Diocese of Los Angeles, I have over 

the years been trying to give some direction to the ecumenical and 
interreligious affairs of our Diocese on a very part-time basis. A 

most significant step has been taken by the Bishop this year in recog- 
nizing the importance of ecumenicity. He has asked me to give more time 
to this area of Mission by asking me to join his staff as Canon Missimer 
for Ecumenical and Interreligious Affairs along with three other port- 
folios. Ours is the first Bishop in the Church to take this step. 


This begins to make possible a Diocesan response to the Sixty-seventh 
General Convention which had on its ecumenical agenda the relating of 
ecumenism in the realm of the professional and expert to the local church 
(diocese) where ecumenism must be a living experience not only in the 
area of Faith and Order but also in Life and Work. 


This is a whole new approach to ecumenical and interreligious affairs 
and will take time in developing. We have completed our discussions of 
The Final Report with our Roman Catholic counterparts. The written re- 
port to the Standing Committee on Ecumenical Relations is now being 
prepared. Other studies as requested by General Convention are underway. 


It was indeed an enriching experience to attend the National Workshop 
on Christian Unity and the National Workshop on Christian/Jewish Rela- 
tions. It is a privilege to represent the Bishop and Diocese in many 
local ecumenical encounters. I pray that after a year in this position, 
I will have much more to report to Diocesan Convention. 


The Diocesan groups to which I am liaison and with whom I work are 
each reporting separately preceding my report.

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ON EPISCOPAL ASIAMERICAN MINISTRIES 


The Asiamerica Ministry had its beginning in the Episcopal Church as a 
national program when the 1973 General Convention meeting in Louisville 
passed the Program and Budget for the year 1974-76. In 1974, Bishop 
Rusack appointed the LAD/EAST commission to study and make recommenda- 
tions. As a result of feasibility and demographic studies, specific 
recommendations were made to the Bishop, Diocesan Council, Program 
Groups, and Diocesan Convention. ‘ 


Up to this time, there was only one Asian congregation--St. Mary's, 
Los Angeles, founded by Mary Louise Paterson, a Canadian missionary to 
Japan, who came to help new immigrants to the United States, first to 
_San Francisco, and in 1907 to Los Angeles. Dr. John Misao Yamazaki 
became the first Vicar in 1913. The younger Yamazaki was ordained in 
1941. Following World War II and a four~year sojourn, he was appointed 
second Vicar and in 1956 elected Rector. St. Mary's continues as a 
strong and viable parish in the Diocese. 


Korean Ministry: The first new Asian work was among the Koreans. The 
Reverend Matthew Ahn was called in 1975 to be the first Vicar of St. 
Nicholas (Korean) Mission, located at St. Stephen's, Hollywood. Father 
Ahn also established the Korean Episcopal Service Center, later to 
become The Korean California Service Center. Both became strong focal 
points of ministry and service. 


In 1982, the second Korean congregation, the Church of the Annunciation 
was established at the old St. Michael's in Anaheim to meet the needs 
of the heavy concentration of recently arrived Koreans in Orange County. 
Father Yoon serves at this congregation. 


In 1983, a few months ago, the third Korean congregation, St. Paul's in 
the Valley was started in San Fernando Valley with some 40 members 
pledging over $14,000. An active lay ministry is evident. Father Yoon 
also serves this congregation. 


Filipino Ministry: This ministry is carried out in two phases: one for 
the members of the Philippine Independent Church (PIC) and others for 
the Episcopalians from the Philippines. The Parish of the Holy Child, 
under the Reverend Gregorio Bayaca, ministers to members of the Philip- 
pine Independent Church, until recently holding services at Galilee 
Navy Chapel, Long Beach. In cooperation with Diocesan Staff, they have 
begun a regular stewardship program and recently celebrated their sixth 
Patronal Festival. A highlight of the year is the Mayflower Festival. 
In June, Father Bayaca was appointed Vicar of St. John's, Wilmington. 
He will continue his ministry to the PIC members. A Mission Station 
for Filipinos in the South Glendale area has been established. 


The Reverend Magdaleno Bacagan, formerly Assistant Treasurer of the 
Diocese, has accepted the dual responsibility of Vicar, Holy Communion, 
Gardena, and Vicar for Diocesan Asiamerican Ministries. The Gardena 
area is fertile ground, as many Asians of different ethnic groups live 
there. Also, Filipino Episcopalians prefer to worship in their neigh- 
borhood parishes, where they take active roles as Vestrymen, parish 
officers, etc. Father Bacagan carries out a pastoral ministry of 
counseling, marriages, funerals, etc. The Reverend David Duncan, new 
Rector of Trinity, Los Angeles, reports that over fifty percent of his 


congregation are Filipinos with deep roots in the Church in the 
Philippines. 
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Indochinese Ministry; As has been the case in other dioceses, the 
Reverend Fletcher Davis, Rector, St. Anselm's of Canterbury, Garden 
Grove, Chairman for the Indochinese Committee for the Diocese and who 
also represents the Presiding Bishop's Fund for World Relief for Indo- 
chinese, has found that there is an increasing emphasis. on ministry 

than simply resettlement. At Emmanuel Church, Fullerton, the Reverend 
Paul Edwards has prepared 46 for Baptism and looks forward to presenting 
these people for Confirmation. 


Japanese Ministry: A search has been initiated in Japan by Nippon Sei 
Ko Kai to find a priest who will serve the Japanese-Speaking Congrega- 
tion at St. Mary's under the national Volunteers in Mission program. 
Currently, the Reverend Canon John H. M. Yamazaki and other members of 
his staff celebrate the Eucharist for this congregation, assisted by 
Japanese-Speaking Lay Readers; both by one of the Lay Readers and by 
Br. Antonio, S.S.F., who visited the congregation on Palm Sunday. 
Latest word’ received from the Nippon Sei Ko Kai is that an able and 
committed priest has been found and that he will be coming to St. 
Mary's Parish by late September. This will be a partnership program be- 
tween the Church in Japan, the United States, the Diocese of Kobe and 

Los Angeles. St. Mary's has a Pre-School which is multicultural and 
multilingual and also sponsors two English as a Second Language classes 
in addition to its parochial program for children, young people, and 
adults. St. Mary's celebrated its 75th Anniversary in 1982 and is 
currently planning the 99th birthday celebration for Dr. John M. 
Yamazaki, the first Vicar. 


Chinese Ministry: In November, the Reverend Benjamin Pao accepted a 
call from the newly-organized St. Gabriel the Archangel Church to 
become its first Vicar; he had begun work in Los Angeles in July. 

The church will be located in Monterey Park where there is a large 
concentration of Chinese. On October 16th, there will be a Celebration 
of the Asiamerica Ministry at which time Bishop Rusack will institute 
Father Pao as first Vicar of the Chinese Ministry. 


Pacific Peoples Ministry: The Reverend Sione Halapua, Rector, Ascension 
Parish, Tujunga, continues to carry out a pastoral ministry to all 
Pacific people, who are located throughout Southern California while 
also carrying out his duties at Tujunga. 


Mar Thoma: The Reverend Daniel Philip is priest-in-charge of the Mar 
Thoma Church of South India, which is meeting at Holy Trinity. Alhambra; 
Bishop Rusack has Episcopal oversight for this congregation which has 
concordat status with ECUSA, 


Two other major concerns have been endorsed by the Commission at its 
recent meeting: 1) the need for an effective campus ministry among the 
large number of Asians at our universities and colleges; 2) the 
establishing of a theological training program for clergy and lay 
persons--to strengthen local church leadership. Many of our Asian 
clergy are well qualified to teach courses in their native tongue. We 
cannot continue to depend on qualified clergy from abroad. 


Step by step, with encouragement from Bishop Rusack and wise counsel 
from his Executive Assistant, Canon Garver, and the vision and zeal 
from his Archdeacon, Father Lynberg, and the support of the Diocesan 
Council and Officer of the Asiamerica Ministry, this new ministry has 
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grown. In 1973, there was one congregation, today—-in 1983, there 
are ten congregations, two community centers, and two special minis- 
tries. We pray that each new congregation and new ministry, by God's 
grace, will become strong partners in mission in the days ahead. 


Actually, we in the Diocese of Los Angeles, are experiencing the 
flowering of the seeds planted by missionaries to Asia and the Pacific 
area many years ago. In the days ahead we must not only harvest the 
field but participate as sowers. 


We wish to express deep gratitude to the people of those parishes who 
have made their buildings and facilities available for this ministry, 
St. Stephen's, Hollywood; All Saints', Highland Park; St. Anselm, 

Garden Grove; Emmanuel, Fullerton; Navy Chapel, Long Beach; St. 

David's, North Hollywood; Trinity, Los Angeles; St. Mary's, Los Angeles; 
St. John's, Wilmington; and Holy Trinity, Alhambra.

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ON HISPANIC MINISTRIES 


The Diocesan Hispanic Commission continues its efforts to promote and 
develop ministry to Hispanics in the Diocese and to raise the con- 
sciousness of our people to the great opportunities and benefits to the 
Church, presented by the missionary challenge which confronts us. By 
the year 2000, demographers estimate that every other person in the 
Los Angeles area will be Hispanic. This means that at least one-half 
of our parishes should be willing and prepared to minister to them. At 
the present, we only have 6 Hispanic congregations. Our Baptist 
brethren have about 90 in the Los Angeles area. The magnitude of our 
task is clear. The only question left for us to ask is not, "Will we 
respond?" but "How will we respond?" 


The Hispanic Commission is seeking to give some direction. Last Fall 
and through the Spring, Father Nicholas Radelmiller, 0.H.C. continued 
his monthly teaching mission in two Hispanic parishes to train laity 

in their Christian life and commitment. This teaching series culminated 
in a two-day retreat at Mt. Calvary in May, conducted by Father 
Radelmiller. About 16 lay people attended with much enthusiasm 

and benefit. 


In November of 1982, the Commission, with the help of Mrs. Elizabeth 
Ann High, the Missioner for Christian Education of the Diocese, and her 
staff, helped sponsor a bilingual cross-cultural Christian Education 
Workshop in Malibu, presented by the National Commission on Hispanic 
Ministries. This was well attended by participants from Los Angeles 
and three neighboring Dioceses. 


In December 1982, Bishop Rusack appointed the Reverend Jose Carlo to 
serve as half-time Diocesan Hispanic Missioner. He will haye the 
responsibility of coordinating Hispanic Ministry in the Diocese and of 
training clergy and laity for Hispanic Ministry. Father Carlo is 
working with the Hispanic Commission to establish a 5 year program for 
Hispanic Ministry in the Diocese with a budget to support the work. 
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In March 1983, Father John Noble resigned as Chairman of the Hispanic 
Commission; and the Reyerend Fernando Gomez was appointed by the Bishop 
to take his place. Under Father Gomez's leadership some restructuring 
of the Commission has taken place. Over the past year, the Commission 
has continued its policy of trying to cooperate more with our Program 
Groups and Commissions in common tasks and concerns. This cooperation 
has been especially true in our ministry to Central American Refugees 
whose numbers grow and who are being found in more and more of our 
parishes. As the National Church and otner private resources diminish, 
the burden for the care of these people falls more and more on local 
church and community groups. The Commission urgently requests the 
prayers and financial support of our parishes and missions for our 
ministry to these refugees. Our ministry with the refugees has been 
ecumenical, and we continue our participation in the United Neighborhood 
Organization in East Los Angeles and through the Church of the Epiphany. 


The Hispanic Commission rejoices with the congregation of St. Margaret 
and St. Anne's in South Gate over the ordination of the Reverend Jose 
Poch to the priesthood. Ministry with Hispanics has already been 
established under his leadership. 


We thank God for the privilege that we have of serving Him in this 
exciting ministry and we hope that through our prayers and efforts 
many others in the Diocese will become excited too and moved to equip 
themselves and open their doors to fellowship and service with their 
Hispanic neighbors.

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ON HOUSING 


We are all aware that the cost of rentals has escalated even faster 
than inflation over the past few years, especially in Southern Cali- 
fornia. Housing has been particularly critical in Los Angeles where 
the vacancy factor is somewhere between 1% and 2% of available rentals. 
Because of high interest rates the cost of construction has prohibited 
the development of new units. 


The Housing Commission came into being as a result of the interest of 

a group of clergy and laity in the Diocese involved in the main with 
attempting to provide low cost housing to the elderly and of the 
response of Bishop Rusack and Diocesan Convention of 1982. The Commis- 
sion meets the fourth Wednesday of the month at Noon. 


It had appeared to us that with the exception of the Episcopal Home 
which has achieved extraordinary success in the field of housing for 

the elderly, most projects in the Diocese have been developed as the 
result of individual parishes and missions in the Diocese. Up to this 
time there hag been no development of Diocesan support for the installa- 
tion of senior citizen facilities, nor of shelter for those people in 
transit or out of work. We certainly commend those parishes which have 
developed housing on their own. This is becoming more and more diffi- 
cult. Moreover, new applications from the Department of H.U.D. require 
applicants to have a strong financial statement, or at least to be co- 
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sponsored by institutions or entities haying a strong financial 
statement. 


As a result of its creation, the Housing Commission has sought to focus 
upon the housing needs of the elderly, the poor and those in transit, 
It has sought to solicit Diocesan co-sponsorship for federally funded 
housing projects for the elderly. We rejoice that Diocesan Council 
did pass such a resolution at its meeting in June. As a result of 
Council's action, the Housing Commission will be responsible for 
development of criteria for Diocesan co-sponsorship of elderly housing 
under the H.U.D. 202 Section 8 Program. The Commission has also sent 
out letters to many parishes and missions urging the development of 
senior housing through the 202-8 program, and provided information to 
the clergy of those parishes as to how to apply for loans to develop 
such housing. We are planning to offer a list of resources including 
consultants, architects, and general contractors already having been 
used by churches in the Diocese in the development of senior housing. 
We offer encouragement and support for congregations having housing 
ministries to displaced or transient persons. 


"Because there was no room for them in the inn" is still an apt descrip- 
tion of our community 2,000 years after Bethlehem. We are aware that 
our Lord was greatly concerned for human need, and that whenever we 
minister food or clothing or kindness to one in need we are demonstra- 
ting our love to Him. We thank God for the opportunities in our time 

to be able to respond to these needs. We encourage the participation 
and response of each congregation to the crisis in housing in their 

own area. We offer expertise and guidance to the congregations in the 
development of their own low-cost housing programs.

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ON INDIAN WORK 


The Commission met three times during the past year to conduct it's 
business. The main objective of the Commission was to establish a re- 
lationship with a service organization operating within the Indian com- 
munity of Los Angeles. This was accomplished by establishing a rela- 
tionship with Indian Centers, Inc., a not for profit social service 
agency with branches throughout the City of Los Angeles. In conjunction 
with Indian Centers, Inc. the Commission began to identify ways it 
might minister to the Indian Community. A great need existed in the 
area of stocking the many Food Closets of the local Indian Centers, so 
the Commission organized and undertook a Diocesan-wide Food Ingathering 
during the Season of Advent. Eight churches contributed to this food 
ingathering. 


Currently, the Commission is trying to recruit new members, specifically 
those who are Native Americans. Future plans include a Pow Wow for the 
Diocese as well as educational Programs designed to inform people about 
the heritage of Native Americans and their current situation.

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ON LITURGY AND CHURCH MUSIC 


This year has been a year of great accomplishment for the Commission 
which consists of approximately twenty-five laypersons, clergy and 
church musicians who meet regularly on the third Thursday of the month. 
The meetings are held at 12 noon at Diocesan House. 


Our concerns at these meetings are in sharing current events and de- 
velopments in the general area of liturgy and music, to be of resource 
to individual parishes and deaneries in education in music and liturgy, 
and to disseminate information to the Diocese as a whole. This year 
we are proud of our regular publication of the Liturgy and Music News- 
letter. The newsletter is published quarterly on seasonal liturgical 
themes involving nationally known authors as well as articles written 
by members of the diocesan family, and is sent to all clergy and 
church musicians to stimulate, to communicate and to be a forum for 
doing quality parish liturgy. 


During this past year, the Notebook on Ministry was finally completed 
through the auspices of the Bishop. We have developed one of the 
finest notebook resources for the doing of liturgy and music and the 
use of the new Prayer Book. We are making this Notebook, as well as 
the two publications of this commission (On Hiring A Church Musician 
and The Working Relationshtp Between Pastor and Musician), available 
throughout the Episcopal Church. 


The Commission is privileged to have as its counsel Carol Foster, 
choirmaster at St. John's, Los Angeles, who is a member of the national 
commission working on the new hymnal. We are informed constantly of 
new developments and issues being wrestled with, and we have a first- 
hand dialogue with Carol on the ongoing work on the new hymnal. 


During the summer, the Commission sponsored (with the Diocese of San 
Diego) the annual choir camp at Camp Stevens. The camp was held the 
last week in August, Father Karelius was present, as were music staff 
from both Dioceses. Over one hundred children enjoyed the facilities 
of this very fine church camp. The entire week culminated with a 
festive Eucharist and wonderful music offered up by the children. 


The Commission worked closely with a consortium of other commissions 

in a proposal for a Diocesan Resource Center at Dicoesan House. The 
Cathedral Corporation graciously approved this request, and the 
Resource Center is now in full operation under the direction of Randall 
Kimler. Mr. Kimler is present at every Liturgy and Music meeting. 

This Commission will work closely with him in monitoring, collating 
and promoting the needs of this center. 
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Father Clifford Gain and William Wunsch attended the Conference on 
Liturgy and Church Music Commissions held annually in the Fall. This 
year the conference was held in Chicago. Members of the Commission 
have been involved individually and collectively in the revision of the 
three-year Eucharistic Lectionary Study and the use and implementation 
of the new hymnal. Members of the Commission have served as resource 
persons to individual parishes and deaneries in conducting workshops 
on church music. Father Gene Lindusky, Carol Foster, William Wunsch 
and other members traveled far and wide to offer their educational 
expertise in bringing some of the joys of the new hymnal to the 
practical level of the small congregation and small choir. 


We have had several meetings with Dean Jon Olson of Bloy House who, 
with his delightful demeanor and educated style, has assisted us in 
evaluating our own work and the ways that we can support our Bishop in 
his concern for quality liturgy. 


We are now planning involvement in the 1985 Los Angeles General Conven- 
tion and we want to support our Bishop that this will be an experience 
of the quality of liturgy that should be expected from a General 
Convention. The Bishop met with us and expressed his concerns and 
guidance on how this Commission can assist the planning process for 

the 1985 General Convention. 


We were privileged this May to have as our special guest, Lionel Daker, 
the Director of the Royal School of Church Music. He was much im- 
pressed with the intentional programs of liturgy and music in the 
Diocese. We enjoyed our dialogue with him. 


Members of the Commission are also working with the Commission on 
Ecumenicity as we consider Lutheran-Episcopal liturgy, building upon 
the directions of the General Convention.

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ON MINISTRY 


The Commission held ten regular monthly meetings and one two-day re- 
treat. During the past year the following work was accomplished: 


Held two BACAM conferences. Sixteen persons were recommended to the 
Bishop for postulancy. Two postulants were recommended for candidacy. 
Two candidates were recommended for ordination to the Diaconate. One 
minister of another denomination not in communion with the Episcopal 
Church was recommended for ordination to the Diaconate. Action at 
other times not in conjunction with BACAM: Recommended the termination 
of one candidacy. Recommended one postulant for candidacy. 


Supported recommendations for 1984 clergy compensation to reflect in- 
flation rise and a policy recommendation regarding clergy housing to 
enable clergy to have resources for obtaining adequate housing at the 
time of retirement. 


Sponsored conferences for both clergy and laity on: preaching and women 
interested in the Ordained Ministry. Supported an information workshop 
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on the ordination process, primarily for women. Supported Mission in 
a Culturally Plural Diocese and Clergy Day on Continuing Education. 


Four members of the Commission attended two provincial conferences; 
one on the Diaconate, the other on Lay Ministry. 


Discussions on future goals and plans in the areas of: cross cultural 
evangelism, recruitment and training of ethnic persons for the Ordained 
Ministry, the relationship of the Office of Ministry and the COM, 
Spiritual Formation especially as it relates to seminarians, need for 
continuing education and how to help congregations implement sabbati- 
cals for the clergy. 


Implemented policies for more use of seminarian interns in Diocese and 
compensation and benefits for the Interns. Five Interns placed for 
1983-84. 


Approved the continued W.C.D.C. as a part of the Community Counseling 
Service at USC for psycholigical testing of those applying for postu- 
lancy. Agreed to sponsor W.C.D.C. Cathedral Grant proposal for staff 
training to qualify for accreditation by the Church Career Development 
Council. 


Agreed to sponsor "Ministry for Deaf" Cathedral Grant proposal. 


Task force to determine effectiveness of the selection process dis- 
missed for the present. 


Continues to improve the "Shepherd" program for postulants and 
seminarians.

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ON THE SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA ECUMENICAL COUNCIL 
(No report filed.) 
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ON THE UNIVERSITY RELIGIOUS CONFERENCE 
During the course of the past year, the University Religious Confer- 


ence has engaged in a variety of activities which add a much needed 
faith dimension to the life of the UCLA community. These activities 
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augment the programs of the nine Protestant, Catholic and Jewish faith 
groups which comprise the University Religious Conference. 


Program activities have included a "chaplain's corner" on Bruin Walk. 
This table, manned daily by different chaplains, provides information 
about religious activities on campus and an opportunity for "drop in" 
conversation and counseling. 


Other activities such as the Faith, Science and the Future Forum and 
the Scholar-in-Residence program brought noted speakers and theologians 
such as Dr. Gunther Stent and Dr. Ninian Smart to meet with the stu- 
dents, faculty and staff of the University. 


An on-going Jewish/Christian dialogue led up to a well attended sympo- 
sium on "God After the Holocaust." The Christian denominations within 
the URC observed major dates in the liturgical calendar such as Ash 
Wednesday and Holy Week in ecumenical services for the campus. 


The URC has also been engaged in a dialogue with the administration in 
which we have sought to deal with issues such as the separation of the 
church and the state and the role of religious groups in the life 

of the campus. 


Finally, an ecumenical Baccalaureate Service has grown each year and 
is seen to be a positive addition to the graduation exercises of UCLA.

Incumbent officers of Deanery Six at Plenary of 1982 were: Julia 
Phillips (St. Clement's), President; Yvonne Bingham (St. John's), Vice 
President; Patricia Reinman (Cathedral Congregation), Secretary; the 
Reverend Walter G. Loesel (All Saints"), Treasurer. Father Loesel 
also served as Convenor of Clericus during the same period. 


In addition to briefings on Diocesan Council and the Program Group on 
Missions, major activities of Deanery Six Council during the last part 
of 1982 included: a) Formation of a Deanery Six Committee on Structures 
and Boundaries, to study the 1981 Report of the Diocesan Committee on 
Structures and Boundaries; b) Repeated efforts to bring the mission 
congregation of Mount Calvary into the full fellowship of the Deanery; 
c) Planning a Deanery Six Advent Service, the first Deanery-wide ser- 
vice since 1980. 


In accordance with Diocesan directives, two Pre-Convention sessions 
were held in the fall of 1982. The first, focusing on the beginning of 
a new three-year budget cycle, was held at St. John's on Saturday 
morning, September 18th. Many participants at this meeting expressed 
support for addition of a black ministries position on Diocesan staff, 
pay equity for Diocesan staff regardless of sex or ministry status, 

and better information on Diocesan resources available to local con- 
gregations. Elizabeth B. High and the Reverend Canon Oliver B. Garver 
were the Diocesan representatives at this meeting. 


The second Pre-Convention session, held at All Saints" on Friday even- 
ing, November 12, included the Deanery Six Plenary. A new budget, to 
fund the services of the Facilitator and related program expenses, was 
approved. A slight increase in the two-tier dues-and-donation support 
formula was approved also. Officers elected for the coming year were: 
Yvonne Bingham (St. John's), President; Dolores Williams (Christ the 
Good Shepherd), Vice President; Jan Trantow (St. James"), Secretary; 
Pat Reinman (Cathedral Congregation), Treasurer. Subsequently, the 
Convention agenda was reviewed and there was consensus on most items. 
The most heated controversy centered on a resolution authored by 
Father Loesel regarding adoptee rights. The Venerable Terence E. 
Lynberg was the Diocesan representative at this meeting. 


At separate meetings, the Deanery Six ECW re-elected Edna Kuhns (St. 
Philip's) as its President and the Clericus selected the Reverend 
Mary Hill Atwood (St. John's) as its Convenor. When she returned to 
the Diocese of California to accept a position in San Francisco, 
Clericus selected the Reverend Bryan Jones (Epiphany) to serve the 
balance of the term. 


During the Diocesan Convention of December 3 and 4, Deanery Six was 
among the exhibitors. On December 5, Deanery Six Council met briefly 
to accept the resignation of Tony McNamara (All Saints') as Represen- 
tative to the Program Group on Missions, in conjunction with his 
increased staff responsibilities as Facilitator. Keith Trantow (St. 
James') was selected to serve as the new Missions Representative. 
Afterwards, the Advent Service was held at St. John's, the Reverend 
Kenneth D. Higginbotham (Christ the Good Shepherd) presiding. 


During the first part of 1983, Clericus met almost every month and 
Deanery Six Council met monthly. In addition to briefings on Diocesan 
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actions, Council activities haye included: a) Discussions on existing 
food-distribution programs of some Deanery Six congregations, and the 
potential for improved cooperation; b) Further work by the Deanery Six 
Committee on Structures and Boundaries; c) Preliminary planning for 
the 1983 Advent Service, tentatively scheduled for December 11, at 

Sta ebtl ips. 


Our Diocesan Council Representative, Ken Adams (Holy Faith), coordina- 
ted Deanery Six participation in the Diocesan Racism Survey. Nancy 
Von Lauderback (Epiphany) assisted him in organizing three panel dis- 
cussions, and Tony McNamara and the Reverend Hartshorn Murphy (St. 
Philip's) joined Ken in interviewing selected laypeople. We hope that 
the Racism Survey will prove a useful resource in better understanding 
the Church's responsibilities to the multi-ethnic population residing 
within our Deanery. 


At our June Deanery Six Council meeting, we accepted with regret the 
resignations of Jan and Keith Trantow, who had begun preparations to 
move to Seattle. Muriel Dinwiddie (Reconciliation) was chosen as the 
new Secretary. A new Missions Representative is expected to be 
selected at the September meeting. 


Deanery Six experienced two other losses this year, in terms of congre- 
gations. Remaining members of Iglesia de la Resurreccion, which had 
shared quarters with St. Athanasius", moved to the Church of the 
Magdalene in Glendale in February. Our best wishes go to the Reverend 
Fernando Gomez and his growing congregation there. The second loss 

was the closure of Mt. Calvary in May. We understand that this action 
was followed by much deliberation on the part of the Archdeacon and the 
Program Group on Missions, and many lay leaders in the Deanery also 

had concluded that closure was inevitable. We hope that former members 
of Mt. Calvary are able to find Christian fellowship in one of the 
remaining nearby congregations. 


On behalf of former President Julia Phillips and myself, I want to 
thank all who have furthered the work of Deanery Six during 1982 and 
1983. This includes members of Council and Clericus, the Facilitator, 
other lay participants and volunteers, but especially our retiring 
Representative to Diocesan Council, Ken Adams. We have appreciated 
Ken's faithfulness as our link to the Diocese, and wish him well as he 
completes his term of office.

Deanery Nine is made up of sixteen parishes and missions plus two in- 
stitutions. A yearly assessment of $20.00 covers duplication and 
mailing of minutes and other communication information. 


The Deanery Council held its regular monthly meetings on the third 
Tuesday of each month at a different parish, mission or institution 
so the Council would become acquainted with the hosting congregation. 
Following the regular business, a program of special interest or con- 
cern to the Deanery was arranged which covered a wide range of sub- 
jects, usually of local importance re: hunger - cancer — housing - 
aging - youth. 


A concensus on Deanery value or need indicated the following supportive 
ideas: parochial sharing leads to better communication; churches get 
ideas from each other; people get acquainted with other parishes, 
priests, people, etc.; we share in other churches' festivals; program 
meetings are good especially when more participation from vestries 

and congregations is encouraged or planned for. 


A renewed interest in the Acolyte Festival was evident as 77 acolytes 
and family members enjoyed a delightful day together at St. Cross, 
Hermosa Beach; the event was video taped and replayed to the partici- 
pants. This will become an annual event at St. Cross. 


Our 3rd Annual Deanery Retreat was held at Camp Stevens with 71 people 
in attendance; again the video equipment was effectively and enjoyably 
used. Plans for the 1984 Deanery Retreat were approved for March 23-25 
at Camp Stevens. 


In an effort to know our Deanery family better, plans are underway for 
a Canterbury type "Pilgrimage" from parish to parish over two or three 
weekends this fall with each "hosting" church choosing a theme to 
welcome the "Pilgrims". 


The importance of our Deanery life together has been found in the shar- 
ing session at each meeting and has given everyone a greater insight 
into the concerns and needs of their fellow Deanery church.

Some twenty Episcopal parishes and missions are located in Orange 
County, 14 of these are incorporated into Deanery 10.

in Tustin. 


We heard reports on the Episcopal Outreach programs; E.S.A. Episcopal 
Service Alliance, at the Messiah, Santa Ana, St. Mary's, Laguna Beach, 
and St. Clement's, San Clemente. St. John's, Costa Mesa has made St. 
John's house available as an interfaith shelter for the needy until 
this house has to make room for the Senior Citizen's housing project, 
which is scheduled for completion early 1984. 


Jim Wilcox and Howard Shelton completed their terms on Diocesan Council 
and Mission Congregations respectively and turned the keys of these 
offices to Carmelita Moffatt and Pete Crary. Father Sacquety, after a 
long and very successful tour as Clericus liaison representative, is 
going on to bigger and better things, and we are looking forward to 
Father Pittman meeting with us during the coming year. Our season 
ended in June with a BBQ hosted by the Sheltons.

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THE CATHEDRAL CORPORATION/GRANTS COMMITTEE 


The Corporation met quarterly, in September and December of 1982 and 
March and June of 1983. Each of these meetings was preceded by a 
meeting of the Grants Committee approximately thirty days ahead. The 
main item of business each time was consideration by the Board of 
recommendations for or against grants as reported by the Committee. 


Approved grants covered a wide range of concerns which included the 
following: purchase of Spanish Language Prayer Books; funding part 

of Union Stations request involving work rehabilitation and Sunday 
dinners; camperships for socio-economically disadvantaged children; 
expansion of the program in St. John's Well Child Clinic; establishing 
a long-term counseling program in St. Cross, Hermosa Beach 1736 Pro- 
ject; development of Korean language computer software for California 
Korean Community Center's New Life magazine publication; support for 
St. Michael's, Goleta, Outdoor Project and funds for Good Shepherd, 
Los Angeles, Ministry to the Elderly. While there are detailed guide- 
lines, the general policy is to give support to those programs and 
projects that the Cathedral Church, if still an active organization, 
would reasonably have sponsored. 


In its grants program the Corporation disbursed $410,600 during the 
period covered by this report. Some $500,000 is available annually to 
the Corporation from investments of the sale proceeds of the Cathedral 
buildings and property. A major portion of this comes from shares in 
the Diocesan Investment Trust. 


The Board is made up of the Bishop and Priest-in-Charge of the Cathedral 
Congregation, both ex-officio, plus eighteen additional clergy or lay 
members — six elected by Convention, six appointed by the Bishop, and 
six elected by the Cathedral Congregation. Randolph Kimmler has been 
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selected Executive Secretary and Barbour Stokes, Comptroller. The 
Reverend Jose Carlo, Hispanic Missioner, is accorded a seat and a 
voice in the meetings. Present officers of the Corporation are Presi- 
dent, Bishop Rusack; Vice President, Roger Thomas; Treasurer, Elmer 

D. Samson; and Secretary, Canon Owings. Mr. Glen Mitchel, Jr., is 
Chairman of the Grants Committee.

TASK FORCE ON RACISM 


Charged by the Eighy-sixth Convention of the Diocese to study the 
nature and extent of racism in the church and to propose means for its 
alleviation, the Task Force on Racism in 1983 engaged the Institute for 
the Changing Ministries at the University of Southern California to 
carry out a survey of racial attitudes and relationships. Working in 
concert two dozen volunteers from deaneries across the diocese conducted 
interviews and led group discussions, while each congregation completed 
a questionnaire about its racial and ethnic composition. On the basis 
of the data collected, its discussions with individuals throughout the 
diocese, and its own deliberations, the Task Force prepared its final 
report for the Eighty-eighth Convention of the Diocese.

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REFUGEE RESETTLEMENT COMMITTEE 


During 1983 from January through August (press time), 144 refugees were 
resettled in the diocese, 84 from Indochina and 60 from other countries. 
Only the Diocese of Olympia sponsored more refugees through the Presid- 
ing Bishop's Fund for World Relief during that period. 


New members work closely with existing members to establish diocesan 
resettlement policies, to guide and direct the program, overseeing 

its finances and advising their own and other parishes of the ministry 
and mission of refugee resettlement. 


As a Christian community, the parish offers a diversity of resources 
that equip it best to respond to the needs of the refugee as a whole 
person. The resettlement ministry offers a unique challenge to respond 
to Christ's love, and can become an exciting, meaningful part of a 
congregation's life. The members grow closer to one another as they 
work together on behalf of the refugees and share Christ's love. 


Church derived revenues continue to support the work of the program's 
staff, while all govenernment derived monies go to sponsors and refu- 
gees to assist in initial resettlement expenses. 


Our excellent committee, staff and volunteers continue to make this 
vital ministry an inspiring reality.

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THE CANTERBURY WESTWOOD FOUNDATION 


During 1982-83, Canterbury Westwood Foundation engaged in a wide 
variety of activities aimed at increasing its visibility in the Diocese 
of Los Angeles, enabling it to perform a more effective ministry at 
UCLA, and consulting other groups within the Diocese which are engaged 
in ministry in higher education. 


The program at UCLA continues to develop and grow in a variety of 
directions. The Chaplain has increased the number of services to 
three a week; one of these services is an ecumenical eucharistic cele- 
bration with other Protestant ministries at UCLA. The main meeting 
and fellowship time on Sunday evenings is well attended. A Bible/ 
theology study has been instituted. The Chaplain is active in pre- 
marital counseling and the preparation of a number of students for 
baptism or confirmation. 


Canterbury Westwood has been instrumental in a number of services and 
events which focus community attention on significant issues; services 
of this sort have included an Evensong and Procession in support of 
Proposition 12, the bilateral nuclear arms freeze, and a special 
ecumenical celebration of Dr. Martin Luther King's birthday. The 
services were undertaken in conjunction with a variety of campus groups 
such as the Concerned Faculty, the BlackStudents' Alliance, Physicians 
for Social Responsibility and the Alliance for Survival. In addition, 
there are regular ecumenical celebrations of the great Christian 
holidays throughout the school year. 


In order to become better acquainted with the needs of Episcopal 
faculty, a regular luncheon series for faculty and staff at UCLA has 
been instituted. This series usually draws approximately 20 faculty 
and clergy from UCLA and surrounding churches. 


The Foundation maintains a close relationship with the administration 
of UCLA through regular participation in the Chancellor's Committee on 
Religious Affairs. The Chaplain also is trying to build a close work- 
ing relationship with members of the administration whose work requires 
them to deal with the perennial question of the place of religion in a 
state supported school. 


It is hoped that this report will illustrate the way in which the work 
of the Foundation has ramifications for the UCLA community as well as 
adding a voice in Diocesan ministry to institutions of higher education.

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WEDNESDAY NOON HEALING SERVICE 
AT ST. RAPHAEL'S CHAPEL, AT THE HOSPITAL OF THE GOOD SAMARITAN 


The Wednesday Noon Hedling Services have been held continuously since 
October 1959. They were instituted by the Reverend Canon Richard Lief 
(who died in March, 1983). They were supported by the Order of The 
Daughters of the King, The Order of St. Luke, and later by The Ethel 
Tulloch Banks Memorial Fellowship. In 1960 we had 525 Requests for 
Paryes. This past year 10,095 Prayers of Intercession were offered. 


These requests break down into two categories--Physical and Spiritual. 
The total Intercessions for Physical Healing are 4,976. Some categories 
are: Cancer, 453; Critical, 368; Surgery, 264; Accidents, 217; Heart 

& Circulatory, 939; Internal, 570; Miscellaneous & Not Specified, 1381. 
Note: Not all categories and totals are listed. The total Intercessions 
for Spiritual Healing, Guidance and. Love are 5,119. Spiritual Healing 
(including 128 for Alcoholics and Narcotics), 2,629; Brain Damage and 


Mental, 2,383; Thanksgivings for Improvement, 53; Release, 54. 
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To Chaplain Hall, to aur Canon Pastor, the Reverend Canon Morris \V. 
Samuel; and to the Reverend Cynthia K. Seagal, we give our thanks. We 
also are indebted to the Reverend Enoch Jones, who faithfully sends 

us cards from his ministry at the General Hospital. Chaplain Jones is 
responsible for the large increase in Brain Damage and Mental as he 
seems to be concentrating more in that area. We also wish to thank 
Mrs. Gracia Bolton, and Mrs. Henry Chagnon, who are not able to attend 
the service but join us in prayer at home every week. 


Mrs. John C. Mixson, a member of the Church and a “Daughter of the 
King" for many years, was always faithful in her intercessions for the 
Healing Service.

The Episcopal City Mission Society of Los Angeles has become Episcopal 
Community Services of Los Angeles, and our new address, albeit tempor- 
ary, is 1725 West Sixth Street, Suite 506, Los Angeles 90017. 


Increased funding for our Area Agency on Aging multipurpose center 
contract and our Hollywood-Wilshire and Westside transportation con- 
tracts, the new West Hollywood transportation contract and the continu- 
ing support of the Episcopal Diocese of Los Angeles, the California 
Community Foundation, United Way, the Parish of St. Matthew, Pacific 
Palisades, and our many generous voluntary contributors mean an opera- 
ting budget well in excess of $2 million in fiscal year 1983-4. The 
Venture in Mission program of the Diocese of Los Angeles continues to 
pay for the preconstruction expenses connected with our proposed 
building on Carondelet. In a human service agency, dollars are trans- 
formed into services, and we will, just to cite one example, provide 
more than 317,000 units of transportation service in this fiscal year. 


An increasing amount of attention will have to be devoted to capital 
fund raising, building plans, and the computerization of our operations 
during this coming year. It will be a challenging year, but we don't 
seem to have any dull ones.

The highlight of activities at The Episcopal Home during the past year 
is the completion of the new residential facility on the Palos Verdes 
Peninsula, known at The Canterbury. New residents began to move in at 
the beginning of April. Full operation with meal service was inaugura- 
ted on June 1 so that by the end of that month, thirty-five people were 
enjoying their new accommodations. 


Mr. Roger Schrunk has been engaged as Administrator of The Canterbury 
under the direction of the Reverend Mr. Cummings, Executive Director 

of The Episcopal Home. Mr. Schrunk has a broad administrative back- 

ground which has been of great value in setting up operation. 


The Reverend Gordon Yeaton retired from the active ministry in June of 
1982. His years of service to the members and employees of the Home 
were greatly appreciated by all he served. The Reverend Edward Hailwood 
assumed the position of Chaplain of The Episcopal Home upon Father 
Yeaton's retirement. 


An extensive remodeling program has begun at the Alhambra facility. 
Residential rooms are being enlarged to include a full bathroom and 
small modular kitchen. The additional living space provided is enhanced 
by a sliding glass door that opens onto individual patios covered by 

an open lath overhang. Wall to wall carpeting is an added feature, 
making the remodeled rooms most attractive and appreciated by members 
and prospective residents.

BLOY HOUSE

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TRE GALILEE NAVY FAMILY CHAPEL 


This year Galilee Navy Family Chapel, an Institution of the Bishop of 
the Episcopal Diocese of Los Angeles, begins its forty-third year of 
service to the religious, social, and welfare needs of military families 
in the Long Beach area. Ideally situated for this unique ministry, just 
across the street from the largest military housing project in the 
Diocese, Galilee Chapel has seen a strong growth this year in both its 
spiritual life and in the many human care services it provides for the 
families whose spouses serve our country. 


This vital work of the Church has many situational elements typical of 
an urban church ministry. Over half of the families have an income be- 
low the 1982 poverty level. A large percentage of the adults have not 
completed high school and do not have any special skills to supplement 
the family income. The median age of the head of the household is 22 
years, with some wives as young as 15 years. By definition only the 
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married are in the Navy housing project...but the deployment of any 
Major ship creates hundreds of instant single-parent families. And in 
common with the world about us, many of these families have had little 
or no religious awakening. 


We sponsor a bi-monthly Clothing Exchange for families in need of clo- 
thing, a pantry for those in need of food, classes in parenting, Marri- 
age Enrichment, and home economics. Ten different Navy wives’ clubs 
use our facilities for their meetings. Thanks to our friends, 50 
Thanksgiving bags and 75 Christmas bags of food and some 150 special 
Christmas gifts for children made glad the hearts of many. Thru the 
agency of Galilee Chapel, the cheese and butter distributions authori- 
zed by President Reagan last September and February to low-income 
people reached some 500 Navy families on each occasion (that's three 
and one-half tons of food!). 


During the past year our work with youth has been particularly blessed. 
Our Vacation Church. School last August had 160 children with a staff 

of 36 adults. In October we started a youth program that from the be- 
ginning had a weekly attendance of 20 to 40 Junior/Senior high young 
people, with 70 to 90 attending the monthly dances. The party program 
has now out-grown the Chapel facilities and has moved to the Navy 
housing Community Center. Our other youth programs include a youth 
choir, 23-member acolyte group, and presentation of the first Confirma- 
tion Class in over 25: years. 


At Galilee our social service programs are complemented by a range of 
religious programs similar to those of any parish, including Sunday 
School for all ages, adult choir, weekday Bible Study, and counseling. 
Our spiritual work with Navy families is both broadened and strengthened 
by our cooperative efforts with the South Coast Ecumenical Council and 
with the Navy Chaplain's Office as well as with several Diocesan 
programs. 


The work of Galilee Navy Family Chapel is one of the great out-reach 
ministries of the Diocese of Los Angeles. Thru Galilee, members of the 
Episcopal Church can reach out to families who are uprooted, young 
families in need of the strength of a faith they can believe in, people 
who have pledged to serve their country and whose average salary is 
near the Government-designated poverty level. The work of Galilee is 
limited by our meager financial resources and by the fact that the 
Chaplain is a worker-priest. There is much more that could be done if 
a full-time chaplaincy were designated for this ministry.

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THE HOSPITAL OF THE GOOD SAMARITAN 


During the past year our Hospital has progressed in a number of impor- 
tant activities. It is my honor to present a summary of these accomp- 
lishments. The inpatient admissions increased but average daily census 
decreased over the previous year. The growth in the outpatient occa- 
sions of service continues to increase. 
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CQNSOLIDATED ACCREDITATION AND LICENSING SURVEY (CALS) 


The Hospital was surveyed by the Joint Commission on Accreditation of 
Hospitals on August 11, 12, 13, 1982, and received a three-year accredi- 
tation award. 


PATIENT SERVICES 


Acute Rehabilitation Unit - The Acute Rehabilitation Unit was opened in 
November, 1981 to serve patients with significant physical disability. 
The average length of stay for these patients is three to four weeks. 
Weekly multidisciplinary team conferences are held to discuss the pro- 
gress of and desired goals for the patients. 


Cardiology - The volume of cardiac procedures has greatly increased due 
to referrals from other area hospitals and health maintenance organiza- 
tions. Outpatient heart catheterizations were initiated effecting a 
Significant cost savings for this procedure. We are one of the few 
hospitals in the area with a sizeable outpatient program. Eugene J. 
Ellis, M.D., Medical Director of Cardiology for the past twenty-five 
years retired in February 1982. Dr. Ellis was the primary force in 
developing one of the most outstanding cardiovascular laboratories in 
the Western United States. 


Community Cancer Center - The Cancer Center sponsored two breast self- 
examination training programs for Hospital and physicians’ employees 
and, with the American Cancer Society, two Stop Smoking Programs. In 
cooperation with Security Pacific Bank, Good Samaritan staff and volun- 
teers provided Hemoccult screening for 375 persons employed at the 
Bank Plaza. The Center continues to actively sponsor several programs 
for cancer patients and family members including the "I Can Cope," 
"Reach to Recovery" and CanServ Volunteer Program. 


Home Health - The Home Health Program completed its first year in 
operation in September. The volume of patients has increased monthly. 
The program has been very well received by both the staff physicians 
and patients and their families. 


Laboratory - In December 1981, the Blood Bank opened a Donor Center in 
the Hospital's satellite Laboratory located in the Medical Office 
Building. This new center is an important supplement to the Red Cross 
blood program. We continue to cooperate with the Red Cross by referring 
donors to them as well as to the Donor Center. 


Patient and Public Education and Community Relations Activities - The 


Hospital continues to provide leadership in educating patients, their 
families and the public. Community Education programs continue to be 
well attended. A program given in Spanish was introduced this year. 
Programs include the HEP, EPOCH and Diabetes Update lectures, as well 
as the Respiratory Therapy Club, presented in conjunction with the 
American Lung Association. In addition, community programs were also 
presented in area churches, organizations and Angelus Plaza. 


Education - A pre-operative teaching booklet was published for patient 

use. The booklet is given to all patients prior to surgery and is part 
of a multidisciplinary program designed to prepare patients for surgery. 
A patient diabetes teaching manual was published. This manual has been 
well received by patients and other hospitals have purchased it for use 


in their teaching program. 
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Child Care Center - The Child Care Center operates as a diyisign of 

the Education Department and celebrated its first anniversary this 
year. During this year, a group of business leaders visited the Center 
as part of a tour sponsored by the Mayor's Committee on Child Care. A 
television news report of this tour featured the Center. The Child 
Care Center continues to be a major factor in recruitment and retention 
of employees. 


Medical Education — Arvid E. Underman, M.D. was appointed as Director 
of Medical Education on May 1, 1982. Dr. Jeffrey Latts, former Director 
resigned to accept another position. A major highlight was the comple- 
tion of the Memorandum of Agreement integrating the Hospital's Internal 
Medicine Residency program with that of the Los Angeles County Univer- 
sity of Southern California Medical Center. This will provide for the 
gradual phasing out of the house staff from the Hospital and gradual 
phasing in of house officers from the integrated program. 


Personnel - The Employee Fitness Center opened on May 10, 1982. To 
date, membership is approaching 200, consisting of Hospital, Labora- 
tory and staff physicians’ employees. The program began with exercise 
classes led by trained employee volunteers. An expanded dimension 

of the Center will include the introduction of exercise equipment. 


The Auxiliary of The Hospital of the Good Samaritan - The Auxiliary 


continues to be active in raising monies for the benefit of the Hospi- 
tal. At its annual meeting in May, the Auxiliary approved funding of 
the Gynecology/Oncology Fellowship for an additional five years for a 
total commitment of $206,323 and to pledge $500,000 to be paid as funds 
became available for site development, construction and equipping of 
the new Child Care Center.

During 1982, NYA provided services to approximately 3,200 young people 
and their families in the West Area (Venice, Mar Vista, Culver City and 
Santa Monica) and in the Harbor Area (Carson, Wilmington, San Pedro 
and Lomita). 


1982 was a good year for NYA. Aside from NYA's participation in the 
National Act Together Demonstration Project, (NYA was one of the 13 
agencies nation-wide to receive a grant to develop a comprehensive pro- 
gram from high-risk youth), NYA also received the following grants: 


NYA was funded by the Cathedral Grants Committee of the Los Angeles 
Episcopal Diocese for a program called "Ayudantes En La Communidad: 
Neighborhood Aides". The grant provides NYA the opportunity to train 
and supervise a core of 9-12 bilingual Neighborhood Aides (Ayudantes) 
who will be available as information and referral resources to families 
in the Venice/Mar Vista area. The Ayudantes will receive intensive 
training in basic information on community resources (schools, health, 
nutrition, employment, parent education, etc.) and in outreach skills. 
They will also enroll in ESL classes to improve their bilingual 
capability. The Ayudantes will learn to reach out into the community 
to locate persons/families who are experiencing difficult problems but 
do not know to whom to turn because of the isolating factors of poverty 
and language barriers. The Ayudantes will reach approximately 60 fami- 
lies over a one-year period. These family members are then able to 
provide information to their neighbors or friends, causing a ripple 
effect. 


NYA also received an award from Apple Computer which donated an Apple 
Computer System including extensive software to the agency to develop 
a microcomputer network. NYA initiated the contact with Apple Com- 
puter, Inc. and developed the proposal with three other agencies: 

Didi Hirsch Community Mental Health Center, The Women's Resource Center 
and Tuum Est, Inc. The microcomputer network is intended to improve 
efficiency of the network agencies in carrying out their respective 
service functions and to enhance existing communications and interac- 
tional linkages among the network members. 


The major uses of the computer network will be electronic mail, bulletin 
board, and database - building with a minimum of elevel data-bases. 

The planned databases include private sector funding, mailing list, 
community needs assessment and census data, commodity resources, media 
and public relations, and information on agency programs, training 
events, publications, and referrals. The expected benefits are an 
increase in information on critical service data and improvements in 
fundraising, public relations, no ea and the provision of 

client services.

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THE SEAMEN'S CHURCH INSTITUTE 


In its 102nd year of serving the seafaring communities of Los Angeles 
and Long Beach and in its 76th year as an Institute of the Diocese of 
Los Angeles, the Seamen's Church Institute has changed its services and 
programs many times through the years as the needs of the seafarer (men 
and women) have changed. The Institute continues its policy of change 
as new technology comes into being and new groups of seafarers (techni- 
cians) go to sea on larger and more complex equipment. However, the 
basics remain somewhat the same in our Christian concern for the some 
12,000 seafarers who were a part of our shoreside community at the 
Institute for short or long periods of time in 1983. 


Time to share their concerns, religious or secular - people to listen 
and advise - friends to socialize with - a friendly place to make over- 
seas telephone calls - a place to store unused gear - pick up mail - 
write a letter - relax over coffee, coke, a game - catch up on world 
events (TV) - pick up reading material - worship in a quiet waterfront 
chapel (St. Nicholas) - bring in their family members for parties, 
special events and holiday dinners. 


To make all this work and to make sense in a fast moving busy world, it 
takes people, lots of volunteers (Seamen's Center Guild), S.A.L.'S 
(Seamen's Wives) and a dedicated Board of fourteen directors. It also 
takes money, Crew Memberships (become a member of the crew from Commo- 
dore to Ordinary Seaman); it takes a Thrift Shop ($15,000.00 this year); 
it takes the United Way ($11,500); it takes the Diocese ($3,500.00); it 
takes a lot of willing small donors who believe in our ministry; it 
takes a lot of wonderful people to make our Institute family. 


I have just touched the surface in this report; if there are those who 
wish to know more, and want to go on a luncheon cruise of the Los 
Angeles Harbor and visit the Institute along the way, the first twelve 
people (and a guest each) to respond after this report is published 
will be our guests for a marvelous lunch and tour.

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CAMPBELL HALL (EPISCOPAL) 


The thirty-ninth year of Campbell Hall's history was a transition year 
for the school. On September 13, 1982, the school's Board of Directors. 
after two years of study which included long-range planning exercises, 
questionnaires, etc., reported to the parent body, faculty and staff, 
alumni, and friends that beginning in the fall of 1983 the high school 
program would be expanded to include coeducation. Plans this year have 
been finalized to accept boys in September, 1983, to the 9th, 10th and 
llth grades. The decision was also made to discontinue the use of the 
name Argyll Episcopal Academy in favor of Campbell Hall (Episcopal) for 
the expanded K-12 co-ed program. It was felt that the strong single 
sex association with Argyll would be a difficult symbol to convert to 
coeducation while the existing coeducation (K-8) Campbell Hall struc- 
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ture could readily be extended to embrace additional coeducational 
grade levels. However, the Board is sensitive to the continuing role 
of the Argylee Alumnae and has worked to insure a continuing place of 
importance for the Argyll Alumnae Council Board and alumnae in the 
life of the whole school community. 


Concurrently, with the studies reyolving around coeducation were dis- 
cussions and planning about the school's future development for the 
enlarged program and student body. With professional guidance an 
analysis of Campbell Hall's funding needs and potential sources of 
charitable gift support were reviewed. The 21st Century Fund in its 
first six years of existence has raised considerable monies for the 
school. Parents, former parents, friends, alumni, grandparents, and 
foundations have responded to the school's needs with understanding and 
generosity. Now a plan entitled "A Bold Advance for Campbell Hall" has 
been developed out of an in-depth search of what is required to keep 
Campbell Hall in the forefront of education and out of the successful 
experience of the last six years in gathering gifts. To execute this 
bold plan and meet the challenges, the school seeks nearly $11 million 
over the next ten years. 


The first phase of the new development concept will be launched in the 
fall of 1983. A three year capital fund to construct a secondary 
school gymnasium and performing arts complex is estimated to cost $2.2 
million. The second phase will include the creation of a permanent 
endowment fund to support the various school programs such as scholar- 
ship and endowed teaching chairs. In short, what is being planned for 
Campbell Hall is a decade of qualitative and quantitative strengthening 
- a bold advance. The past six years have provided a solid beginning 
on which to build. 


So, needless io say, this has been a busy transition year for Campbell 
Hall as we have worked to prepare the campus for its first coeducational 
high school classes. A transition committee of interested parents, 
students, faculty and staff, and alumni has worked hard to evaluate 
existing traditions, program and student activities in order to afford 
a smooth change to coeducation. Additional faculty has been gathered 
to meet the challenges of a co-ed program. The athletic curriculum 
has been increased to include a high school boys' program beginning 
with the first year. Our administrative staff has been broadened to 
include a Dean of Students for the high school. To this position 
Campbell Hall is proud to welcome Thomas Phelps, formerly Assistant 
Headmaster of St. Matthew's Parish School, Pacific Palisades. 


As we finalize plans for September, I am pleased to report that the 
community has responded with enthusiasm to the school's plans. The 
campus will open in the fall of 1983 with a bright group of students at 
all grade levels and an enthusiastic faculty and staff ready to chal- 
lenge them. 


While the plans for coeducation have occupied a significant portion of 
our time, the on-going programs of the school have enjoyed a most 
productive year as well. For example, the religious program of the 
school continues to be a strength. This year's chapels were especially 
well-planned and thoughtful experiences at all levels of the campus 
thanks to the efforts of our Director of Religious Education Louise 
Macatee. At the initiation of some members of this year's senior class, 
an informal study group of faculty and students convened after school 
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to read and to reflect some major Christian works. A highlight of the 
year for me was the opportunity to observe and to share in the experi- 
ence as students discovered C. S. Lewis" Mere Christianity. 


The faculty and staff gather in February at Casa de Maria in Montecito 
for the second bi-annual professional retreat which this year was de- 
voted to exploring the world of our "high-tech" society from the vantage 
point of educators. We were concerned as a community not only about the 
value of teaching computers but also about the values we share with our 
students as they become technologically more alert. 4 


We are blessed with faculty members who are constantly on the move in 
their own professional lives - eager to avail themselves of the advance- 
ment opportunities in their own disciplines. The school is especially 
proud that our English Department Chairman, John Craig, was awarded a 
grant from the National Endowment for the Humanities to study and 

to research this summer the works of Milton as appropriate for use with 
high school students. John Craig's honor is typical of the outstanding 
work being accomplished by the Campbell Hall faculty as a whole. 


The enduring memories of the year center for me on several experiences 
which were student oriented. In a year in which the school anticipated 
major changes in its tradition which could have been the cause of con- 
siderable anxiety to the existing students, we were gratified that 

they were particularly sensitive to the school's future directions. For 
example, in May the senior class organized a special chapel presentation 
in thanksgiving for the gifts of teaching which had been shared with 
them to their benefit during their high school years. As part of the 
chapel each faculty member was presented with a journal with a warm and 
appreciative comment from each class member. Through the year on many 
occasions I was conscious of the student body's desire to preserve the 
best of past traditions while helping to bring about constructive change. 


In fact, each constituency of the school has been helpful in this 
transition year, and I am pleased to report to the Diocesan family that, 
as Campbell Hall moves into its 40th year of service as a church related, 
independent, college preparatory, Diocesan school, we do so as a vital, 
caring community dedicated to educational excellence.

During the course of July 1, 1982 to June 30, 1983, The Gooden School 
grew in numbers, in curriculum and in spiritual strength. 63 students 
brought us close to our maximum capacity of 70.

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HARVARD SCHOOL 


It is a pleasure to present to you my report on the 1982-83 school year. 
Its most obvious achievement is the graduation of the measurably stron- 
gest academic class in the School's history. A look at the college 
acceptances will show you how many of the group have been admitted to 
the most competitive colleges in the country. Some statistics, put 
together by our College Placement Office, might be of interest. About 
36% of the class will be going to colleges east of Chicago (as compared 
to 45% last year). 39% will be going to the University of California 
(30% last year). 20% will be going to California private colleges and 
universities, which is the same as last year. The most significant 
change is the number going to Berkeley: 22 this year as opposed to 9 
last year. 


For the first time in a while, we will have three students going on to 
Service Academies: one to West Point and two to Annapolis. 


One can only speculate on the trends that are shown by these figures. 
We really have very little hard data to go on so we thought wewould ask 
the Class of 1983 to help us and we designed a questionaire for them 

to complete. We will be conducting some exit interviews with some of 
the boys who said they would like to talk about their senior year. 


We plan to use these questionnaires in conjunction with the student's 
academic record, the courses he has taken for the past two years, 
whether or not he enrolled in the UCLA Honor's Program and other similar 
statistical information to see whether we can come up with patterns that 
would suggest ways in which the School could have been more helpful to 
those boys who have not been as successful as they would have liked 

to have been. 


It is much too early to draw any conclusions yet since the information 
has only just been received. It is gratifying to note, however, in 
view of the comments that are sometimes made to the contrary, that 

well over 90% of the students report that they are happy with their 
senior year. Most of them think they worked a little harder in the 
eleventh grade than they did in the twelfth, but perhaps that is not un- 
reasonable. Certainly enough of this year's seniors were involved in 
Advanced Placement courses and demanding electives to suggest that, for 
most of them, interest in learning did not lag. 
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While it is comforting to be pleased ahout successes, we should not 
just ignore those few boys who claim that their senior year was not a 
happy one. We will loagk with particular care at what they haye to say 
to see if we can avoid putting their successors in a similar position. 
There is a high correlation between those students who expressed some 
disappointment with their senior year and those who had unrealistically 
high aspirations. In at least three cases the School has been criti- 
cized for not providing the support it should have done. I can find 

no evidence that we were negligent or that we failed to provide the 
appropriate support, which causes me to reflect that we have to do more, 
if we can, to get a few students (and their parents) to see themselves 
in proper perspective. The problem is that these efforts are often 
construed as being unsupportive in themselves. 


As we become more proficient in the use of microcomputers to analyze 
data, we shall be asking similar questions about School programs. 


The classroom has not been the only site for success. Altogether the 
School fielded 26 athletic teams, 19 of which had winning seasons. 
Eight of the teams placed first in their league, six second and five 
third. We had eight league championships, and in addition, the Lower 
School baseball team won the San Fernando Valley League playing all 

its ten games without every being defeated. This is a commendable 
record indeed, considering the schools against whom we have to compete. 


As you know, in the middle of the year we became concerned that security 
at our games was not sufficient. I am glad to say the unpleasant in- 
cident at one soccer game has not been repeated. I have communicated 
with the principals of the schools involved and am confident that better 
control can be established in future. Even though we are doing what we 
can to keep good order at athletic events and to make the best of the 
competition to which we have been assigned, we are not satisfied with 
the present league. Even in the form that it exists now it pits us 
against too many teams whom we have no chance of beating. Im any case, 
distances are too far. It simply is not possible to develop a comfort- 
able sense of inter-school rivalry. 


Unfortunately, the situation may get worse. In September 1984, because 
of reorganization, we will finish up in a league to which will have 
been added at least one additional school that is twice our size. 
Furthermore, the original concept that schools in the areas would be 
releagued regularly to reflect their strength in various sports has now 
been abandoned. We would thus be stuck competing against schools that 
really are not balanced for our purposes and which are a long way away 
from us. As a result of this latter fact, our students are taken away 
from their’ studies far more frequently than is necessary. Aware of all 
this, we have been seeking to change the situation. The problem is not 
just that we need to get out of our league. We have to change our 
area. Mark Newman, the Director of Athletics, and I went to an Appeals 
session in front of the Releaguing Committee last month only to be told 
that the Committee had no power to deal with our situation, since we 
were asking to change from one area to another. 


We are having considerable difficulty working out precisely the proce- 
dures that we should follow. The CIF bureaucracy is not an easy one to 
penetrate. As soon as I know the next step, I will redraft the letter 
that I prepared for the Releaguing Committee since it seemed to be quite 
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convincing. In fact, privately members of the Committee agree that we 
have a very good case for moving ourselves back to the Valley, but no 
one is quite sure how we can get the case presented in such a way that 
it becomes effective. 


We have investigated a local league in the San Fernando Valley, con- 
sisting primarily of Catholic schools about our own size. The presi- 
dent of that league has said that its members are willing to consider 
our joining them. I am hopeful that our appeal will be successful. 

If it is, enormous amounts of travel time will be saved and we will be 
competing against a group of schools with which we can develop a con- 
sistent and friendly rivalry. The only sport that would lose as a 
result of the transfer of leagues is wrestling, but we think we will 
be able to achieve enough "free lance" meets for this, one of our most 
successful and rapidly growing sports. 


If the appeal is not successful, I will be asking you to consider what 
actions we should take. Frankly, it seems to me bordering on irre- 
sponsible that a group of people whose function is to balance athletic 
teams should be in a position to dictate that our students should 
spend a minimum of two additional hours of transportation on school 
days for every away game in which they participate. I would be glad 
to review my presentation of our case with any of you that are inter- 
ested to see if we can strengthen it and make it more persuasive. 


Our speechmakers continue to bring home trophies and the performing arts 
draw audiences. This year saw some good drama productions, and an out- 
standing improvement in the quality of our choral presentations, for 
which Tracey Linden (about, to our delight, to become Tracey Adams) 
deserves the credit. In addition, a Harvard senior, John Lazor, wrote 
both words and music to a full evening's entertainment which he him- 
self conducted and played in. It was a remarkably enjoyable enter- 
tainment. 


The place of the Arts in the School's life was raised when the Visiting 
Committee for the department spent a day here. The resulting report 
Suggested that we do not have a clear statement of the place that we 
want the arts to take in our curriculum and, as a result, the Committee 
found our program somewhat lacking. I have asked Bob Dworkoski, the 
Head of the Upper School, to chair a small committee of faculty mem- 
bers who have interest in the arts but are not necessarily involved in 
the Arts Department. The purpose of this committee is to consider 
whether or not we should revise our policy statement and the extent to 
which the policy statement that we now have is being successfully put 
into practice. A look at the regular curriculum may not suggest that 
we have much interest in the arts. Nonetheless the quality of the 
presentations in the performing arts indicates that there is more 

going on than the curriculum booklet suggests. As in most things, in 

a productive, busy, human life, it boils down to a matter of priorities 
and balances. ? 


Our other Visiting Committee came to the Social Studies Department 

and was, by and large, full of praise for what is being taught there. 
As usual, we received suggestions for more courses. We will look at 
these, bearing in mind that proliferation of learning for its own sake 
has little value. The Committee thought that it perceived too much 
pressure on students. That too should concern us. As I watch what 
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happens on this campus and I note how few of our students are anxious 
to leaye us at the end of each school year, I haye to reflect that we 
cannot be far wrong in our expectations. Of course the boys are busy 
and of course there are times when they feel oppressed. It would be 
wrong of us to disregard those feelings, but just as wrong to conclude 
that they should not exist in a school that is doing its job. Having 
visited two or three schools in other parts of the country, I can 
assure you that laxer academic standards than ours, more involvement 

of students in social life during school hours, more projects de- 
signed to interest and involve the less well motivated, do not 
necessarily produce a happier or more successful student body. In fact, 
I am becoming increasingly concerned at the number of us in private ed- 
ucation who assume that our schools are happier and more personal places 
because we have more outings, trips or counseling sessions. There 
really is no correlation between these activities. What works best is 
a clear commitment to serve our students by teaching them to think, by 
preparing them for a life which will be full of demands and pressures 
and by doing both these things in a warm, supportive and friendly en- 
vironment which, I am glad to say, most of our graduates perceive us 

to have. 


We asked Department Chairmen to send in a brief accounting of how they 
have responded to Visiting Committee reports, both at the end of the 
year in which the Visiting Committee was on campus and also at the end 
of the following year. 


While we finished the year considering academic attitudes and standards, 
we began it by discussing ways in which we teach ethical values. Over 
the summer the faculty (and some of you) read Knowledge Without Goodness 
ts Dangerous, a small book that came out of a seminar held at Exeter 
three or four years ago in which the participants, drawn largely from 
the faculties of the country's leading boarding schools, talked candidly 
among themselves and with experts on the ways in which a school could 
transmit values to its students. The readings stimulated faculty dis- 
cussion both at the beginning of the school year and during a profes- 
sional day in the late Fall. Deriving from these discussions, I asked 

a small committee of the faculty chaired by Jon Smith of the Language 
Department to review what we had been saying and render it into a 
coherent report. It does not say much that is particularly original, 
but it does summarize a lot of thinking and talking on the subject. In 
many ways, an awareness among the faculty of the importance of ethical 
decisions may be the best values education that we can give our 
students. We will bear in mind the committee's suggestions as we start 
next year. Some of you may wish to contribute your comments and 
reactions, which would be most welcome in a field where everyone has 
interests and questions but few have demonstrably valid answers. 


The school year which is ending so well got off to a fine start with 
the announcement, in the middle of September, that the Independence 
Foundation of Philadelphia was going to give Harvard School $375,000 

to endow. a teaching chair. You might be interested to know that, in 
the Foundation’s annual report that I haye just received, it becomes 
clear that Harvard School was singularly honored. We are the only day 
school and the only school in the western two-thirds of the country ever 
to have received a teaching endowment from the Independence Foundation. 
Last Fall, only four such endowments were given. The other three went 
to eastern boarding schools. Obviously, Harvard School's reputation 
stands very well, at least in the venerable halls of Philadelphia. 
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You have agreed to establish the Independence Foundation Chair for a 
senior faculty member under the terms specified by the grant. I will 
have a nominee for that position whose name will he announced at the 
Awards Assembly. This donation has touched off discussion of ways in 
which outstanding teaching and commitment to the School can best be 
recognized. We are, I am glad to say, unanimously agreed that a salary 
schedule that allows for differential compensation based on performance 
is by far the best way to reward this faculty. We are also agreed that 
the present salary schedule allows a sufficient range of compensation 
at each level so that those with special talents, or who have under- 
taken extra tasks and responsibilities, can be suitably compensated. 
There was still some interest, nonetheless, in finding a way to recog- 
nize special commitment to the School, be it from a faculty member or 
anyone else. Mr. Munger, continuing in his long standing pattern of 
generosity to Harvard School, has endowed two awards. One, for dis- 
tinguished service to the School, is available to anyone over 35 who 
has provided such service. The other goes to a younger person whose 
commitment to the School is beyond the ordinary. Only one award in 
each category can be given each year. With Mr. Munger's complete 
agreement, the awards are to be created in honor of Professor Garrett 
Hardin, formerly of the University of California, Santa Barbara. Dr. 
Hardin's scholarship and commitment to teaching are exemplary. He has 
spoken at a Cum Laude induction ceremony here. He and his work are 
known to several of you. Naming the awards in Dr. Hardin's honor 
provides them with both a standard and a focus. 


We have had other opportunities to recognize outstanding service to 
the School, but, alas, each of them means a loss to us. 


After forty years of teaching chemistry in a style that has made him a 
legend among many generations of Harvard students, Mr. Merv Miller is 
retiring. I can well remember the day that Merv came into my office 
soon after I arrived on the campus to say that he was concerned that 
enrollments for his chemistry class were getting too large for him to 
handle. I told him that we really had little option if we were to ful- 
fill the mission for the School that I had been given. Rather than 
debate the point, Merv went away, thought about it and returned with an 
application for funds to attend a chemistry session at UCLA to bring 
himself more up to date. Such commitment to the School, to his subject 
and to his students has characterized his efforts throughout his 

career here. 


Joan Ryan retires after serving the School as secretary and registrar 
for 23 years. She has developed a reputation for punctillious attention 
to detail which has guaranteed the accuracy of our records and adminis- 
trative systems. There must be many Harvard students who have gone to 
Joan Ryan's office to try to pick up an extra form or explain an un- 
toward lateness only to discover that this secretary was a substitute 
Dean and no unearned favors were available. There are also many adminis- 
trators who know how often Joan Ryan has caught the careless mistake 
just before it was irrevocably publicized. Despite an accident three 
years ago, Joan has faithfully appeared at Harvard School an hour before 
the rest of us just to make sure that the day got off to a good start. 
She deserves our warmest thanks and commendation. 


Compared to all this, Dan McFadden's time as faculty member and Business 
Manager, amere 16 years, seems brief indeed. However, during that time, 


aye 


and especially during the last decade in the Business, Office, Dan has 
managed the School's affairs with astonishing competence. Ever since 
Dan came to tell me a few weeks ago that he and his family were moving 
to Hawaii, I have stopped in my daily rounds to reflect on the 

various responsibilities that I can no longer take for granted. The 
same is true, Finance Committee members, for you. We will not know how 
much we owe Dan until he has left. At the end of this month, over the 
San Fernando Valley, there will be a collective sigh of relief heard 
as vendors, salesmen and other entrepreneurs who do business with 
Harvard School realize that their Nemesis is finally on his way. 
Fortunately, much of Dan's contribution stays behind him. He has or- 
ganized his office and our budgetary system in such a way that it will 
be relatively easy for his successor to take over. In particular, he 
and Dick Humphrey have worked hard this year, in full collaboration 
with the members of the Business Office, to put more and more of our 
accounting system onto the computer. Dan has graciously and typically 
agreed to visit the School whenever he returns to Los Angeles during 
the next few months so that he can aid and support whoever takes over 
from hin. 


Apart from these three, we have nine other faculty members leaving us 

at the end of the year and an additional one who left during the year. 
You should know why. A third of the group had to move because marriages 
dissolved or husbands moved elsewhere. One is responding to the 
pressure of family life and has decided to find a part-time job, which 
we were not able to offer. Three are going to continue their studies 
elsewhere, including one, Stuart Dunnan, who is leaving us to go to 
Christ Church, Oxford, to study theology. 


I am glad to say that we have been able to find well-qualified candi- 
dates to fill all these spots. We are, however, changing the way some 
of these responsibilities are handled. We no longer think it necessary 
to have a full time person teaching in the field of film and television. 
Michael Segal, already teaching Social Studies and running our Alumni 
Office with great efficiency, has a major in film and will offer a 
course to seniors who are interested in the subject. Otherwise, there 
has been little activity in our television studio for some time and 
there were not enough students interested in this field to justify hir- 
ing someone especially to cater to their needs. As a matter of fact, 
the TV studio itself seems now to be an anachronism. Equipment has be- 
come so much more portable that those who are interested in creating 
video tapes will be able to take television equipment wherever they wish 
to go. We hope we can cater to their needs on a less formal basis. We 
shall be converting the TV studio into a choral room. It is well 
located right across from the orchestral music room. Furthermore, the 
School chorus has developed in quality and numbers to such an extent 
that it well deserves a permanent home of its own. 


The Dean of Students' job, in its present dimensions, turns out to have 
contributed very little to the quality of life at the School. Although 
it would be possible to reconstitute this school-wide position in rather { 
different terms, I think it better to emphasize the three logical divi- 
sions into which the School falls. For some time we have felt that the 
organization of the ninth and tenth grade years was not as coherent and 
supportive as it should have been. These boys have not been receiving 
the kind of personal or programatic attention that they deserve. The : 
Head of the Upper School is responsible for grades 9 through 12, which . 
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giyes him authority over more than 500 students. He obviously cannot 
Manage this on his own and has been dependent on others to see that day 
tg day programs, schedules and loads were properly handled. Most of 
his efforts haye been, almost inevitably, focused on the eleventh and 
twelfth grades. He has had an assistant with responsibility for the 
ninth and tenth grades, but without much of a support system, It seemed 
to me that this emphasis should change. I have thus hired a new Head 
for the ninth and tenth grade levels. Mimi Flood resigned in the Fall 
from her position as Head of the Upper School at Oakwood. She has 
already proved her administrative skills elsewhere. In addition, she 
has been, for a year, a Klingenstein Fellow at Columbia University. I 
have asked Tim Spears, a young member of our English Department to 
assist Mimi. Their charge is to make the ninth and tenth grade program 
as strong as it can be. Our Lower School model, entrusting a segment 
of the School to John Amato and an assistant, has been very successful. 
I hope the middle section of the School can follow that example. Mimi 
Flood will still report to Bob Dworkoski and we will still refer to 
grades nine through twelve as an Upper School. However, there will be 
a new location for the office, adjacent to an area where ninth and 
tenth grade students can congregate if they wish. Bob Dworkoski can 
focus his attention more directly on the eleventh and twelfth grades. 


To replace Stuart Dunnan as an assistant in the College Placement 
office, Brian Wright will be joining us. Brian is a graduate of the 
Class of 1979 and is this year graduating from Harvard University. We 
are delighted to be able to bring back to the campus one of our most 
successful students, right out of college. We do not expect that Brian 
will necessarily be with us for a large number of years. The point is 
that we can provide, in our College Placement office, an intelligent 
person who has just experienced college nimself and will therefore be 

in a position to hand on good, practical, current advice. Since Brian 
teaches English, while Stuart Dunnan taught history, it means that we 
pick up an extra half-time teacher in the English Department. The 
English Department gains in another way because Nancy Rehnquist, who 

has been spending part of her time in the Admissions Office, has not 
really been fully occupied in the latter capacity. She will be teaching 
a full load of classes next year. Given this extra strength in the 
Department, I have asked Hope Boyd, who has been with us for a number 

of years and who, before she came to Los Angeles had experience in the 
public school system in Philadelphia where she was a trainer of teachers, 
to take on responsibility for helping faculty members new to Harvard 
and, in particular, new to teaching. Hope's credibility with the facul- 
ty is witnessed by her recent election as Dean of the Faculty. She will 
have some time available to visit classes, run small workshops, organize 
our Professional Day and generally keep an eye on teachers who lack 
experience or who need some assistance. 


The general Admissions statistical picture is much as it has been in 
the past. We continue to receive plenty of applications from students 
who are well qualified to be here. Well over 90% of those we accept 
take up up on the offer. We do have, however, one problem on the hori- 
zon which may affect our scholarship program, although I hope that it 
does not. The ABC program, which has been providing us with minority 
scholarship applicants for the past several years and has been sending 
us $700 for each student (for a total this year of approximately $9,000) 
has decided to continue its recruiting efforts but no longer to supply 
scholarship support. I do not want to discontinue the flow of minority 
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students onto this campus. Most of the ABC students haye done aston- 
ishingly well. We have served them and they haye helped us. As I 
reported to you at a previous meeting, several of us in California haye ~ 
already organized a new foundation, CAPAS, which was originally designed 
to attract California money for the support of minority students 

in a selected number of private schools. With ABC's retrenchment, it is 
all the more important that we get the CAPAS organization going. We | 
hope that ABC's recruitment efforts will not be diminished, because 

their access to junior high school counselors would be hard to duplicate. ~ 
We greatly regret their decision to cut back, but harder financial 

times have evidently made it more difficult for them to raise funds. I 
hope I have the full support of the Board as I, with others who are in- 
terested, seek to raise funds for the new foundation. Our admissions 
staff is committed to doing all it can to maintain the flow of qualified 
black students and, we hope, add a larger number of Chicano students as 
and when it becomes possible to recruit them, 


We have spent a lot of time talking about computers this year. Their 
popularity as an educational gadget is rapidly increasing. As usual, 
rhetoric far exceeds demonstrable results. To give focus to our dis- 
cussions, we asked consultants to visit us in the Fall. You, the Board, 
have seen their report, followed by my own proposal to you at the March 
meeting. At that time I recommended that we continue the development 

of our administrative systems, that we expand our present computer lab 
to make it large enough to conduct special computer classes and that, 
most particularly, we set as our objective the provision of word pro- 
cessing facilities so that all Harvard students can eventually not only 
type, but use the computer as a word processor. You were kind enough 

to respond by agreeing with the concept and allowing us to get started 
by purchasing enough computers for the faculty to begin learning. Since 
that time, we have acquired ten additional microcomputers, seven of them 
portable. We have held two Saturday workshops for faculty members to 
learn word processing. Several teachers have started to learn on their 
own and some of the computers have been checked out and taken home. As 
soon as school is out, Dick Humphrey is conducting a one-week long 
workshop for teachers to learn not only word processing but some basic 
computer skills. With a capacity of 18, the course is fully subscribed. 
I am sending a memorandum to the faculty urging them to take some time 
this summer to learn word processing and basic computer management. 

Dick and I are considering the possibility of another workshop right be- 
fore school starts. Several faculty members have expressed an interest 
in borrowing computers for a week or so during the summer. 


Since my proposal to you in March, I have become increasingly convinced 
that the path we are following, while less dramatic than some, is cor- 
rect. I would now add Data Management as a skill which we should be 
teaching both to the faculty and to students. The computer's capacity 
to handle large quantities of information, reshuffling this to generate 
associations that would take hours and hours for individual human beings 
to make, is changing the way in which we analyze information. I doubt 
whether anyone can enter a profession or undertake any managerial re-- 
sponsibilities in future without knowing how computers can provide some 
of the information that may be necessary. Data Base Management is not 
as simple to learn as word processing. It is our objective to concen- 
trate on the latter during the coming school year, possibly adding facul- 
ty workshops on the use of Data Bases as the years go on. 
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Dick Humphrey has been arguing that we should pay more attention to 
programming for all students since it proyides an excellent mental dis- 
cipline, requiring mastery of logical, sequential thought. Dick's 

point is a good one. At the beginning of next year we will discuss how 
we might handle programming, whether we shall require it of all students 
and, if we do, at what point in the curriculum it should be offered. I 
hope the Education Committee will be inyolved in the debate. 


In the past three months we have received $56,000 in donations specifi- 
cally for computers. To this has been added $18,000 of undesignated 
donations, for a total of $74,000. When this fund reaches $100,000, 
we have promise of an additional $15,000. Our immediate task, given 
our commitment to it in the first place, is to determine how best to 
spend the funds available to us to provide computer facilities to as 
Many teachers and students as possible. Dick Humphrey and I will be 
discussing this during the coming couple of weeks. We anticipate re- 
commending to you the purchase of a substantial number of additional 
microcomputers, half a dozen to go in the library and at least one in 
each department office. We also expect to be suggesting that two or 
three microcomputers be available to students in each of a number of 
campus locations, the exact sites to be selected as the program 
develops. One of the great advantages of microcomputers is that they 
can be picked up and put somewhere else if they are not in the right 
place. We are also aware that they can be picked up and moved by 
unauthorized persons. We will make sure that expensive equipment is 
properly secured and protected. 


Three years ago we instituted a Community Service requirement for the 
upper half of the school. Bob Dworkoski has been supervising this 
conscientiously but unostentatiously. I thought you would be interested 
to see a copy of his report, which is attached. Without much fanfare, 
all our students are in some way or another involved in service to 

their community. I cannot help but think this will benefit not only 
them, but the society in which they choose to live, later in life. 


Next year sees us due for our evaluation by the Western Association of 
Schools and Colleges. We have decided to usean evaluative instrument 
developed by the New England Association of Schools and Colleges. This 
document is much closer in style than the regular WASC form to the kind 
of school we are running. I will shortly be appointing some of my 
colleagues to be responsible for the various committees needed. At the 
faculty meetings at the beginning of the year we will discuss the 
School's program. We hope that each of you will be involved in this 
evaluation process, the self-study part of which should be completed be- 
fore Christmas vacation. The evaluative visit itself takes place from 
February 27 to February 29 next year. 


I hope it is clear from these remarks that the past school year has been 
an unusually productive one. This is not an institution that stands 
still. Fortunately, at the moment, it seems to be running in the 

right direction and at a speed at which you and I can keep pace. That 
this is true is in no small measure due to the time and energy that each 
of you devote to helping us chart our path. 


This has been a particularly busy year for me personally. I have been 
President of The Headmasters Association, which involved the organization 
of a national conference. I have also been Chairman of The English- 
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Speaking Union Student Exchange Committee. That too, has required me 

to be in the East on a number of occasions. My outside commitments were 
further complicated by a decision on the part of the National Associa- 
tion of Independent Schools to move the Institute for Administratiye 
Leadership, which I run during the summer, from Exeter, New Hampshire, 
to the Graduate School of Education at Harvard. Now that the move has 
been made, the Institute has a much stronger program and will, I believe, 
require less of my time and attention. Since the former two jobs both 
terminate this year, I intend next year to travel less and devote more 
time to some of Harvard School's long-term plans. I do not think that 
the management of the School has suffered seriously through these 
external commitments of mine. That this is so is largely due to the 
efforts of Bob Dworkoski, John Amato and Tess Amato. Between the three 
of them they have carried additional responsibilities, maintained 
standards and generally kept the School working to the point at which 

I have had very little concern about the way issues were being handled 
in my absence. I am most grateful to all three of them and to the 

other faculty members who have provided them with moral support. There 
have been a number of tangential benefits to my outside activities, 
including the opportunity for me to visit a variety of difference schools 
and compare notes with colleagues in a similar position. I must say 
that I have been enormously gratified with the results of these 
comparisons. 


I thank you for allowing me the opportunity to undertake these functions 
and, as always, I enormously appreciate the strength and support that 
you provide both to Harvard School and to me personally.

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HOLY NATIVITY SCHOOL

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OXFORD SCHOOL 


Oxford School is a co-educational college preparatory junior and senior 
high school, located in West (Uptown) Whittier. Now in our fourth year, 
we teach Grades 7 through 11. We will add Grade 12 in 1984-85. 


Starting with five students in 1980, we have doubled in enrollment 
each year. For the past two years our students have progressed at 
twice the national average on the Stanford Achievement Test. 


Our purpose is to prepare and motivate students to achieve a balanced, 
happy and productive life; both at the university of their choice, and 
as the leaders of society. Therefore our intensive, structured curri- 
culum integrates physical fitness, mental discipline, moral character

rochial Report by February lst for the preceding year. In the tables 
below you will note certain congregations did not file before June 
15th, 1983, the date the material went to the computer. In all these 
cases the last year for which a report was filed has been used indi- 
cated by (*). The following congregations have filed the 1982 Report 
since that date: Anaheim, St. Michael's, 7/23/83; El Segundo, St. 
Michael's, 7/8/83; Laguna Beach, St. Mary's, 7/8/83; Los Angeles, St. 
Stephen's, 6/16/83; West Lake Village, Epiphany, 6/26/83. 


The Constitution of the Diocese of Los Angeles (Article VI, Sec. 16) 
provides that "The Lay members (of Convention) shall consist of Dele- 
gates chosen in proportion to the number of communicants reported to 
the Annual Meeting of Convention of the previous year." This means 
that if the Annual Parochial Report is not filed before the Meeting of 
Convention zero communicants are reported and the congregation is en- 
titled to only one Lay Delegate the following year. "Each Parish and 
Mission in union with Convention shall be entitled to at least one 
Lay Delegate" (Article 1, Sec. 16).

SUMMARY OF SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING POLICIES 


The corporation prepares its financial statements on the accrual 
basis. 


To ensure observance of limitations and restrictions placed on the 
use of resources available, the books of the corporation are main- 
tained’in accordance with the principles of fund accounting. This 
is the procedure by which resources for various purposes are class- 
ified for accounting and reporting purposes into funds established 
according to their nature and purposes. Separate accounts are 
maintained for each fund. 


The assets, liabilities and fund balances of the corporation are 
reported in five self-—balancing funds as follows: 


Mission Share Funds 

Agency Funds 

Endowment and Trust Funds 

Missionary Expansion Revolving Loan Fund 
Property Fund 


VALUATION OF REAL PROPERTIES

5. ST. MARGARET'S, SAN JUAN CAPISTRANO - CHURCH BUILDING BONDS PAYABLE 


The proceeds from these bonds were used to help fund the construction 
of facilities for St. Margaret of Scotland Mission. These were 
issued in two classes: capital notes and income notes. Both issues 
bear interest at 10% per annum. Simple interest on the income notes 
will be paid semi-annually. Compound interest on the capital notes 
will accrue and be paid upon redemption.

6. DIVISION OF THE DIOCESE OF LOS ANGELES 


The division of the Diocese into the Dioceses of Los Angeles and San 
Diego was effective on January 1, 1974. The new Diocese of San Diego 
includes the counties of San Diego, Imperial and substantially all of 
Riverside. 


As a general rule, common funds and properties were divided on the 

ratio 5/6 to Los Angeles and 1/6 to San Diego. (Common funds held 

by the Diocesan Corporation include the Missionary Expansion Fund. 

Properties include the Diocesan Center, Camp Stevens and Chaplaincy 
residences.)

During 1982 the Board of Directors approved settlement with the 
Diocese of San Diego on their interest in common funds. The 1/6 
interest in properties was acquired for $56,966. The 1/6 interest 
in the Missionary Expansion Fund was acquired for $100,000 payable 
at $10,000 per year for ten years. 


INTEREST POLICY ON MISSIONARY EXPANSION REVOLVING LOAN FUND LOANS 


The interest policy, adopted by the Board of Directors in 1974, for 
the Missionary Expansion Fund loans provides for the following: 


(1) Interest on all loans was set a 2% up to a maximum of 
$600 per year for any one Church. 


(2) Interest paid by a Church on outside debt (e.g., banks, 
savings and loan, Church Extension Society, etc.) is 
counted towards the $600 maximum each year. 


LAYWORKERS PENSION PLAN 


Layworkers of the Diocesan Corporation and Camp Stevens are covered 
under a fixed contribution pension plan. The contributions are 
computed at 7% of eligible wages and amounted to $16,183 during 
1982 and $13,569 during 1981.

NOTE 1 - Summary of significant 

The following is a summary of significant accounting policies 
consistently followed by the Diocesan Investment Trust of the 
Diocese of Los Angeles (the Trust) in the preparation of its finan- 
cial statements.

Security valuation

THE MINUTES 


November 30th, 1984 


The Annual Meeting of the Eighty-ninth Convention of the Church in 
the Diocese of Los Angeles opened at 1:05 p.m. on Friday, November 30th, 
1984, being the Feast of St. Andrew, the Apostle, with a celebration of 
the Holy Eucharist in California Pavilion "C" of the Hilton Hotel and 
Towers in Anaheim, California. At the service, the Right Reverend, the 
Bishop of Los Angeles, Robert Claflin Rusack, D.D., S.T.D.* was the cele- 
brant and preacher. The text of the Bishop's Address will be found printed 
elsewhere in The Journal. 


At 3:05 p.m., the President convened the Annual Meeting of the Eighty= 
ninth Convention of the Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles for the trans= 
action of business. The Reverend Canon Harold George Hultgren, D.D.,° the 
Canon Missioner for Ecumenical and Inter-religious Affairs and the Secre- 
tary of Convention, was recognized. He reported that at 2:45 p.m. on the 
30th day of November, 1984, he examined the records of registration for 
this Meeting of Convention and found that 322 lay persons had registered 
as present, which exceeds the 159 necessary to constitute a quorum, and, 
that 167 members of the clergy had registered as present, which exceeds 
the 95 necessary to constitute a quorum. Therefore, he reported, the 
necessary quorum for the transaction of business was present at this 
Annual Meeting of the Eighty-ninth Convention as specified in Canon X, 
Section 10.00 of the Canons of the Church tn the Diocese of Los Angeles.* 
The President declared a quorum was present and called the meeting to order 
for the transaction of business. 


The President opened the meeting with prayer. 


The Secretary announced the appointment of the following Assistant 
Secretaries of Convention: the Reverend George A. Detor, S.T.M., Rector of 
St. Andrew's Parish, Torrance, to supervise the keeping of the minutes; thé 
Reverend Gary D. Hand, Vicar of St. Peter's Mission, Rialto, to supervise 
the counting of the floor when there is a standing vote of the Convention; 
and Margaret Hultgren (Mrs. Harold G.) of Holy Trinity Parish, Alhambra, to 
supervise the certification of delegates to Convention. 


The President announced the appointment of the Regular Committees of 
Convention.

The Reverend D. Bruce MacPherson, the Vicar of St. John's Church, 
La Verne, reporting for the Committee on Incorporation and Admission of 
Parishes and Missions, advised the Convention that the Church of the 
Redeemer in Garden Grove, and the Church of St. Dunstan of Glastonbury 
in Sunnymead, having been recommended by the Program Group on Mission Con- 
gregations, having been approved by the Standing Committee, and having 
been found by the Committee to have fulfilled all of the canonical re- 
quirements, were applying to be admitted into union with the Convention as 
mission congregations. He moved that the Church of the Redeemer in Garden 
Grove be admitted into union with Convention as a mission congregation. 
The motion was seconded and carried. The President then welcomed the dele- 
gate from this congregation to the floor of Convention. Father MacPherson 
then moved that the Church of St. Dunstan of Glastonbury in Sunnymead be 
admitted into union with Convention as a mission congregation. The motion 
was seconded and carried. The President then welcomed the delegate from 
this congregation to the floor of Convention. 


The Secretary reporting for the Committee on Credentials states that 


in accordance with Article IV, Section 15 of the Constitution of the Diocese” 


of Los Angeles, and Canon XII, Section 12.00 of the Canons, the committee 
had examined the list of all Clergy of the Church canonically resident in 
this Diocese as authorized by the Ecclesiastical Authority, on November 
26th, 1984. The Committee found that 2 Bishops, 345 Presbyters, and 5 
Deacons are canonically resident in this Diocese, a total of 352 Clergy. 
Of this number, 288 are entitled to vote in this Meeting of Convention. 


The Secretary reporting for the Committee on Credentials stated that 
in accordance with Article VI, Section 16 of the Constitution of the Church 
in the Diocese of Los Angeles, and Canon XIII, Section 13.00 and 13.02 of 
the Canons, the committee had received and inspected on November 26th, 1984, 
the Certificates of Lay Delegates of the Eighty-ninth Convention of 143 
parishes and Missions in union with Convention representing 475 Lay Dele- 
gates. In addition the Committee received and inspected the Certificates 
of Lay Delegates of two recognized congregations of the Diocese not in 
union with. Convention representing two Lay Delegates. The Committee finds 
that they were entitled to representation and vote in this Meeting of 
Convention. This is from a possible total of 147 congregations and 479 Lay 
Delegates who might he eligible. 
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The Secretary reporting far the Committee gn Credentials moved that 
Mr. George Thompson, Judge of Elections; Mr. James Isaacs, Chairman of the 
Committee on Resolutions; Mr. George Bender, Chairman of the Program Group 
an Program and Budget; he extended the courtesy of a seat and voice in 
this Meeting of Convention so that they may exercise the duties and only 
those duties the Bisuop and Convention have asked them to assume. The 
motion was seconded and carried. 


The Secretary reporting for the Committee on Credentials moved that 
the lay members of Diocesan Council, the Standing Committee, the Corpora- 
tion of the Diocese and Deanery Presidents not regularly elected delegates 
to Convention be extended the courtesy of a seat and voice in this Meeting 
of Convention, in order to fulfill more effectively the offices to which 
they have been elected or appointed. The motion was seconded and carried. 


The Secretary reporting for the Committee on Credentials moved that 
in view of the specialized ministry exercised amongst us in the Diocese of 
Los Angeles by the Monastic Communities and members of the Church Army, 
the Committee on Credentials recommends to Convention that members of the 
Church Army as well as the lay members of the Order of the Holy Cross and 
the Sisters of the Holy Nativity be extended the courtesy of a seat in 
this Meeting of Convention. The motion was seconded and carried. 


The Secretary reporting for the Committee on Credentials moved that 
seminarians of the Diocese of Los Angeles be extended the courtesy of a seat 
in this Meeting of Convention for the purposes of gaining experience and 
more fully sharing in the life of this Diocese. The motion was seconded 
and carried. 


The Secretary reporting for the Committee on Credentials moved that 
in accordance with the agreement between the Presiding Bishop of the 
Episcopal Church and the Metropolitan of the Mar Thoma Syrian Church of 
Malabar, the Committee on Credentials recommends to this Meeting of Con- 
vention that the Reverend George Pothen and Mr. Matthew Daniel of the 
Mar Thoma Church be extended the courtesy of a seat in this Meeting of 
Convention. The Committee on Credentials further recommends to this 
Meeting of Convention that the Reverend E. V. Eapen of the Church of 
South India and the Reverend Greg G. Bayaca of the Philippine Independent 
Church all a part of the Wider Anglican Fellowship be extended the 
courtesy of a seat in this Meeting of Convention. The motion was seconded 
and carried. 


The Secretary reporting for the Committee on Credentials moved that 
any Chaplains of the Armed Forces serving in that capacity within the 
Diocese of Los Angeles, but canonically resident in other jurisdictions of 
the Episcopal Church, be extended the courtesy of a seat in this Meeting 
of Convention. The motion was seconded and carried. 


The Secretary reporting for the Committee on Credentials moved that 
Mrs. Betty Cqnnelly, a member af the Executive Council of the Episcopal 
Church, and that visiting and Assisting Bishops be extended the courtesy of 
a seat in this Meeting of Convention. The motions was seconded and carried. 
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The Secretary reporting for the Committee on Credentials moved that 
the Reverend Canon James R. Gundrum, D.D., the Executive Officer of 
General Convention and the Secretary of the House of Deputies; the 
Reverend Canon Roswell Moore, President of the Province:of the Pacific; 
and the Reverend Winston Ching, Asian Ministry Officer and the Reverend 
Charles Cesaretti, Public Issues Officer, hoth of the Executive Council 
of the Episcopal Church; and Messrs. Herbert Lucas and Thomas Shaver of the 
Church Divinity School of the Pacific, be extended the courtesy of a 
seat and voice in this Meeting of Convention. The motion was seconded 
and carried. 


The Secretary reporting for the Committee on Credentials moved that 
at the request of the Treasurer of the Diocese and the Diocesan Insurance 
Committee the Committee on Credentials recommends to this Meeting of 
Convention that the Reverend Canon Edward J. Morgan, Vice President of 
the Church Insurance Company, be granted a seat and a voice in this 
Meeting of Convention for the purpose of assisting the Treasurer of the 
Diocese in presenting his report. The motion was seconded and carried. 


The Secretary reporting for the Committee on Credentials moved that 
at the request of the Task Force on Ministry with the Disabled the Commit- 
tee on Credentials recommends to this Meeting of Convention that Mrs. 
Anita Paige of that Task Force be granted a seat and voice in this Meeting 
of Convention for the purpose of speaking to the Report of the Task 
Force only. The motion was seconded and carried. 


The Secretary reporting for the Committee on Credentials moved that 
at the request of the Chairman of the Commission on Racism and Discrimina- 
tion the Committee on Credentials recommends to this Meeting of Convention 
Mr. Arthur Artinian and Mrs. Mary Ellen Weston be granted a seat and voice 
and the Reverend Nan Peete be granted a voice in this Meeting of Conven- 
tion for the purpose of any discussion which may occur in the presentation 
of the resolutions from that Commission only. The motion was second 
and carried. 


The President recognized the Secretary who placed in nomination, in 
order, the names of all persons listed on the Official Ballot. In each 
instance there was an opportunity given for nominations to be added from 
the floor before a motion was made, seconded and carried to close the 
nominations for each office. The Reverend Belfield Hannibal was nominated 
for the clergy office on the Commission on the Ministry. A complete list 
of all the nominees is printed in the report of the Judge of Elections 
elsewhere in The Journal. 


The Secretary moved that the following persons be declared elected by 
acclamation, in view of the fact that they were unopposed for their respec- 
tive offices: the Reverend Canon Harold G. Hultgren, D.D., Secretary of 
Convention; Masaro Nishibayashi, Director of the Hospital of the Good 
Samaritan; the Reverend Barbara Mudge, Director of the Episcopal Community 
Services; the Reverend Samuel L. Hall, Director (Clergy) of the Cathedral 
Corporatign. The motion was seconded and carried hy voice vote. 


The Judge of Elections gave detailed instructions to the delegates on 
the methud and places of balloting for the aforementioned offices. The 
President declared the polls open at 3:37 p.m. for twenty minutes. 
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The Cgnyention reconvened at 4;00 p.m. The President recognized Mr. 
William Rodiger, J.D., Chairman of the Committee on Constitution and 
Canons, who reported for it as follows; 


I. PROPOSED AMENDMENTS TO THE CONSTITUTION: 


A. Amendment to Conform a Reference to the Changed 
Numbering of the National Canons: 


Mr. Rodiger moved the adoption of the following: 
Amend the Constitution Article IV, Section 4(b) so as to read 
as follows: 


"(b) There may be Suffragan Bishops in accordance with Title III, 
Canon 16 of the Canons of General Convention, who may (in the order of 
their seniority unless otherwise provided by the Ecclesiastical Authority) 
in the absence or indisposition of the Bishop and the Bishop Coadjutor, 
become the Ecclesiastical Authority of the Diocese." 


The motion was seconded and carried. (NOTE: This was the first of the 
required two readings of this amendment.) 


B. The Election of Alternate Deputies 
Mr. Rodiger then moved the adoption of the following: 
Amend the Constitution, Article XV, Section 34, or adding the 
additional paragraph: 


"All nominees for election as Deputies who are not elected shall 
automatically become candidates for election as Alternate Deputies unless 
they specifically withdraw their candidacy from the latter office." 


The motion was seconded and carried. (NOTE: This was the second of 
the two required readings of this amendment.) 


C. Change in Description of Lay Members of the Standing Committee 


Mr. Rodiger then moved the adoption of the following: 
Amend the first sentence of Article XIV, Section 29, so as to delete 
the words "Laymen or Laywomen" and replace then with "members of the laity." 


The motion was seconded and carried. (NOTE: This was the first of two 
required readings of this amendment.) 


II. PROPOSED AMENDMENTS TO THE CANONS 


A. Amendment of Language Concerning Audits so as to 
Bring these Canons in Conformity with the National Canons 


Mr. Rodiger next moved the adoption of the following: 
Amend Canon VIII, Section 8.02 to read as follows: 


"The officers of schools or nurseries, under the guidelines established 
by the Program Group on Stewardship and Finance, shall send to the Treasurer 
of the Diocese an annual financial report within sixty days of the close of 
the fiscal year of such school. Each school shall be audited annually by 
an independent Certified Public Accountant, or independent Licensed Public 
Accountant, or by an independent committee appointed by the officers of 
the school. The report or certificate respecting the audit shall be filed 
with the financial statement." 


and, to 
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Amend Canon XXIV, Section 24,05 to read as follows; 


"24.05. Each Diocesan institution shall submit its written annual 
report to the Convention, setting forth its financial transactions and 
other activities during the previous year. 

"The annual report shall be sent to the Secretary “e Convention 
within sixty days of the close of the financial year of the institution. 
The institution shall be audited annual by an independent Certified Public 
Accountant, or independent Licensed Public Accountant, or by an independent 
committee appointed by the officers of the institution under the guidelines 
established by the Program Group on Stewardship and Finance. The financial 
statements shall include the auditor's signed report letter." 


The motion was seconded. 


After some discusssion, the Reverend Charles Rowins, Headmaster of St. 
James School, Los Angeles, moved that the pending motion to amend Canon 
VIII, Section 8.02 be amended to read: "The officers of schools identified 
by Canon VIII, Section 8.01, under the guidelines established by the 
Program Group on Stewardship and Finance, and the Commission on Schools, 
shall send to the Treasurer of the Diocese an annual financial report 
within six months of the close of the fiscal year of the school. Each 
school shall be audited or shall have conducted a financial review annually 
by an independent Certified Public Accountant, or an independent Licensed 
Public Accountant, or by an independent committee appointed by the officers 
of the school. The report or the the certificate respecting the audit or 
financial review shall be filed with the financial statement." 


The motion to amend was seconded but did not carry. 
The original motion then carried. 


(The remainder of the report of the Committee on Constitution and 
Canons was presented in accordance with the Report of the Committee on 
Dispatch of Business, in conjunction with the report of the Committee for 
the Future.) 


The Secretary moved that the Reports of Work of the Program Groups, 
Deaneries, Commissions, Committees, Institutions and Organizations of the 
Diocese of Los Angeles which have been filed with the Secretary of Conven- 
tion, published as Volume II, parts 3 and 4 of The Journal and distributed 
in the Pre-Convention packet be received by Title by this Meeting of 
Convention and the following report which has been received since the 
printing of The Journal: Deanery 6. 


The motion was seconded and carried. 


The Reverend Canon. Richard I.&. Parker, reporting for the Presiding 
Bishop's Fund for World Relief, stated that $118,368.36 had been sent to 
the Fund since January lst, and that he hoped that the Diocese could send 
$125,000 during 1984. 


The Reverend Jack Eales, Rector of §t. Cross Church, Hermosa Beach, anc 
Chairman of .the Committee on Rules of Qrder stated that no changes in the 
Rules af Order were proposed to be made during this Meeting of Convention. 
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The Reverend John Ashey, Rector of St. James' Church, Newport Beach, 
and Secretary of the Standing Committee, read the report of the work of 
the Qtanding Committee since last Conventign. This report is printed else- 
where in The Journal. 


The Reverend John H. Pruessner, Rector of St, George's Church, La 
Canada, and Chairman of the Commission on the Ordained Ministry, presented 
the report of the Commission hy title. This report is printed elsewhere 
in The Journal. 


The Reverend Harry R. Edwall, Rector of St. Peter's Church, San Pedro 
and Chairman of the Nominating Committee for the Election of a Suffragan 
Bishop, explained to the Convention the process the committee was going to 
use for the presentation of names of candidates for Suffragan Bishop. It 
was noted that the election will be held on Saturday, February 16th, 1985, 
beginning at 9:30 a.m. at St. John's Church, Adams Boulevard, Los Angeles. 


In response to a question regarding who would act as delegates to 
this Special Meeting of Convention for the purpose of electing a Suffragan 
Bishop, Canon R. Bradbury Clark, J.D., the Chancellor of the Diocese, made 
the following comments: "the Lay Delegates for the Special Meeting of Con- 
ventiagn. would be the persons who are Lay Delegates now except for any whose 
successors have been elected, in which case, the successors would serve if 
certified." 


The Secretary moved the following resolution of courtesy: 


EPISCOPAL ASIAMERICA MINISTRY 


WHEREAS, since 1973, 31 congregations have become involved in active 
Asiamerica ministries, not including those involved with Southeast Asian 
refugees; and 


WHEREAS, 23 new ethnic congregations have been established in the past 
5 years; and 


WHEREAS, the $625,000 granted in the period 1974-1983 for Asian 
ministry development by the Episcopal Asiamerica Ministry generated more 
than $1.3 million from local sources, more than doubling the original in- 
vestment; and 


WHEREAS, 38 clergy of Asian birth or descent are presently actively 
engaged in ministry with persons of Asian background; and 


WHEREAS, five convocations (Korean, Japanese, Chinese, Filipino, 
Indochinese) have been established, together with collegial work with the 
Mar Thoma Church of India to develop ministries in their own ethnic 
communities; and 


WHEREAS, translations of portions of the Book of Common Prayer have 
been made or are under way in at least five major Asian languages; and 


WHEREAS, new opportunities for partners in mission relationships have 
been established with Anglican Churches in Asia; and 


WHEREAS, regular consultations have introduced Episcopalians of Asian 
descent to one another for worship, fellowship, solving of common problems 
and planning for the strengthening of existing congregations and the estab- 
lishing of new ministries 
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THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that this Annual Meeting of the Eighty-ninth 
Convention of the Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles commend the General 
Convention for its vision in 1973, the Episcopal Asiamerica Ministry Com- 
mission, the six ethnic convocations of the Episcopal Asiamerica Ministry, 
the Officer for Asiamerica Ministry and his staff for enabling the develop- 
ment of Asian ministries in the Episcopal Church and memorialize the Sixty- 
eighth General Convention meeting in the Diocese of Los Angeles to review 
the accomplishments of the Episcopal Asiamerica Ministry in the past 
decade and to continue to invest in the future of the Episcopal Church 
through a significantly increased budget for this vital ministry. 


The motion was seconded and carried. 


Following several announcements by the Secretary, the President re- 
cessed the Convention at 4:50 p.m. 


The Convention Dinner was held at 7:00 p.m. in California Pavilion "C" 
and was followed by an address by the Most Reverend John E. Hines, former 
Presiding Bishop of the Episcopal Church in the United States. At the 
dinner, the President introduced the Reverend Robert Bonhall, the Reverend 
Byron Chinn and the Reverend Andrew Keady, who had retired this year or who 
would retire before the first of January. 


SECOND DAY - MORNING SESSION 


The morning session of the second day of the Annual Meeting of the 
Eighty-ninth Convention of the Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles opened 
in Califormmia Pavilion "C" in the Hilton Hotel and Towers in Anaheim, 
California on Saturday, December Ist, 1984 at 8:03 a.m. with the reading of 
Morning Prayer (Rite II) with the Reverend Lynn Jay, Priest-in-Charge, St. 
Stephen's Church, Valencia, officiant and Marilyn Pisa and John Hubbard 
as lectors. 


The President reconvened the Convention for business at 8:32 a.m. 


Father Bishop, Chairman of the Committee on Dispatch of Business made 
the following report: 


Second Day 
Item #5 - This will be the first report of the Judge of Elections 


Item #8 - Upon the conclusion of the report of the Committee for the 
Future, the Committee on Constitution and Canons will complete its report. 


Father Bishop moved the adoption of the up-dated report. The motion 
was seconded and carried. 


The Judge of Elections reported on the first ballot. The results of 
this ballot are printed elsewhere in The Journal. The polls were opened 
at 8:45 p.m. for 15 minutes. 


The Convention reconvened for the transaction of business at 9:00 
a.m. The Reverend Arnold Fenton, Rector of St. Matthew's Church in Pacific 
Palisades, presented the report of the Venture in Mission Cabinet. This 
report is printed elsewhere in The Journal. 
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Mr. Herbert Lucas, a member of the Board of Trustees of the Church 
Divinity School of the Pacific, introduced Mr. Tom Shaver, a seminarian 
from this Diocese, who made a presentation of his experiences of the 
life and program of C.D.S.P. 


The Reverend Canon James R. Gundrum, D.D., the Executive Officer of 
General Convention and the Secretary of the House of Deputies, spoke on the 
1985 General Convention, which will be held here in the Anaheim Convention 
Center in September, 1985 and the role of the Diocese of Los Angeles as 
the "host diocese". 


The Reverend Charles Sacquety, Rector of the Church of St. Wilfrid of 
York, Huntington Beach, and the Chairman of the Committee for the Future, 
presented a report. This report is printed elsewhere in The Journal. 


The President recognized Mr. William B. Rodiger, Chairman of the 
Committee on Constitution and Canons, who completed the Committee's report. 


Acting for the Committee, Mr. Rodiger moved the adoption of the 
following: 


B. Replacement of Deaneries with Regions 


Amend Canon IX so as to read as follows: 
REGIONS 


"9.00 The Diocese shall be divided into geographical areas known as 
Regions, the number and boundaries of which shall be established from time 
to time at the direction of the Bishop with the concurrence of Diocesan 
Council. The purpose of the Regions shall be to facilitate the mission of 
and to encourage fellowship within the Diocese. The Regions are expected 
to (1) participate in the formulation of goals and the setting of priori- 
ties for the Diocese, (2) provide a regular flow of information between 
congregations, Regions and the Diocese, (3) respond to regional needs 
through inter-congregational participation and cooperation, and (4) encour- 
age mutual stewardship of congregational and Regional resources." 


SEAT, VOICE AND VOTE 


"9.01 At all meetings of each Region, the following persons shall be 
entitled to a seat, voice and vote: all clergy with a charge in the Region, 
or in the absence of a charge, resident in the Region; and, from each 
parish and mission in the Region, the Wardens and Convention Delegates (or 
their Alternates); other lay representatives as specified by Regional By- 
Laws, if any; and, from each Diocesan Institution within the Region, repre- 
sentation as specified by the Regional By-Laws, if any." 


BY-LAWS 


"9.02 Each Region shall make its own By-Laws and Rules of Order, sub- 
ject to the approval of the Bishop and Council, and may elect its own 
officers, except for its Presiding Officer, who shall be the Bishop. The 
Bishop shall appoint a person to preside in the Bishop's absence and to 
perform other Regional duties as may be reasonable and appropriate to 
delegate."

REGIONAL COUNCIL 


"9,03 Each Regional Council shall be composed of one lay representa- 
tive and one clergy representative from each Parish, Mission, or Institu- 
tion, in union with Convention. 


REPRESENTATION OF DIOCESAN COUNCIL AND 
PROGRAM GROUP ON MISSION CONGREGATIONS 


"9.04 Each Regional Council shall elect one member of the Clergy and 
one member of the Laity to serve as members of the Diocesan Council, and 
one member of either order to serve as its representative to the Program 
Group on Mission Congregations. 


ANNUAL MEETING 


"9,05 Regional By-Laws shall provide for an Annual Meeting for the 
transaction of official business as required of it and the election of its 
Council representative, representative to Diocesan Council's Program Group 
on Mission Congregations and Regional officers. Other meetings shall be 
at the call of the Presiding Officer, as authorized by the Regional 
Council, or as requested by the Bishop. 


REPORT TO DIOCESAN COUNCIL 


"9,06 The Regional representatives to Diocesan Council shall make 
periodic reports to Council respecting the activities of the Region. The 
Presiding Officer of each Region, or the appointee of the Presiding 
Officer, shall report annually, in writing, to the Annual Meeting of 
Convention of the Diocese." 


The motion was seconded and carried. 


Mr. Rodiger then moved the adoption of the following: 


C. Representation on Diocesan Council 


"19.01 Members of the Diocesan Council shall be the Bishop of the 
Diocese, the Bishop Coadjutor (if there be one), Secretary of Convention, 
the President of the Episcopal Church Women, two Directors of the Corpora- 
tion of the Diocese, two members of the Standing Committee, three clergy 
and three laypersons elected by Convention as at-large members for terms 
of three years, each, or until their successors are elected, and one mem- 
ber of the Clergy and one member of the Laity elected by each Region to 
represent it for a term of three years, or until their successors are 
elected. The Directors of the Corporation of the Diocese and the members 
of the Standing Committee, shall each appoint one member of the Clergy, 
and one member of the Laity, as their representatives to the Council. 

"Any member of Diocesan Council serving an unexpired term on the 
effective date of this Canon, may choose to serve one additional year as 
a representative-at-large." 


The motion was seconded. 


After some discussion, an amendment was proposed by the Reverend Canon 
George E. Regas, Rector of All Saints' Parish, Pasadena, to add following 
“the Bishop Coadjutor (if there be one)", the words "the Suffragan Bishop 
(if there be one)"'. The chairman of the Committee on Constitution and 
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Canons accepted this addition to the original. The motion to adopt the 
amended Canon carried. 


The Reverend Clarke K. Oler, Assistant at All Saints’ Parish, Pasa- 
dena, moved to reconsider Canon 9.02 "BY-LAWS" so that the concept of the 
presiding officer of the region might be more fully discussed. The motion 
was seconded and was carried by a standing vote (Ayes: 252; Nayes: 182). 


Father Oler moved adoption of the following amendment to Canon 9.02: 


“Each region shall make its own By-Laws and Rules of Order, subject 
to the approval of the Bishop and Council, and elect its own officers." 


It was seconded. After some discussion, it was moved that the follow- 
ing be added to the proposed amendment, at the end thereof: "If desired, 
a Region may request the Bishop to appoint its Presiding Officer. In the 
event a Region is without a Presiding Officer for the period of 60 days, 
the Bishop shall appoint a Presiding Officer." The motion was seconded 
and carried. 


The previous question was moved, seconded and carried. There was a 
standing vote on the motion as amended which carried (Ayes: 278; Nays: 248). 


The Judge of Elections then reported on the Second Ballot. The 
results of that ballot are printed elsewhere in The Journal. The polls 
were opened at 10:45 a.m. for 15 minutes. 


The Convention was reconvened by the President for business at 
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The Reverend Canon Samir J. Habiby, from the Presiding Bishop's Fund 
for World Relief, spoke to the Convention of his recent trip through the 
parts of Eastern Africa that have been touched by drought, famine and 
death. He urged our support of relief efforts in this stricken area. 


Mr. Robert Hoffman, Diocesan Video Consultant, presented an audio- 
visual history of the Diocese of Los Angeles, 


Dr. Lamar Hill, Chairman of the Commission on Racism and Discrimina- 
tion, presented a report of the work of the Commission and of the parishes 
and missions who had filed Clergy Deployment Resolutions to consider all 
qualified candidates for clergy positions regardless of race. A summary of © 
this report is printed elsewhere in The Journal. 


The Judge of Elections then reported on the Third Ballot. The results 
of that ballot are printed elsewhere in The Journal. The President thanked 
the Judge of Elections and all of the tellers, who so efficiently performed 
their tasks at this Meeting of Convention. 


The Reverend Charles Cesaretti, the Public Issues Officer of the 
National Church, brought greetings from the National Church headquarters and 
he thanked the people in the Diocese who have given leadership and aid to 
the National Church in the area of refugee resettlement, the hunger program 
and other areas of social action and concern. 
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Mr. Frank VY. Marshall, Jr., the Treasurer of the Diocese, presented 
the report of work of the Diocesan Treasurer's Office including the 
Treasurer's Report for 1984. He moved that the report be received. The 
motion was seconded and carried. The details of this report and the audit 
certificates are printed elsewhere in The Journal, Volume III. 


Mr. Marshall then presented the Reverend Canon Edward Morgan, Vice 
President of the Church Insurance Company, who explained the changes, 
effective January lst, 1985 in the Diocesan health program underwritten by 
Church Life Insurance Co. 


The President then thanked all of the youth of the Diocese for their 
help in.the work of the Convention. They served as pages, doorkeepers, an 
they performed a variety of other tasks. 


The Convention recessed for lunch at 12:10 p.m. The President desig-. 
nated the Holy Eucharist provided by the Asian Ministry as the noon day 
prayers. 


SECOND DAY - AFTERNOON SESSION 
The President reconvened the Convention for business at 1:30 p.m. 


The: President recognized Mr. George Bender, Chairman of the Program 
Group on Program and Budget, who moved the adoption of a budget totalling 
$1,899,557. The motion was seconded. After several questions, the 
motion was carried. The details of this budget are printed elsewhere in 
The Journal, Volume II, Part 2. 





The President recognized Canon Alice Walker of St. Luke's Parish, La 
Creseenta who asked: people to submit to her their volunteer information 
forms. She mentioned that if people had moved since submitting this form 
last year, she would appreciate receiving a change of address. 


The Reverend Canon Lewis P. Bohler, Jr., Rector of the Church of the 
Advent, Los Angeles, and Chairman of the Committee on the Bishop's Address, 
reported that the committee did not have a report to present at this 
meeting of Convention. 


The President recognized Mr. James B. Isaacs, J.D., Chairman of the 
Committee on Resolutions, who presented the committee report and, for the 
Committee solely to place resolutions before Convention moved the following 
resolutions: 


JOINT DIOCESAN - PAROCHIAL ETHNIC MINISTRIES 


WHEREAS, the Episcopal Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles has a long and 
distinguished record of outreach to ethnic communities, and of founding 
ethnic congregations within this part of the Body of Christ while recog- 
nizing and cherishing their cultural and ethnic diversity; and 


WHEREAS, the Archdeacon and the Program Group on Mission Congregations have 
made great and commendable efforts to address the needs of ethnic communi- 
ties within the Diocese of Los Angeles; and 
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WHEREAS, existing and new immigrant groups await the outreach of the 
Church even in the face of diminished resources; and 


WHEREAS, the ministry to ethnic communities can be strengthened and ex- 
tended through effective cooperation with existing parishes; 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, by the Annual Meeting of the Eighty-ninth Con- 
vention of the Diocese of Los Angeles, that the founding and nurturing of 
New ethnic congregations should wherever possible, be the shared responsi- 
bility of local congregations and the Diocese of Los Angeles; and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that new ethnic congregations should, wherever 
possible, utilize existing parochial or diocesan facilities. 


The motion was seconded and carried. 


ELECTION OF THE PRESIDING BISHOP 


WHEREAS, the Canons of the Episcopal Church authorize the ordination of 
women as well as men for the sacred ministry of the Church, and 


WHEREAS, it is the responsibility of the Presiding Bishop to foster ad- 
herence not only to the letter but also to the spirit of these Canons, and 


WHEREAS, the profile for the Presiding Bishop to be elected at the Sixty- 
eighth General Convention of the Episcopal Church (1985) states that the 
Presiding Bishop should be a person who "will accept the Episcopal Church 
as it is in 1985, acknowledging its diversity, and who will be bold and 
courageous as a leader in matters of faith and order, mission and ministry, 
program and education, stewardship, finance and administration; who in his 
teaching and prophetic roles will declare himself unequivocally with 
respect to matters of peace, social justice, human rights, racism and 
sexuality"; 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Annual Meeting of the Eighty-ninth 
Convention of the Diocese of Los Angeles memorialize the House of Deputies 
of the General Convention to ratify the election by the House of Bishops 
for the office of Presiding Bishop of only those candidates who have stated 
publicly their unequivocal support for the ordination of women and their 
deployment in positions of leadership throughout all levels of the Church. 


The motion was seconded. After some discussion it was moved by.the Reverenc 
Patricia O'Reilly. of the Church of the Epiphany, Los Angeles, that the 
"resolve" paragraph be amended to read: 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Annual Meeting of the Eighty- 
ninth Convention of the Diocese of Los Angeles request that the 
Sixty-eighth General Convention (1985) of the Episcopal Church 
through its appropriate committees give consideration to the 
ratifying for the office of Presiding Bishop only those candidates 
who have publicly stated their unequivocal support for the ordina- 
tion of women and their deployment in positions of leadership 
throughout all levels of the Church." 


This amendment was accepted by the proponents of the resolution and the 
pending motion modified accordingly. A further amendment was offered to 
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change the words "unequivocal support" to "willingness to.implement". The 
motion was seconded and lost. 


The previous question was moved, seconded and carried. The resolution 
as modified carried. 


CLERGY DEPLOYMENT IN PARISHES 


WHEREAS, the Church in its catholicity seeks to be inclusive of both men and 
women in their ministries for the sake of Christ, and 


WHEREAS, this catholicity will be realized increasingly as women in the 
clergy are more and more widely deployed in positions of ordained leadership 
throughout the congregations and institutions of the Diocese; 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Annual Meeting of the Eighty-ninth 
Convention of the Diocese of Los Angeles, call upon the Vestry of every 
parish in the Diocese to adopt a resolution stating in writing its inten- 
tional policy to give just and equal consideration to all clergy, regard- 
less of sex, at such time as the Vestry employs clergy; to enter a copy 

of the resolution in its minutes and to file copies of the resolution with 
the Bishop and the Commission on Racism and Discrimination. 


The motion was seconded. After some discussion, the Reverend Canon Morris 
V. Samuel, Jr., Pastor of the Cathedral Congregation of St. Paul, Los Angeles, 
moved that the resolution be amended by the addition of a second "resolve" 
paragraph reading as follows: 


"BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Bishop instruct the Commission 
on Racism and Discrimination to use such Vestry resolutions as a 
resource to develop a strategy, accepted by the Commission, to 
put into action a deployment policy." 


The amendment was accepted by the proponents of the resolution and the 
pending motion was thus modified accordingly. The previous question was 
moved, seconded and carried. The resolution as modified carried. 


CLERGY DEPLOYMENT IN MISSIONS 


WHEREAS, the Church in its catholicity seeks to be inclusive of both men 
and women in their ministries for the sake of Christ, and 


WHEREAS, this catholicity will be realized increasingly as women in the 
clergy are more and more widely deployed in positions of ordained leadership 
at all levels throughout the congregations and institions of the Diocese; 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Annual Meeting of the Eighty-ninth 
Convention of the Diocese of Los Angeles, call upon the Bishop's Committee 
of each Mission of the Diocese to adopt a resolution stating in writing its 
intentional policy to receive any clergy, regardless of sex, who are de- 
sirous and qualified to serve and whom the Bishop might appoint to such 
service, to enter a copy of the resolution into its minutes and to file 
copies of the resolution with the Bishop and the Commission on Racism 


and Discrimination.

The motion was seconded. 


The Reverend Canon Morris V. Samuel, Jr. moved that the resolution be 
amended by the addition of a second "resolve" paragraph reading as follows: 


"BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Bishop instruct the Commission 
on Racism and Discrimination to use such Bishop's Committee re- 
solutions as a resource to develop a strategy, accepted by the 
Commission, to put into action a deployment policy." 


The amendment was accepted by the proponents of the resolution and the 
pending motion was thus modified accordingly. The previous question was 
moved, seconded and carried. The resolution as modified carried. 


PRAYER BOOK CALENDAR 


WHEREAS, there exists a recognized need to increase in every quarter of 
the Church a recognition of and sensitivity to the long and honorable his- 
tory of ministry of non-white as well as white persons, and 


_ WHEREAS, the commemorations of the Prayer Book Calendar are effective 
vehicles for communicating that history, and 


WHEREAS, there is at present in the Calendar no commemoration of a person 
of Hispanic descent, and other racial groups of growing significance or 
lasting history in our Diocese are underrepresented; 


THEREFORE, BE-IT RESOLVED, that the Annual Meeting of the Eighty-ninth 
Convention of the Diocese of Los Angeles, memorialize the Sixty-eighth 
General Convention of the Episcopal Church (1985) to include in the 
Prayer Book Calendar commemorations of worthy individuals of Hispanic and 
other descent, as it shall see fit, and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the following names be among those considered: 
John of the Cross, Teresa of Avila, Martin de Porres, Rose of Lima, 

Harriet Tubman, Junipero Serra, Martin Luther King, Jr., Janani Luwum, Oscar 
Romero, Jonathan Daniels, Viola Liuzzo, Kateri Tekakwitha and the Martyrs 

of Korea. 


The motion was seconded. After some discussion, the previous question was 
moved, seconded and carried. The resolution carried. 


SUPPORT OF MARIA CUETO, et al 


WHEREAS, Maria Cueto, Steven Guerra, and three other advocates of indepen- 
dence for Puerto Rico are serving three-year prison sentences only because 
they refused to testify before a Federal Grand Jury and not because they 
were convicted or even charged with any other kind of criminal behavior; and 


WHEREAS, Maria Cueto, former director of the Episcopal Church's National 
Commission on Hispanic Affairs, and Steven Guerra, member of the Episcopal 
Church Publishing Company's Board of Directors, refused to testify because 
they believe that Grand Juries should not be used to intimidate or deter 
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persons engaged in the social justice ministry of churches on hehalf of 
Hispanic people; and 


WHEREAS, Maria Cueto lived in this Diocese for three years before her 
incarceration and is an active parishioner of the Church of the Epiphany; 
and 


WHEREAS, the five defendants in United States v. Rosado, et al were 
portrayed before their trial by the FBI to the news media as terrorists and 
“the only remaining unincarcerated leadership of the FALN" (Fuerzas 

Armadas de Liberacion Nacional) even though none has been charged with any 
act of vialence or shown to be a member of the FALN; and 


WHEREAS, the five prisoners have been singled out in their separate 
institutions for oppressive treatment as potentially violent or dangerous 
persons; and 


WHEREAS, other Grand Juries have been convened to investigate church people 
engaged in legitimate political and non-violent dissent, such as advocating 
sanctuary for Central American refugees and protesting nuclear weapons; 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Annual Meeting of the Eighty-ninth 
Convention of the Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles 


AFFIRMS support of and solidarity with Maria Cueto, Steven Guerra, Julio 
Rosado, Andres Rosado and Ricardo Romero, with respect to their right of 
conscience to refuse to testify before the Federal Grand Jury, for which 
they were convicted of criminal contempt in the case of United States v. 


Rosado, et al; 
DEPLORES their treatment as potentially violent and dangerous prisoners; 


PETITIONS their respective Wardens to immediately clear their visiting 
lists and to treat them only in a manner consistent with the offense of 
criminal contempt and their actual behavior in custody; 


ALERTS the Episcopal Church and other religious bodies to the use of Grand 
Juries by law enforcement officials to inhibit legitimate moral and 
political dissent; 


INSTRUCTS the Secretary of Convention to send copies of this resolution to 
(1) the five prisoners, (2) each of their Wardens, (3) Norman Carlson, 
Director of the Bureau of Prisons, and (4) Charles Rose, United States 
Attorney for the Southern District, New York; and 


URGES members of this Convention and those whom they represent to pray 
for and write their own appropriate messages of concern to the five 
prisoners and the above listed officials. 


The motion was seconded. There was a great deal of discussion. There was 
a motion to amend the resolution by removing the fifth and sixth Whereas 
clauses, to remove the clause beginning with the word AFFIRMS, and to 
place the clause beginning with the word URGES before the clause that 
begins with the word INSTRUCTS. The amendment was seconded and lost. 

In a standing vote, the resolution carried (Ayes: 272; Nays: 236). 
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FETUS AS A HUMAN BEING 


WHEREAS, the spirit of St, John the Baptist recognized and responded to 

the presence of Jesus in St. Mary's womb when St. Mary was about one month 
pregnant and St. Elizabeth was about seven months pregnant (Luke 1:41, 44); 
and 


WHEREAS, Psalm 139:13-16 proclaims: “For you created my inmost being; you 
knit me together in my mother's womb. I praise you because I am fearfully 
and wonderfully made; your works are wonderful, I know that full well. 

My frame was not hidden from you when I was made in the secret place. When 
I was woven together in the depths of the earth, your eyes saw my unformed 
body. All the days ordained for me were written in your book before one 
of them came to be."; 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Annual Meeting of the Eighty-ninth 
Convention of the Diocese of Los Angeles declares its belief in the proba- 
bility that from the moment of conception onwards a fetus is a human being 
and has a living spirit. 


The motion was seconded. After some discussion there was a motion to 
amend the resolution by removing the words "in the probability". The 
motion was seconded and carried, There was a motion to table the 
resolution. The motion to table was seconded and carried. 


FUNDING OF MINISTRY IN HIGHER EDUCATION 


WHEREAS, the Episcopal: Church throughout the history of the Nation has 
proclaimed the saving Gospel of our Lord Jusus Christ within the Universi- 
ties and Colleges through the persons of our Campus Missionaries and minis- 
tries in higher education; and 


WHEREAS, for nearly sixty years the Diocese of Los Angeles has demonstra- 
ted its commitment to this ministry and mission through its support at many 
of the major institutions of higher education especially UCLA, USC, UC 
Riverside, UC Santa Barbara, UC Irvine, Cal Tech, Occidental, the Univer- 
sity of Redlands, as well as at several parish-based programs; and 


WHEREAS, this Diocese encompasses no less than seventy-five colleges and 
universities, which enroll more than 503,000 students as well as giving 
employment to tens of thousands of faculty and staff, where the opportunity 
for Episcopal ministries now exist, but which are presently being served 

by only ten parish-based and full time programs; 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Annual Meeting of the Eighty-ninth 
Convention of the Diocese of Los Angeles direct the Diocesan Council 
through its Program Group on Program and Budget and Finance to assure 
sufficent priority in the next triennial budget cycle for Ministry in 
Higher Education in that at least two full time university chaplains be 
funded and program grant funds in the amount of at least $20,000 be provi- 
ded for parish-based campus ministries throughout the several regions 

of the Diocese. 


The motion was seconded. After some discussion an amendment was proposed 
to change the word in the RESOLVED clause, "direct" to "urge". This 


change was accepted by the proponent of the resolution and the pending 
motion was thus modified accordingly. The motion as modified carried. 
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PLANNED GIVING 


WHEREAS, the Book of Comon Prayer (page 445) instructs Christians to 
plan wisely for the well-being of their families and make prudent ar- 
rangements for the disposal of their temporal goods; and 


WHEREAS, Christian Stewardship acknowledges that all we have comes from 
God and all we are returms to God; and 


WHEREAS, Planned Giving is an affirmation of this faith and an ex- 
pression of thanksgiving for God's blessings; 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Annual Meeting of the Eighty-ninth 
Convention of the Diocese of Los Angeles encourages all members of the 
Diocese to consider making bequests in their wills and gifts through 
Planned Giving to their parishes, the Diocese of Los Angeles, its in- 
stitutions, and the National Church; and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that we move toward the establishment of a 
Program Group on Planned Giving to actively promote this intention; and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that prospective donors be encouraged to create 
endowments, the income from which is to be used for Christian evan-. 
gelism and outreach to advance the kingdom of God, to build His Church 
and that the world may believe (St. John 17:21). 


The motion was seconded and carried. 


ALLEVIATION OF HUNGER 


WHEREAS, we of the Church are bidden by our Lord to love our neighbor 
and to feed the hungry; and 


WHEREAS, positive responsible action by the congregations of the Dio- 
cese of Los Angeles can make a difference in preventing unnecessary 
hardships caused by hunger in this country and abroad; and 


WHEREAS, through the exercise of Christian faith we can reach out to 
help those in need; 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Annual Meeting of the Eighty-ninth 
Convention of the Diocese of Los Angeles urges each congregation to 
include a line item in its budget for the alleviation of hunger; and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that each Vestry or Bishop's Committee adopt 
a resolution to this effect and send a copy of its resolution to the 
Committee on World Hunger of Program Group on Social Relations 
addressed to the Reverend Canon Noble L. Owings, D.D. 


The motion was seconded. The Reverend C. Boone Sadler, Jr., D.D. 
moved the adoption of the following amendment as a third "resolve" 
clause 


"BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that this Convention hold before our 
members the urgency to change the life-style of opulent con- 
sumption of the citizens of our country by our practising 
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both abstinence and fasting at least one day a week." 


The motion was seconded and lost. A further amendment was moved that 
the words “be asked to" be inserted in the second resolved paragraph 
between "Committee" and "adopt". The motion was seconded and lost. 
The original resolution carried. 


FEDERAL FOOD ASSISTANCE PROGRAMS 


WHEREAS, the Gospel calls each of us to responsible stewardship of 
God's creation for all people; and 


WHEREAS, people of the Christian Faith have a moral responsibility to 
respond to world hunger; and 


WHEREAS, recent cuts in Federal food assistance programs are so deep 
that the House of Representatives Budget Committee estimates that over 
the years 1982-1985 seven to eleven billion dollars will be lost to 
food stamp users -- a figure so high that there is no possibility of 
any combination of private and voluntary efforts filling the gap 
(Hunger in the Eighties, page 26); and 


WHEREAS, these cuts have been accompanied by an unconscionable and 
un precedented increase in expenditures for weapons of mass 
destruction; 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Annual Meeting of the Eighty-ninth 
Convention of the Diocese of Los Angeles urge all Church people within 
the Diocese to exercise their right to influence our government by 
writing to their elected representatives, pressing them to restore cuts 
in food assistance and child nutrition programs, make human needs their 
highest priority, and hear the cry of the poor; and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that this Convention call upon the Administra- 
tion and the Congress to restore funds cut from food assistance and 
child nutrition programs and to be more responsive to our brothers 

and sisters in need; and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that copies of this resolution be sent to the 
President of the United States, the Secretary of State, the Secretary 
of Defense, Senators and Members of the House of Representatives from 
California, the Governor of California, the President Pro tem of the 
State Senate, and the Speaker of the State Assembly. 


The motion was seconded. There was a motion to amend the resolution 
by deleting the Fourth WHEREAS clause. The motion to amend was second- 
ed and lost. The original resolution carried. 


THE MINISTRY OF THE DISABLED 


WHEREAS, the Episcopal Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles desires 
the full participation of all people in the Church and in our society; 
and 


WHEREAS, the Congress of the United States has declared 1983-1992 to 
be the Decade of the Disabled; 
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THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Annual Meeting of the Eighty- 
ninth Convention of the Diocese of Los Angeles adopts as policy the 
report of the Task Force on Ministry of the Disabled. 


The motion was seconded and carried. 


DIOCESAN DISABILITY COVERAGE FOR CLERGY 


WHEREAS, clergy serving in this Diocese are not protected under 
state disability insurance; and 


WHEREAS, there are a number of examples of clergy being disabled due 
to illness or injury for lengthy periods, but not for life; and 


WHEREAS, the burden of maintaining income during such a disability 
falls upon parishes, missions, or institutions hard pressed to meet 
such demands; 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Diocese of Los Angeles enter into 
a long term disability "supplement to income plan" with Standard Insur- 
ance Company which would pay $1,000 per month for a maximum of two 
years to disabled clergy; and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that this plan apply to all clergy employed 
full time by the Diocese, its parishes and missions and its institu- 
tions; and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the premium charges for this plan be paid 
by the employing authority. 


The motion was seconded. With the consent of the proponent, the fol- 
lowing words were added in the first RESOLVED caluse after the words 
“disabled clergy", "including clergy employed part-time, who would be 
covered on a pro-rated basis" and the pending resolution was modified 
accordingly. After some discussion, a motion was made to amend the 
resolution by deleting the words “with Standard Insurance Company". 
The motion to amend was seconded and carried. The resolution as 
modified and amended, carried. 


INSTITUTIONS OF THE DIOCESE OF LOS ANGELES 


WHEREAS, since 1885 the Diocese of Los Angeles has through Convention 
and individual concern, brought into life social agencies covering a 
multitude of needs as it responded to our Lord's admonition in St. 
Matthew 25:31 ff; and 


WHEREAS, through Convention action from time to time "Institutions of 
the Diocese" were called into being in response to the growing needs 
of the Diocese; and 


WHEREAS, through the years "Institutions of the Diocese" have died, 
changed, become self sustaining and have given life to new “Institu- 
tions"; and 


WHEREAS, there is much confusion in the minds of many people in the 
Diocese, especially people new to the church or moving in from another 
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Diocese as to: 
#1 What is an Institution of the Diocese? 


#2 What is the responsibility of the Diocese to 
an Institution? 


#3 What is the responsibility of the Institution 
to the Diocese? 


#4 What happens to the assets of an Institution 
when it no longer functions? 


#5 At present, what entities are Institutions of 
the Diocese? 


#6 If it no longer wishes to be an "Institution of 
the Diocese", how does it become separated? 


WHEREAS, in the 1983 Budget of the Diocese, four supported Agencies/ 
Institutions of the Diocese were placed together under a coalition 
which makes them quite invisible to Convention and those interested in 
the financial support of these Agencies/Institutions; 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Secretary of Convention be 
instructed to determine the definition of an "Institution of the Dio- 
cese of Los Angeles", and that he prepare a properly documented list 
of the present Diocesan Institutions to be given the Commission on 
Diocesan Institutions for its use at the Annual Meeting of the Nine- 
tieth Convention of the Diocese of Los Angeles. 


The motion was seconded and carried. 


PERPETUAL DIACONATE 


WHEREAS, the integrity of the ministry deacons in itself is increas- 
ingly being recognized in the church at large; and 


WHEREAS, such a ministry could be of real value in this Diocese, 
especially in its more remote areas; 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that this Annual Meeting of the Eighty-ninth 
Convention of the Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles request the 
Commission on Ministry to investigate the concept of the Perpetual 
Diaconate and the possibility of such a ministry in this diocese, re- 
porting its findings to the Bishop on the advisability of such a 
program and its implementation within six months. 


The motion was seconded. After some discussion, it was moved that the 


RESOLVE clause be amended to change "six months" to "one year". The 
amendment carried. The motion-as amended carried. 


LAY EUCHARISTIC MINISTRY 


WHEREAS, the Canons of our Church presently allow Lay Readers to be 
licensed to administer the Chalice; and 


WHEREAS, our sister Communion, the Roman Catholic Church, has, in 
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essence, the same eucharistic and ecclesial theology as our Communion 
regarding the consecration, administration and reception of the ele- 
ments of Holy Communion, and has adopted the use of Lay Eucharistic . 
Ministers to administer the elements both within and without the 
Church, under the direction of the Parish Priest; and 


WHEREAS, on occasion, the need arises for the administration of the : 
Reserved Sacrament to the sick or "shut-in", and/or assistance in 
administering the element of bread at special services and the present- | 
ly required administration by a priest is unavailable; 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that this Annual Meeting of the Eighty- 
ninth Convention of the Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles request 
that the Sixty-eighth General Convention (1985) of the Episcopal 
Church through its appropriate legislative committees give considera- 
tion to the concept and use of specially licensed Lay Readers to 
administer the Reserved Sacrament in cases of dire need in the absence 
of a priest or deacon. 


The motion was seconded and carried. 


The Secretary, reporting for the Committee on Arrangements for 
Diocesan Convention, moved the adoption of the following: "The Com- 
mittee on Arrangements for Convention recommends that the Annual 
Meeting of the Ninetieth Convention of the Church in the Diocese of 
Los Angeles be held on December 6th and 7th, 1985 in the Orange County- 
Anaheim area, and further recommends that the Anaheim Hilton Hotel 
be one to be considered for this meeting". The motion was seconded 
and carried. 


The Secretary moved the following resolution: 


WHEREAS, this Meeting of Convention recognized with regret the absence 
from its fellowship of: The Right Reverend Francis Eric Bloy, Retired 
Bishop of the Diocese; the Reverend Carlyle Gill, Associate Rector of 
St. Augustine's, Santa Monica; and the Reverend Kermit Castellanos 
Because of illness or incapacity; 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that this Meeting of Convention assures 
these members of the clergy of its prayers and best wishes for a 
speedy recovery. 


The motion was seconded and carried. 
The Secretary moved adoption of the following resolution: 


WHEREAS, during this past year the following Presbyters of our Diocese 
have resigned their cures on attainment of retirement age: the Reverend 
Fathers Byron Chinn, Robert Bonhall, and Andrew Keady; 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that this Meeting of Convention hereby 
expresses to them and their families the thanks of the Diocese for 
their devotion and years of service to our Lord, and for their comrade- 
ship in the Church, and wish them well in the days before them, praying 
that their health and happiness may abound and that they may long 

enjoy fellowship in Mission with us. 


The motion was seconded and carried. 
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The Secretary moved the adoption of the following resolution: 


WHEREAS, the Right Reverend, the Bishop of Los Angeles (Retired) 
Francis Eric Bloy, will be celebrating his eightieth birthday on 
December 17th; 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that this Meeting of Convention expresses 
to our beloved retired bishop our best wishes on this important 
anniversary in his life, and our hope that he will continue in good 
health for years to come. 


The motion was seconded and carried. 


The Secretary moved that the reading of the Minutes of this 
Meeting of Convention be dispensed with and that the Bishop be author- 
ized to attest to the accuracy of the Minutes. The motion was 
seconded and carried. 


The President then made the following appointments: Chancellor, 
Canon R. Bradbury Clark, J.D., L.H.D.; Vice-Chancellors, Clarence E. 
Fleming, J.D.; James B. Isaacs, J.D.; and William B. Rodiger, J.D. 


The Reverend James R. Bishop, the Chairman of the Committee on 
the Dispatch of Business, declared that the Agenda for the Annual 
Meeting of the Eighty-ninth Convention of the Church in the Diocese of 
Los Angeles had been completed in the order heretofore adopted by act 
of Convention, and at 4:34 p.m., he moved to adjourn. The motion was 


seconded and carried. 


The Annual Meeting of the Eighty-ninth Convention of the Church 
in the Diocese of Los Angeles was adjourned with the Bishop's blessing.

ROBERT C. RUSACK, S.T.D., D.D. 


TO THE ANNUAL MEETING 
OF THE 
EIGHTY-NINTH CONVENTION 


NOVEMBER 30, 1984 


Grace be unto you my brothers and sisters in Jesus Christ as we gather 
in the 89th Convention of our Diocese, adjacent to the site of the Los 
Angeles General Convention of the Episcopal Church in 1985. 


The fever of the Olympics is of the past, but Los Angeles and Southern 
California are known and appreciated as never before. Much will be 
expected of us as we host Episcopalians from all over the world next 
September. I know we are equal to the task, and we will enfold our 
visitors with enthusiasm and elan. We are ever so grateful that our 
chief guest today is our former Presiding Bishop, the Right Reverend 
John E. Hines. His address tonight should give us some clues as a 
diocesan family as to what to expect at a General Convention, veteran 
as he is of that great body. 


Ever and always it is exciting to be an Episcopalian in Southeran Cali- 
fornia. The new and renewed ministries empowered by Venture in Mission, 
the Cathedral Corporation, the Our Saviour's San Gabriel fund and the 
outpouring of gifts of time and talent and treasure all over the diocese 
are most encouraging. Our Vietnamese congregation under Dr. now Father 
Duc is an inspiration to the whole Anglican Communion. The new deacon 
of Chinese ancestry, Eric Law at USC, immediately won support and ad- 
miration during the Olympics and is reaching out to Asian students on 
other campuses. Two parishes in Long Beach are encouraged by the 
response they are receiving as they renew our campus ministry at the 
University there. St. Andrew's and the diocese are in partnership with 
a campus ministry at UC Irvine under the direction of the Reverend 
Susan Klein. The Reverend Gary Commins is compelling graduate and 
undergraduate students and faculty to come into the faith at UC Santa 
Barbara. There are others, UCLA and Riverside, for instance. Mayhap 
some of my dreams for our Episcopal Ministries on campuses may be 
fulfilled before I hand over the Pastoral Staff to a successor. When 
we have been strong on college and university campuses our Church's 
have profited. It is hoped that congregations close to campuses will 
find new and creative ways for ministry. 


Articles of recent date tell of the tremendous resurgence in the inter- 
est of religion. "There is not a seat left in Professor Harvey Cox's 
classroom at Harvard College. Students are sitting on the floor, 
straining to hear the words of today's lecture on Jesus and the Para- 
bles." (New York Times Magazine, April 15, 1984.) "There is a reaction 
against extreme individualism and self, a preoccupation with a search 
for roots with a capital R, which takes people back to religion," says 
Professor Robert Bellah at Berkeley. "Tradition is back on the agenda 


with a positive force." 
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The care and concern of your diocese during the Olympics not only 
caught the notice of thousands who came to Southern California for the 
events, but sparked letters and phone calls from all over the world. 
The BBC called and interviewed your bishop, and people all over 
Britain heard about our ministry on the radio there on the opening day 
of the Olympics. 


The Alcohol Recovery Bishop Gooden Home in Pasadena is enlarging its 
facility, and is recognized in the business community for its success- 
ful ministry. Camp Stevens continues to expand its program, and with 
VIM grants and diocesan support will construct a much needed winterized 
facility. How blessed we are in Peter and Vicki Bergstrom and the staff 
there. Episcopal Community Services in Los Angeles continues to expand 
its ministry to the aging, and I anticipate an even wider ministry to 
the urban scene under the umbrella of that Institution. Our Episcopal 
Homes in Alhambra and Rancho Palos Verdes are exemplary. We anticipate 
that more will become resident at the Canterbury. We have re-financed 
its operating, and the Board is optimistic for its future. The 
ministries and residences for the aged sponsored by many of our congre- 
gations meet a tremendous need. Yovr hospital of the Good Samaritan is 
experiencing difficult challenges, as are all health care institutions. 
However, a strong board and administration are hard at work to meet the 
demands of the day. ; 


Hillsides and the Neighborhood Youth Association have amazine ministries 
to troubled young people in our huge metropolitan area. The Seamen's 
Institute continues its renowned ministry in San Pedro. Programs of 
outreach which emanate from many of our congregations warm the heart of 
your bishop. We really do exist for those beyond our walls, and I am 
proud of these ministries. The South Central Organizing Committee has 
brought some of the officials of the city of Los Angeles to their senses 
and like UNO (United Neighborhood Organization in East Los Angeles) is 
creating a pattern of service that is being emulated all over the 
country. I would like to mention all of the ministries going on, but 
that would bring posture paralysis to you the hearers. 


Today we celebrate the Feast of St. Andrew. Which of us cannot remember 
from our childhood the Hymn "Jesus calls us ... saying, ‘Christian 
follow me.'" And then stanza two: "As of old St. Andrew heard it by 

the Galilean lake, turned from home and toil and kindred, leaving all 
for his dear sake."" For 2000 years this: has been the ultimate challenge 
for Christians. Few of us succeed in leaving all for our Lord, but we 
should ever keep our eye on the Mission of Our Saviour. As we enter 
into our 90th year as a diocese we should be looking close at our life 
and purpose. 


Bishop William Lawrence at the organizing Convention of my home Diocese 
of Western Massachusetts in 1901, said: "The purpose of the diocese is 
to preach the Gospel as this Church has received the same, to bring 
souls to the Saviour, and to build people up to the measure of the 
stature of the fullness of Christ." He went on: "No desire to build up 
a church, no spirit of ecclesiasticism, no sectarian loyalty is to 
overshadow the simple, single mission of preaching the free and simple 
Gospel of Jesus Christ." 
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In its 90th year the Diocese of Los Angeles exists to reach with the 
Gospel of Jesus Christ not only young people but those aging in years; 
not just faithful parishioners but the lost sheep; not only the needy, 
but those seeking spiritual guidance. 


A diocesan family in our Episcopal Church exists to serve people in 

the Name of Christ; to train lay people for ministry; to develop leader- 
ship skills in laity and clergy; to continue the education of children 
and adults; to know the communities in which we are called to minister; 
to utilize our humanpower, our facilities and our resources; to deepen 
our own commitment to Christ and make Him known so that all baptized 
members may grow in the life of the spirit; to share with brothers and 
sisters in Christ in ecumenical endeavors; to present Anglican worship 
with grandeur and majesty, yet with simplicity; to venture with our 
Episcopal Church in mission programs at home and abroad; to communicate 
simply, systematically and with an abiding care for those outside our 
walls in great need. All this and more. 


Among the incidents that have amused me during my twenty years as 
bishop was a plane trip to Montana for a wedding. A sweet young woman 
glanced at me as I got on the plane at LAX. I removed my jacket and 
she stared at my purple shirt. When we landed in Las Vegas, and again 
in Salt Lake City, I thought she wanted to speak to me. When we were 
on the ground in Pocatello, Idaho, she got up her courage, and blurted 
out: "Say, are you a Hippie?" "No, I'm a bishop." "Oh, a hippie 
bishop! What church?" I explained that I was an Episcopal Bishop. 

She responded: "Never heard of that church." I moved back to share the 
row with her, learned that she had grown up as a Roman Catholic in a 
tiny town in Montana - had never left it until this trip for R & R with 
her husband in Hawaii - and she only knew of the Roman Catholic and 
Assembly of God Churches. She seemed genuinely interested in the 
Episcopal Church, so I told her about it, and she asked many questions. 
We finally landed in Butte, Montana, and she waited at the bottom of 
the steps for me, exclaiming: "You know bishop, I think I've been an 
Episcopalian all my life and didn't know it." All of us can be on the 
alert for opportunities to tell of our faith. 


The world is always looking for better methods, but God is looing for 
better people. The,Lambeth Conference report of 1978 says: "The Church 
is both a holy priesthood to offer God spiritual sacrifices, and ‘God's 
own people' called to proclaim His wonderful deeds (I Peter 2:5,.9). 
Worship and Mission are therefore the main tasks of the Church which 
gathers for worship and scatters for mission." The very word mission 
denotes sent-ness. Jesus clearly made His mission a model for ours. 
After the triumph of the Resurrection He said: "As the Father sent me, 
so I send you." (St. John 20:21). He came both preaching and serving. 
This same balance of words and work, of witness and worship, of evan- 
gelism and social action is needed in our diocese today. We are 

doing so much, and gaining so much. But of those who receive much - 
much will be required. 


It is required of us to learn the Faith and share the Faith, not "Keep 
the Faith." We cannot share the faith, unless we are tuaght it. The 
Christian faith centers in the living Lord Jesus. Renewal in Faith 
means therefore, that Jesus Christ must grasp our imagination, warm our 
hearts, challenge our wills, so that "the love of Christ constrains us" 
to live above the average for Him, as we respond to Him (I Corinthians 
5:14). 


Now, nature abhors a vacuum and if the Christian faith is not strongly 
taught by Clergy and Lay leaders, it will not powerfully inform and 
equip our church people to withstand the assaults of irreligion. The 
clergy and teachers of the Church are called to equip all Christians 
for the total ministry of the whole church. Our Episcopal Theological 
School in Claremont has already expanded its ministry in this whole 
realm and I beseech your support as we enter into an ever larger 

work there. 


The Spirit's gifts were "that some should be apostles, some prophets, 
some evangelists, some pastors and teachers, for the.equipment of the 
Saints for the work of ministry, for building up the Body of Christ." 
(Ephesians 4:11-12). Unless the ordained and committed lay leaders of 
the Church patiently and competently teach the faith of Christ clearly 
summarized in the great creeds and found in the Scriptures - sects or 
non-Christian religions will seek to fill that vacuum. The religion of 
Islam is dominant in many parts of the world, as never before. After 
the Church of England and the Roman Catholic Church it predominates in 
the British Isles. The Bishops of Jerusalem and Iran, on their visits 
with us this fall, made us realize how little Christianity means to 
people in the Holy Land and the Middle East. Islam dominates. Eastern 
Religions are growing in Southern California. We are all too familiar 
with "the Moonies," Synanon, Scientology and the Hara Krishna movement. 
All have tried to win and have won converts in our diocese. They ever 
seek to draw nominal or active young Christians away from the fellowship 
of our church or from their families by strong persuasion, by authori- 
tarian attitudes, or by alien teachings. Fr. Bob Worster and his con- 
gregation in Culver City, surrounded as St. Mary's Church is by the 
Harakrishna, could tell you much that would make your hair stand on end. 
I know, and you know, of personal and sad experiences with the Moonies, 
Scientology and the Hara Krishnas. Because a Christian Bishop is an 
under-shepberd to whom a flock is entrusted by Christ the Good Shepherd, 
I plead with you to hold firm to Christ and His Church and His Truth. 

Do all in your power of prayer and persuasion to hold onto our young 
people being seduced away from the historic creeds, the Scriptures and 
the Sacraments. 


The Moonies cast doubts on the sufficiency of Jesus Christ for salva- 
tion, and ask for submission to the authority of Mr. Moon and his suc- 
cessors. The Hara Krishna movement extols one of the Hindu variants of 
religion, which deny the all sufficiency of Jesus Christ, in and through 
whose Name alone, eternal salvation is to be found, These sects amongst 
others, propagate their views openly. They seek to draw their disciples 
into close and very inter-dependent groups, and the Christian Church 
needs to outt+live and out-love and out-last them by a renewal of our 
faith in God the Father, God the Son and God the Holy Spirit. 


Our Churches should be such warm, committed families of faith in Jesus 
Christ, that the sects would wither away in the light of the fulness 
of the life of Christ. 


From the earliest days the Church has had to battle against false 
teachers and the "craftiness and the cunning of men." (Ephesians 4:14). 
However, Christians have triumphed by their spiritual maturity, and have 
attained to "the unity of the faith and of the knowledge of the Son of 
God, to maturity, to the measure of the stature of the fulness of Christ 
...-so that we are no longer tossed to and fro, and carried about with 
every wind of doctrine." (Ephesians 4:13-14). 
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We are today discovering such a renewal of faith in Jesus Christ, the 
Living Lord of His whole church, that Christians of different traditions 
are finding through the Spirit, a renewal in love, in Bible Study, in 
Mission, and in caring for the world. 


The incentive for the caring church comes from the Cross of Christ. St. 
Paul summarizes the faith in I Corinthians 15. 


"I delivered to you as of first importance what I also received, that 
Christ died for our sins in accordance with the Scriptures, that He was 
buried, that He was raised on the third day in accordance with the 
Scriptures, and appeared to Cephas and then to the Twelve .... and then 
to me also."" Because of His atoning death for our sins "we are justi- 
fied by faith, and we have peace with God, through our Lord Jesus Christ 
.+. and we rejoice in our hope of sharing the glory of God." 
(Romans 5:12). 


Some of you may think that by this address I am getting the jump on 
Billy Graham, who is to have a Mission in Orange County next summer. Say 
what you will, - but we Anglicans have much to proclaim and when we have 
grasped the faith, we should do so both by our lives and by our speech. 
"If you confess with your lips that Jesus is Lord, and believe in your 
heart that God raised Him from the dead, you will be saved." (Romans 
10:9). "So faith comes by hearing, and hearing by the Word of God." 
(Romans 10:17). 


In our 90th year as a diocesan family may we deepen our faith in Jesus 
Christ, the living Lord of History. May we proclaim Him freely and 
openly, as the One in whom we find pardon from our sins, and freedom in 
our lives. Freedom - liberation - is the cry of millions today. Freedom 
is not license to do what you like - but power to do what you ought, and 
only Christ can set people free. Freedom from sin. Freedom from 
inhibitions and shyness. Freedom from tongue-tied speech and enervating 
doubts. Freedom in Christ to action for Him, for His "service is perfect 
freedom." 


Archbishop of Canterbury Robert Runcie is making a real mark on the 
world. He is shaking up the English establishment. The press is listen- 
ing to him. Mrs. Thatcher, like Henry II of old, may be wondering who 
will rid her of this turbulent priest. He said on the BBC recently: "We 
are engaged in the long haul of loving people towards faith - helping 
passengers to become pilgrims." In our diocese we must realize that it 
is the particular genius and vocation of Anglicanism to keep the doors 

of our churches very wide open, so that occasional members my feel wel- 
comed into the natural, Biblical and tradiitional worship of God in 
Christ, open to those seeking order in their lives, or a lively hope. 


It is no secret that there is in 1984 a sad breakdown of family life, 
through divorce, the challenge to Christian morality, the use of drugs, 
and alternative forms of human relationships outside marriage. Special 
Commissions are working in our diocese to meet these challenges. But, 

I can say to all of you that there is a noticeable change to your bishop 
as he goes about the diocese. Some of our churches are content with the 
status quo, some are declining, others have dynamic ministries of 
evangelism and growth. I see many young adults at worship, and the 
Anaheim Conference last spring was a stunner - simply because there were 
so many people between 25 and 35 years of age anxious for the future of 
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our diocese. I beseech all who are ushers, the clergy, the greeters, 
and you the more seasoned in the pews, put yourselves in the shoes of 
the young, recently converted, newly confirmed Christian worshippers. 
Welcome them. Continue to teach them. Do not be surprised if they 
want to learn new hymns and sing modern choruses, even accompanied by 
instruments other than an organ, General Booth of the Salvation Army 
said: "Why should the Devil have all the best folk melodies and soul 
music.'"' Those of you who know me well realize I mean this "up to 

a point." 


Last year I heard of an English bishop struggling through a Series 3 
(Rite II for us) service in his cathedral with a microphone which seemed 
not to be working. He turned to the Dean who was beside him, and 
tapping the microphone, he whispered to the Dean: "There is something 
wrong with this thing." Back came the instant response of the large 
congregation: "And also with you." Well worship can have its funny 
moments. 


Consider all the peoples coming into our midst. How it grieves me 

when I hear how coldly some of our White congregations receive our Asian 
brothers and sisters, or some of our Black congregations the Hispanics 
moving into their midst. This will not, must not continue. 


We need a first-rate Church Revival. The Church we inherited did not 
simply drop from heaven one fine spring day. It was the result of 
revivals - evangelical, catholic, monastic, liberal, and puritan. Most 
of us have not had to work too hard to build up the church - although in 
this diocese who has not been part of erecting qa church building, a 
parish hall, a parochial school? 


Even as we grow in Southern California, we do not begin to keep pace 
with the population figures. I love to clip things out of various pub- 
lications that cross my desk, and I have a clipping service at home that 
preserves treasures. Sometimes I share these through the Cathedra 
Commentary or in Care Packages to some receptive clergy. Things pertain- 
ing to thriving churches interest me, and hopefully can inspire me and 
my colleagues. In the words of one eminent Dallas preacher who had been 
telling his congregation about the 15 million dollars raised by another 
congregation: "am like that rooster who found an ostrich egg. He called 
his barnyard hens to look over the fence at the new discovery. He then 
said to the hens: 'Now I ain't finding fault with what you are doing, 
but I just wanted you to see what they are a'doing in other places.'" 


Growing, thriving churches do not just happen - even in Southern Cali- 
fornia. Behind thriving churches is spiritual vision and concentrated 
hard work of a strong leadership. 


In the Diocese of New York recently a priest challenged the steep 
decline in Episcopal Church membership there. He wonders if those who 
speak out on political and social issues realize that they have a very 
small platform on which to stand. That may be so, but Christians must 
never be afraid to stand up and be counted. 


As I have called us to renewal, it would be remiss of me not to remind 
you that we must speak out against injustice, racism, social ills. I 
will tell you that I often wonder at the time whether it did any good. 
Propasition 37 certainly could have taken more of our energies. It is 
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a sadness to me that the “something for nothing" supporters haye won. 
I fear that the sale of lottery tickets will cause further problems in 
many neighborhoods, and for the whole state. 


However, as I look back over 20 years I am quite sure the good of 
speaking out cannot be under-estimated. It is a thankless task, this 
speaking out, as Bishop Hines could attest. You do it and nothing 
apparently happens, except that people get annoyed with you, and there 
is already enough trouble in the world, so why make more? But it is 
worth it. The devil is always speaking out - he shouts at you from the 
television set, the movie screen, through the written word and the 
spoken word, through the medium of painting, music, sculpture, 
architecture. The devil is always making impressions on impressionable 
minds, and all minds are impressionable; and he is always at it. 


Over these 20 years I've tried to speak out on capital punishment, 
racism, women, prayer book reform, liberation, working conditions, 
refugees, etc., etc., etc. I am sure it has been worth it. A lot of 
abuse has been thrown at me and at the diocese, a very good testimonial 
after all to the fact that we counted a bit- anyway. 


But - as a community we've got to do it more. Without it we shall never 
be able to counter the insidious and often blatant work of evil which is 
blinding people's vision, hardening their hearts, and chloroforming 
their consciences. 


Bishop Desmond Tutu was a breath of fresh air when in our diocese in 
October for our Clergy Conference. A man of spiritual vision and un- 
afraid of danger or hard work, he has stood up against the government 

in South Africa over and over again because he is convinced that the 
lasting world order is with the Christian Church. He shakes the pro- 
ponents of apartheid when he reminds them that Hitler and Mussolini are 
gone, and that they too will fall. What people fail to realize in our 
day is that the institutions that have survived the longest are religious 
ones. All of us know that the existential questions are always with us - 
love, death, tragedy, obligation. The most coherent responses, histori- 
cally the most potent responses, have been the religious responses. 


Our nation is not in the desperate condition that exists in South Africa 
today nor are the choices that face us as shattering as those that our 
brothers and sisters are confronting there. What we do as Episcopalians 
in the Diocese of Los Angeles will not change the moral standards or the 
ethical perceptions of our society. We can attempt to create in our 
churches, though, a community in which people and issues are handled in 
a manner and with a commitment, a faith and imagination, which we can 
hope can be a model for us as Christian people and create for us an 
island of constancy on this planet earth, our island home. 


In my 21st year as bishop, fast approaching sixty years of age, I say to 
all of you we must challenge the next generation of young Christians, 40 
and 50 years younger than I, so to rededicate their lives unreservedly 
to Jesus Christ, that the Holy Spirit may lead them to that particular 
continuing work for God, which He plans for them. The power of the 
Gospel of Christ to save from sin, to steady in adversity, to comfort in 
sorrow and to challenge us to holy living is as strong as ever. And so 
is the power of the Holy Spirit to equip us for His strenuous service - 
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there is just more urgency as the world's biological, political and 
population clocks run faster - to obey Christ's command to proclaim the 
Gospel to the end of the world and the end of time. 


For our Diocese in this our 90th year and on into the 21st century I pray 
God may continue to renew us in our Worship and renew us on Mission, for 
we know whatever happens the Gates of Hell shall not prevail against the 
Church of Christ. "As of old St. Andrew heard it by the Galilean lake, 
turned from home and toil and kindred leaving all for his dear sake." 

In William Lawrence's world: "The purpose of this diocese is to preach 
the Gospel as this Church has received the same to bring souls to the 
Saviour, and to build people up to the measure of the stature of the 
fulness of Christ." 


Or to make it more personal for each of us, I give you the words of the 
Hymn writer Charles Wesley: 


Jesus confirm my heart's desire 

To work and speak and think for Thee; 
Still let me guard the holy fire, 

And still stir up Thy gift in me. 


Ready for all Thy perfect will, 

My acts of faith and love repeat; 
Till death Thy endless mercy seal, 
And make the sacrifice complete.

1984 officers and ex-officio members were installed at the 2nd Annual

of participating Deanery Six Congregations. 


Deanery Six Council agenda in 1984 has been confined largely to Diocesan 
Council and other reports, and discussion of issues related to the 
future of the Diocesan structure and the Deanery system. As usual, we 
have rotated our monthly meetings at different congregations throughout 
the Deanery, and are thankful to the various lay and clergy who have 
hosted us. Also, we are thankful to those congregations who provided 
lay participation and/or financial support to the Deanery during the 
year. 


Our 1984 budget, approved by the 1983 Plenary, anticipated the continued 
services throughout 1984 of our Facilitator, Tony McNamara, who had 
provided much continuity and guidance to the Council over the past 

three years. However, changing career commitments and relocation of 

his parish home outside Deanery Six prompted Tony's resignation in April 
of this year. While he no longer drew a stipend for the balance of the 
year, nor delivered the previous magnitude of services including the 
monthly Deanery Six Calendar of activities, he has graciously continued 
to offer his counsel to the Council for the balance of the year. I 
believe the Deanery owes Tony its sincerest and deepest thanks for his 
contributions, and wish him well in his new ventures. 


After the uncertainty of the past two years, regarding the future of 

the Deanery system and the structure of the Diocese, there is a strong 
possibility that the 1984 Diocesan Convention will approve the Canonical 
revisions proposed by the Committee on the Future. If this be the case 
I want to express my own feelings of gratitude for the opportunity to

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COMMITTEE FOR THE FUTURE 


Almost two years ago the Committee for the Future was called into 
existence to continue studies begun much earlier and to propose a di- 
rection of mission and ministry for the Diocese of Los Angeles. 


This interim report reflects the thoughts and hopes not only of the 
Committee but of many groups within the Diocese’ with whom we have had 
dialogue, and the entire Diocese called into a time of study in 
Anaheim this past May. 


From this gathering of the mind of the Diocese we present to you 
certain canonical changes reflecting the growth and movement within 
our community of faith. But we hasten to say that we see this 
evolving design as a step into the future which will emerge as we live 
in our ever-changing circumstances, and not as a final plan permanent 
or inflexible. 


THE EPISCOPATE: The role of bishops has become a leading issue and 
concern, both within the Committee for the Future and the Diocese at 
large. Clearly the opportunities for mission provided by the Church 

in this ever-developing region of the world challenge us today to 
propose'a new structure which, in its heart, will generate a leadership 
both flexible and creative, yet sound in roots of historic tradition 
and present day common sense, 


The Committee for the Future is convinced that the Bishop of Los 
Angeles will find the work committed to him by God and the Church to be 
well supported and enhanced by the addition of at least two bishops for 
the Diocese. Therefore the Committee supports Bishop Rusack's call 

for the election of a suffragan bishop, and we recommend his appointing 
of additional episcopal assistance to complement the skills and back- 
grounds of the bishops then in place until a bishop coadjutor is 
elected. 


We recommend that these bishops be assigned geographical regions in 
the Diocese wherein each shall serve as an extension of the pastoral 
ministry committed to the Bishop of the Diocese. In addition, we 
recommend that each bishop be given a specific responsibility for 
diocesan service consistent with the function of the episcopate. We 
would encourage the office and residence of each bishop to be located 
within the region of service. 


DIOCESAN STRUCTURE: We recommend that Diocesan Council arrange the 
Diocese into five regions, each with its Council. The regions would be 
a context for episcopal pastoral care and other work as the Regional 
Councils determine. The Diocesan Bishop, in addition to his general 


overall duties may have primary responsibility in a region, while the 
additional bishops may be assigned other regions, each with the freedom 
and encouragement to create sub-regions to facilitate program, ministry 
and mission. ; 


Therefore we present the request to amend Canon 9 as indicated in your 
Canonical Changes report. The Diocesan Council currently has the 
responsibility to structure the Diocese. Our Recommendation calls 

for the Diocesan Bishop and other bishops or their appointees, when 
necessary, to call the Regions (however many they may be) into session 
to secure the election of members to Diocesan Council, to do other 
work and programs as appropriate to the whole region, and to encourage 
sub-regionalization for work and programs in smaller groupings. The 
regional councils are made up of both clergy and laity to encourage 
full participation of the whole church membership in election members 
of Diocesan Council. 


It is envisioned that some of our diocesan program groups would find 
it advantagious to regionalize and even sub-regionalize some of their 
. activities, thus creating many more opportunities for involvement by 
an even greater number of people within the Diocese. 


DIOCESAN COUNCIL: We recommend that the Diocesan Council be restructured 
to include representatives elected by the Regional Councils. The in- 
clusion of clergy representatives is to encourage greater participation 
of the clergy both at the regional level and in the work of the Council 
itself. 


THE FUTURE: We make these recommendations to you with the understanding 
and hope of an ongoing evaluation process which would bring to our 
succeeding Conventions a continued prophetic view of the future.

Barnabas’, St. Bede's, St. James', St. John's, St. Mary's (Palms), St. 
Philip's, St. Thomas'; Malibu; Monrovia; Monterey Park; Needles, 
Newport Beach; Ojai; Oxnard; Pacific Palisades; Palos Verdes; Pasadena: 
All Saints', St. Barnabas'; Pico Rivera, Placentia; Pomona; Redlands; 
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Rialto; Riverside: All Saints', St. Michael's; San Bernardino, St.

While the Commission could ask only for resolutions concerning racial 
discrimination, there were 22 Vestries that added some combination of 
the following to their resolutions: gender, age, national origin, 
sexual preference and physical disability. 


Commentary on Resolutions submitted by the Commission 


One year ago, the 88th Annual Meeting of the Diocesan Convention 
approved the Report and Resolutions of the Task Force on Racism. One 
of the many results of that action was the establishment of this 
Commission. After a year of work, we present a number of resolutions 
dealing with the formation of a new ethnic congregation, the status of 
women clergy and the calendar of the Church. 


On the formation of ethnic congregations 


The Diocese of Los Angeles has been a pioneer in outreach to the many 
immigrant ethnic communities within its boundries. Our appreciation 

of the rich diversity within the Body of Christ to which we all belong 
is heightened with each new ethnic congregation's admission to 
communion with the Church in this Diocese. Individual parish churches 
have joined with the Diocese in doing this outreach and for that we are 
also grateful. But the resources available for the formation of new 
congregatious are limited, although the need for outreach continues to 
grow. We recognize and commend the great efforts of the Program Group 
on Mission Congregations and the Archdeacon as they have studied this 
need and addressed themselves to possible solutions. In support of 
their continuing work, we present a resolution that encourages our 
parishes and the Diocese to work together to do outreach to new ethnic 
congregations wherever they may be found in the Diocese. We are 
sensitive to the particular linguistic and cultural needs of these 
congregations and we wish to encourage the preservation of diversity, 
wherever possible, within the larger context of the neighborhood parish. 


On the deployment of women priests 


The Commission on Racism and Discrimination in conjunction with the 
Association of Women Clergy is presenting three resolutions to the 1984 
Convention of the Diocese of Los Angeles which we believe will enhance 
the opportunity for qualified women priests to be deployed at all 

levels of the church. In presenting these resolutions we would like to 
commend our own Bishop Rusack, the Standing Committee and the Commission 
on Ministry for their continued support and encouragement to the women 
clergy of the Diocese. 


The surrent situation 


After ordination women are usually able to obtain entry level positions 
as assistants in middle sized or large parishes if they so desire. 
However, moving into positions as vicars and rectors is difficult as 


women throughout the country are not included on lists of potential 
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candidates for these positions, or have been placed on the lists pro 
froma but have not been interviewed. 


These figures were compiled by the Reverend Sandra Boyd and the 
Reverend Suzanne Hiatt at the Episcopal Divinity School and are correct 
as of May 1984:

In the Diocese of Los Angeles as of December, 1984 there are 18 women 
priests, 1 woman deacon, 2 co-rectors, 1 vicar, 1 priest-in-charge, 14 
assistants, 1 unemployed. 


Some dioceses take special measures to enhance the deployment of women 
clergy. Amongst them are the following: 


Newark - 23 women priests. 1 woman archdeacon assistant to the bishop, 
3 rectors, 4 vicars. The bishop appoints women as vicars. 


Southern Ohio. 7 women priests. 6 rectors, 1 assistant, 5 deacons, 1 
deacon in charge. Total 12 women clergy. In 1981 their 
diocesan convention passed a resolution that every parish 
searching for a rector must interview women and ethnic 
minorities. 


Michigan - 33 women priests, 4 deacons. No rectors (one recently called 
but turned the position down to take a seminary teaching 
position), 1 vicar, 1 priest in charge, 19 assistants, 2 
interim, 1 assistant to the bishop, 1 deacon in charge. The 
bishop always includes women on lists but he does not require 
they be interviewed. If there is a vacancy women priests are 
appointed as interims. 


New York - 82 women priests. 1 on the bishop's staff, 2 on the Cathedral 
staff, 2 rectors, 1 co-rector, 1 vicar, 1 priest in charge, 21 
assistants, 53 canonically resident. Women are always included 
on lists and must be interviewed. 


From our investigations the deployment of women priests is enhanced 
when the following conditions are present: 1) The bishop exerts his 
influence on parishes and missions so that they will consider women as 
rectors and vicars; 2) Parishes express their overt willingness to 
seriously consider women candidates, thereby dispelling the assumption 
that the parish is not "ready" for a woman;; 3) Competent women priests 
are highly visible in the life of the diocese, on the bishop's staff, 
on commissions, as interims, consultants and in diocesan liturgies and 
other functions. 
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Finally we believe that the moral leadership of the Presiding Bishop 
should set the tone for the whole church in this matter. Similar 
resolutions regarding the election of the presiding bishop are being 
presented in Newark and in other dioceses throughout the country. 


On the Calendar of the Prayer Book 


The 88th Annual Convention approved a resolution calling upon the 
Commission on Liturgy and Music to prepare a resolution for the 89th 
Annual Convention that would call upon the 1985 General Convention to 
expand the Prayer Book Calendar so as to include "worthy individuals 
of Hispanic and other descent." The Commission on Racism and 
Discrimination has assisted the Commission on Liturgy and Music in 
preparing this resolution. It has been approved unanimously by both 
Commissions. The names included in the resolution express our wish 
that they be considered by the Standing Commission on Liturgy and 
Music but the decision is theirs not ours regarding those names that 
are adopted for the Calendar. 


Committee Reflection 


Each of us, male and female, clergy and laity, has to face the election 
of bishops from time to time in this diocese. For those of us who are 
delegates, the election of a bishop requires our particular attention 
to the will of God as we cast our votes. But in our reflection, a 
primary concern must be for the selection of candidates and the 
election of a bishop who will declare unequivocal support for the 
ordination of women and their deployment. The Episcopal Church 
authorizes the ordination of women as well as men for the sacred 
ministry and those who are set apart for the episcopal ministry have 
responsibility to foster adherence to the Canons both in letter and 

in spirit.

Jesus' passionate concern for the disabled permeated 
his brief ministry in Palestine. So central was this con- 
cern, in Jesus' mind, that he defined himself by his love 
for the disabled rather than accept a preconceived stereo- 
type. To the question, "Are you the messiah?" he responded: 


Go and tell John what you hear and see: the blind 
receive their sight and the lame walk, lepers are 
cleansed and the deaf hear, and the dead are raised 
up, and the poor have good news preached to them. 


Matt. 11:4-5 RSV 


Scriptural illustration of Jesus' abiding concern for the 
sick, lame, and demon-possessed is overwhelming. In the 
synoptic gospels there are 22 stories of miraculous healing 
and in the Gospel of- John there are 5 such stories. 


These stories of healings dem- 
onstrate Jesus' deep commitment 
to the disabled. His was a love 
which knew no bounds. Such rad- 
ical commitment was embarrassing 
to the early church. First cen- 
tury society, influenced by the 
Judaic obsession with ritual 
cleanliness, viewed unsympathe- 
tically the lepers, the hemorr- 
haging woman, the possessed, the 
deaf. Yet it is through the 
scriptural recounting of these 
stories.of Jesus’ concern that 
we can see the profound nature 
of God's love as demonstrated in 
the life of Christ. 


It is possible that the handi- 
capped were among the earliest 
followers of Jesus of Nazareth. 


And a leper came to him 
beseeching him, and kneel- 
ing said to him, "If you 
will, you can make me clean." 
Moved with pity, he stretched 
out his hand and touched 
him, and said to him, "I 
will; be clean." And im- 
mediately the leprosy left 
him, and he was made clean. 
And he sternly charged him, 
and sent him away at once, 
and said to him, "See that 
you say nothing to any one; 
but go, show yourself to 
the priest, and offer for 
your cleansing what Moses 
commanded, for a’ proof to 
the people." But he went 
out and began to talk 
freely about it, and to 
spread the news, so that 
Jesus could no longer 
openly enter a town, but 
was out in the country; 

and people came to him 
from every quarter. 


Mark 1:40-45 RSV 


Of great interest also is 
St. Paul's "thorn in the flesh" 
(2 Cor. 12:17). This puzzling 
phrase has generated much spec- 
ulation but clearly something 
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was different about Paul; he was 
not attractive nor was he impres- 
sive as a speaker. Yet this least 
likely apostle was the most ef- 
fective. Thus there is evidence 
that in the earliest days of the 
Nazarene movement (as early Chris- 
tianity was called) the disabled, 
healed and unhealed, were in- 
volvea "up front" as witnesses and 
evangelists. 


Soon, however, the church would 
disregard the radical nature of 
Jesus' ministry, his ministry of 
enabling the dispossessed, and con- 
centrate on the safer pious acts 
of charity. The letter of James, 
while appearing to call the faith- 
ful to Christian works, lists only 
those acts which are encumbent on 


- righteous persons of any faith: 


Religion that is pure and un- 
defiled before God and the : 
Father is this: to visit orphans 
and widows in their affliction, 
and to keep oneself unstained 
from the world. 


James 1:27 RSV 


Contrast the above statement with 
the following: 


And they came to Bethsaida. 
Andsome people brought to him 
a blind man, and begged him to 
touch him. And he took the 
blind man by the hand, and led 
him out of the village; and when 
he had spit on his eyes and 
laid his hands upon him, he 
_asked him, "Do you see any- 
thing?" And he looked up and 
said, “I see men; but they 
look like trees, walking." 
Then again he laid his hands 
upon his eyes; and he looked 
intently and was restored, and 
saw everything clearly. And 
he sent him away to his home, 
saying, “Do not even enter the 
village."

theological 
issues 


Where Jesus' followers went 
wrong, and still frequently go 
wrong, is in their theological 
understanding of perfection. It 
is true that we are called to a 
perfection that is only found in 
Christ. Unfortunately we un- 
consiously pervert this concept 
and see as somehow evil anything 
that is not “perfect” in our 
eyes. We blame victims; we at- 
tribute pernicious characteris- 
tics to the bent and lame; we 
accuse the deaf of stupidity and 
wonder if the retarded have souls. 
We develop so easily a self- _ 
righteous attitude. This attitude 
turns our charity into patron- 
izing mush. 


The appropriate Fheoleay which 
Jesus enacted, and Paul “ 
scribed in his letters, is one 
which recognizes that we are 
justified--made perfect--by grace. 
Without this Grace we are all 
broken, handicapped, disabled, 
and limited. It is not by chance 
that the Church has developed the 
tradition of going to Jesus on 
our knees, hobbled, so to speak, 
with our eyes closed and our 
tongues tied. We are all, in 
the presence of God, handicapped, 
and so, in fact, any ministry 
that the Church does is ministry 
by the disabled. It is the 
wounded healer" that is the true 
Christian minister. 


new directions 


It is impossible to measure the 
impact of the Church, over the 
centuries, on the lives of dis- 
abled people. Much of the minis- 
try of the Church has been a min- 
istry to. Institutions have been 
formed to help the blind, the 
homeless, the lame, the insane, 


the pregnant, even the lepers. 
Yet we must admit that prevailing 
patronizing attitudes have often 
turned these institutions into 
ghettos of Dickensian squalor. 


However, Christian principles 
may have prevailed where Chris- 
tian practice failed. The 
Christian assertion of the value 
of each individual has become a 
prevailing truth in our society. 
We see now exciting trends as the 
disabled, with a new self-awareness, 
and aided by new technologies, are 
achieving greater independence 
and visability in society. 


It is now the general society 
which is leading the church into 
a new awareness of the disabled. 
The Rehabilitation Act of 1973 
has become the standard by which 
we in the Church should judge 
ourselves. Section 504 of this 
act states succinctly: 


No otherwise qualified handi- 
capped individual in the 
United States. . .shall, 
solely by reason of his hand- 
icap, be excluded from the 
participation in, be denied 
the benefits of, or be sub- 
jected to discrimination under 
any program or activity re- 
ceiving Federal financial 
assistance. 


Following the lead of the Fed- 
eral government, which has declared 
the 1980s the "Decade of the Dis- 
abled," and the United Nations 
which declared 1981 the "Inter- 
national Year of Disabled Persons", 
the National Council of Churches 
declared its Year of the Disabled. 
This report will request that the 
Diocese of Los Angeles 
declare 1985 for the same purpose. 


What the secular world is learn- 
ing and what the Church should 
have learned a long time ago is 
that the disabled are not a li- 


ability or moral obligation but 
rather a tremendous resource, 
The U.S. Conference of Catholic 
Bishops express this fact in 
their "Pastoral Statement on the 
Handicapped" (1978). 


The leaders and the general 
membership of the church 

must educate themselves to 
appreciate fully the contri- 
bution handicapped people can 
make to the church's spiritual 
life. Handicapped individuals 
bring with them a special 
insight into the meaning of 
life, for they live, more 

than the rest of us perhaps, 
in the shadow of the cross, 
And aout of their experience 
they forge virtues like 
courage, patience, persever- 
ance, compassion, and sen- 
sitivity that serve as an 
inspiration to all Christians, 


The ministry of the church to 

the disabled too often has served 
to repress the contribution the 
handicapped can make. If the 
current development of self- 
awareness and assertiveness of 
the disabled means that once 
again ‘they will be at the fore- 
front of the witness and ministry 
of the church, as were the 
earliest followers of Jesus, then 
the church will be greatly em- 
powered and enabled, 


needs of the 
disabled 


In our euphoria over dis- 
covering such a great resource 
for the ministry of the church 
we must not overlook the fact 
that life for handicapped per- 
sons is very difficult and very 
different from that of the able- 
bodied, What these difficulties 
are vary, Of course, depending 
on the disability. As the 
following list shows, dis- 
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abilities are wide-ranging: 


+Blindness 

+Deafness 

+Sensory impairment 
+Cardio-vascular failure 
+Respiratory dysfunction 
+Alcohol/Drug dependency 
+Emotional/Psychological illness 
+Musculo-skeletal dysfunction 
+Neurological disorder, 


The causes and consequences of 
disability are so varied and so 
numerous that a general defini- 
tion sounds vague and non-specific. 
The 1978 Rehabilitation Act de- 
fines a disabled person as one who 
is substantially limited in one 
or more of life's functions. The 
Mayor's Office for the Handi- 
capped in Los Angeles expands 
this definition to ‘include those 
whose past disability affects 
their current situations and those 
who, though not limited, are per- 
ceived to be (e.g. disfiqured 
persons and persons whose speech 
impediments make them appear re- 
tarded). Although there is little 
hard statistical data, most agen- 
cies estimate that 15% of the 
general population would be class- 
ified as disabled. 


While there is diversity there 
is also common ground amonq the 
disabled. Whatever the disability, 
life is difficult. Seemingly 
minor problems can be exacerbated 
by a disability but major dif- 
ficulties make life extra- 
ordinarily difficult for a handi- 
capped person, Intersections, 
dangerous to all, are deadly to 
those who cannot see or hear, or 
who have difficulty walking. Iso- 
lation and anxiety plaque mass 
society, but this is a chronic 
problem for those who lack mobility 
or who communicate with difficulty. 


The number one problem which dis- 
abled persons face is housing. 
Housing close to markets and med- 
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ical services, affordable,and ap- 
propriate to the specific needs 
of the individual, is well-nigh 
impossible to find in a city 
which, according to the 1980 cen- 
sus has a vacancy rate of 3.6%. 
Those in wheelchairs need ramps, 
elevators, wide doors, and spe- 
cial bathroom fixtures. Those 
with braces on their legs need 
handrails and level surfaces 

(no ramps, thankyou!). The deaf 
need communication devices and 
some of the blind need a place 

to keep their dogs. The list is 
almost endless, Without appro- 
priate housing the disabled per- 
son is virtually powerless to 
overcome isolation and dependency, 


In Southern California, where 
the car is king and pedestrians 
and bus riders are left to ~ 
breathe the dust and dirt, the 
handicapped have particular 
transportation problems. The 
blind, or those in wheelchairs, 
the emotionally disabled and 
the retarded often have to travel 
to receive medical attention, 
negotiate with beauracrats, or 
go to church, The present sys- 
tem is inappropriate and in- 
adequate, 


The ethnic variation which so 
enriches the life of cities on 
the Pacific rim causes havoc 
among the disabled and the pur- 
veyors of services for the dis- 
abled. While 15% of the popula- 
tion is disabled, less than 2} 
will have any one handicap, Give 
that 2% twenty different lan- 
guages and cultural adaptations 
to their condition and then try 
to establish an effective social 
service program. You will see 
quickly that the ethnic diver- 
sity of the Diocese serves to 
further isolate the disabled per- 
son. 


Given the current state of our 
economy and our social structure 
it is not surprising that another 


common problem among the dis- 
abled is poverty. The Los 
Angeles Mayor's Office estimates 
that the percent of disabled 
living at or below poverty level 
is far higher than the 16.4% of 
the general population so cate- 
gorized. For those poor who are 
also slow of speech, hard of 
hearing, home-bound, without a 
telephone or with no place to 
stay, even the emergency services 
offered by charitable groups are 
inaccessible. 


Poverty among the disabled 
is exacerbated by unemployment. 
In an already tight job market, 
employment choices are further 
restricted to those jobs which 
the handicapped person can do. 
Opportunities are narrowed even 
more by the dearth of employers 
sufficiently enlightened to hire 
the disabled. Once hired there 
are still more hurdles. The 
work place may have to be altered 
to meet the needs a person with 
a particular handicap will 
have. In fast-paced, competi- 
tive jobs, employees must adjust 
to the extra time involved in 
working with many of the disabled. 
The disabled may feel qreat pres- 
sure to be extra productive in 
order to counteract the fears 
and prejudices of employers. In 
addition to all these problems, 
the work place is currently under- 
going rapid restructuring. Even, 
the able-bodied flounder in the 
face of work force reductions and 
high-tech retraining requirements. 


Finally, the negative effects 
of a handicap weigh not only on 
the individual but also on his 
or her family. No parent expects 
a child to have cerebral palsy, 
or develop into a schizophrenic 
or drug addict. True, we all 
know healthy, strong families 
who have struggled and, with 
God's help, prevailed, with the 
congenital, gradual, or sudden 
disability of one of its members. 


However, in today's society many 
families are not strong and 
stories of abandonment by fa- 
thers or mothers, conflicts with 
siblings, or children who ride 
roughshod over a disabled parent 
are all too common. 


preparing for 
the disabled 


In the past several years one 
word has come to summarize the 
aspirations of the handicapped: 
Access. Access is broadly con- 
ceived to include acceptance by 
the community, opportunity for 
service, appropriate transpor- 
tation, and inviting architec- 
ture. The disabled, along with 
many in our society, are denied 
access to‘the services, benefits, 
and opportunities which the main- 
stream population often take for 
granted. We call the obstacles 
to full participation of a dis- 
abled person in our churches and 
society “barriers." Barriers 
deny access. 


Perhaps the most obvious bar- 
riers are physical ones. Curbs, 
steps, poor sound systems, and a 
myriad of other obstacles await 
the disabled person. Given the 
plurality of needs of the handi- 
capped, each disability demanding 
a different accommodation, the 

‘removal and elimination of bar- 
riers becomes a very complicated 
issue. But it is an issue to 
which we in the church must res- 
pond. 


Programmatical barriers are as 
limiting as physical ones. A 
church without a transportation 
system (formal or informal) 
denies access of the blind to its 
events. Bible study which meets 
in homes excludes the disabled 
who are in wheelchairs. It is 
not so much that church members 
want to exclude the disabled. 
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But our desire to get on with 
business prevents us from taking 
time to meet the needs of the dis- 
abled when designing a program. 


It is in just such impatience 
that our attitudes about the 
blind, the deaf, the emotionally 
disturbed, become self evident. 
They are, to the busy person, 
annoying. Disabled persons take 
time: time to move, time to talk, 
time to eat, time to take care of 
themselves. So even the fairly 
well-intentioned will find them- 
selves completing the sentence for 
the speech impaired or taking 
risks with people in wheelchairs, 
or making too many decisions for 
people with limited mental ability. 


Impatience is not'the only vice. 
Ignorance and fear play an impor- 
tant part in our attitudes toward 
the disabled. Some fear that they 
may "catch" whatever it is that 
this "poor" person has. Others 
plainly dislike people that are 
different or not conventionally 
attractive. 


However, to provide access the 
church must do more than remove 
barriers and change attitudes. 

The church needs to be aggressive 
and affirmative. People who are 
isolated after a lifetime of being 
ostracized do not merge easily 
back into the fabric of the com- 
munity. They are often angry or 
depressed, introverted or non- 
communicative. They feel different 
and unwelcome. To correct years, 
centuries, of wrong, we need to 
seek out aggressively our brothers 
and sisters whom we have forgotten. 
In the process we will find the 
new life which Christ offers to 
those who follow him. 
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responsible? Our answer should 
be, “In the church--Yes!" But 
to make this a reality we must 
be specific about duties and 
tasks. 


Such a strategy does not ex- 
clude the possibility of hiring 
at the diocesan, deanery, or 
parochial level, staff for spe- 
cific projects targeted for one 
or more disabled populations. 


the goal 


To this end the Episcopal 
Church in the Diocese adopts the 
following goal: 

THE FULLEST POSSIBLE PARTICIPA- 


TION OF DISABLED PERSONS IN 


CHURCH AND SOCIETY. 


the strategy 


To pursue its goal of “fullest 
possible participation” the 
Episcopal Church must change 
attitudes and operations with 
respect to the disabled. The 
church must educate people in 
Order to change prejudice, it 
must practice affirmative action 
for the disabled, and promote the 
well being of the disabled in the 
community at large. 


The consultants and the ad hoc 
committee on ministry with the 
disabled agree that the respon- 
sibility of individuals, commit- 
tees, and oryanizations in the 
church for carrying out this goal 
must be clearly defined and 
actions well planned. Otherwise 
the goal and strategy may be lost 
in the business-as-usual of the 
church. 


The consultants and committee, 
however, do not recommend the 
hiring of a "Missioner” or dio- 
cesan staff person. While hiring 
a specialist to be attentive to 
particular goals is, in some 
respects, the easier route, the 
disabled do not want tobecompart- 
mentalized. They want to par- 
ticipate in the general life of 
the church. Thus, responsibility 
for achieving our goal must be 
shared within our family of faith. 


This does present a problem: if 
everyone is responsible is anyone

funding 


If your project is a community oriented one funding may 
be available through the following sources: 


1. FOUNDATIONS: Depending on the design 
of your program you may find funding 
through foundations. Prospective donors 
can be located through catalogs, guide- 
books,. government records and the Diocesan 
Resource Center. 


2. NATIONAL CHURCH SOURCES: United Thank 
Offering, Coalition. for Human Needs, 
Presiding Bishops Fund for World Relief, and 
Episcopal Foundation are all possible 
sources. 


3. LOCAL CHURCH SOURCES: Cathedral Corporation, 
VIM. Our Savior Fund. 


4. GOVERNMENT: Your local community government 
may have some special funding. State and 
Federal sources should not be discounted 
although funding from these sources has 
been drying up. Some funding may be 
available for handicapped transport 
vehicles. Work with aides to local poli- 
ticians. 


5. CORPORATIONS: Look for locally based 
corporations for your funding requests. 
Have your proposal clearly written and 
be prepared to pursue your needs aggressively. 


If the primary purpose of your program is to benefit 
your congregation, funding will most likely be an 
internal matter, bolstered perhaps by low income 
loans. Possible methods of getting funds could 
include: 


1. FUND RAISERS 
2. ENDOWMENT: either through the principal 


or by designating endowment interest over 
a period of time. 
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Funding 


3. DESIGNATED AND SPECIAL GIFTS: through 
members of the congregation

1. Wage and salary adjustments as necessary to reflect the 
recommendations of an independent Management Consultant study. 


2. Where applicable, a 3.8% cost-of-living increase. 
3. Budget provision for a Suffragan Bishop, to be elected. 


The high priority set by Diocesan Council for our pledge to the 
National Church is reflected in a $ 50,000 increase vs. 1984. 
However, the proposed pledge of $ 425,000 continues significantly 
short of the 1985 apportionment to this Diocese of $ 604,000.

The organizational meeting of the Standing Committee was held at Diocesan 
House on December 7, 1983, at which time the Reverend Charles E. Bennison, 
Jr., was elected President; the Reverend John P. Ashey, II, Secretary; the 
Reverend Don Miller and Dr. John Fricker, representatives to Diocesan 
Council; and the Reverend Emily Hall to the Commission on Ministry. Mrs. 
Madge Miller and the Reverend Don Miller were welcomed as members newly- 
elected to the Committee by the Diocesan Convention. 


During the twelve months there were six regular meetings and one special 
meeting of the Committee. On one occasion during the Bishop's absence 
the Committee acted as the Ecclesiastical Authority.

Summary of significant actions of the Board of Directors of the Corpora- 
tion of the Diocese during the period of July lst, 1983 to June 30th, 
1984. 


July 1983 - No meeting. 


August 16, 1983 Discussed various restricted and non-restricted funds. 
Reported the establishment of a sinking fund for the bond issue at St. 
Margaret's, San Juan Capistrano. Also reviewed the bank loan for the 
building project at St. Margaret's. Discussed and approved various in- 
come and expense items for Camp Stevens. Authorized equipment purchases, 


and the leasing of two copy machines. 


September 1983, October 1983 - No meeting 


November 15, 1983 Discussed a proposal for the purchase of a large of- 
fice building on Wilshire Boulevard adjacent to St. James' Church and ap- 
pointed a committee to investigate the proposition further. Discussed a 
long-range plan by the landowners to develop the entire city block upon 
which Diocesan House is situated. Transferred the assets and management 
responsibilities from the Corporation Sole to the Corporation of the 
Diocese of the Glendale properties of Church of the Magdalene. Discussed 
and approved a cash flow analysis of the various loans, projects and in- 
come projections at San Juan Capistrano. Approved the repayment of sums 
advanced by the Corporation Sole to satisfy the money owed to the Diocese 
of San Diego for its interest in the Diocesan House property. 


December 13, 1983 The President welcomed the new Board members and gave 
a brief background on the makeup of the Diocese. Officers for the year 
were elected, the executive committee was appointed and Diocesan Council 
representatives were appointed. An audit committee was appointed to 
renew corporate auditing procedures and to interview auditing firms and 
make recommendations to the Board. 1984 clergy housing allowances were 
reviewed and approved. Authorized maintenance expenditures and a pledge 
to the National Church for a church computer program. An enlarged com- 
mittee was appointed to study the proposed Wilshire property purchase. 


January 17, 1984 Discussed in depth the possible acquisition of property 
in Agoura, the status of the property at Valencia, and an update on the 
Wilshire property.

March 10, 1984 Heard a proposal from the congregation at Agoura-Westlake 
regarding future plans. Approved an MEF loan for the building project 

at Lake Arrowhead. Discussed the matter of Diocesan co-sponsorship for 
HUD senior citizen building projects. Discussed further the plans for 
the development of the Diocesan House property. 


April 17, 1984 Heard a further report regarding Agoura-Westlake. Ap- 
pointed a committee to work with the Housing Commission to work out 
guidelines for senior citizens housing projects. 


June 19, 1984 Heard and approved requests from various parishes and 


missions for funding for building projects. 


At all meetings the board reviewed, discussed and approved the various 
housekeeping activities including financial reports, required resolutions 
and other corporate matters.

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ON CAMPING 


The goal of the camping program is to help the individual relate to God 
as a responsible member of the Christian community; as a caretaker of 
God's creation, and as a creative human being. Campers work together in 
small groups, encountering and sharing the power of love, forgiveness and 
faith. As they become more comfortable in a natural outdoor setting, 
they discover intricate relationships among the land, plants and living 
creatures and the people of God. Through planning and participating in 
activities, individuals discover and develop their God-given talents, 
enabling growth of body, mind and spirit. 


The Program Group on Camping continues to provide outdoor education 
programs for parish day schools, backpacking and travel camping opportuni- 
ties, adult seminars, family programs and leadership training, as well as 
the summer camping program. The Program Group also provides facilities 

at Camp Stevens for use by parish, deanery and diocesan retreat and 
conference groups. 


Our wilderness program for youth-at-risk (preventing young people becoming 
involved with the juvenile justice system) has provided two programs in 
the last year. Troubled teenagers have an opportunity to learn more about 
themselves and look to the future so that they may help themselves find a 
positive role in their home, church and community. 


As part of our ongoing exchange program with St. Paul's School in Tokyo, 
Peter and Vicki Bergstrom of Camp Stevens and the Reverend Steve and Tia 
Galipeau led a second exchange tour of Japan and Hawaii for persons age 
15 to 20 this last summer. Next summer, we are looking forward to the 
return of students and teachers from St. Paul"s School for a week-long 
session at Camp Stevens. 


The summer of 1985 will see our first wilderness trek to Alaska. John 
Horton of Camp Stevens and the Reverend Dean Farrar, St. Thomas’, Hacienda 
Heights, will lead a group of 20 persons, age 16 and older, to Alaska. 
They will take part in an extended wilderness trip that will include 
backpacking in the mountains and kayaking on Prince Williams Sound. In 
addition to learning a variety of wilderness skills, participants will 
explore a unique part of God's world and will also learn about themselves 
and each other from their experiences together as a small community. Some 
time will also be spent travelling near Anchorage, the Kenai Peninsula 
and Denali National Park and hopefully visiting one of the Diocesan 
Episcopal Camps in the area. 


The proposed new conference and lodging facility at Camp Stevens is mov- 
ing closer to becoming a reality. Final architectural plans are near 
completion and almost all of the needed permits have been acquired. Con- 
struction should begin within the next year. 


Camp Stevens, through the participation of its director and assistant 
director, maintains an active involvement in the American Camping 
Association and its ecumenical subgroup - the Council of Religiously 


Affiliated Camps. In addition to providing both program and logistical 
support for the 1984 ACA National Convention in San Diego, the staff 
remains actively involved in the National and Provincial Associations of 
Episcopal Camps and Conference Center Directors.

ON CHRISTIAN EDUCATION AND LEADERSHIP TRAINING 


This year has been one in which the Program Group as such has focused its 
attention more on developing a sense of its purpose and working toward 
activities and emphases that will be of greater use to the entire Diocese 
than on carrying out specific programs. We have supported several pro- 
grams in conjunction with other program groups and commissions, in line 
with the cooperative policies established under the new Consortium system. 


Individual members of our group remain active in various facets of the 
educational and training ministries of the Diocese. For instance, two 

of our members, the Reverend Dean Farrar and I, constituted the Design 
Team for the Study Conference -on the Future of the Diocese, held in 
Anaheim in May. Several other members of the Program Group served as fa- 
cilitators at that Conference. Before her move to Oregon, one of our 
consultants, Judy Leonetti, developed a superb curriculum resource for 
Advent, Christmas, and Epiphanytide, following up on her very well 
received resource for Lent published last year. 


As this reporting year draws to a close, we are looking forward to 
several projects of a cooperative nature, which are soon to be presented 
to the Consortium for funding, and we expect that the abilities of our 
Program Group people will continue to be widely used. We want the 
Diocesan Family to know that we have a highly skilled group of people who 
are available for parish consultations and training programs. All it 
takes to tap into that resource is a call to the Chairman or to our 
invaluable liaison, Elizabeth High, Missioner for Christian Education and 
Leadership Training.

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ON MINISTRY IN HIGHER EDUCATION 


The last four years have witnessed a renaissance in our diocese's ministry 
in higher education. New ministries have been established at different 
colleges within the diocese and ongoing ministries have renewed themselves. 
This rebirth has come about through the efforts of concerned members of 
the Body of Christ who realized the truth in Bishop Blanchard's words, 
"the ministry in higher education is the greatest domestic mission field 
in the Church." This report seeks to give you a sense of the excitment 
that we have all shared in during this period of new growth and renewal. 
It will report on the works now in progress, outline the history of our 
diocese's ministry in this field, and give a rationale for our plans and 
financial needs for the next several years. 


The Anglican tradition, from its earliest years, has wholeheartedly sup- 
ported the educational enterprise of every culture in which they have been 
established. In this country, the church that was established in James- 
town, Virginia, gave birth to the College of William and Mary. Throughout 
its history, the Episcopal Church has shaped higher education and has led 
the way in ministry to the members of the academic community. 


The snows of New England could not extinguish the spark laid at Bowdoin, 
nor could the savagery and divisions of the Civil War prevent the es- 
tablishment of our educational enterprise at Sewanee, the University 

of the South. 


From its founding, the Diocese of Los Angeles has supported ministry in 
higher education. When the University of California at Los Angeles was 
being built in Westwood its construction was mirrored by our construction 
of the Bishop Johnson Memorial Chapel that grew into St. Alban's Church. 
The foundation of each of the University of California campuses within 

our diocese has been matched by the establishment of a ministry that would 
serve the surrounding community as well as the campus that it embraced. 


These missions as well as all our works at the several schools, colleges 
and universities established in our diocese have enjoyed long standing 
support of this church. 


Yet in the last few years, our support of ministry in higher education 
has flagged. The reasons for this erosion of support are manifold and 
not without reason. The response of many students to the perplexities of 
the sixties, the necessity of mission activity directed toward ethnic 
groups which have established themselves in the diocese in the last 
decade, all this notwithstanding the growth of the diocesan family in 
general; have contributed to a decrease in the support of our funding of 
this essential ministry. 


As the other sections of this report will point out there are over 500,000 
students here and one of the highest concentrations of educational insti- 

tutions to be found in any diocese in this nation. It goes without saying 
that these individuals, students, faculty, and staff need our support. 


As of this date, we support full time or parish based ministries at 10 
campuses. This represents real growth over the last three years. This 
increased level of activity means that each of these ministries has 
greater financial pressure placed upon it as each new mission has been 
started. Our success has caused difficulty for the continuing work at 
our other campus ministries. 
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In spite of financial constraints, these chaplaincies have helped young 
men and women grow in their Christian faith, have counseled them in their 
vocational decisions, prepared them to serve as the future leadership of 
this church, and led them into a deeper appreciation of their unique 
ministry to Christ's church. This critical mission has continued and 

has even redoubled its efforts in spite of the financial constraints 
under which it has been forced to labor. 


Many may question the need for this ministry in these times. The cam- 
puses are quiet, they may say. Yet, the questions confronting today's 
students are as perplexing as they were in the late sixties. 


In those times, students were concerned with the relevancy of their edu- 
cation. Today, they want their years in college to prepare them for a 
career in some field of employment or profession. Our ministry in higher 
education should be prepared to address both concerns. This work should 
always address itself to the aspirations of all people who seek the bene- 
fits that education can bring. What we address should not be the secular 
ambitions of this generation of student, nor the remembrances of previous 
generations, but the unique problems that face the members of the con- 
temporary academic community. 


These concerns are many, but they cluster about the poles of vocational- 
ism-a theory that turns the whole of the educational enterprise into 
training for employment; secularism-the adherence to a belief system 

that does damage to our adherence in a faith that rests upon belief in the 
Bible, Teaching, Tradition, and the power of human rational capacity; 

and the lure of literalistic and cultic groups that seek to demean ration- 
al faith by inducing slavish adherence to some form of teaching that robs 
people of their God given freedom. 


Our ministry as a believing community is to provide an alternative to 
these systems that promise much but deliver little. Our ministry to 
these communities seeks to direct them towards a middle way which builds 
its faith upon the pillars of the teaching, the tradition, and Biblical 
understanding of our forebearers. This is a faith that is informed 

and shaped by human beings responding to the situations in which they 
live. 


To choose to cling to one of these poles to the exclusion of the others 
may bring temporary comfort which eventually only postpones and makes 
worse the neverending conflict in which we are involved. 


As Anglicans, we are called to embrace this tension and this conflict 
and to let the world know that within it the meaning of the passion of 
our Lord is to be found. This task, though difficult, is our ministry 
in higher education. We must make clear to each generation of students, 
that their quest for truth is not begun ab novo, but must begin at the 
foot of the cross upon which our Lord was crucified. These ministries 
must demonstrate that a life can be built upon this truth against which 
neither sect nor secularism can prevail. 


This is a neverending process. and it must be continued in the name of 
each succeeding generation. Its requirements and its direction may alter 
from time to time, but our response to the necessity for it must never 
waver. For this reason and this reason alone, we cannot fail to support 
and to continue to uphold our ministry in higher education. 
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A HISTORICAL OVERVIEW OF OUR MINISTRY IN HIGHER EDUCATION 


The relationship between the Anglican tradition and the Anglican communi- 
ty goes back to the roots of the English reformation. It was at Cambridge 
that the writings of Erasmus and Luther transmitted ideas. about Christian 
humanism and the Protestant Reformation that were to shape the thinking 

of Thomas Cranmer, Richard Hooker and other leading minds in the birth 

of Anglicanism. This academic atmosphere allowed tensions between 
Catholic tradition, Protestant reform, and rational reflection to co- 
exist creatively to produce the intellectual and theological foundations 
of Anglicanism. 


The establishment of the colonies in North America, also witnessed this 


close connection between the Anglican communion and higher education. 
Thomas Bray, founder of the Society for the Promoting Christian Knowledge, 
founded’ libraries in the colonies at the close of the seventeenth century. 
In Virginia, the charter for an Anglican college, William and Mary, was 
signed in 1693. In New York, Trinity Church became known as the godmother 
of the founding of King's College, later Columbia, in 1754. Similar 
events in Philadelphia led to the founding of what later became the 
University of Pennsylvania. ; 


These early events have been echoed in the Diocese of Los Angeles in the 
development of ministry in higher education as Southern California has 
become a leading educational center in the United States. When UCLA 
moved to its new Westwood campus, the Episcopal Church moved with it. 
Johnson Chapel was built in 1931, and, with Royce Hall, was one of the 
first buildings in Westwood. The Chapel was built through a diocesan 
campaign which solicited $1.00 contributions from everyone in the 
diocese. The first service was held on Christmas Eve in 1931. Bishop 
Stevens served as one of the first presidents of the University Religious 
Conference at UCLA. The URC was one of the first interfaith campus 
ministries founded in the United States. The full time chaplaincy began 
in 1951, when the Reverend Lawrence Carter was called. In the late 
1950's and the early 1960's the program grew to include assistant chap- 
lains who were to be trained for other campus ministries in the diocese. 
At the University of Southern California. Canterbury at USC was initiated 
in the late 1930's and early 1940's by Dr. George Davidson, then Rector 
of St. John's Parish. As USC grew, the Diocese came to share with St. 
John's Parish the responsibility for the campus work, and eventually, a 
full-time chaplain was appointed. In the late 1950's and early 1960's, 
the Diocese assigned two full-time chaplains and joined with other 
denominations to acquire offices and a meeting room on the campus. 


Other campus ministries followed at UC Santa Barbara, UC Irvine, and Cal 
Tech. Plans for the development of a ministry at UC Santa Barbara began 
in 1948, when Trinity Parish purchased three acres of land near the 
university where St. Michael's University Church now stands. Just a few 
blocks from the campus. A house was built in 1954, to serve a chaplain 
and to provide a place for students to meet. The church was built in the 
early 1960's. In 1965, seven communions joined together to support a 
campus minister at UC Irvine. An ecumenical center was established on 
campus and St. Paul's, Tustin sent an assistant one half-day a week. In 
1966, a full-time position began when the Reverend Edward P. Allen was 
called as chaplain. Ministry to Cal Tech began under the initiative of 
the Reverend John Burt, Rector of All Saints', Pasadena, as a parish- 
based campus ministry. 
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MINISTRIES AND MISSIONS CURRENTLY IN PROGRESS 


The present situation in ministry in higher education in the Diocese shows 
a resurgence of interest and effort for ministries at our institutions 
of higher learning. 


Ministry in Metropolitan Los Angeles 
*UCLA 


The Reverend Giles L. Asbury has been the Episcopal Chaplain to UCLA since 
1981. Here, he organized a multi-faceted program to faculty students, 

and staff in this community of 50,000 in Westwood. His ministry takes 
many forms - regular worship in the Johnson Memorial Chapel which fea- 
tures a creative liturgical life and a variety of musical styles, dis- 
cussion groups, classes, fellowship with students and a faculty luncheon 
series. He serves as program chairman of the University Religious Con- 
ference and participates in administrative personnel. He also advises 
student groups that address various issues affecting campus life. 


In his capacity as program chair of the University Religious Conference, 
Father Asbury helps to coordinate an interfaith program which supports 
Roman Catholic, Jewish, and six Protestant ministries. The URC sponsors 
a year round series of ecumenical religious services, symposia for facul- 
ty and students, and many other student gatherings. The URC also 

directs UNICAMP, a camp for underprivileged children which is funded and 
operated by UCLA students. 


Father Asbury had the tremendous task of coordinating the religious minis- 
tries within the different Olympic villages, as well as serving as 
Religious Service Coordinator for the UCLA Olympic village during the 
XXIII Olympiad. 


OCCIDENTAL COLLEGE 


The Reverend Richard Graves' ministry is a program operating out of St. 
Barnabas’ Church in Eagle Rock, just a few blocks from the college. The 
Episcopal presence on campus is known as the "Via Media". This program 
has included lunches on campus, worship services in the chapel, and a 
course on Centering Prayer. In addition, cooperative work is done with 
the Chaplain of the college. 


CAL TECH 


The Reverend Huston Horn carried out his ministry trhough the "Cal Tech 
Y". This ministry has cosponsored events with other groups. Events 
have included a lecture by Canon Bryan Green, a street allegory, and a 
lecture on "Physics and Metaphysics: The Relation between Science and 
Religion". 


Campus Ministry in the North of the Diocese 
UC SANTA BARBARA 
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The Reverend Gary Commins serves as Episcopal chaplain at UCSB and as 
Vicar of St. Michael's University Church. A main thrust of this ministry 
has been to create a congregation in which students are incorporated into 
all aspects of the mission's life, to develop Christian leadership in the 
future. Half of the mission's pledges come from students. Half of the 
Bishop's Committee is made up of graduate and undergraduate students. 
Programs within the mission have a high involvement of students - quarter- 
ly retreats, a musical program of concerts and services, liturgical 
dramas, Sunday "mini-lectures" on Church History and the Bible, and 
regular Bible study. Students have also played important roles in St. 
Michael's service to the community-fundraising for groups like the Pre- 
siding Bishop's Fund for World Relief, participating in food and clothing 
drives and volunteering to serve at a breakfast program. 


On-campus programs include a lunchtime discussion group for faculty, staff 
and graduate students on faith and the intellectual life, groups on 
Christian meditation, ecumenical gatherings and worship opportunities co- 


ordinated through the University Religious Center, and social activities 
such as basketball and co-ed softball teams. 


Campus Ministry in the Eastern Part of the Diocese 


UC RIVERSIDE 


The Reverend George Councell operates this ministry from St. George's 
Church, about a mile from the campus. This part-time ministry includes 
weekly eucharists and discussions within the "Canterbury Community" and 
in an ecumenical setting. This program has also featured regular re- 
treats and Sunday brunches for students. 


UNIVERSITY OF REDLANDS 


The Reverend John Saville III has begun this ministry working out of 
Trinity Church. The goals of this ministry are to provide Episcopal 
staff, students, and friends with special opportunities for worship, 
study and fellowship; to strengthen ties between Trinity Parish and the 
campus; and to work with other denominations in supporting the religious 
life activities sponsored by the University. A weekly service of Holy 
Eucharist, a Bible study, and campouts have provided time for spiritual 
enrichment and community building. 


Campus Ministry in the Southern Part of the Diocese 
UC IRVINE 


UC Irvine has once again become an active center of Episcopal ministry 
beginning in the Fall of 1984. The Reverend Susan Klein has taken a 
position at UC Irvine in addition to serving at St. Andrew's Church, 
Irvine. Her presence will reestablish an active ministry at this campus. 
UC Irvine and the other University of California campuses located in this 
diocese make up one half of one of the largest and most prestigious 
university systems found anywhere in the world. 


OTHER NEW DEVELOPMENTS 
UNIVERSITY OF SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA 


One of the most exciting developments of ministry in the diocese is the 
revival and itensification of our mission to USC. The Reverend Eric Law 
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will begin his ministry at USC this Fall. This full time ministry is a 
special program which will emphasize work among the Asian students at USC 
as well as among Asians at other major metropolitan campuses throughout 
the diocese. 


CALIFORNIA STATE UNIVERSITY, LONG BEACH 


All Saints" and St. Gregory's Churches in Long Beach are investigating 
the possibility of co-sponsoring a chaplain at California State Univer- 
sity at Long Beach. This campus, with an enrollment of over 50,000 has 
long been in need of an Episcopal ministry to the institution. 


These new developments represent a trend in which our diocesan ministry 
in higher education moves beyond the University of California campuses 
and begins to develop work in state university campuses around the 
ciodese. This new work is undertaken while we continue to maintain and 
strengthen our work in existing institutional, mission, and parish-based 
ministries. 


DIOCESAN AND NATIONAL CONFERENCES 


In addition to the full time chaplaincies and the growing number of 
parish-based campus programs, ministry in higher education in the Diocese 
of Los Angeles has been enriched over the past two years by some signi- 
ficant diocesan retreats/conferences and a major national conference. 


In the Fall of 1982, the Program Group for Ministry in Higher Education 
sponsored the first diocesan students conference in many years - "You 
and the 80's: Morals, the Marketplace, and the Home". Held at a camp- 
ground on the shores of Lake Arrowhead, the conference featured the 
Reverend William Rankin, Ph.D. and Ms. Jane Rodgers Dill, Ph.D. as 
speakers. 


In the Spring of 1983, a one-day conference on parish-based campus 
ministry was held on the campus of Occidental College, Los Angeles. The 
Reverend George E. Councell, Rector of St. George's Parish, Riverside, 
and Chaplain to the University of California at Riverside read a paper 
whose theme was ways a parish could mobilize its resources to engage in 
campus work. His observations were based on his own experiences in the 
dual role of parish priest and college chaplain. 


"A Turning of Time", the first National Gathering of students, faculty 
and staff sponsored by the Episcopal Church in ten years, took place in 
Estes Park, Colorado, last December 9, 1983 - January 3, 1984. The week 
long schedule was punctuated by the presence of the Right Reverend 
Desmond Tuto and Presiding Bishop John Allin, a variety of workshops and 
worship experiences, as well as skiing and other winter sports made the 
conference an unforgetable experience. The delegation from the Diocese 
of Los Angeles numbered fifteen and was led by the Reverend Giles L. 
Asbury, Chaplain to UCLA. 


A diocesan student conference entitled, "1984", was held on April 27th- 
29th at St. Matthew's Church, Pacific Palisades. Students and faculty 
representing seven college campuses took part in this week-end of 
reflection and recreation. The Very Reverend Jon Olson, Dean of Bloy 
House and the Reverend Warner Traynham, Rector of St. John's, Los Angeles 
gave presentations designed to help those participating to understand 
their Christian lives in light of George Orwell's predictions about 
totalitarianism and the reality of present day life.

The Reverend Giles L. Asbury 
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ON MISSION CONGREGATIONS 


The Convention's Charter for the Program Group on Mission Congregations: 
The Diocese is committed to take the Episcopal Church into new communi- 
ties in an ongoing outreach of evangelism; and, to support and nurture 
smaller mission congregations to the point that full self support is 
attained. The grant received by each mission is expected to decrease each 
year, reflecting an anticipated level of growth in membership and steward- 
ship. . These decreases release funds for grants to new missions. A 
balanced program of expansion - an investment in the future - is projected, 
as we move into suburban and urban areas, begin work serving new immigrants 
and ministering to economically depressed neighborhoods, and into rural/ 
desert regions yet to expand. Mission Development Fund grants are ad- 
ministered by the Archdeacon and the Program Group on Mission Congregations 
on which each Deanery has an elected representative. 


New Missions or Mission Stations established during the past year include: 
St. Dunstan's of Glastonbury, Sunnymead/Morena Valley Region; St. Paul's 

of the Valley, North Hollywood (Korean Mission) and VietNamese Congregation, 
Garden Grove (yet to be named). 


Two newly yoked Missions are beginning the second year of operations: 
St. Mary of the Angels' and St. Francis of Assisi Chapel, Los Angeles; 
St. John's, Wilmington and the Church of the Holy Child (PIC), 
Wilmington. 


Venture in Mission Funds have been granted to acquire land in the Trabuco 
Canyon Region of Central Orange County for future mission development. 
Another VIM loan was granted to purchase five acres with a house upon it 
for the new Sunnymead Mission. 


Cathedral Grants and VIM grants have been made, in the amount of $65,000 
to Holy Family Mission, North Hollywood for the purpose of redevelopment 
of the buildings and grounds into a center for refugee work and social 
ministry among Hispanic language people resident thereabouts. Cathedral 
Grants were also obtained for the benefit of the Summer Youth Program at 
St. Martin's, Compton; for Parish-based Campus ministry at St. Andrew's 
Mission, Irvine (which also received a VIM grant); Immanuel, El Monte for 
Hispanic Youth Ministry projects; Magdalene, Glendale for its Hispanic 
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preschool project; St. Gabriel's, Monterey Park for the initiation of 
Chinese Ministry (also a $50,000 VIM grant for the Chinese School/Youth 
Project). 


During the course of the past year, Grace Church, Colton voted to close 
the Mission. Members have transferred to adjacent congregations. For the 
present the Diocese will lease the property until a full study of future 
potential can be completed. 


St. John's, Costa Mesa completed the building of the Senior Citizen's 
Center and opened it this Fall. St. Michael's, Isla Vista has completed 
redecoration and remodeling of the Sanctuary and portions of the school 
building. St. Richard of Chichester, Lake Arrowhead is currently 
completing the erection of the Church building-Clergy Retreat Center. 

St. John's, La Verne has rehabilitated two small mobile buildings for use 
as a Church School. St. Joseph's of Arimethea, Yucca Valley is studying 
and planning for a new parish hall. 


Personnel changes during the course of the past year include: The Reverend 
George Hall is Priest-in-Charge of Epiphany, Agoura/Westlake Village; the 
Reverend Roger Hampton became Vicar of St. Luke's Mission, Fontana; the 
Reverend Dr. Duc Xuan Nguyen became first Vicar of VietNamese Mission, 
Garden Grove; the Reverend Susan Klein became Assistant at St. Andrew's, 
Irvine and Chaplain, UCIrvine; the Reverend Ronald Erlandson became Vicar 
of St. Francis & St. Mary's, Los Angeles;. fhe Reverend Matthew Ahn was 
reappointed Priest-in-Charge of St. Nicholas', Los Angeles; the Reverend 
Gary Hall was appointed Vicar of St. Aidan's, Malibu; the Reverend 
Benjamin Pao was appointed Vicar of St. Gabriel's, Monterey Park; the 
Reverend F. William Mayo was appointed Priest-in-Charge of Christ the 
King, Palmdale; the Reverend Fred Manville was appointed Priest-in-Charge 
of St. Dunstan's, Sunnymead. 


Clergy completing or retiring this past year included the following: the 
Reverend Byron Chinn retired as Vicar of Incarnation Mission, Norwalk 
after a long and faithful tenure. The Bishop's Committee elected him as 
Vicar Emeritus and the Bishop so did appoint him. The Reverend James 
Seipel resigned as Vicar of St. Stephen's, Valencia. He served ably for 
a period of ten years' time. 


Missions which entered pre-parish status as self supporting missions 

during 1984 include: St. John's, Costa Mesa; Immanuel, El Monte; St. Luke's, 
Fontana; Holy Communion, Gardena; Christ the King, Goleta; St. Thomas, 
Hacienda Heights; St. Andrew's, Irvine; Incarnation, Norwalk; St. Barnabas’, 
Pasadena; St. Peter's, Rialto and St. Francis", Simi Valley. 


Missions which operated on a self sufficient status this past year (raising 
a portion of their income from grants, or special ministries income) in- 
clude: Epiphany, Agoura/Westlake Village; St. Agnes", Banning; St. Martin's, 
Compton; St. George's, Hawthorne; St. John's, La Verne; St. Aidan's, 
Malibu; St. Martin's, 29 Palms; Holy Child/St. John's, Wilmington. 


During the course of the year, the Program Group held a series of hearings 
on various Missions and their ongoing development; a one day consultation 
on the Church in Small Communities; and an ongoing review of all missions. 
The Program Group held a session on the development of an Asian Strategy 
for the Diocese in concert with other Dioceses of the VIII Province; a 
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session on Stewardship Development led by the Reverend Jerry Kahler, 
Stewardship Officer; reviewed and approved an annual Evaluation instru- 
ment for all missions to be submitted annually; gave final approval to the 
1984 Missions Manual which will govern the administration of all Diocesan 
missions; endorsed the opening of the Bloy House Asian Theological 
Preparation program headed by the Reverend Paul Yoon, Vicar of 
Annunciation, Anaheim; sponsored the Annual Mission Vicars Retreat led by 
the Right Reverend George W. Barrett; noted the fact that in 1981 the 
combined Missions of the Diocese contributed $89,732 to the Mission Share 
Fund of the Diocese and in 1984 pledged $135,459 to the Fund. In 1981, 
$202,004.96 was distributed to Missions from the Mission Development Fund 
and in 1984, the initial total was $156,000. During the course of 1984 
additional grants were made to initiate new missions and new projects in 
existing missions besides the provision of supplementary grants to 
several missions. 


At the outset of 1984 the Program Group on Mission Congregations determined 
its guidelines for Mission Development Fund grants: 1. To encourage local 
initiative and local responsibility toward the development of self support 
where possible; 2. to initiate new mission development; 3. to re-direct 
specific missions where better management and creative ministry development 
holds high promise; 4. to provide financial support for specific rural 
areas where the presence of the Episcopal Church is important, provided 
that access to other Episcopal Churches is remote or difficult; 5. to 
provide financial support for Missions located in urban areas where rapid 
demographic and economic change affects the development of a stable 
financial base, provided that the Mission leadership is engaged in a pro- 
gram of social services and community development; 6. to determine grants 
guided by a sense of proportion and economy with respect to the entire 
mission program of the Diocese of Los Angeles. 


Following a major presentation on the Mission Strategy of the Diocese to 
the Diocesan Council, the Council constructed and passed a resolution of 
direction to the Program Group requesting that the following policies be 
put into effect as soon as possible: 


The Program Group on Mission Congregations is to establish a firm policy 
on Mission Congregations in this Diocese which shall include: 1. The 
understanding that some Missions will likely not ever become parishes; 

2. On going study and plans for the establishment of new Missions; 3. The 
recognition that, due to limited financial resources for the establishment 
and support of on going Missions, the Program Group's policy must consider 
several alternatives: a.) shared facilities (other denominations, chari- 
table groups) b) multi-purpose use buildings c) income-producing endeavors 
(non-profit) d) mobile units to be moved as needed e) initiate planning 
with property developers f) seek alternative funds, Diocesan money loaned 
at commercial rates g) purchase land well in advance of development 

h) integrate ethnic congregations with existing congregations, where possi- 
ble, but consider permanent ethnic congregations as appropriate i) pur- 
chase twice the land needed well ahead/sell half when ready to develop 

the church buildings j) develop certain categories for missions; some shall 
be studied or evaluated yearly---others, on occasion; 4. The development 
of criteria to determine the status of missions. This criteria must be 
limited and not confined to financial considerations. 5. The understanding 
that the Program Group is expected to enter and revitalize missions that 
are declining or not developing as expected. 6. The expectation that the 
various Program Groups and Commissions of the Diocese should be expected 
to assist Missions in development and evaluation; 7. The development of 
criteria for closing missions where they are not thriving as expected as 
an advisory to the Bishop. 
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The Program Group expects to continue its careful and deliberate over- 
sight of the Mission Congregations the coming year based upon the direc- 
tions of the Diocesan Council. 


All the members of the Program Group share with the Archdeacon great 
pride in the outstanding ministries being provided through all mission 
congregations. To all of our Vicars and Priests in charge we join with 
the entire Diocese in celebrating their dedication and hard work. Thanks 
be to God for each of them!

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ON PROGRAM AND BUDGET 
(Consult document in Pre-Convention mailing) 
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ON SCHOOLS 


During the year of July 1, 1983 through June 30, 1984, the Commission on 
Schools met on three occasions. The meetings were attended by Commission 
members as well as representatives from other Episcopal schools in the 
Diocese. 


The fall meeting featured Dr. Lawrence Majovski, a Pasadena psychologist 
specializing in child and family counseling. The winter meeting featured 
a financial management workshop conducted by Sister Mary Jean Meier from 
Oakland. The spring meeting featured Detective Sally Hartwell from the 
Sherrif's Department in Norwalk. Detective Hartwell presented a program 
on child abuse. 


In addition to these meetings, the Commission disseminated a new directory 
of Diocesan schools; assisted Diocesan schools in planning for major con- 
ferences sponsored by the California Association of Private School Organi- 
zations and the National Association of Independent Schools; kept Diocesan 
schools informed of developments in the areas of seismic safety, computer 
workshops and extended care programs; represented the Bishop as requested 
in discussions with rectors and heads of schools; and assisted parishes in 
planning for the creation or expansion of parish day schools. 


In 1984-85 the Commission will again meet three times. In the fall the 
Commission will review with Bishop Rusack the canonical responsibilities 
of the Commission and will reconsider standards for Diocesan schools. 

In the winter the Commission will sponsor a workshop for rectors and heads 
of schools. In the spring, a similar workshop will be held for chaplains 
and teachers of religion. 


Special activities in 1984-85 will include representation at the National 
Association of Episcopal Schools Triennial Conference in San Franciso 

in November; observance of Episcopal School Week in September; visitation 
to all Diocesan schools by members of the Commission; and continued 
representation in the California Association of Private School 
Organizations. . 
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The Diocesan school family now includes over 40 schools with a combined 
enrollment of almost 7,000 children, ages 3 to 18. These institutions 
represent an important and valuable segment of our Diocesan family. 


The Commission gives thanks for the leadership of the Reverend Jefferson 
C. Stephens, Jr. over the last two years.

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ON SMALL PARISHES 
(No report filed) 
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ON SOCIAL RELATIONS 


Following the plan begun last year full membership of the Program Group met 
bi-monthly on the fourth Thursday at St. John's for supper at 7:00 p.m. 
followed by business, announcements, possibly a speaker and separate Com- 
mmittee meetings. The Committee on Human Sexuality and Family Life went 
out of existence due to the fact that most of its goals and objectives were 
being carried out by the Family Ministry Project under the very efficient 
leadership of the Reverend Cynthia Seagal Samuel. Institutional Racism 
experienced the same fate as that committee saw its past work finally 
develop into the formation of a Commission on Racism to be appointed by 

the Bishop. The remaining Committees held separate meetings during the 
interim months or as needed and seemed to accomplish more that way. 


The Committee on Aging, chaired by Rosalea Wilcox, found Saturday mornings 
to be more convenient for the majority of their members and held them 
regularly at St. Luke's, Monrovia. They have been designing a logo for 
their brochure, have completed a statement of their Mission and a goals 

and objectives calendar. Their first activity of the year was a Workshop 
on February 18th, planned as a follow-up for the 126 participants in the 
highly successful satellite conference, "The (In)Dignity of Aging" held 
October 18, 1983 at the Long Beach Holiday Inn and sponsored nationwide 

by ESMA (Episcopal Society for Ministry on Aging) and the Trinity Institi- 
tute. They continued to develop a complete six week seminar program on 
Retirement Planning for Clergy and their Spouses, having received a 
Cathedral Grant in 1983 for this project. They had engaged Virginia 
Boyack, Ph.D., to give the opening presentation, and Mimi Simson, having 
prepared the outline for the Seminar, was to assist in the facilitating 

of the sessions. Due to a lack of response from Clergy/Spouses regrettably 
it had to be cancelled. But since it is such an important subject (take 

it from a retired spouse/layperson) it will hopefully be resurrected next 
year. As of this writing the Committee is planning a program at the 
Episcopal Home in Alhambra, Sunday, October 26th, and a visit to Canterbury 
Home in Palos Verdes sometime in the Fall. 


The Committee on Peace and Justice has worked hard and faithfully under 

the chairmanship of the Reverend Gary Commins, many of their members travel- 
ling long distances in rush hour traffic to gather an hour earlier than the 
general meeting in order to cover more business. They produced four peace 
litanies based on prayers by Thomas Merton and William Temple to be used 


— jas 


by congregations during Lent. They are appropriate for use throughout 

the year and may be ordered through the committee. Several meetings have 
been spent in reviewing films and books to be placed in the Diocesan 
Resource Center. In Santa Barbara a cluster group has been formed con- 
sisting of members of four different churches who are sharing concerns, 
studying, discussing, and acting upon issues related to peace and justice. 
This may be a pilot program which, if successful, will be promoted in 

other areas. The committee was represented by the Reverend Giles Asbury 

at meetings of the Peace and Justice Leadership Conferences of Southern 
California. They endorsed and some of their members participated in 
Survivalfest in commemoration of Hiroshima and Nagasaki Days. As of this 
writing they are exploring means of offering hospitality to members of 
peace groups who will be coming to Anaheim in 1985 for the General Conven- 
tion. They are preparing resolutions to be offered at our Diocésan 
Convention and have wonderful plans which they hope to carry out in con- 
junction with another program group to bring the Reverend Charles Cesaretti 
from the Public Issues Office of our Episcopal Church Center to Los Angeles 
to officiate and speak at a Peace Eucharist and Breakfast during Diocesan 
Convention. This would be open to all delegates and friends. 


The Reverend Canon Noble Owings, chairman of the Committee on World Hunger 
wrote his own committee report, bless his heart! It follows: "The Com- 
mittee has had a productive experience for the last year or more. Thanks 
to the interest of Bishop Rusack, a number of imaginative and energetic 
people have been added to our group who have enabled us to move forward 
strongly. We have begun to participate in the Diocesan Resource Center, 
making literature and visual aids on issues having to do with hunger 
available to the congregations of the diocese. We had a table at the 
annual World Food Day Conference 'Faith, Food & Politics’ sponsored by the 
Interfaith Hunger Coalition of Southern California. We hosted an evening 
in which parish hunger coordinators were able to talk with the Reverend 
Terry Henry, Chairman, and Dr. David Crean, Executive Officer, of the 
Church's National Committee on World Hunger. Robin Thomas and Canon 
Owings were sent to the Church's first national hunger conference in 
Washington, D.C. in the fall of 1983. Karen Hoffman and Robin represented 
us at the Bread for the World Seminar in April of 1984. Karen represents 
the committee at the monthly meetings of the Interfaith Hunger Coalition. 


As of this writing the Committee is in the process of preparing the 
resolutions for presentation to Diocesan Convention, 1984, one urging 
specific parish commitment to the elimination of hunger, the other calling 
upon the Federal government to re-assess its priorities with respect to 
funds for human services vis-a-vis the military budget. In August we 

said goodbye to Robin Thomas who has served the Committee well for a long 
time, recently as Co-chairman, as she left for graduate work at the Univer- 
sity of Maine." 


As Chairman of Social Relations I have served on the Board of the Cali- 
fornia Church Council, participated in Ministry of the Disabled, attended 
with others meetings of the Episcopal Urban Caucus and Californians for a 
Fair Share. I have represented our Diocese on the steering committee of 
the Interfaith Hunger Coalition, presently as vice-chairman of the 
organization. : 


For physical reasons, I found it necessary to resign last summer as chair- 
wan of this program group. It was time anyway for someone younger and 
more able than I to take over. But I do want to express my great 
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appreciation for the dedication and energy exerted by so many involved in 
Christian Social Relations. It has been an inspiration. They are 
individuals who are willing to take and stand by a minority position when 
they believe it to be right, to weather controversy without bitterness, 
and to work unceasingly and unselfishly to bring about the changes that 
will make for a better world for all. For me the greatest reward has been 
that I met such wonderful people!.

ON STEWARDSHIP AND FINANCE 


During the year the Program Group was convened and assisted in its work 
by the Reverend Jerome E. Kahler who served part-time as Associate for 
Stewardship. 


In March three area gatherings of clergy and congregational stewardship 
chairmen were exposed:to the Alabama Plan for Stewardship Education. The 
workshops were led by Bishop Stough of Alabama and his staff. The Program 
Group approved of the Alabama Plan as a worthy and effective tool for 
stewardship education and annual canvass planning. We sponsored a training 
workshop for consultant/trainers who would serve congregations requesting 
this resource. In the fall six congregations utilized the service of these 
diocesan consultants with very good results, both in increased giving and 
in the development of new parish leadership. 


The Program Group addressed the problem of delays in receiving Mission 
Share Fund pledges by amending its procedures. Informal notification of 
pledge requests were sent to all parishes in June followed by a formal 
request for pledges mailed in August. Deadline for the receipt of 
pledges for 1984 was set for September 30. A brochure was developed and 
distributed explaining the Convention guidelines, the Mission Share Fund 
formula, and the process available to negotiate adjustments. 


A periodic newsletter of the Program Group was developed to inform clergy 
and stewardship chairmen in congregations of the resources of the Steward- 
ship Office. Materials for preview and samples are regularly available 
for broad circulation from Diocesan House. Workshops for congregations 
were announced and held by the Associate for Stewardship. 


The Program Group developed plans to institute a Planned Giving program in 
1984. Planned Giving emphasizes a stewardship of accumulated and invested 
resources. The program will be available for the benefit of parishes and 
missions as well as other ministries of the diocese.

ON YOUTH 


The Program Group on Youth, composed of lay persons, clergy, and youth, 
provides resources, support, communication, assistance with the development 
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of youth ministry, and activities on a diocesan level for youth and 
their advisors. 


This past year a new position was created for the Program Group on Youth 
through a Cathedral Corporation Grant: the Diocesan Youth Coordinator 
intern. Toni Daniels held this position for the first year and Marge 
Devine has assumed these responsibilities for the coming year. Based at 
Diocesan House, the Youth Intern is responsible for providing communication 
with local youth leaders, as well as support and resources in conjunction 
with the Program Group; obtaining, cataloguing, and updating information 
about youth work on the diocesan, provincial, and national levels; work 
closely with the person responsible for the Diocesan Resource Library; 

to publicize diocesan and local youth events; to provide needed adminis- 
trative support to the Program Group on Youth. 


During the last weekend in October the Junior High Youth Rally was held 
with the theme, "Be Not Afraid", and in April the Senior High Youth Rally 
around the theme, "Easter Day: Where's Jesus". Both these events were held 
at Camp Stevens. 


During the year, the Program Group in conjunction with the Family Ministry 
Project presented four Adolescent Parenting Worshops within the Diocese; 

in February and March workshops were presented for youth advisors to come 
together and share their ideas and programs; a Chemical Dependency Workshop 
was done for youth, parents, clergy and youth advisors in the spring. 


In December, youth from throughout the Diocese came together as "gophers" 
for the Annual Diocesan Convention, and in February youth and adults made 
the pilgrimage to Burlingame to the Ecumenical Community of Taize Retreat 
for the Bay Area. 


The Program Group on Youth has continued to interface with the Deanery One 
Youth Project to assist in building a job description for and hiring of 
the Deanery Youth Worker. 


Again, this year, through a Venture in Mission Fund Grant, the Program 
Group presented the Summer Youth Work Project, a four week project of ser- 
vice by youth from throughout the Diocese. This year these youth traveled 
to Christ the King Mission in Palmdale, Chapel of St. Francis and St. 

Mary of the Angels in Los Angeles, St. John's Parish in Wilmington, Sea- 
man's Institute in San Pedro and the Episcopal Service Alliance in Santa 
Ana, working and living in community. 


The Program Group on Youth welcomes any suggestions, questions, and ideas, 
as well as persons interested in youth ministry who want to become involved 
in work and planning.

ON _ALCOHOLISM 


Alcoholism as a disease still remains an unmet need in our society. It is 
the second ranking disease in the United States according to the National 
Council on Alcoholism. Cardiovascular disease ranks first in the nation 
with 12,250,000 cases reported in 1977. Alcoholism reported 10,000,000 
cases in 1977. 


The Commission on Alcoholism addresses itself to the critical need for 
education, support, referral, and treatment of the disease of Alcholism. 
Each year the chairman of the commission attends the annual meeting of the 
National Coalition on Alcoholism, and each year a booth is displayed at 
the Annual Convention of the Diocese of Los Angeles. 


The Commission stands ready to provide panels and speakers for parishes 
wishing to enlighten parishioners concerning the disease of alcoholism. 
Frequently the commission is contacted to make a referral to a proper hos- 
pital or treatment center for members of parishes. 


Presently the commission is providing resource materials for the Diocesan 
Resource Center in order that parishes may avail themselves of teaching 
aids. Each year a retreat for alcoholics is conducted at one of the 
retreat centers in the diocese. 


Approximately fifteen members of the commission meet every two months at 
the Bishop Gooden Home in Pasadena to plan the work it has to do during 
the year.

ON THE ANGLICAN FELLOWSHIP OF PRAYER 


Our Bishop asked of me and the members of the Commission (numbering about 
20) that we make the Anglican Fellowship of Prayer come alive throughout 
the Diocese. 


This organization, interuational in scope, is in its 26th year, with head- 
quarters in Winter Park, Florida. They had their 26th Annual Conference 
in Jacksonville, Florida, this May, where we had representation from the 
Diocese. Cassettes are available at the Resource Center at Diocesan House, 
including three presentations by the Right Reverend John B. Coburn, 

Bishop of Massachusetts. 


The Anglican Fellowship of Prayer has been in evidence in our Diocese for 
many years, having had their Conference here in 1977, and last year, we 
inaugurated the Los Angeles Diocese Chapter. In this, our 2nd year as a 
Chapter, we joined with the Commission on Lay Ministry, arranging area 
meetings in order to make the locations convenient for attendance. Frank 
B. Neiman, Ph.D., Dean of the School of Applied Theology, Oakland, and 
Trainer for Education for Ministry Program, University of the South, 
Sewanee, gave an outstanding presentation in February at Corona Del Mar, 
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in April at Camarillo and will again on November 3rd at St. Ambrose Parish 
in Claremont. "I wish everybody in the world could hear him" was one of 
the comments tabulated. His subject; "Prayer and Ministry" - "Building 
Blocks for the Christian Life". 


It may be of interest to report that the Anglican Fellowship of Prayer 
became an official association in 1958 under the founding faith of such 
people as the late Samuel Moor Shoemaker and wife, Helen Smith Shoemaker, 
plus Bishops from Pittsburgh, Canada and Coventry, England, at Calvary 
Episcopal Church in Pittsburgh. Helen Shoemaker was active at the last 
Conference in Jacksonville. 


Mrs. J. Herbert Smith (Alys), member of All Saints' Parish, Beverly Hills, 
was for many years on the Board of Trustees. She is the wife of the late 
Reverend J. Herbert Smith, who for 27 years was Rector of All Saints', 
Beverly Hills. This gives you a more vivid picture of the beginning of 
the Anglican Fellowship of Prayer in our Diocese since the late Dr. Smith 
and Alys Smith were at one time in Pittsburgh, deeply involved with the 
group in this type of prayer work. They were enthusiastic in bringing this 
prayer movement here and Alys Smith remains true to keeping alive the 
spirit of all that encompasses the Anglican Fellowship of Prayer. Her 
calling and urging are always for the Church to give prayer its rightful 
and proper priority. 


We wish to add in this report our sincere desire to serve as a reliable 
resource on the life of prayer. ''Prayer is the hub of the wheel that moves 
the Church in its work and worship."

ON ECUMENICITY 


This year has seen another first for the Diocese of Los Angeles in the 
leadership taken by the Bishop by the appointment to a staff position of 
the Canon Missioner for Ecumenical and Interreligious Affairs. No other 
diocese has grasped the growing importance that movements for Christian 
Unity and Interfaith activities are taking in our pluralistic society. 
Through the participation of the Commission in the Interreligious Council 
of Southern California the Diocese played a very prominent role in the 
ministry to the 1984 Olympic Games in the Olympic Villages, to the popu- 
lance surrounding all the venues and the maintenance of the Olympic 
hot-lines. The Commission through the Canon Missioner, formed a part of 
the reception committee for the visit of the Soviet Christian representa- 
tives to Southern California. 


In conjunction with the Episcopal Church Women of the Diocese of Los 
Angeles there was initiated what is hoped to be a semi-annual event, a 
luncheon for the presidents and ecumenical person of the various Christian 
churches in the Los Angeles area.

ON EPISCOPAL ASIAMERICAN MINISTRIES 


The Commission is made up of clérgy and lay representation of Asian and 
Pacific congregations and ministries, members at large, and staff liaison. 
The Commission works together as partners in mission with each other, the 
Diocese, the National church, and Anglican churches in Asia and the 
Pacific. 


During the year 1983-1984, it met for three regular meetings: July 1, 
1983 at St. Mary's Parish, Los Angeles; February 24, 1984 at St. 
Gabriel's Chinese Mission, Monterey Park; and on May 24, 1984 at St. 
Mary's Parish, Los Angeles. In acdition, clergy representatives met 

with Archdeacon Lynberg at Diocesan House in October, 1983 to map out 
long-range plans, objectives and program. On March 27, 1984, clergy had 
a supper meeting in Alhambra with Eric Law, a seminarian from Boston, to 
consider the ministry among the large number of Asian students attending 
universities in Southern California. On May 9, there was a luncheon 
meeting in Garden Grove to welcome the Reverend Dr. Duc Xuan Nguyen of 
St. Anselm's Refugee Center and an informal session on the make-up of 
the Anglican structure and ethos as practiced in the Diocese, in the 
United States and abroad. 


Major events during the year included: a. September 25, 1983 - Welcoming 
the Reverend Joshua S. Kominami of the Nippon Sei Kwo Kai who was 
appointed by the Presiding Bishop to serve as a volunteer for mission to 
the Japanese-speaking persons at St. Mary's Parish, Los Angeles and in 
the Diocese; b. October 16, 1983 - Celebration of the new ministry of 

the Reverend Benjamin Pao from Boston and Hong Kong to be the first Vicar 
of the Chinese congregation at St. Gabriel's Mission, Monterey Park; 

c. November 13, 1983 - Institution of the Reverend David Duncan by Bishop 
Rusack as Rector of Trinity Parish, Los Angeles, where a large number of 
Filipino Episcopalians are actively involved in every facet of the Parish 
life; d. July 7, 1984 - The ordination to the priesthood of the Reverend 
Dr. Duc Nguyen at St. Anselm's, Garden Grove. Dr. Nguyen became the 
first Vietnamese Anglican priest.

Representatives from each ethnic congregation and diocesan representa- 
tives attended the Annual National Consultation of Episcopal Asiamerica 
Ministry and Ethnic Convocations (Chinese, Filipino, Indochinese, 
Japanese, Korean, Mar Thoma) held in 1983 (July 17-23) in Honolulu and 
1974 (July 9-14) at the University of Seattle in Washington. In the 
Seattle gathering, two members of the Diocese of Los Angeles were nomi- 
nated Convenors of Ethnic Convocations, the Reverend Benjamin Pao 
(Chinese Convocations) and the Reverend Fletcher Davis (Indochinese 
Convocations). The Reverend Magdaleno Bacagan continues to serve as 
Convenor of the Filipino Convocation. The Convenors are appointed by 
the Presiding Bishop to serve on the National Episcopal Asiamerica 
Commission. Canon Yamazaki has been serving as National Chairman of 
this Commission for several years. 


The 1985 National EAM Consultation will be held at the University of 
California at Irvine just prior to the General Convention in Anaheim. 
Members of LAD/EAM will have a vital role in preparing and planning for 
the consultation as the host Diocese. 


We are deeply grateful for the support given to this ministry by the 
Bishop, Convention, Diocesan Staff, the Council and especially the 
Program Group on Mission Congregations, and for the generous support 
from VIM, Cathedral Corporation, and other funding bodies within the 
Diocese and National Church. In addition to the bodies listed above, 
many congregations have opened their doors and their hearts to Asian and 
Pacific people who have come to their community. We are grateful that 
in this way Asiamerica ministry is happening throughout the Diocese. —

Our Hispanic Commission has been working and is still working on the 
goals, which were approved by its members about three years ago. These 
are the goals: To support and strengthen existing Hispanic ministries; To 
promote and assist in the extension of Hispanic ministries in other 
Parishes and missions located in Hispanic communities; To be a channel by 
which the Diocese as a whole can receive and share the unique gifts of 
Hispanic people; To help the Diocese become aware of issues concerning the 
whole Hispanic community by being an advocate for such issues; To be a 
channel and instrument to support and correlate our efforts with the 
ministry to Hispanic people on Provincial, National and Ecumenical levels; 
To encourage and develop recruitment of Hispanic vocations to the ordained 
ministry; To seek means and methods of funding the implementation of the 
preceeding Goals. 


In order to facilitate the work of the Commission, we have four sub- 
committees: Issues and Concerns, Refugee, Education, and Communications. 
The Commission as a whole meets four times a year, while the sub- 
committees meet between commission meetings. 
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New Hispanic persons haye been appointed to the Commission. The Commis- 
sion has been working closely with the Hispanic Missioner and the Five- 
Year Plan. 


We have tried to keep involved in the provincial and national levels in 
order to support a larger vision of the Hispanic work and to keep church 
leaders informed of what we are doing and our needs. We hope our 
presence and involvement during the General Convention in 1985 will be a 
positive and informative presence to those in attendance. 


It is a reality that the Hispanic Population is growing steadily in 
almost all the areas of our diocese. We encourage the Vestries, Bishop's 
Committees, Clergy and members of the Episcopal Church in this Diocese 

to open their arms and hearts to those brothers and sisters in Christ.

ON HOUSING 


The Housing Commission which came into being as a result of the unanimous 
action of the 1983 Diocesan Convention has sought to involve the support 
of the diocese in providing support as well as information to churches 
interested in sponsoring housing for the elderly and needy. The Housing 
Commission has seen itself as an advocacy group for encouraging parishes 
and missions in the diocese in their outreach in providing shelter for 
poor and homeless people in their midst. 


The Commission salutes those parishes and missions which have dedicated 
themselves to sheltering the homeless poor and in aiding in the develop- 
ment of new senior housing. Completed during the past year is the project 
at St. Mark's, Van Nuys. Beginning construction this year are projects 

of Good Shepherd, Crenshaw to be built for the handicapped; St. James, 
Wilshire Blvd. for the elderly and an inner city project led by Fr. 
Maurice Samuels. A new application has been submitted by St. Francis, San 
Bernardino for 50 units of senior housing. Housing for transients has 
been offered by the Seamen's Institute in San Pedro; 1736 House, Hermosa 
Beach (Battered Women); St. Augustine's Parish, Santa Monica; Martha 

House in Orange County. 


In our own Diocese of Los Angeles there are a number of apartment struc- 
tures built for the aging of moderate circumstances by individual parishes 
and missions. These projects housing up to 180 people have been built 
with the help of direct loans or loan guarantees of the federal government 
(F.H.A.) through the Department of Housing and Urban Development. Churches 
in Compton, Redondo Beach, Costa Mesa, Los Angeles, (Crenshaw district), 
Van Nuys have all provided beautiful structures to house the aging on a 
non-profit basis. 


A recent change in HUD regulations has made a heavier emphasis upon the 
financial statement of the sponsoring entity. Unfortunately many would-be 
sponsoring churches have very limited financial resources. In some 51 
dioceses in the Episcopal Church throughout the United States the dioceses 
themselves have seen fit to co-sponsor housing applications by parishes, 
missions and institutions to the Office of Housing and Urban Development 
to present a stronger application. 
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The Corporation of the Diocese has recently reversed an earlier decision 
of the Diocesan Council which would have enabled the Diocese to co- 
sponsor House Applications for section 202 federally subsidized loans. 
The Commission is studying alternate ways to help Episcopal churches 
within the Diocese to gain the resources which they need to successfully 
compete for funding. We have sought counsel and direction from the 
Venerable Darby Betts, Archdeacon for the Aging in the Diocese of Cali- 
fornia where a most successful diocesan-wide program is being undertaken 
for the housing of the elderly. 


A recent court decision has decided that the County of Los Angeles would 
be responsible for the housing of its own indigent poor. Surely as 
responsible members of the community it is incumbent upon the churches of 
our diocese to help the County come to terms with this decision in prompt 
and humanitarian fashion. We look for increased housing outreach in our 
diocese during 1984-1985.

ON INDIAN WORK 


The Commission met once during the past year to conduct its business of 
reorganization. Professor Carter Blue Clark of UCLB, Native American from 
Oklahoma, was appointed to serve. The primary task of the Commission was 
to identify and develop goals which would be relevant to today's issues 
and concerns of our Native American brothers and sisters. 


Our current focus includes a vision that holds the Native American to be 
a unique being, bringing to the urban setting a totally unique mind set 
and culture. Our objectives include: (a) The abolishment of paternal 
thinking and activity; (b) Sensitization of Church/secular groups to 
Indian ways/concerns; and (c) Development of Indian Advocacy programs. 


In an endeavor to establish presence in and greater awareness of the 
Indian community, the chairman traveled to Sioux City, Iowa where the Pro- 
vincial VI Synod dealt entirely with the theme of "Our Next Step in 

Indian Ministry". Other meetings include the Pacific Provincial Meeting 
in September and the National Committee on Indian Work (NCIW) in October. 


With the largest Native American population right in our own diocese, the 
task of ministry to, for and with our Indian brothers and sisters is 
before us. Essential to the task is the identification of Episcopal 
Native Americans within the Diocese of Los Angeles. The establishment of 
an Episcopal Center for Native Americans is the next major step in this 
urban ministry.

ON LITURGY AND CHURCH MUSIC 


The Diocesan Commission on Liturgy and Church Music consists of twenty- 
five laypersons, clergy and church musicians who meet monthly on the 

third Thursday at 12 noon at Diocesan House. Among the notable members 

of the commission are Thomas Foster, who is the president of the National 
Association of Anglican Musicians; Father Cliff Gain, who is the president 
of the National Association of Diocesan Liturgy and Music Commissions; 
Mrs. Carol Foster, who is a member of the Standing Committee on Church 
Music and has worked closely on hymnal revision; and Fritz Frurip, who 

is the only lay member of the prestigious North American Academy of 
Liturgy. 


In many ways the Commission serves as a clearing house and discussion 
forum for current issues on liturgy and music in the church, in dialogue 
with national and provincial resources, with a concern to filter down to 
the parish level developing issues and movements in liturgy and church 
music. A prime vehicle for this communication has been the quarterly 
publication of a liturgy and church music newsletter edited by Fritz 
Frurip. We are now in the second year of the publication of this fine 
newsletter and feedback from clergy has been very supportive. 


The Commission also serves as a teaching resource for deaneries and 
parishes. The primary focus this year has been in preparation for the 
new hymnal which we will receive next year. Carol Foster, Father Gene 
Lindusky and other members of the commission have been important resources 
for congregations. Notably, member William Wunsch traveled as far as 
Trona in the Mojave Desert to do a weekend ecumenical workshop on church 
music. 


We are proud to have been a part of the launching of the Diocesan Resource 
Center under the able direction of Randy Kimmler. The Commission will 
have presented two workshops with the Resource Center on liturgical 
resources and on preparation for the church hymnal. We are responsible to 
see that the Resource Center has current tools and educational material 
on liturgy and church music. 


With the General Convention at Los Angeles approaching in September of 
1985, the Commission on Liturgy and Church Music, under the direction of 
our Bishop, has had primary responsibility in laying a planning foundation 
for an exemplary experience in liturgy and music at the Convention. Two 
primary foci are, first, the planning for the opening Eucharist of General 
Convention at the Anaheim Convention Center. The desire is that this be 

a great example of the Church doing liturgy at its best. With the Bishop's 
leadership we have been giving counsel and guidance to the Presiding Bishop 
in planning for this opening Eucharist. Secondly, a new but important 
proposal has been accepted by the Presiding Bishop: a chapel space for the 
ongoing liturgies of General Convention. We are responsible for planning 
and managing this chapel space for the various interest groups and 

dioceses so that we will have a more focused central area for doing liturgy 
rather than the dispersed locations of the past. This chapel space will 

be a magnificent experience aesthetically and will be flexible in its 
potential use for liturgy. 


At the 1983 Clergy Conference at Santa Barbara, the Commission sponsored a 
diocesan-wide survey of liturgical practice in local congregations. The 
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response was overshelming. More than eighty per cent of the parishes and 
missions responded. We will be sharing these results in the quarterly 
newsletter. The concensus is that most congregations are finding the use 
of the new prayer book to be a renewal vehicle for enriching congregation- 
al liturgy. 


The Commission will be responding to the Diocesan Convention of 1983 reso- 
lution on racism and will present a proposal of liturgical calendar 
additions to respond to the multi-ethnic presence in the history of our 
diocese and the church. 


Father Charles Sacquety attended the National Forum on Worship Envrion- 
ment and the Arts, with a focus on how liturgical space can more creative-— 
ly be adapted to congregational liturgies. 


The Handbook on Liturgical Ministry, written by this commission under the 
direction of our Bishop and edited by Father Eugene Lindusky, is now in 
its third year of use as a guidebook on good liturgical practice in this 
diocese. Handbooks are available through the Resource Center. All 
congregational clergy have received these books and are being encouraged 
to use them in worship planning. This handbook is under continuous 
revision, and the Commission is responding to feedback from clergy and 
lay people as far as updating this important resource. 


The Commission served as a planning resource for the Eucharist at the 
Conference for the Future of the Diocese at Anaheim in May. 


This coming year we expect much more intensive demands on our time 
planning for the liturgy and music of General Convention and for the 
management of the ongoing chapel space.

ON MINISTRY 


The Commission on Ministry (COM) held ten regular monthly meetings and one 
two-day retreat. During the past year the following work was accomplished: 


Held two BACAM conferences. Eight persons were recommended to the Bishop 
for postulancy. Four candidates were recommended for ordination to the 
Diaconate. Action at other times not in conjunction with BACAM: noted 
the termination of one postulancy. Became aware of the need for Hispanic 
language interviewing at BACAM. Four postulants were recommended for 
candidacy. 


Continued the updating of the Clergy Compensation package: this included 
housing. The COM presented a resolution regarding this to Diocesan 
Convention. 


Sponsored one Clergy Day on the subject of Continuing Education for Clergy, 
and co-sponsored with the Commission on Lay Ministry a workshop. 


By Act of Convention (II.E) the Board for Continuing Education was dis- 
banded; their mandate was given to COM to be responsible for continuing 
clergy education in the future. The COM established the former Board as a 
Task Force of Continuing Education. 
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Chairman attended Province VIII meeting of representatives of diocesan 
COM's on possible models for evaluation of COM work. 


The COM Task Force on career evaluation/WCDC completed its work of making 
a proposal to the Cathedral Grants Committee. 


Discussed the advisability of restructuring the Task Force on Continuing 
Education to administer recommendations for sabbatical leave as well as 
continuing education. 


Continued the shepherding program. Also, the shepherding program for 
postulants and seminarians remains active and is proving to be a fine 
support. 


Eliminated the penultimate 2 paragraphs of the last page of the booklet 
Preparing for Holy Orders. 


Established an ad hoc Committee on Specialized Ministries which determined 
its primary concerns to be dealing with institutional chaplains, dual 
vocation ministries, and chief executive officer type of ministries. 


Began the serious consideration of a specialized ministry regarding the 
handicapped. Such consideration hopefully will include a seminar for 
persons applying for postulancy. 


As a practicum in the area of spiritual formation, the COM now begins every 
meeting with a spiritual exercise.

ON RACISM AND DISCRIMINATION 


Following the mandate of the Eighty-eighth Annual Meeting of the Church 

in the Diocese of Los Angeles, the Commission on Racism and Discrimination 
was established to continue the work of the Task Force on Racism. The 
Name was changed to reflect the full range of concerns that we encounter; 
racism is but one of many discriminatory practices. 


We have met three times from February through the end of June. Our 
principal responsibility during our first year was to solicit resolutions 
from parishes and missions in the Diocese indicating their intentional 
policy not to discriminate racially in the process of hiring clergy. 

It has been interesting to us to note that many of the respondents have 
extended their resolutions to include either age, gender, physical 
disability or sexual preference. 


At our first meeting, Father Charles Bennison met with us to review the 
work done by the Task Force on Racism. At the second, Father Jose Carlo 
explained the continuing work of the Hispanic Missioner and discussed with 
us ways that we could be of assistance. Our third meeting gave us the 
opportunity to meet with Archdeacon Lynberg on the matter of the siting of 
ethnic minority missions and with the Reverend Kathleen Dale on the status 
of women clergy in the Diocese of Los Angeles.

In 1984 the Commission was a resource for the Diocese when people had 
questions that needed answering regarding Scouting, of course, but mostly 
on the conduct of the various God and Country Programs: God and Family for 
9 and 10 year olds; God and Church for 11 to 14 year olds; and, God and 
Church for 15 to 20 year olds. 
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Our annual diocesan God and Country Award Service was held in February at 
the Church of the Angels Parish in Pasadena and, while the attendance at 
this service was very good, there were very few persons presented to the 
Bishop for having earned their various awards. Therefore, the Bishop has 
asked the Commission not to hold the award service on an annual basis and 
of this date the next Diocesan award service date has not been set.

ON THE UNIVERSITY RELIGIOUS CONFERENCE 


The University Religious Conference, which began its work at UCLA shortly 
after the campus moved to Westwood, is one of the oldest continuing inter- 
faith ministries in higher education in the United States. What began as 
radical experiment to serve the needs of a generation of students now 

long since departed from the campus has become a pattern for interfaith 
ministry in higher education. 


The past year was one in which the URC continued its long standing effort 
to provide the UCLA community with a ministry that acts out the ways in 
which a community can remain conscious of its diverse nature; cling to and 
hold up as an example to others the ways-in which our Creator has revealed 
Himself to us. This sharing of our unique treasure, the way our different 
communities have come to understand God's revelation to us is done in the 
hope of enriching each community with new understanding as well as 

making us more aware of how precious a treasure has been entrusted to us. 


We work toward a vision of harmony and peace, each community conscious of 
the ways in which it can add a new voice or a different perspective to 
the age old-vision that we share. The academic community that we seek to 
minister to is one of the leading universities in this nation, its 
students are among the most capable to be found anywhere, its faculty 
renowned for its research and publications, yet they are just as in need 
of answers to the questions of ultimacy as any congregation or community 
to be found. We attempt to show the members of this community that 

our various faith traditions do not inhibit, but rather enrich, the 
scholar's search for truth. 


This ministry is carried on in a variety of ways. The URC sponsors a 
regular series of events, featuring well known theologians and preachers; 
lectures by such renowned writers as Dr. Jacob Needleman. It has carried 
on a long term Jewish-Christian dialogue as well as serving the community 
as a servant critic. The URC has also regularly sponsored a round of 
ecumenical services which celebrate the great days of the Christian year. 
These services draw upward of 400 students to special services held on 
holy days such as Ash Wednesday. 


In its service to the community the URC founded UNICAMP, a camp for under- 
privileged children which is staffed and funded by the efforts of the 
students of UCLA. Our office at 900 Hillgard, just across the street from 
the campus, is also the home of a Meals on Wheels program that serves the 
shut-ins and senior citizens of West Los Angeles. 
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The chaplains at the URC realized that the influx of visitors to Los 
Angeles during the Olympic games could overwhelm human services in the 
Westwood area. Because of this expectation, the URC served as convenors 
for an interfaith response to the human needs created and exacerbated 
during the period of the XXIII Olympiad. This group eventually was 
comprised of the majority of the churches and synagogues in Westwood. 


These are just several examples of the way that this interfaith ministry 
seeks to serve the community at UCLA and Westwood.

The purposes as set forth in the By-laws are: a. To communicate to the 
several Deanery Congregations programs and concerns of the Diocese; b. To 
communicate to the Diocese the concerns of the several Deanery Congrega- 
tions; c. To promote an attitude of cooperation among the Deanery 
Congregations. : 


To this end Deanery Nine has held monthly meetings which have been informa- 
tive, supportive and enjoyable as a variety of programs and subjects were 
shared. We have met each month at a different host parish/mission/insti- 
tution with excellent attendance. Programs and subject content have been 
in response to suggestions or arrangements made by council representatives. 
A $20.00 assessment pays for minutes/information/announcements, etc. 


To know and understand the concerns/problems/joys and physical location of 
each parish/mission/institution, a "Canterbury Pilgrimage” was started on 
September 24, to experience God's Glory, our Deanery family, to share food, 
fellowship, prayer, hospitality, fun, concerns and our love for each other. 
During three week-ends we were able to travel from Holy Nativity, West- 
chester to Navy Family Chapel in Long Beach and to share in many litanies 
of local concern, enjoy excellent hospitality and to know and love each 
other more fully. 


The third family week-end was held again at Camp Stevens on March 23-25 
with 50 in attendance. 


Three meetings dealt with the concerns about the Restructuring of the 
Diocese with the following proposals/concerns surfacing: 1. Yoke two 
deaneries, retain each individual organization, put bishop or coordinator 
over them. Advantages: maintains Diocesan Council composition, does not 
disenfranchise certain women. 2. Go with regions but have assisting 
bishops selected by regions, not by Diocesan. 3. Have regions with 
autonomy by giving them power over some funds, programs, etc. in their 
area. 4. Have regions with a cleric elected by the people of the region as 
president who functions as a dean and is invested with power for 
institutions of rectors and other functional responsibilities. Elect a 
bishop coadjutor to handle clerical and lay functional problems or concerns, 
but not matters of real need or substance. 5. Elect suffragans to take 
some of the responsibility from Diocesan Staff. E.G., Suffragan for Urban 
Ministries, Suffragan for Missions Program. 6. The work of the church 
should be done by the local congregation, and is: the structure of the 
greater church should assist that level. 7. Youth ministries need diocesan 
personnel and program to assist in local congregation. 8. The deanery 
should strengthen the parish--communication, physical support of programs, 
etc. 
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A resolution by the Deanery to support the funding request of St. Cross 
1736 project "Second Step" was passed unanimously at its March meeting. 

The future of Navy Family Chapel has been a Deanery concern with many 
questions still unanswered at this report writing. Phone calls and letters 
to Diocesan House requesting information/stating concern are still ongoing. 
We think the issues may affect other institutes/agencies of the Diocese. 


A very well attended Acolyte Festival was held at St. Cross. 


Elected officers were the Reverend Arthur Bartlett, President; Charles 
Breamer, Vice President; Patsy Brierley, Secretary-Treasurer; Mary Bacon, 
Delegate to Diocesan Council; Mary Bacon, E.C.W. President; Bert Wood, 
Delegate to Mission Congregations. 


Great concern was expressed about the continuing life of Deanery Nine with 
the restructuring process under way. It was decided we would continue our 
planning and programs each month and not worry about the iength of our 
Deanery life.

Deanery Ten is composed of some 14 parishes and missions located in the 
County of Orange. Several churches, specifically those located in 
Fullerton, Placentia, Buena Park and Seal Beach belong to adjacent 
Deaneries. 


The Council consists of lay members representing each congregation and a 
clergy representative who is also the liaison member with the Clericus of 
Deanery X. Regular meetings are scheduled every first Monday of the month, 
rotating at the various churches of the Deanery. A pre-convention meeting 
was held jointly with the delegates last November at St. George's, Laguna 
Hills. The major events sponsored by the Deanery were Vestry Day last 
October at St. Paul's, Tustin and the Annual Youth Day in May at St. 
Clement's, San Clemente. Vestry Day was well supported by members of 
Diocesan staff and volunteers. Youth Day has been an annual event for 
Junior High students, and again very successful due to the imaginative 
program presented by Father Sacquety and Jim Wilcox. 


We were well supported by the Diocese, we have requested speakers on 
specific subjects, and whenever possible programs were arranged accordingly: 
Father Kahler on stewardship, Canon Hultgren on canons, Father Sacquety on 
the committee of the future, Betty Ann High on Christian Education, Father 
Leonetti on the structure of the Episcopal Church in the United States, and 
others too numerous to mention, our thanks to all of them. 


The Reverend Warren Pittman and Barbara Mudge were our clergy support, 
although it appears that the clericus did not meet regularly due to lack 
of a convenor. Carmelita Moffatt and Pete Crary are our representatives 
to Council and Mission Congregations. They have faithfully attended 
meetings and given regular progress reports, keeping up up to date. 
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Pulpit exchange a regular event of this Deanery and strongly favored by 
the laity did not take place this year, due to the lack of a co-ordinator. 
Hopefully during future years a MASTER SCHEDULE can be developed not only 
in this Deanery but throughout the Diocese to avoid overlapping of these 
and other major events in our territory or region. 


The annual pre-convention meeting scheduled by the Diocese and sponsored 
by this Deanery for all delegates to convention was very well attended, 
however a somewhat frustrating experience perhaps due to lack of prepara- 
tion and consideration for the elected delegates and others not thorough- 
ly familiar with Diocesan affairs. Insufficient time was allowed for 
adequate responses to some enquiries. Perhaps two pre-convention meetings 
are in order to fully and intelligently indoctrinate delegates to conven- 
tion, so that they can be prepared to make good decisions on the conven- 
tion floor. 


All programs, meetings and conventions are only as good as their sponsors. 
This writer urges all clergy, vestry and Bishop's committee members as 
well as wardens to work together towards our common goal: to worship, to 
education, to build a better world, and to promote Christianity and 
goodwill towards all. We have to do this as one body, unified, not as 
isolationalists, we have to abandon parochial and provincial attitudes. 


This Deanery is sponsoring and promoting activities designed for the 
benefit of all churches and congregations. We want to share programs that 
have proven successful, we want to preserve our resources, concentrate on 
existing and new ventures and outreach programs that are and will be 
beneficial to all. Some of our leaders are better with young people, 
others with seniors, some are good in outreach programs, others successful 
with "in-house" programs, such as Bible study, and educational ventures. 


Let us all share all programs, let us communicate with each other and go 
into the future jointly with our heads high promoting our faith. 


It has been my pleasure and privilege to conduct meetings of this Deanery 
for the last several years, it has been a great experience for me, and I 

hope that in some small way I have contributed to the future. It is now 

time to have new people with new ideas take over. I thank all of you who 
have so faithfully supported me, and I wish my successors as much joy and 
pleasure as I have had.

BOARD FOR THE CONTINUING EDUCATION OF THE CLERGY 


Minutes of the 10 November 1983 Meeting of the Board for the Continuing 
Education of the Clergy and semiannual report for the period 1 July 1983 
through 31 December 1983. Present: The Reverend Messrs. Mark Shier, 
Chairman, Robert Boyer and Al Smith, Mr. Francis Banks, Mrs. Alice Walker, 
Dr. Lamar Hill, Dr. Jack Miller and Mr. Anthony McNamara.

The Board approved two requests for continuing education assistance: Evan 
R. Williams to attend the Conference of Anglican Theologians, 30 September 
through 1 October 1983 and Carole R. Snyder to attend the Pacific School 
of Religion Earl Lectures, January 23-27, 1984. 


For purposes of recording in the minutes it was noted that the Board had 
previously approved by mail ballot two requests for assistance: Robert 
Boyer to attend Virginia Theological Seminary, June 12 - July 3, 1983 and 
George McClaren, Jr. to attend the College of Preachers, September 19-24, 
1983 (Fr. McClaren subsequently reported to the Board that he had not 
been able to attend and had returned the check to the Diocese. 


The Board also approved assistance for the following clergy to attend 
Diocesan-sponsored Workshop on Organization Development and Leadership 
Training (Malibu VI) November 7-11, 1983: Lynn Jay, Magdaleno K. Bacagan, 
Robert Brandt, John K. Saville, Lorne E. Weaver. 


Mr. Francis Banks was elected to chair the Board for 1984. The next 
meeting will be at St. James, Los Angeles, at 12:30 on May 2nd. It was 
noted that there is a proposed canonical change before Diocesan Convention 
to abolish the Board and to transfer its functions to the Commission on 
the Ministry. If this change should pass, there will be no further 
meetings of the Board and this document will be its last report to the 
Convention. Father Shier will speak to Convention on this matter urging 
that the familiarity of the present Board. members with the area of 
continuing education be used by the C.0.M. if the change should pass. A 
question had arisen as to the propriety of the Board assisting with the 
expenses of spouses when the program specifically required the presence 
of the spouse, i.e., clergy families, etc. Responding to this question 
from the Board, Bishop Rusack wrote that he felt that this would be in 
order. The Board unanimously concurred. There being no further business 
before the Board, the meeting was adjourned.

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THE CATHEDRAL CORPORATION/GRANTS COMMITTEE 


The Corporation met quarterly, in September and December of 1983 and March 
and June of 1984. The Grants Committee met quarterly, in August and 
November of 1983 and February and May of 1984. 


The Corporation has settled upon a procedure for processing grant applica- 
tion that the Board feels is adequate and just. The Grant Committee 
reviews all applications at its meeting and then submits its recommenda- 
tions in writing ahead of the scheduled Corporation meeting date. Each 
recommendation is carefully reviewed and then approved, modified or 

denied as the Board decides. Grants awarded are monitored by Board members 
or some other qualified person. 


To provide fairness and impartiality to all grant applicants, the Board 
has agreed upon guidelines (Revised this year) which govern the grants 
program. The Introduction to the guidelines reads: 
“The Grants Program is established to foster and enrich the life 
of the Church throughout and exclusively within the Diocese of 
Los Angeles by means of grants to Episcopal Church related

projects which could be considered an extended Cathedral 
ministry. 


The intent of the program is to encourage a diversity of 
ministry projects. Therefore, three categories of grants 
exist: A Gift Grant, not to exceed $1,000; a Standard Grant, 
not to exceed $3,000 or 12 months in duration; a Major Grant 
for those grants which exceed $30,000 and which extend over 
12 months in duration." 


The guidelines establish that prime consideration will be given to those 
requests which are new, innovative and creative, particularly in the 
development of spiritual life, special or ethnic ministries, and social 
service ministries. Using these directives and standards, the Board 
allocated $405,990.00 in grants during the period covered by this report. 


The Bishop and all eighteen members of the Board take considerable joy and 
satisfaction in making possible a wide variety of services to people, 
church related and otherwise, within the geographical jurisdiction of the 
Diocese of Los Angeles.

CORPORATION SOLE ENDOWMENT ADVISORS 


This report is submitted to the members of Convention in continuing ful- 
fillment of the Bishop's assurance to the Convention of 1974 that some form 
of statement respecting the funds entrusted to him as Corporation Sole 
would be published annually. 


As reported for prior years, no portion of the Capital was spent this year. 
All disbursements were made from accumulated or current earnings. 


The Bishop as Corporation Sole continues to guarantee timely loan payments 
on certain outside debts of Mission (or, former Mission) congregations. 
(See Schedules A, A-1 and A-2) His total assets are viewed by the 

various outside creditors as security for these loans. The availability 
of such security to congregations seeking loans is an essential service 

to these congregations. 


The total assets held by the Bishop as Corporation Sole are in four major 
categories. The indicated approximate market values include shares of the 
Diocesan Investment Trust, Fund A, at a market value as of October 31, 1983 
of $59.736/share. The total values at December 31, 1983, were: Trust Funds, 
$1,667,235; Agency Funds, $674,885; Properties, $7,182,130; and, Endowment 
Funds, $9,559,720. 


TRUST FUNDS 


Trust Funds represent monies entrusted to the Bishop as Corporation Sole to 
manage and invest for the benefit of specifically designated beneficiaries-- 
Diocesan Institutions, Parishes and Missions, and the Cathedral Corporation. 
Neither the Bishop nor the Corporation of the Diocese is a beneficiary under 
any of these trusts. The major portion of these funds is invested in 

shares of the Diocesan Investment Trust. 


SWAN 


The Bishop as Corporation Sole does not have a beneficial title in these 
funds and has very limited discretion over the disbursement of funds, 
except in the case of the Corporation of the Cathedral, where decisions 
are arrived at jointly with the Cathedral Board of Directors. 


AGENCY FUNDS 


Agency Funds represent largely monies entrusted to the Bishop as Corpora- 
tion Sole by the Missions of the Diocese for him to preserve and invest. 
These monies are not beneficially owned by the Corporation Sole. However, 
the Bishop can and does exercise some discretion here as the Missions of 
the Diocese are under his general supervision and oversight. In all 
cases, decisions are made in consultation with the Archdeacon, Vicars and 
Bishop's Committees. 


PROPERTIES 


The Bishop as Corporation Sole has a trustee title to various Mission and 
Parish real properties valued at approximately $6,627,000 (substantially 
at cost). In case of Mission congregations, which are not incorporated, 
the Bishop as Corporation Sole holds title until the Mission becomes a 
Parish and all debt is retired. The Parish properties are those of former 
Missions with an outstanding debt underwritten by Corporation Sole; when 
the debt is retired, title to these properties is normally deeded to the 
Parish Corporation. In addition, title is held to Camp Stevens, the camp 
at Wrightwood, the Navy Family Chapel and (a gift of many years ago) some 
unimproved acreage in the Lancaster area. These real properties have an 
aggregate total value of approximately $555,000 (substantially as either 
cost or 4 times the value assessed for county tax purposes). 


ENDOWMENT FUNDS 


These are funds given to the Bishop as Corporation Sole, some dating back 
to the first Bishop of Los Angeles. In many cases, the use of these funds 
is restricted by the deed of donation, e.g., for Seminarian Scholarships, 
aid to Mission congregations, "Diocesan Charities," etc. Within the 
designated area, however, the Bishop exercises the sole discretion of 
selecting the specific beneficiaries, which he does in consultation with 
his Advisors. The assets of certain closed Mission congregations are also 
preserved here and have been used exclusively to assist active Mission 
congregations in debt management or in support of new initiatives. 


As noted above, Endowment Funds total approximately $9,559,720, including 
shares in Fund A of the Diocesan Investment Trust with an original cost 
of $2,519,150 and included here at an estimated current market value of 
$5,995,200. 


In the various categories of restricted funds, the major disbursements 
related to Seminarians and Seminaries ($63,340), Continuing Education of 
the Clergy ($5,835), Repair and Maintenance grant to St. Gabriel's, 
Monterey Park ($63,580), modules purchased from San Juan Capistrano and 
moved to Irvine ($187,310), initial renovation work on Rectory, Church of 
the Epiphany, Los Angeles ($8,410) and initial new construction costs on 
Garden Grove facility for new Vietnamese congregation ($5,220), support of 
the Mission Share Fund Missions" budget ($35,000), payment of Retired 
Vicar's Group Insurance ($24,825), emergency assistance to Missions 
($59,255), debt assistance grants to Missions ($17,265), legal fees re 
Estate settlement ($60,000) and Loans to Missions ($33,000).

In the category of unrestricted funds, the major disbursements related to 
Ecumenical Olympics program ($7,500), special project in Barstow ($10,000), 
grant to South Central Organizing Committee ($15,000), modules purchased 
for move to La Verne ($3,000), grants in support of Parish-based ministries 
($105,730), grants in support of staff for specialized ministries 
($106,560), and grants to agencies and institutions (e.g., Korean Services 
Center, Episcopal Community Services, Seamen's Church Institute, ...) 
($33,330). 


In addition to the Principal values reported above, the Bishop as. 
Corporation Sole has a beneficial interest in two Trust Funds administered 
by others, as disclosed in previous reports. In addition, the Bishop's 
Guild and the Missions Craft Shop are generous in their support, through 
the Bishop, of Seminarians, Theological Schools and the continuing 
education of the Clergy. 


OTHER 


The books of the Bishop as Corporation Sole have been audited for many 
years by the firm of Davidson, Caves & McKinley. The audit for the year 
1982 has been completed, and the amounts previously reported have been 
duly certified. The audit for 1983 has been completed as of this writing 
but the certified report has not, as yet, been received.

The Presiding Bishop's Fund for World Relief is the official channel of 
the Episcopal Church to respond to human need in various parts of the 
world including the United States. The idea for the Fund began in 1938 
with the concern of a priest in Ohio for the plight of the refugees from 
Nazi Germany. In 1940 the General Convention broadened the concept to 
include the relief of human suffering around the globe, and the Presiding 
Bishop's Fund was officially born. By 1983 the Fund was responsible for 
raising and distributing over four and a half million dollars. 


Our diocese has steadily increased its support. The amount received this 
year to August 15 is approximately $65,000, the larger figure being due 
in part to the strong appeal of Bishop Allin on behalf of the people of 
Africa who have suffered from seven years of drought. In his letter to 
all bishops and clergy he said "Five million children face death from 
starvation, and another five million are likely to suffer life-long 
damage to their health as the result of dietary difficulties." 


The Presiding Bishop has asked that we make a special appeal this fall on 
behalf of our brothers and sisters in Africa, in Central America where 

he visited recently, and in Lebanon. The these of the Fund this year has 
been MULTIPLY A MIRACLE, suggesting that it is through our gifts that the 
church is enavled to reenact again and again Jesus' miracle of the loaves 
and fishes, and to fulfill His command to "feed the hungry, clothe the 
naked, and give a cup of cold water to the thirsty." 


The Fund reminds us that we cannot close our eyes to the needs of others, 
that we cannot live unto ourselves and at the same time fulfill our high 
calling as His followers. 


I want to express my grateful appreciation to the clergy and people of 
this diocese for their generous support of the Presiding Bishop's Fund 
for World Relief this year.

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THE CANTERBURY-WESTWOOD FOUNDATION 


The 1983-84 academic year was an exciting one for the Canterbury-Westwood 
Foundation. It witnessed growth and a deepening engagement in its 
ministry to the UCLA community. In his evaluation of this ministry at 
UCLA, the Reverend Peter Haynes, President of the Episcopal Society for 
Ministry in Higher Education, indicated that this ministry had much to 
celebrate and be thankful for. 


Members of the community were major organizers of a group of UCLA 
theatre arts students who call themselves F.I.S.H. The anronym means 
Fellowship is Started Here. This group of young actors from the UCLA 
Theatre Arts Department took a production, "Behind the Mask", which they 
wrote, produced and acted in to a prize winning performance at the 
Province VIII Episcopal Drama Foundation Competition. They added to 
their honors by emerging as finalists in the national competitions in 
St. Louis. 


Following their triumph, the F.I.S.H. players organized themselves into a 
group which spent the last quarter of the year visiting and entertaining 
residents of various senior citizens’ homes in the West Los Angeles area. 


During the Christmas holidays, the chaplain, Father Giles L. Asbury, led a 
delegation, including a large contingent of UCLA students, to the first 
national Episcopal college students conference to be held in ten years. 
The conference, "A Turning of Time", featured meditations by the Right 
Reverend Desmond Tutu. 


During the past year, the chaplain has had the honor of serving as Program 
Chairman of the University of Religious Conference. In this capacity 

he is responsible for carrying out an interfaith program to the UCLA 
community on behalf of Roman Catholic, Jewish and six Protestant chap- 
laincies which comprise the URC. 


Father Asbury was one of the people who helped to organize the response of 
Los Angeles’ religious communities to the advent of the XXIIIrd Olympiad. 
He served as a coordinator of the ministry to athletes and staff living and 
working within the various olympic villages. He also served as religious 
services coordinator for the UCLA Olympic village. In this capacity, he 
helped to organize a ministry which provided religious services and coun- 
seling for Christian, Jewish, Muslim and Buddhist athletes. 


The Canterbury-Westwood Board of Directors also engaged in a variety of 
activities which will eventually create a financially independent ministry 
to UCLA. This year, the Board, led by Mrs. Eugene Stern, held the founda- 
tion's first fund raising benefit. This evening of fellowship for friends, 
alumni, and supporters of Canterbury's ministry at UCLA featured dinner and 
an evening of theatre at UCLA's Mcgowan Hall. The board also sought new 
membership which will provide talent and skilss that can direct the 

plans of the foundation in the years to come. 


All of these activities were conducted in addition to the Foundation's 
rich and varied ministry to the UCLA community. A regular weekly round of 
worship and study provided a center around which a Christian community 
continues to grow and respond to the complexities of coming of age and 
surviving in a high competitive academic environment. 
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We have all rejoiced in the fruition of so much and work and pray that 
in the coming year the Lord will continue to grant us the opportunity to 
continue to carry on the Episcopal ministry to one of America's greatest 
universities.

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WEDNESDAY NOON HEALING SERVICE 
AT ST. RAPHAEL'S CHAPEL, AT THE HOSPITAL OF THE GOOD SAMARITAN 


The Wednesday Noon Healing Services have been held continuously since 
October 1959. They were instituted by the Reverend Canon Richard Lief 
(who died in March 1983). They were supported by the Order of The 
Daughters of the King, the Order of St. Luke, and later by the Ethel 
Tulloch Banks Memorial Fellowship. In 1960 we had 525 Requests for 
Prayer. This past year 9,708 Prayers of Intercession were offered. 


These requests break down into two categories -- Physical and Spiritual. 
The total Intercessions for Physical Healing are 3,512 in such areas as 
cancer 354; critical 173; surgery 252; eye, ear, nose and throat 326; 
children 226; nerves 71; arthritis 145; back and limbs 99; accidents 402; 
diagnosis 120; heart and circulatory 540; internal 804; miscellaneous and 
not specified 883. The total Intercessions for Spiritual Healing are 
6,196 broken down as follows: spiritual healing, guidance and love 3268 
(including 225 for Alcoholics and Narcotics); brain damage and mental 
1,755; thanksgivings for improvement 41; for release (including Marines 
lost in Lebanon) 249. : 


To Chaplain Hall, to our Pastor, the Reverend Canon Morris Samuel, and to 
the Reverend Cynthia K. Seagal, we give our thanks. We are also indebted 
to the Reverend Enoch Jones, who faithfully sends us cards from his minis- 
try at the General Hospital. Mrs. Henry Chagnon, Prayer Chain Chairman 
for the Order of The Daughters of the King, is unable to attend the 
Services, but joins us in prayer at home. 


The Daughters of the King, helped by Mr. Nelms Black, a prominent member 
of the Order of St. Luke and of the Ethel Tulloch Banks Memorial Fellow- 
ship, still have their Intercessory Prayers preceding the Eucharist from 
11:30 until 12:00. At 12:00 noon we Celebrate the Eucharist, close to the 
beginning of which are Healing Prayers and the Laying-on-of-Hands.

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EPISCOPAL COMMUNITY SERVICES 


Episcopal Community Services' St. Barnabas Senior Center delivered 

191,494 social services to 16,767 unduplicated elderly clients in 1983-84. 
This is a 153% increase in services, a 76% increase in clients over the 
previous year. 85% of these services were in transportation and escort, 

a 250% increase over last year. We now broker subsidize transportation 
services from the Los Angeles River to the Pacific Ocean. Other signifi- 
cant increases were in case management, grocery shopping and delivery, 
protective services, health services and telephone reassurance.

Computerization of our operations, continued capital development, and 
increase in seryices to the more seyerly impaired will mark the current 
year. We now have 30 employees and an operating budget well in excess 
of $3 million. 


We are bursting at the seams in our leased quarters, but we look forward 
to occupying a new building in 1986.

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THE EPISCOPAL HOME 


The Episcopal Home continues to offer services to the elderly of the Los 
Angeles area at its two facilities in Alhambra and Rancho Palos Verdes. 
The needs of the elderly for living accommodations and nursing care 

grows year by year with the result that a waiting period has developed at 
the Alhambra Facility. 


This waiting period is attributable not only to the increasing needs of the 
elderly of our society but also to the appeal of the remodeled units. 
Individual rooms and two room suites now have full bathrooms; a sliding 
door to an outside patio and garden area,.and a small kitchen unit with 
sink, two burner stove and refrigerator. 


The Rancho Palos Verdes facility, known as The Cantebury is in full 
operation. Included in the complex is a 28 bed skilled nursing facility 
serving the residents of the facility as well as residents of the local 
community. 


The Episcopal Home is able to adjust its fees for persons with limited 
financial resources to enable the elderly to enjoy the comfort and 
security and support of a caring community.

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THE GALILEE NAVY FAMILY CHAPEL 


After 44 years of outreach ministry to military families by Galilee Navy 
Family Chapel, the Bishop has turned this ministry over to the U.S. Navy 
while the Diocese maintains liability for major repairs on the building. 


The beautiful Chapel is ideally situated for its unique ministry, directly 
across the street from the largest Navy housing project in the Diocese 
(1140 family units). Led by worker/priest Father Donald Gaines for the 
past three years, the steadily growing Chapel program includes a full 

range of religious, social, and welfare services. During the first half 

of 1984 Sunday morning attendance averaged 157 (52 for Sunday School and 
105 for Family Worship, up from 144 in 1983). Galilee has a year-round 
Sunday School, mid-week Bible study, adult choir, and confirmation classes. 
The worship services are Rite II, first Sunday Holy Communion and Ante 
Communion on other Sundays. The purposes for the formation of Galilee Navy 
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Family Chapel Corporation include "to maintain the ordinances and teach- 
ings, of the Christian religion as interpreted by the Episcopal Church." 
By mandate of the founder of the Chapel, Chaplain Truman Riddle, all 
persons receive equally cordial treatment at Galilee. 


The comfortably furnished Social Hall, with its antique furniture, 
paintings, and oriental rugs, reflects the love and caring outreach of our 
Church and is particularly appreciated by Navy wives. A dozen Navy ship 
wives’ groups meet each month at Galilee. We also sponsor Brownie and 
Junior Girl Scouts, and a Boy Scout Pack with a Troop and several Cub 
Scout dens which serve the Cabrillo/Savannah Navy housing area. 


Outreach is the Chapel's specialty. We reach out with love and concern 
to a multi-ethnic, low-income group whose nomad lifestyle is for our de- 
fense and protection. Galilee Chapel is usually the first experience of 
the Episcopal Church by the families to whom we minister, and these fami- 
lies move every two to three years. The six members of the 1983 confir- 
mation class are now living in San Diego, Hawaii and Washington, D.C. 


Since its founding in 1940 the Chapel has always maintained a pantry for 
the use of any Navy family who requested help. During the past year some 
12 to 20 Navy families have used the pantry each month, many referred by 
Navy Chaplains or by Navy Family Services when no other resource was 
available. 


The bi-monthly Clothing Exchange, serving 20 to 75 each month, is a place 
where Navy families can share with others clothing they no longer need. 
There is no charge; generous donations by Church and individual friends 
of the Chapel keep the quality of the clothing high; and Navy wife 
volunteers sort and keep it all in order. 


Summer 1984 has been particularly active. Thru Galilee Chapel, Navy 

wife volunteers have fed an average of 120 low-income Navy children 

each day, Monday thru Friday, a total of 6,000 nutritious lunches prepared 
by the Long Beach Unified School District kitchen. Navy wives have also 
supervised on a volunteer basis the daily preceeding 30 minute recreation 
program. Vacation Church School 1984 enrolled 180 children, age three 
thru high school, in two one-week sessions, a 15% increase in enrollment 
over last year. The unusually consistent attendance was due to a great 
staff of Navy wives and the Winston Press "Glad Days" curriculum. 


The ministry at Galilee Navy Family Chapel is not aided by the Diocesan 
budget and, in fact, the Chapel congregation has for three years made a 
monthly Mission Share payment. The Bishop as Corporation Sole holds in 
trust approximately $10,000 of Galilee Funds in the DIT, as well as the two 
lots adjacent to the Chapel which were purchascd with Galilee funds and 
could be used for future development.

Training/Rally Day, our Diocesan events have all been well attended. A 
fantastic G.F.S. Camp was held at Camp Stevens with over eighty girls 
participating. The Camp committee provided both love and excellent 
leadership with a special Chaplain - Father Danana Mkhize. 


An excellent example of Christian growth and commitment is revealed in 
Megan Lunstrom our Youth Delegate to National Assembly held at Tufts 
University, Boston. This was the first Assembly to be held in over 

20 years. Martha Killefer from this Diocese was elected National 
President along with Phoebe Detor who was elected Treasurer. Megan also 
represented this Diocese in Japan at the World Council. 


Our local program is a very viable one and continues with your support 
and prayers.

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HILLSIDES HOME FOR CHILDREN 


Hillsides continues to move steadily towards its goal of providing a full 
range of services to children and families and renewed affinity with mem- 
bers of the Episconal community. 


The Reverend Joseph M. Reeves, rector of St. Bede's Church, Mar Vista was 
elected Chairman of the Board of Directors of Hillsides and will serve 

a two year term. The Reverend John Pruessner, rector of St. George's 
Parish, La Canada, is the representative of the Diocese of Los Angeles and 
in February 1984, Mrs. Richard B. Harms was voted to represent the 
Diocese of San Diego. 


Other Episcopalians on the Board of Directors include Mrs. James Berry, 
Walter Crockett, Jr., (All Saints', Pasadena), Mrs. Yvonne Bingham, (St. 
James, Los Angeles), Herbert Botsford, (Church of the Angels, Pasadena), 
Mrs. John T. Boyle, Ernest Doud, Eric Remelmeyer, James Rush, The Honorable 
David Thomas (Church of Our Saviour, San Gabriel), Donald Clark, Mrs.

The Chairman and Board of Directors acknowledge 
the guidance and help provided by the Reverend Warren L. Pittman who 
retired from the Board after six years of service, and of the Reverend 
Sanford Smith who served during 1983. 


On Ingathering Sunday, November 1983, parishioners contributed a total of 
$17,422. Year round gifts from members of the Episcopal Church Women 
amounted to $3,243 and were provided by St. Paul's Parish, Ventura; St. 
Patrick's Parish, Thousand Oaks; St. James' Parish, South Pasadena; St. 
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Edmund's, San Marino; Church of Our Sayiour, San Gabriel; St. Mary's in 
the Valley, Ramona; All Saints’ Parish, Riverside; Trinity Parish, 
Redlands; All Saints', Oxnard; St. Luke's Parish, Monrovia; All Saints’, 
St. Gregory's and St. Thomas of Canterbury in Long Beach; St. George's, 
Laguna Beach; St. Geoorge's, La Canada; St. Andrew's Mission, Irvine; St. 
Thoma& Mission, Hacienda Heights; St. Andrew's Mission, Granada Hills; 
Grace Parish, Glendora; St. Andrew's Parish, Fullerton; St. Michael 

the Archangel Parish, El Segundo; Holy Trinity Parish, Covina; St. 
Ambrose Parish, Claremont; St. Martin-in-the-Fields Parish, Canoga Park; 
All Saints' Parish, Beverly Hills and St. Stephen's Parish in Beaumont. 
An additional $1,200 was given by the Dragon Thrift Shop of St. George's 
in La Canada. 


St. James Church School in Newport Beach has adopted one of the Hillsides 
cottages and provides birthday gifts for each child age four through 
seven living in Tradewinds Cottage. St. Stephen's Mission, Valencia, + 
adopted the cottage housing the older teenage girls and provides birth- 
day gifts for these young residents of Hillsides. The Board extends 
special thanks to the Reverend Sam Shafer, Mrs. Claire Sargeant, Mr. 

and Mrs. George Galkin, of St. James', Newport Beach and Mrs. Cherie 
Clement of St. Stephen's, Valencia for their leadership in this new 
venture. It is hoped that four additional church groups will respond to 
this need to provide birthday gifts for each child in residence at 
Hillsides. 


Hillsides Board of Directors and staff are pleased to welcome their new 
neighbor, Father Robert Gaestel, Vicar of the Church of the Angels, who 
has already attended several meetings and visited with the children on 
numerous occasions. 


Episcopalians responded generously to requests in the Episcopal News and 
supplied Hillsides with gifts in kind such as encyclopedias, bicycles and 
a refrigerator. 


Hillsides services to rehabilitate children who have suffered physical or 
sexual abuse remains the core of its program. In the past year, younger 
children are being referred to Hillsides for treatment, several four and 
five year olds are now in residence. Many of the children have chronic 
medical problems as well as suffering the effects of abuse. Complaints 
such as diabetes, anemia, asthma, burns requiring periodic skin grafts 
afflict some children, one has a heart murmur and another suffers from a 
genetic malformation of the urinary tract. A nurse has been added to 
Hillsides staff in view of the increasing complexities of medical and 
emotional problems experienced by the children. 


In addition to the core program of services, Hillsides has added a direct 
service to families with children who are in crisis. It is a treatment-in- 
the-home program called Keep Families Together and is designed for families 
with children, suffering overwhelming stress where desperate behavior 
indicates the likelihood of children being placed in institutions. 

This is a research as well as a treatment project carried out in coopera- 
tion with Pacific Oaks College, Pasadena. Forty percent of the referrals 
to the Family Program have come from Episcopal Church rectors who recom- 
mend this service to people in their community. Funds are being sought 

to maintain and expand this program. 
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Future plans call for additional community services, such as parent 
education. The Hillsides Education Center, providing special education for 
the children at Hillsides who are not able to attend public school, con- 
tinues its fine program and plans to offer a summer school for community 
members needing Special Education programs next year.

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THE HOSPITAL OF THE GOOD SAMARITAN 


During the past year our Hospital has progressed in a number of important 
activities. It is my honor to present a summary of these accomplishments 
and their anticipated effect on another challenging year ahead. 


PATIENT SERVICES 


Good Samaritan Surgery Center - One of the most important events in the 
Hospital's recent history was the State of California approval of our 
application for the construction of an ambulatory surgery center. The 
facility will be housed in the Medical Office Building adjacent to the 
Hospital. It will be the first of its kind affiliated with a hospital in 
the metropolitan area. It will be a free standing unit operated as a 
Hospital department and will contain three surgical suites. The Hospital 
surgical suites will be available for more complex and time consuming 
surgical procedures. 


Ambulatory Care Center - The Ambulatory Care Center was relocated from 
the 1953 Building to the 1976 Building in the area next to the Ambulance 
Entrance. The Ambulatory Care Center, Diagnostic Service and Employee 
Medical Services were consolidated into one location. The relocated area 
has less square footage and was designed to improve efficiency and 
productivity. 


One of the most important changes has been to fully staff the Ambulatory 
Care Center and make it operational on a 24 hour, 365 day basis. The 
Medical Records Department also began its staffing on a 24 hour basis, 
Monday through Friday. This expanded staffing allows chart retrieval for 
Ambulatory Care Center patients as well as the inpatient admissions. 


It is anticipated that the utilization of the Ambulatory Care Center by 
members of the Medical Staff as an extension of their offices after hours 
and weekends will increase. The fact that the Ambulatory Care Center is 
now fully staffed 24 hours per day will also provide the business and 
residential community with urgent type care around the clock. 


Cancer Center - Our Cancer Center was awarded a grant by the National 
Cancer Institute (NCI) for participation in the Community Clinical 
Oncology Program (CCOP). The program was initiated to utilize the 
expertise of oncologists in community practice, expand research and 
facilitate an exchange of research findings at the community level, 
establish a base for cancer prevention, early detection and rehabilitation 
and monitor results through documentation. 
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Application for the Community Clinical Oncology Program grant was made 
jointly by The Hospital of the Good Samaritan and Orthopaedic Hospital 
supported by several local research base affiliations under the name of 
Greater Los Angeles Community Clinical Oncology RyPREAS We were among 
59 centers chosen across the country. 


Cardiology - A significant change in the Cardiology Department's 
operations was the increase of 25% in outpatient cardiac catheterizations. 
The effort is a significant trend and in keeping with the increased 
emphasis on use of outpatient services to reduce costs in third party 
carriers. 


Community Relations - "Hello" magazine, a twenty page booklet, was placed 
into circulation. Its purpose is to make the patient feel at ease by 
answering questions about the Hospital, its policies and procedures. 


Patient and Public Education and Community Relations Activities - The 
Hospital continues its traditional role in providing educational programs 


for patients, their families and the public. Health education was 
provided to local organizations including churches and businesses. 
Community lecture series H.E.P., E.P.0.C.H., Diabetes Update and 
Respiratory Club were continued. We continue to work closely with the 
residents of Angelus Plaza to provide educational programs. Two issues 
were published of the "Senior Counselor," a newsletter including general 
information items for senior citizens. 


OTHER ACTIVITIES 


The Auxiliary of the Hospital of the Good Samaritan - The Auxiliary has 
pledged $500,000 toward the construction of a new Child Care Center for 


children of Hospital employees. The Child Care Center opened in September 
1980 and soon outgrew its quarters. The new center is larger and is 
designed in three areas to accommodate the specific needs of infants, 
toddlers and pre-schoolers. It will accommodate sixty-nine children. The 
Auxiliary held an open house to dedicate the center on September 26, 1983. 
It is anticipated the center will become fully operational in November, 
1983. 


BOARD OF TRUSTEE STRATEGIC PLANNING COMMITTEE - Under the Chairmanship of 
Mr. Richard C. Seaver this Committee is charged with the development and 
ongoing monitoring of the over-all strategic plan for the Hospital 
including its lands and buildings. In January 1983 this Committee sub- 
mitted a recommendation to the Board to construct an Education and Confer- 
ence Center. The site would be located on the west side of Lucas Avenue 
adjacent to the heating and cooling plant. The Board adopted a resolution 
in January 1983 to proceed with this project utilizing the Audrienne H. 
Moseley and Grace Ford Salvatori donations. 


THE YEAR AHEAD - 1) To complete the implementation of the Datacare Patient 
Care Information System. The most challenging aspect will be the inter- 
face of the Laboratory Medlab Computer to the Datacare system. 2) To open 
the new Child Care Center. 3) To complete the Good Samaritan Surgery 
Center and make it operational. 4) To prepare the Hospital for the advent 
of the Medicare Prospective Payment System. A multi-disciplinary project 
team will be assembled. The scope of the team duties will include educa- 
tional efforts for the Medical Staff and other personnel on the effect of 
the Diagnosis Related Group reimbursement system. In addition, a computer- 
ized management information system will be obtained to merge the necessary 
clinical and financial case mix data. 
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5) To design and begin construction of an Education and Conference Center. 
6) To continue the study of the feasibility and appropriateness of the 
acquisition of a Nuclear Magnetic Resonance Unit. 7) To plan for our 
involvement in the 1984 Olympics. 8) To implement the Commission on 
Professional and Hospital Activities P.A.S.+ Computerized abstracting and 
coding system in the Medical Records Department. 9) To implement the 
American College of Surgeons computerized tumor registry software package 
in the Medical Records Department. This program is used to complete the 
case abstracts and follow up for cancer patients. 10) To complete the 
planning and open the School of Perfusion Technology. 11) To evaluate the 
expansion of the services of the Occupational Therapy Department to 
include: a) Work Capacity Evaluation Program which assists physicians 

in evaluating work readiness of patients with disability, weakness or 
injury. b) Perceptual Retraining Program for brain injured persons. This 
is a computer program which includes daily individual cognitive and 
perceptual sessions geared to redirecting the person toward his occupa- 
tional role. c) Packaged outpatient programs including a back pain 
program. 12) To work with the Board Centennial Committee under the 
Chairmanship of Mrs. Angus M. McLeod in the planning for the many events 
designed to commemorate our 100th year in continuous service to patients. 


SUMMARY STATEMENT 


In my last year's annual report, I stated this year would bring about 
unprecedented changes and that has occurred. Overall the year has been 
a successful one, demanding and challenging. 


We submitted a bid to the State of California but did not receive a Medi- 
Cal contract. We, therefore, no longer provide inpatient care for Medi- 
Cal and Medically Indigent Adults which previously accounted for 5% of 
our inpatient census. 


We were awarded a Blue Cross Prudent Buyer Contract and have entered into 
a contract to provide open heart surgical procedures for PacifiCare, a 
federally qualified Health Maintenance Organization. 


As the fiscal year closed, we were in the process of negotiating with 
insurance carriers and other payers to obtain contracts for patient 
services. 


The year ahead will be equally as challenging and filled with change. We 
must ready ourselves for the Medicare Prospective Payment System which 
will become effective for us in September 1984. 


We will continue our efforts to assure our place in the increasingly 
competitive environment. Change is difficult for everyone, however, I 
feel we are indeed fortunate to have long established positive working 
relationships between the Board, Medical Staff and Administration. 


It is important for all of us not to lose sight of our reason for being 
which is to provide quality patient care. I believe we can also do this 
in a price competitive manner. We continue to need the support of the 
Board, Medical Staff, Volunteers and loyal employees as we face the 
future with confidence.

During 1983, NYA provided services to approximately 2,500 young people and 
their families in the West Area (Venice, Mar Vista, Culver City, Santa 
Monica, West L.A.) and in the Harbor Area (Carson, Wilmington, San Pedro, 
Torrance, Lomita). 


NYA continues to grow and create new and exciting programs. The most 
exciting of these being the computer tutoring program. Over the past few 
months, NYA has been successful in receiving donations and grants for five 
additional computers to be used in the agency's offices in the Harbor and 
in the West Area for a client tutoring program. Since many of NYA‘'s young 
people have difficulty in school, the agency has, through the years, 
developed a tutoring program to assist them in improving their reading and 
English, as well as Math skills. This year, NYA's youth will have the 
opportunity to increase their overall educational skills through the use 
of microcomputers at NYA. 


The computers were donated to NYA through the fundraising efforts of 

groups such as: --Las Doradas in the Pacific Palisades, who donated 
$11,000 to NYA which went to buy video equipment, an audio slide projector, 
and other wonderful visual aids equipment and a computer for the West Area. 
---The Palos Verdes Links who presented the computer to Harbor Area 
Directors, Mary Sanders and Barbara Ritman, and Executive Director Adel 
Martinez at a little ceremony at the Computer Stop in Lawndale. --- The 
Women of All Saints' Episcopal Church, Beverly Hills, who somehow always 
manage to be there when we need them, presented NYA with a check for one 
of the computers that the agency will be using as a tutorial aid in the 
program. --- To round it all off NYA received a grant from the Parsons 
Foundation for a Computer Learning Project in the Harbor Area. 
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This spring NYA held its first annual scholarship and community awards 
dinner at the Los Angeles Music Center. Three $500 scholarships were 
presented to NYA clients Darlene Barral, Elizabeth Bautista, and Esther 
Ruvalcaba. Community service awards were given to Apple Computer, All 
Saints' Episcopal Church in Beverly Hills, the Sidney Stern Memorial 
Trust, Captain Jerry Bova of the Los Angeles Police Department, and Mrs. 
Clarinda Mohrland of the Mar Vista Women's Club. The event was very 
successful and plans are currently underway for the 1984-85 awards dinner 
in February, 1985. 


The most exciting news is that NYA has a new home -- at 3877 Grandview 
Boulevard (next door to its former offices). The new facility will house 
not only its administrative and West Area offices, but will also be used 

as a neighborhood center in keeping with NYA's plans to develop program- 
ming through the Settlement House model. NYA's plans include space for 
tutoring and counseling rooms, recreation space, an institutional kitchen 
and multi-purpose community room. NYA staff, board members, and volunteers 
have been moving in this direction for the past few years. The thought 
that it is now all possible is exciting indeed.

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THE SEAMEN'S CHURCH INSTITUTE 


The Seamen's Church Institute began its 103rd year of providing care and 
concern to the seafarers in the port cities of Los Angeles and Long Beach. 
A long needed and planned for "Study of the Needs of the Sea-farer in the 
Port of Los Angeles" was contracted with David A. Dowell, Ph.D., 

Community Psychology Program, California State University Long Beach. This 
first time document has been of prime importance to us for present and 
future planning of programs and responses to the needs of seafarers and 
will be shared on the national level at the International Council of 
Seafarers Agencies. 


Our prime concern for the spiritual needs of seafarers and their families 
have led us to a more intense ship visiting program due to the short time 
that ships are in port. To this end we received a grant from the Cathedral 
Fund to hire/train the first female ships visitor in our history. Anne 
Higbee-Glace, a former member of St. Peter's, San Pedro, came aboard in 
June 1983 and has added greatly to our ship coverage and to the spiritual 
life of the Institute. Two new programs will be coming from her efforts 
and our response to the survey. 


Our fund raising Alaska Cruise was most successful along with our Boat 
Donation Program and other fund raising events in the maritime community. 


We are grateful for the continued financial support of our many friends 
throughout the Diocese. 


The Seamen's Center Guild through its activities, especially the Thrift 
Shop, has funded many projects and activities as it continues to attract 
more volunteer members. The working Board of Directors of the Institute 
is dedicated to raising $20,000.00 this year to balance the budget. 
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My personal thanks to the many volunteers who give both time and money to 
the on-going work of the Institute and especially to Bishop Rusack who is 
currently the Episcopal Advisor to the Mission to Seamen in North America 
and the Caribbean.

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CAMPBELL HALL _ (EPISCOPAL) 


The 1983-84 academic year marked Campbell Hall's 40th anniversary as well 
as the addition of the first male students to the high school's section 

of the campus. On September 14, 1983, school opened to our first coeduca- 
tional 9th and 10th grade classes. Although the Board, faculty and staff, 
parents, and students had worked diligently the previous year to afford a 
smooth transition to coeducation, we were all surprised and pleased the 
first day with the obvious spirit of camaraderie, excitement, and 
pioneering which permeated the high school patio. The entering freshmen 
class size had quickly grown to our maximum projection (70 students) 

in the first year with one-third of that class comprised of male students. 


The school is indebted to the senior class of 1984 who, although committed 
to the single sex structure as Argyll Episcopal Academy, worked to help 
bring about the transition to the new Campbell Hall coeducational kinder- 
garten - 12 format. While maintaining strong ties to the Argyll tradition 
the older students were still a positive force in helping to integrate the 
new students into school life. For example, immediately the former big- 
sister/little-sister program was converted by student government to a 
big-sister/little-brother program. In our first forays into a new 
California Interscholastic Federation high school boys’ athletic program 

a large percentage of the student body turned out to support the beginning 
efforts in various sports which were more notable for enthusiasm than for 
athletic victories! In turn, a sharp increase in support for the girls’ 
athletic program was also evident. The boys’ program, comprised only of 
freshmen and sophomore students, entered their first CIF league year in 
good spirit earning a most respectable record. There is something to be 
said for the pioneering spirit and its effect on the entire high school 
community. 


As we plan for the second year, already the atmosphere of the campus seems 
to be accustomed to and accepting of a natural new addition to the school. 
Thanks to the good work of many including the high school administrators, 
Mrs. Cunningham, Mrs. Savage, and Mr. Phelps; a most able faculty and 
staff; and a bright and good spirited student body, Campbell Hall is 
launched into a new phase of its history. 


Celebrations of the school's 40th anniversary also dotted the calendar. 
Perhaps the most memorable was the actual Founder's Day, February 7, 1984, 
when over 1,000 people gathered on the field to commemorate the occasion 
with reminiscences of our history shared by the founding principle Mildred 
Hawks, Argyll former principal Jane Smith, and senior faculty member 
Wayne Boys. The presence of three founding trustees also gave special 
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warmth to the event. The first annual Grandparents’ Day was held on 
the same day. We expected a modest turnout for the first official 
Grandparents' Day, but we were pleased to welcome over 200 grandparents 
at a reception in the gym. At the end of the Fcunder's Day ceremony 
1,000 blue and gold balloons which were released to the sounds of a 
full-dress Bagpipe Band created quite a visual image to the passing 
motorists on the Ventura Freeway. 


The culmination of the 40th year ceremonies took place again on campus 
at a party, held for the first time under a huge tented pavilion on 
the field. Chaired by Lorie Palmer, the Highland Fling Dinner Dance 
and silent auction not only resulted in the largest attendance at such 
an event but also netted almost $50,000 to the school's drive to build 
the new gymnasium/performing arts complex. I continue to be awed by 
the dedication shown annually by our Parent Teachers’ Council, which 
this year, under the leadership of Susan and Scott McComas, achieved a 
year full of accomplishments. We would not be the school we are without 
such strong and vital volunteer support for a myriad of services and 
activities. 


The academic program continues to flourish in all grade levels. The 
school was especially honored to be selected by the National Association 
of Independent Schools to send a representative to Washington, D.C., to 
receive with other students representing each of the 50 state the first 
Presidential Academic Fitness Awards. Campbell Hall chose senior Juliana 
Prather, an outstanding student and co-valedictorian of her class, as 

its representative. The White House ceremony, where Juliana received a 
personal commendation from President Reagan, was the initiating event for 
the President's Academic Fitness Program designed to recognize students 
who had attained a high level of academic achievement while pursuing 

a solid core of academic classes. We were proud to have our student as 
the one NAIS official representative from its 900 independent school 
membership at a gathering to honor and encourage the nation's youth in 
academic strengths. 


The school's college placement continues to be strong. This year's senior 
class members were a particularly able group, and their college acceptance 
record reflects their capable level of achievement. For the past several 
years our senior classes have been equally divided between attendance at 
public universities (including California and other states) and private 
colleges and universities. This year's class also will travel to a wide 
geographic range of locations with approximately 60% remaining in the 
western states and the remaining 40% moving to the mid-west, south, east 
coast, and abroad. Campbell Hall will be well-represented by the members 
of this class in their future educational pursuits. 


When I first started at Campbell Hall 13 years ago, there was no development 
concept. However, for the past eight years, since the inception of the 

21st Century Fund, development and related fund raising matters occupy an 
increasing percentage of my time. And for a school like Campbell Hall, 

each year our development work becomes more vital and necessary for our 
continuing growth. When our Board of Directors approved the long-range 
plans which included coeducation for the high school, the members 

realized a corollary decision should be the construction of a second 
gymnasium complex on campus which would be larger and suitable for C.I.F. 
League competition for boys and girls. The plans have developed to 
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include a full-sized gym, a separate performing arts theater available 
for productions as well as for chapel programs, and an additional 12,000 
square feet of classroom space. A. Quincy Jones and Associates, the 
school's master plan architects, have designed a 24,000 square foot 
building which will complete the master plan for the campus. The new 
building, when combined with an expanded track and field and additional 
parking added on tHe Los Angeles County Flood Control right-of-way 
adjoining the campus, will give ample room to accommodate the expanded 
program. 


Building plans seem also to relate directly to fund raising, and thus 

the Campaign for Campbell Hall was initiated to provide the funding. The 
Campaign for Campbell Hall is a ten million dollar ten-year program. The 
first three years are dedicated to a capital drive for $2.2 million 

to build the new gymnasium/performing arts complex and this part of the 
challenge was initiated this year. In the first year's effort the school 
raised one-half million toward the goal, and, as we approach construction 
in early 1985, we are confident that another one-half million will 

have been committed. g 


As we look toward the 1984-85 academic year, the school's enrollment 
continues to be strong, and we anticipate over 700 students on campus. Due 
to our extended kindergarten program and the growth of the high school we 
have hired an additional seven teachers who will be joining us in 
September, 1984. The expertise and experience these new teachers will 
bring to Campbell Hall is bound to contribute to another stimulating year. 


The school's 40th year has been marked by saying thank you and farewell to 
three faculty and staff members who epitomize the spirit of this faculty 
community. Jane Smith, English teacher, former principal of Argyll, and 
Campbell Hall's first director of alumni-development, has given her 
leadership to many aspects of campus life for 18 years, and the benefit to 
the school has been enormous. Anne Mills, former 3rd grade teacher and for 
the past eight years director of admissions, has given that crucial office 
her very personal care and proficiency. Wayne Boys, founding faculty 
member, has enlivened countless chapels and classrooms with his musical 
talents. Each of these valuable people in our midst has given the extra 
effort required to help the school grow and develop. They leave with the 
respect and affectionate best wishes from all of us. 


Graduation, always a nostalgic event, was especially so this year with the 
graduation of our last all-female senior class. It impressed me that never 
was the Alma Mater more heartily sung or the words of the student speakers 
more cogent while at the same time there was also a sense of pride evident 
that the school had successfully completed the first year of a new phase 

of its history. Through all of this I am more conscious than ever of the 
tenacious and’ untiring work of the Campbell Hall Board of Directors, who 
give countless hours of their time and expertise to help the school work. 
Each year we call on them to do more, and their dedication never waivers. 
The school continues to thrive, thanks to their leadership. 


I am pleased to report to the Diocesan Convention that Campbell Hall 
flourishes, dedicated to the on-going growth of academic excellence and to 
the spiritual nurture of the students entrusted to its care.

Graduation ceremonies at Gooden School in June, 1984 marked the end of its 
ninth year. One member of the class of 1984 entered Gooden in Kindergarten 
making him the first alumnus to have attended the school all the way 
through. The class of 1984 was also the largest graduating class we've 

had - eleven students. Academically an outstanding group, nine of them 
will attend prep schools in the area, including Polytechnic, Westridge, 
Webb and Flintridge Prep. 


The end of our first decade has also brought the completion of our new 
Jameson Building, a multi-purpose classroom structure which can also be 
used as an auditorium. The new building has allowed us to improve our 
library and offices, and has also freed space for a much-needed teacher's 
room. 


Provisional membership in the California Association of Independent 
Schools was granted to Gooden in 1983. We are embarking on projects which 
should lead to our full membership by 1986. These projects include the 
improvements of our school library, curriculum development and long term 
financial planning. 


Gooden's faculty is a talented, enthusiastic group. Several faculty 
members studied computer science during the year, and others will begin in 
the fall. Our new head of the Lower School, Marion Eggers, developed an 
innovative course of study in California history for fourth and fifth 
graders. Music teacher Rita Baker directed two musical productions, 
"Oklahoma" with the Lower School and "Of Thee I Sing" with the Middle 
School. The Middle School faculty led students on a three-day trip to 
Ventura, Anacapa Island and Santa Barbara. Business Manager Marylen Hart 
has expanded-her areas of expertise, taking time to learn accounting 

and budgeting. 


Two eighth graders participated in the Project for the Study of Academic 
Precocity administered by the University of Arizona. Both scored extremely 
well on the SAT tests and received recognition from the Project. Over half 
of the students in the Middle School competed in a Latin competition and 
eight received recognition for their work. Our students were among the 
youngest at the event, and they competed against students with far more 
background in Latin. Remarkable overall achievement was registered by 
lower school students. 


As Gooden School begins its tenth anniversary year, we look back at the 
last decade with nostalgia for the school's childhood. We look forward to 
the next ten years and to the changes they will bring as Gooden enters 

its adolescence.

In extending a warm thanks to the many friends of the school who have sup- 
ported us this year, I am glad to have the opportunity to make comments on 
the year just past and indicate to you some of our plans for the immediate 
future. 
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There were a number of events on the Harvard School campus during 1983-84 
which made the year special, even by Harvard School standards. 


It was a time of accreditation for us, the first since 1978. The Commit- 
tee issued a very favorable report. The faculty and staff put in a great 
deal of work to prepare a thoroughly comprehensive account of the School's 
operation for the Visiting Committee. They were rewarded for their 
efforts by hearing the Chairman of the Committee say at the meeting 

held at the end of the Committee's visit that, in sixteen years of 
visiting schools throughout the western part of the country, in his 
opinion Harvard was the best he had yet seen. 


The atypical success of the year was the championship performance by our 
football team. We won the Pioneer League and came within a hair's 
breath of being 2-A champions in Southern California. The wrestling 
team repeated its previous performance and became league champions 

once more. Perhaps the most commendable aspect of our athletic program 
is not to be found on the scorecharts themselves. It is in the high 
level of participation shown by our students. 


Student participation in the Arts has been high. The School chorus and 
orchestra gave some fine concerts. The chorus toured schools in Californii 
during the Spring Vacation. There were drama productions at the Upper 

and the Lower school levels, all of which drew considerable crowd. 


Student activity on the Harvard News has increased. In a series at the 
beginning of the year, the students reviewed each of the academic depart- 
ments of the school and made some suggestions for change. The articles 
were well researched and thoughtfully put together. Teachers read them 
carefully. Some of the students’ proposals have been adopted. All have 
been discussed. 


Much of the value of the six-yearly visitation, which I referred to 
earlier, is in the preparation of the School's report and the opportunity 
it provides for all of us - students, parents, faculty and Trustees - to 
discuss the School's philosophy, the extent to which it is property 
implemented and the regular operation of the many activities that contri- 
bute to the whole educational process on the campus. 


The bulk of the School's curriculum remains much the same as it has been. 
We are satisfied that it provides an excellent preparation for college. 


The English Department reviewed its series of elective classes offered in 
the senior year and has decided to emphasize the "core curriculum" approac'! 
to the subject matter instead, on the grounds that high school is the 
place where students ought to develop a common heritage of understanding 
of their language and literature, leaving experimentation in the more 
esoteric branches of the subject matter to the later years in college. 


The school is rapidly expanding its use of computers. Significant progres 
has been made without wasted investment in inappropriate hardware. We 
have two programming classes and one class that is a preparation for the 
Advanced Placement examination in Computer Sciences. The Mathematics 
Department uses computers in its coursework at the seventh and eighth grad 
levels. The Science and Language Departments make extensive use of com- 
puters in preparing, sorting and presenting test material. English 
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Department members use the word processor for their own purposes and most 
of them are now knowledgeable enough in what this means to appreciate 

that, as word processing equipment becomes available to students, the 
potential for rapid revision of written work is considerable. Experiments 
elsewhere in the use of word processors to teach writing indicate that 
there are pitfalls in the procedure but, by and large, we can be optimistic 
that the technical aspects of the learning of writing can be handled more 
effectively this way, leaving greater time to concentrate on the 
intellectual content of what is written. 


This year we again asked our Seniors to fill in a questionnaire giving us 
their reactions to their experiences at the School. The results are 
quite similar to last year's. Over 90% of the group indicated that they 
were happy with their senior year and several of those who could not so 
state unequivocally commented either that it had good parts or that their 
own lack of involvement was the reason for their dissatisfaction. We 
have reviewed the questionnaires of those few who said they were not 
happy to see if we can alleviate the problems in the future. 


The parents have helped us in other ways this year. Their Association 
organized several neighborhood meetings, bringing lots of Harvard families 
together. The discussion that was started at those sessions has continued 
both amongst parents groups and also at the school. Both groups will be 
working together during the coming months to discuss common problems and 
to determine how the schools program can best respond to legitimate 
parental concerns. 


1983-84 was a busy year. In its public image Harvard School received 
considerable kudos from a variety of places. That is gratifying, but it 
would not be enough if the internal performance of the institution did 
not justify the School's reputation. We took a number of steps to 

improve and enhance the School's operation and we plan to continue that 
process. I am particularly pleased that we can offer the high standards 
of teaching, the wide range of athletic and extracurricular activities and 
the efficient organization at a cost to parents considerably below that 
charged by most of the nation's prominent day schools. 


We appreciate the support provided for our endeavors by our large group 

of generous donors. We undertake, for our part, to continue our efforts 

to make Harvard School consistently stronger. We are grateful to all of 
you who help us to achieve our goals and we invite your participation again 
this year in our Annual Giving Campaign.

I am indeed grateful to the Bishop for giving diocesan staff time to the 
Reverend Canon Harold G. Hultgren, D.D. to assist in the time consuming 
yet most facinating and important area of Archives/History. This year 
we have been able to at least bring all our archival material to one 
location in the Diocesan House. We have had preliminary discussions 
with Randolph Kimmler, Director of the Diocesan Resource Center, to co- 
ordinate some of our work to better serve the Diocese and outside 
researchers. 


In addition, through the personal efforts of Canon Hultgren and his 
attendance at the National Historical Meeting in Philadelphia, we have 
made more specific our relationship with the Church Historical Society 
and the National Episcopal Historians Association. Again through the 
efforts of Canon Hultgren the Province of the Pacific at the Fifty-eighth 
Synod made recognition of the Archivist/Historiographer in the Province 
and encouraged us to proceed with the establishment of a provincial 
network for mutual encouragement of our work and for the sharing of 
information and resources so necessary to the work of historical 
research.

As is well known, every congregation is required by The Canons of the 
Eptscopal Church (Title I, Canon 5, Sec. 1) to file with the Bishop of 
the Diocese (in the Diocese of Los Angeles the Secretary of Convention 

is designated by the Bishop to actually receive them) an Annual Parochial 
Report by February lst for the preceding year. In the tables following 
you will note certain congregations did not file before March list, 1984 
the date the Secretary of Convention is required by the same Canon to 
file with the Executive Council and the computer, In all these cases 

the last year for which a report was filed has been used indicated by 
(*). The following congregations have filed the 1983 Report since that 
date: Colton, Grace, 3/15/84; Corona del Mar, St. Michael and All Angels, 
4/3/84; Hawthorne, St. George's, 3/14/84; Los Angeles, St. Philip's, 
3/8/84; North Hollywood, St. David's, 3/29/84; North Hollywood, St. Paul's, 
3/27/84; Palmdale, Christ the King, 3/5/84. The balance as of October 
10th, 1984 have still not been filed. 


The Constitution of the Dtocese of Los Angeles (Article VI, Sec. 16) 
provides that "The Lay members (of Convention) shall consist of Delegates 
chosen in proportion to the number of communicants reported to the 

Annual Meeting of Convention of the previous year." This means that if 
the Annual Parochial Report is not filed before the Meeting of Convention 
zero communicants are reported and the congregation is entitled to only 
one Lay Delegate the following year. "Each Parish and Mission in union 
with Convention shall be entitled to at least one Lay Delegate” 

(Article 1, Sec. 16).

when the obligation is incurred. Accordingly, the accompanying financial 
statements are not intended to present financial position and results of 
operations in conformity with generally accepted accounting principles. 


As described in Note 2, the financial statements do not include all 
Episcopal Agencies in the Diocese of Los Angeles. 


In our opinion, except that the omission of the financial statements 
described above result in an incomplete presentation, the financial 
statements designated above present fairly the assets and liabilities 
arising from cash transactions of the Diocese at December 31, 1983, and the 
revenue collected, expenses paid and change in fund balances during the year 
then ended, on the basis of accounting described in Note 1, which basis has 
been applied in a manner consistent with that of the preceding year. 


Qur examinations were made for the purpose of forming an opinion cn the 
basic financial statements taken as a whole. The additional information on 
pages 14 through 16 is presented for purposes of additional analysis and is 
not a required part of the basic financial statements. Such information has 
been subjected to the auditing procedures applied in the examinations of the 
basic financial statements and, in our opinion, is fairly stated in all 
material respects in relation to the basic financial statements taken as a 
whole.

NOTES TO FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 


December 31, 1983 


Summary of significant accounting policies 


This summary of significant accounting policies of The Protestant 
Episcopal Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles (Diocese) is presented 
to assist in understanding the financial statements. The financial 
statements and notes are representations of the Diocese, which is 
responsible for their integrity and objectivity. These accounting 
policies conform to a modified basis of cash receipts and disbursements 
and have been consistently applied in the preparation of the financial 
statements. 


Fund accounting 


Financial activities are recorded in the individual funds described 
below, each of which is deemed to be a separate accounting entity. The 
financial affairs and operations of each fund are accounted for in 
separate self-balancing accounts which represent the funds’ assets, 
liabilities, equity and sources and uses of financial resources of 
revenue and expenses. 


Mission Share fund 


Transactions related to revenue primarily from the churches within the 
Diocese and used to finance the annual programs and budget of the 
Diocese as approved at the Diocesan Conventions are accounted for in 
the Mission Share fund. 


Agency funds 


Transactions for which the Diocese maintains a fiduciary responsibility 
are maintained in the Agency funds. 


Missionary Expansion Loan fund 
Transactions related to resources obtained and used for the purpose of 


providing financing for various missions and parishes are accounted for 
in the Missionary Expansion Loan fund.

Endowment and Trust funds 


Transactions relating to resources obtained through an endowment or 
trust, and restricted for specific purposes are accounted for in the 
Endowment and Trust funds. 


Venture in Mission fund 


Transactions relating to resources, obtained through fund raising 
activities, and restricted for specific purposes are accounted for in 
the Venture in Mission fund. 


El Toro Debt Service fund 


Transactions related to resources obtained and used for the acquisition 
of property and construction of facilities in El Toro and payment of 
interest and principal on related debt are accounted for in the El Toro 
Building fund. 


Property fund 


Transactions related to the capitalization of disbursements for fixed 
assets are accounted for in the Property fund. 


Bases of accounting 


All funds are maintained and reported on a modified basis of cash 
receipts and disbursements. Consequently, certain revenue and the 
related assets are recognized when received rather than when earned, 
and certain expenses are recognized when paid rather than when the 
obligation is incurred. 


Total (memorandum only) columns 


The data shown in the total (memorandum only) columns is presented for 
purposes of additional analysis. Such data merely aggregate the 
columnar statements by fund types and does not present consolidated 
financial information in conformity with generally accepted accounting 
principles. 


The financial statements are not all-inclusive of all 


Episcopal Agencies in the Diocese of Los Angeles 


The financial statements do not include the assets, liabilities or fund 
balances of the Bishop of the Protestant Episcopal Church in Los 
Angeles (a corporation sole) or various other institutions, parishes, 
missions and agencies of the Diocese. 
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Property and equipment 


Property and equipment are carried at one of the following: 


a. cost 
b. appraised value 
Cc. nominal 


Methods other than cost have been used to value properties acquired 
when cost records were not maintained and no provision is made for 


depreciation or amortization of exhaustible property. These practices 
represent departures from generally accepted accounting principles. 


Diocesan Investment Trust 
The Diocesan Investment Trust is a portfolio of various securities 


maintained and controlled by a board of trustees. The Trust is carried 
at cost. Aggregate market value at December 31, 1983 is $1,057,811. 


Bonds payable 


The proceeds from the bonds were used to help fund the construction of 


‘facilities for St. Margaret of Scotland Mission. They were issued in 


two classes: capital notes and income notes. Both issues bear 
interest at 10% per annum. Simple interest on the income notes will be 
paid semiannually. Compound interest on the capital notes will accrue 
and be paid upon redemption. The due dates of the notes are as 
follows:

Loans receivable - missions and parishes 


Loans receivable from missions and parishes consist of various notes 
with no specific due dates or principal payment arrangements. 
Principal amounts vary from $327,000 to $3,500. Interest on all loans 
range from 0% to 2% up to a maximum of $600 per year for any one 
church. Interest paid by a church on outside debt is counted towards 
the $600 maximum each year. 


Layworkers' pension plan 


Layworkers of the Diocesan Corporation are covered under a fixed 
contribution pension plan. The contributions are computed at 7% of 
eligible wages and amounted to $22,602.

1. ACCOUNTING BASIS USED IN FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 


The Society maintains its accounts on a cash receipts and disbursements basis. 
Accordingly no accruals of interest receivable are included in the financial 
statements as of December 31, 1983. 


2. DIVISION OF THE SOCIETY 


The Board of Directors of The Church Extension Society authorized the alloca- 
tion of one-sixth of the assets of the Society to the Episcopal Diocese of 

San Diego, the valuation date being December 31, 1973. Pursuant to this 
authorization, one-sixth of the cash on hand as of the valuation date plus one- 
sixth of loan collections and interest income subsequent to the valuation date 
have been remitted to San Diego. The remaining balance, in the form loans re- 
ceivable, is being paid as the loans are liquidated.

The Year in Review. Once again, it is my pleasure to report a year 
of excellent investment results. Your share value for the year ending 
October 31, 1983, was $59.74, up from $52.42 the previous year, 
an increase of 13.9%. Dividends were $4.11 per share, compared 
with $4.38 last year, reflecting, in part, the rather dramatic drop in 
the prime and interest rates. Combining these results and dividing 
them by the average value per share for the year produces a return 
for the year of 20.38%. 

Our investment advisors have shown skill with timely adjust- 
ments in the portfolio. Naturally, not all-years will be “up” years. 
Sometimes, the best advice is not enough to counteract sharply 
downward trends in the markets. For this reason, the Trustees 
study performance over a long period. The 34 years depicted on 
pages 4 and 5 provide a measure of comfort regarding resiliency 
and safety in a changeable environment. 


The Purpose of DIT and its Investment Objectives. The DIT was 
created in 1949 so that the parishes and institutions of our Diocese 
would have a professionally-managed investment fund, wherein 
they could pool their respective investable reserves. Trustees were 
and are nominated because of their knowledge of investment matters 
and they, in turn, work with professional managers. The Trustees’ 
responsibility is to monitor the investment results and to take 
appropriate action, when required 

The investment objectives: to provide a minimum annual 7% 
cash distribution and to seek as much capital appreciation as possible 
consistent with keeping safety of principal the primary objective. 
Of course, one of the keys to increasing dividends is to increase 
the principal invested and it is for that reason that the “combined” 
return, noted above, is an important calculation.

Notes to Financial Statements 
October 31, 1983 and 1982

Note 1-Summary of significant accounting policies: The following 
is a summary of significant accounting policies consistently 
followed by the Diocesan Investment Trust of the Diocese of Los 
Angeles (the Trust) in the preparation of its financial statements. 
The policies are in conformity with generally accepted accounting 
principles. 


Security valuation: Investment securities traded on a national 
securities exchange are valued at the last reported sales price on 
the last business day of the year; securities traded in the over-the- 
counter market and listed securities for which no sale was reported 
on that date are valued at the mean between the last reported bid 
and asked prices. Mutual fund shares are valued at quoted net 
asset value. 


Income taxes: The Trust was incorporated in California in 1949 as 
an investment trust. Subscription to the Trust is limited to 
churches and other institutions affiliated with the Protestant 
Episcopal Church in the Southern California area. The Trust is 
exempt from federal and California income taxes and had no 
unrelated business income during the years ended October 31, 1983 
and 1982. Accordingly, no provision for federal and California 
income taxes is necessary.

Other: Capital gain dividends paid by mutual funds are recorded | 
as net realized gains on securities sold. 

Cash tenders for subscriptions to shares and requests for 
withdrawal and redemption of shares must be received three 
business days prior to the end of any fiscal quarter and can be 
made only as of the quarter end. Share prices for tenders and 
surrenders are based on the quarter end net asset value per share 
determined on the same basis as in the annual financial statements. 


Note 2 - Sale of securities: On February 12, 1980 the Trustees 
resolved that from that date, two-thirds of the assets of the Trust 
at such date and two-thirds of future tenders shall be invested in 
mutual funds managed by Capital Research and Management 
Company. The remaining one-third would be managed by a 
separate investment management firm. 


Note 3 - Shares of beneficial interest outstanding: The shares of 
beneficial interest outstanding includes 2,993 shares to be issued for 
subscriptions received at October 31, 1983, and excludes 38,861 
shares surrendered at October 31, 1983. 


Note 4 - Trust shares surrendered: To provide funds to repurchase 
the 38,861 shares surrendered, the Trust sold investment securities 
on October 31, 1983 and recorded a receivable in the amount of 
$1,333,334. The $988,071 necessary to repurchase the balance of 
the shares surrendered was obtained from the sale of investment 
securities in November 1983.

THE MINUTES 


FEBRUARY 16th, 1985 


A Special Meeting of the Eighty-ninth Convention of the Church in the 
Diocese of Los Angeles, called by the Bishop and the Standing Committee, 
for the purpose of electing a Suffragan Bishop, was opened at 9:30 a.m. 
on Saturday, February 16th, 1985 in the Parish Church of St. John, 514 
West Adams Boulevard, Los Angeles, California, with a celebration of the 
Holy Eucharist. At the service, the Right Reverend, the Bishop of Los 
Angeles, Robert Claflin Rusack, D.D., S.T.D. was the celebrant and in 
his homily gave the charge to the Convention. The text of the Bishop's 
homily is printed elsewhere in The Journal, Volume IV. 


At 11:00 a.m., the President called the Convention to order. The 
President recognized the Reverend Canon Harold G. Hultgren, D.D., 
Secretary of Convention, who reported that at 10:15 a.m. on the six- 
teenth day of February, 1985, he examined the records of registration 
for this Meeting of Convention and found that 132 Parishes and Missions 
entitled to vote were represented by certified Lay Delegates, which 
exceed the two thirds or ninety-eight Parishes and Missions necessary 
for the choice of a Bishop to be determined by a simple majority of 
both orders. He further found that 224 members of the clergy had 
registered as present, which exceedd the two thirds, or 189, necessary 
for the choice of a Bishop to be determined by a simple majority of 
both orders. Therefore, he reported, the necessary quorum for the 
transaction of business is present at this Special Meeting of the 
Eighty-ninth Convention as specified in Article XX, Section 44 of the 
Constitution of the Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles. 


The President then declared that a quorum was present and this Meeting 
of Convention was open for the transaction of business. 


The President led Convention in prayer. He recognized the Secretary 
who appointed the following persons to serve as Assistant Secretaries 
of Convention: the Reverend George A. Detor, S.T.M., Rector of St. 

Andrew's Parish, Torrance, for the supervision of the writing of the

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minutes for this Meeting; the Reverend Gary D. Hand, Vicar of St. 
Peter's Mission, Rialto, for the supervision of the counting of any 
standing votes of the house; and Margaret Hultgren (Mrs. Harold G.) 
of Holy Trinity Parish, Alhambra, for the supervision of the 
Registration process. 


The President announced the appointment of Mr. George Thompson* as the 
Judge of Elections. 


The President recognized the Reverend James R. Bishop, Vicar of St. 
Joseph of Arimathea Mission, Yucca Valley, Chairman of the Committee on 
the Dispatch of Business who reported for the Committee the proposed 
order for dispatch of business at this meeting of Convention: 


1. A Special Meeting of the Eighty-ninth Convention of the Church in 
the Diocese of Los Angeles, called by the Bishop and Standing Com- 
mittee for the election of a Suffragan Bishop for the Diocese, shall 
convene at St. John's Parish Church, 514 West Adams Boulevard, Los 
Angeles, California, on Saturday, February 16, 1985. Due to the 
limited capacity of the facilities, registration for seating in the 
Church during business sessions of the Special Meeting will be for 
delegates and alternates only, and will open at 8:00 a.m. in the 
Parish Hall. j 


2. The number of persons permitted on the floor of this Convention must 
not exceed the seating capacity of the building. This is a Fire 
Ordinance Safety Requirement. Thus, standing will not be allowed. 
Convention delegates will be seated in the nave and east transept 
with alternates in the west transept and balcony. 


3. The Bishop will be Celebrant of the Holy Eucharist at 9:30 a.m. The 
homily will be given by the Bishop. 


4. Following the Eucharist the business meeting shall be called to 
order in the Church by the President, the Right Reverend, the Bishop 
of Los Angeles, Robert Claflin Rusack, D.D., S.T.D. 


5. The Constitution of the Diocese permits no business to be transacted 
other than the election of a Suffragan Bishop for the Diocese for 
which this Special Meeting of Convention was called. 


6. Following an announcement by the Secretary, and declaration by the 
President, that a quorum is present, Convention shall be in session 
and prayer shall be offered. 


7. The Secretary shall announce the appointment of Assistant Secretaries. 


8. The President shall appoint the Judge of Elections and any committees 
required to conduct the business of this Special Meeting of 
Convention. 

9. The Committee on Dispatch of Business shall make its report. 


10. The Committee on Credentials shall make its report. 


11. The Nominating Committee appointed by the Bishop shall make its 


report on their choice of candidates for a Suffragan Bishop for the 
Diocese and place those names in nomination before this Special 
Meeting of Convention, Additional nominations in name only may be 
made from the floor, provided that prior consent has been obtained 
from any one so proposed for nomination. After any additional 
nominations have been made the President shall declare nominations 
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closed. For each nomination, in the order of nomination, a speech 
may be made, not to exceed three minutes, and a maximum of two 
seconding speeches, each of which shall be limited to two minutes. 


12. The President shall recognize the Judge of Elections who shall 
instruct the members of this Special Meeting of Convention regarding 
the procedure for voting after which the President shall declare the 
polls open for casting the first ballot. 


13. After the polls have been closed for the first ballot, Noonday 
Prayers will be said, and the Special Meeting of Convention will 
recess for lunch. For those who have reserved them, box lunches will 
be available in the Guild Room of the Church. 


14. The Special Meeting of Convention will reconvene one hour after 
recessing for lunch, and the Judge of Elections will report the 
results of the first ballot. If necessary, a second and continuing 
ballots will be cast until an election has been announced by the 
Judge of Elections and so declared by the President. 


15. When the election of a Suffragan Bishop for the Diocese has been 
accomplished all voters must remain and sign the Canonical Testimon- 
ial of Election. 


16. Upon declaration by the Bishop that the business for which this 
Special Meeting of the Eighty-ninth Convention of the Diocese was 
called has been completed, Convention will be adjourned. 


17. This Special Meeting of Convention shall be dismissed with the 
Bishop's blessing. 


The Chairman of the Committee on Dispatch of Business moved that the 
Report of the proposed order of dispatch of business for this Meeting 
of Convention as presented be adopted. The motion was seconded and 
carried. 


The Secretary reported for the Committee on Credentials that in accor- 
dance with Article VI, Section 16 of the Constitution of the Church in 
the Diocese of Los Angeles, and Canon XIII, Section 13.00 and 13.02 of 
the Canons, the Committee received and inspected on February 9, 1985, 
the Certificates of Lay Delegates of the Eighty-ninth Convention of 145 
Parishes and Missions in union with Convention representing 448 Lay 
Delegates. The Committee found that they are entitled to representation 
and vote in this Meeting of Convention and so certified them. This is 
from a possible total of 146 congregations and 450 Delegates who might 
be eligible. 


A motion to receive this report was made, seconded and carried. 


The Secretary reported for the Committee on Credentials that in accor- 
dance with Article IV, Section 15 of the Constitution of the Diocese of 
Los Angeles, and Canon XII, Section 12.00 of the Canons, the Committee 
examined the list of all Clergy of the Church canonically resident in 
this Diocese as authorized by the Ecclesiastical Authority, on February 
9, 1985. The Committee found that 2 Bishops, 352 Presbyters, and 1 
Deacon are canonically resident in this Diocese, a total of 355 Clergy. 
Of this number, 283 are entitled to vote in this Meeting of Convention. 


A motion to receive this report was made, second and carried. 
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The Secretary reporting for the Committee on Credentials, moved that 
Mr. George Thompson, Judge of Elections, be extended the courtesy of 

a seat and voice in this Meeting of Convention so that he may exercise 
the duties and only those duties the Bishop and Convention have asked 
him to assume. 


The motion was seconded and carried. 


The Secretary, reporting for the Committee on Credentials, moved that 
the Venerable Lorentho Wooden, a candidate for election nominated by 
the Nominating Committee, be extended the courtesy of a seat in this 
Meeting of Convention. The motion was seconded and carried. 


The Secretary, reporting for the Committee on Credentials, moved that 
certain members of the laity, namely Virginia Young and Maclyn Erickson, 
be granted the courtesy of a seat and voice in this meeting of Conven- 
tion, for the sole purpose of making a seconding speech for candidates 
to be nominated. The motion was seconded and carried. 


The Secretary reminded Convention that Artical XX of the Constitution 
provides that, if the number of Clerical Delegates or Parishes and 
Missions represented by certified Lay Delegates remaining present 
declines to less than two-thirds of those eligible to vote but still 
more than one-third, two-thirds of those present in each order would 
be necessary fot the election of a Bishop. 


The Reverend Harry R. Edwall, Rector of St. Peter's Parish, San Pedro 
and the Chairman of the Nominating Committee, moved the nomination of 
the following persons for the Office of Suffragan Bishop of the Diocese 
of Los Angeles:

The motion was seconded and carried. 


Father Edwall thanked everyone who was involved in the work of the 
Committee as they sought to fulfill the charge to place before Conven- 
tion the names of persons to be nominated for Suffragan Bishop. Father 
Edwall moved that the Committee be discharged having completed its 
task. The motion was seconded and carried. The President thanked 
Father Edwall and the members of the Committee for their work. 


The President then asked if there were further nominations. 

The Reverend Arnold Fenton, Rector of St. Matthew's Parish, Pacific 
Palisades, nominated the Reverend Kenneth D. Higginbotham, S.T.D. 
John A. Fricker, M.D., a member of the Church of St. Andrew and St. 


Charles, Granada Hills nominated the Reverend Jose D. Carlo, D.D. 


There being no further nominations a motion was made, seconded and 
carried to close the nominations.

The President led Convention in Noonday Prayer, invoking the Holy Spirit 
before the beginning of the voting. 
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The President opened the polls at 12:12 p.m. for 15 minutes, and 
recessed Convention for lunch until 1:00. p.m. 


At 1:15 p.m. the President called Convention to order to hear the 
first report of the Judge of Elections. This report is printed else- 
where in The Journal, Volume IV. The polls were opened for 15 minutes 
at 1:30 p.m. and Convention was recessed until the next report of 

the Judge of Elections. 


At 2:00 p.m. the President called Convention to order. The Reverend 
John M. Krumm, Ph.D., S.T.D., D.D., the Bishop of Southern Ohio, Retired 
and the Right Reverend Charles E. Bennison, D.D., the Bishop of Western 
Michigan, Retired, were introduced to Convention. The Judge of Elec- 
tions made his second report, which is printed elsewhere in The Journal, 
Volume IV. At 2:04 p.m., the polls were opened for 15 minutes, and 
Convention was recessed until the next report of the Judge of Elections. 


At 2:30 p.m., Convention was called to order to hear the third report 
of the Judge of Elections, which is printed elsewhere in The Journal, 
Volume IV. The Reverend Canon Gethin B. Huges and the Reverend Kenneth 
D. Higginbotham, S.T.D., asked that their names be removed from further 
consideration by Convention. The polls were opened for 15 minutes at 
2:35 p.m. and Convention was recessed until the next report of the 
Judge of Elections. 


At 3:05 p.m., in his fourth report, the Judge of Elections stated that 
the Reverend Canon Oliver Bailey Garver, Jr., M.B.A. had received 
sufficient votes in both orders to be declared elected to the office of 
Suffragan Bishop of the Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles. The 
report of this ballot is printed elsewhere in The Journal, Volume IV. 
The Te Deum was then sung. 


Bishop-elect Garver then received the applause of the Convention and in 
his remarks to Convention he accepted his election. 


The President recognized the Secretary who instructed the delegates in 
the process of signing the Canonical Testimonial attesting the fact of 
the election. 


The Secretary moved that we dispense with the reading of the Minutes of 
this Meeting of Convention and that the Chancellor and Bishop certify 
to the accuracy of the Minutes. 


The Chairman of the Committee on the Dispatch of Business declared that 
the agenda had been completed and moved adjournment.at 3:30 p.m. The 
motion was seconded and carried. 


The President adjourned the meeting with his blessing.

My Sisters and Brothers in Christ: We come here, today, to this place, 


God's house, becausé I, your Bishop and servant, have called you to join 
me in celebration, A celebration of Christ Jesus as Lord. We are the 
Church, founded by Christ upon the rock of the apostle's faith. We are 


the Church, made witnesses to all the world of Christ's resurrection. We 


are the Church, called to show forth Christ in our common life of faith 
and hope and love.

And then, when our celebration of Christ in the Holy Mysteries of the 
altar is done, we shall take counsel, together and in our orders, that we 
may show forth Christ in the sacrament of His Church. For I have called 
you to join me today in undertaking the solemn work of electing a Bishop 
of the Church, a Suffragan Bishop who will be called to assist me in 
showing forth Christ and proclaiming His Good News throughout the Diocese 
of Los Angeles: and not alone to the Church, but to that great multitude 
of people among whom, and with whom, we live and work. 


The election of a Bishop for the Church is a celebration of Christ, who 
is the Lord and life of the Church. For each bishop, in communion with 
all the bishops of the Church, must stand as a personal sign of Christ. 


A bishop must be a teacher of the word of Christ. A bishop must be a 
focus of the unity of the Church. A bishop must be a minister of the 
sacramental mysteries of Christ. A bishop must be a servant and shepherd 
of the flock of Christ. A bishop must be a human, personal link with the 
ages of the faithful who have gone before us. A Suffragan Bishop must, 

in particular, work in such unity and singleness of mind with the Diocesan 
Bishop that their work may be seen as the work of one -- and that one, 
Christ!! 
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I have called you to join me in this celebration, asking that you give 

me a faithful and trustworthy fellow worker to share in my continuing 
ministry as a witness to the resurrection of Christ. I need an assistant 
bishop who can minister with confidence to the whole diocese. The = 
apostolic witness among us must not be divided, but strengthened and 
increased through the remaining years of my Episcopate. 


We have been united in mission and ministry in a wonderful way these 
past few years. I am eager to extend this unity. I want to expand the 
ministry and witness of the episcopate beyond the miles and hours and 
energies which one man can spend. 


Because our work of electing a Bishop of the Church is a celebration of 
Christ, whose Church we are, I must remind you that our work today is a 
“holy work", in which we must strive for only one thing: to celebrate 
Christ Jesus our Lord, and to express His mind to His Church. There is 
no place in our celebration for power politics, nor for poison pens, 
nor for a popularity contest, nor for party pettiness, nor for any bit— 
terness or discord. These things are not of Christ, and it is Christ 
alone Whom we must show forth, today, in this place. 


I plead for reverence in this place, and in the environs of St. John's, 
all through our proceedings, so that our minds can be fixed on our one 
set purpose - discovering, with the guidance of the Holy Spirit, the 
person God wants for a bishop. Let the pressure from the partisans 
cease, so that God may have the increase. May we refrain from applause, 
and be ever considerate of those around us struggling to be led by God 
in this weighty matter. 


What would we celebrate and show forth of Christ to the Church, to the 
world aroung us? 


After many weeks of prayer and reflection about these matters, I believe 
that, as your Bishop, I can tell you some things about Christ our Lord 
which we must seek to show forth as we elect a Bishop for our Church: 
that he is humble and gentle, not lording it over, but serving, the 
people of God; that he is rooted and grounded in an unending round of 
prayer to Almighty God; that he is rooted and grounded as a good shepherd, 
a pastor mindful of all his flock; that he is open and available to all; 
that the Church is his great love, and joy, and prize; that he sees 
beyond the Church to all the world which awaits reconciliation with God; 
that he knows no aliens, no enemies, no hopeless cases, but only brothers 
and sisters who have been bought and redeemed at a great price; that he 
speaks boldly and compassionately and with hope for all those who have no 
voice or hope; that he seeks, in and above all things, to build up the 
unity of the Church, in faith and love, in ministry and witness, in hope 
and joy. 


If, as we consult together, we are mindful of these things about Christ 
Jesus our Lord, and if we attempt to find them in one of the persons to 
be proposed to us, then, indeed, we shall show forth Christ to the Church 
and to the world around us. And so, together we shall celebrate Christ: 
Christ who loves and nourishes His Church, Christ who reveals Himself in 
His Church, Christ who guides, and teaches, and extends His Church, 
Christ who gives His own saving mission to His Church, Christ who is the 
unity of the Church, Christ who is Holy in His Church, Christ who shows 
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forth His sufferings, His death, His glorious resurrection in His 
Church. 


As we come to this celebration, I call upon you to express our unity 
in Christ, as we profess the faith delivered once to the saints in 
_ the Creed. 
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
